VII.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when  a  question  is  stated  from  the 
Chair,  shall  vote  thereon,  unless  excused  by  the  House. 

VIII.  No  motion  shall  be  put  or  debated  until  it  is  seconded ;  and,  when  sec- 
onded, it  shall  be  stated  by  the  President  before  debate ;  and  every  motion  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing,  when  required  by  the  President  or  any  member. 

IX.  If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  distinct  propositions,  any  member 
may  have  the  same  divided. 

X.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received,  unless  to  lay 
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it  on  the  table;  to  postpone  it  indefinitely;  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time;  to 
commit  it,  or  to  amend  it;  and  motions  for  either  of  tiiese  purposes  shall  have  prece* 
dence  in  the  order  herein  named.  But  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order 
when  no  member  is  speaking,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate;  and  if  it  be 
negatived,  it  shall  not  be  renewed  until  some  other  business  has  intervened. 

XI.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

XII.  On  a  question  being  put  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the 
sound  of  voices,  for  or  against  it ;  but  any  member  may  require  a  count  of  the  votes, 
and  tellers  for  that  purpose  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair:  or  any  three  votes 
may,  previous  to  a  decision  by  count,  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be  taken,  which 
shall  be  done  by  calling  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  and  of  the  churches  repre- 
sented, and  the  votes  shall  be  entered  in  the  Journals. 

XIII.  Any  five  votes  may  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be  taken  by  orders;  and 
when  so  taken  they  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

XIV.  No  member  may  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question  without 
leave  of  the  House. 

XV.  A  question  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsidered  during  the  same  session 
without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  Convention,  nor  without  the 
motion  for  that  purpose  being  made  by  one  of  the  majority  on  the  prior  decision ; 
nor  shall  any  question  be  reconsidered  more  than  once. 

XVI.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless  otherwise 
specially  directed  by  the  House ;  in  which  case  they  shall  be  appointed  by  ballot. 

XVII.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  of  Deputies  to  the  General 
Convention,  and  the  election  of  any  person  to  supply  a  vacancy  in  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate,  or  in  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen — as  also,  for  the  election  of  a  Treas- 
urer of  the  Convention,  and  a  Treasurer  for  the  Christmas  Fimd  for  Disabled  Cler- 
gymen— shall  be  the  order  of  the  day  for  12  o'clock,  on  the  second  day  of  every 
annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

XVIII.  No  standing  rule  or  order  shall  be  suspended,  changed,  or  rescinded 
without  one  day's  previous  notice  of  a  motion  to  that  efiect,  unless  by  the  votes  of 
two-thirds  df  the  persons  present  entitled  to  vote. 

XIX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  any  session  of  the  Convention,  the  minutes 
of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected  and  approved. 

XX.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention,  it  shall  meet  at  9  o'clock  in 
the  morning ;  take  a  recess  from  I  to  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  adjourn  for  the 
day  at  6  o'clock  P.  M. 
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Cathedral  Church  of  S.  Paul,  Buffalo, 

Wednesday,  August  17,  1870. 

This  being  the  day  fixed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese  of 
Western  New  York,  for  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention  of  the 
same,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Arthur  Cleveland  Coxe,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  assembled  in  the  Ca- 
thedral Church  of  S.  Paul,  in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  the  place  appointed 
by  the  Bishop  for  the  meeting. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  at  eight  o'clock,  at  which  the  Rev.  W. 
W.  Battershall  officiated,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  William  Atwill,  who  read 
the  Second  Lesson,  and  the  Rev.  M.  A.  Johnson,  who  said  the  Creed 
and  Collects. 

At  ten  o'clock  a.  m.,  the  Bishop  and  Clergy  entered  the  Church 
singing  the  316th  Hymn.  The  Bishop  said  a  Bidding  Prayer  for  the 
good  estate  of  the  one  Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church,  etc.,  and 
then  with  the  Lord's  Prayer,  offered  the  Synodical  Prayer.  The 
Litany  was  said  by  the  Rev.  W.  S.  Perry,  D.  D. 

The  Ante-Communion  Service  was  said  by  the  Rev.  William  Shel- 
ton,  D.  D.,  assisted  in  the  Epistle  by  the  Rev.  Kendrick  Metcalf,  D.  D., 
and  the  Rev.  Henry  Anstice  in  the  Gospel.  The  Nicene  Creed  was 
said  by  the  Rev.  L.  B.  Van  Dyck.  The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the 
Rev.  Abner  Jackson,  D.  D.,  LL.D.,  President  of  Trinity  College,  Hart- 
ford, in  commemoration  of  the  late  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  The 
Offertory  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Edward  Ingersoll,  D.  D. 
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Holy  Communion — Organization — Election  of  Secretary, 

The  Holy  Communion  was  then  celebrated  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the 
Bishop,  in  which  he  was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  M.  VanRensselaer,  D.  D., 
the  Rev.  Kendrick  Metcalf,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  R.  I.  Germain,  and  the 
Rev.  Henry  Lockwood.  The  Post-Communion  Service  was  said  by 
the  Rev.  J.  V.  Van  Ingen,  D.  D.,  with  the  Benediction  by  the  Bishop. 

Divine  Service  being  concluded,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  called 
the  Convention  to  order. 

The  Secretary  called  the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  entitled 
to  seats  in  the  Convention,  when  forty-five  answered  to  their  names 
and  took  their  seats.     {Seepage  7.) 

The  Parishes  of  the  Diocese. were  then  called,  in  order,  for  the  Cer- 
tificates of  Lay  Deputies, — 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Chair  appointed  the  Rev.  Charles  D.  Allen  and 
the  Rev.  James  Stoddard,  under  Canon  II.,  §  5,  to  examine  the  same 
with  the  Secretaries. 

The  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  Certificates  of  Lay  Dep- 
uties, having  reported,  the  Churches  were  called,  in  order,  when  sixty 
gentlemen  representing  forty-one  Parishes,  appeared  as  Lay  Deputies 
and  took  their  seats.     {Seepage  9.) 

A  larger  number,  both  of  the  Clergy  and  the  Lay  Deputies,  than  the 
Canons  require  to  constitute  a  quorum,  (viz.:  20  Clergymen  and  Dep- 
uties fi"ora  20  Churches,)  being  present,^ — 

The  House  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary,  when,  on  motion, 
the  vote  by  ballot  was  dispensed  with. 

The  Rev.  Levi  W.  Norton  thanked  the  Convention  for  the  honor 
conferred  on  him  last  year,  but  declined  a  re-election,  as  he  was  about  to 
remove  from  the  Diocese, — bearing  testimony  to  the  kind  and  valuable 
aid  rendered  to  him  by  his  assistant.  The  Bishop  attested  the  fidelity 
and  worth  of  the  retiring  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  William  Shelton,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  Theodore 
M.  Bishop  was  unanimously  elected  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Bishop  having  accepted  the  office,  and  thanked  the 
Convention  for  the  honor  bestowed  upon  him ;  the  President  announced 
that  the  Secretary  begged  leave  to  request  the  valuable  services  of  the 
Rev.  Levi  W.  Norton  during  the  sessions  of  Convention,  and  had  ap- 
pointed the  Rev.  D.  A.  Bonnar  his  assistant.

The  Committee  on  urgent  business,  through  the  Rev.  D.  C.  Mann, 
chairman,  reported  that  the  term  of  service  of  Messrs.  A.  L.  Chew  and 
Asher  P.  Nichols,  as  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund,  had  expired,  and 
on  his  motion  they  were  unanimously  re-elected. 

The  Rev.  D.  C.  Mann  called  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  an 
amendment  of  the  Constitution,  passed  last  year,  changing  the  time  of 
holding  the  annual  Convention,  from  the  third  Wednesday  in  August  to 
the  third  Tuesday  in  September  and  laid  over  for  final  action.

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Bishop  it  was  declared  to  be  the  sense  of  the 
Convention,  that  the  amendment  goes  into  effect  immediately,  thereby 
fixing  the  time  for  holding  the  next  annual  Convention  as  the  third 
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Tuesday  in  September,  in  the  yciar  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  seventy-one. 

The  Rev.  C.  L.  Hutchins,  Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Archives  and  Annals,  presented  a  Report.     (See  Appendix  II.  B.) 

On  motion,  the  Report  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  T.  C.  Montgomery,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  a  Registrar  for  the  Diocese  be  appointed  who  shall  discharge  the 
duties  indicated  in  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Archives  and  Annals  ;  upon  whom 
also  shall  devolve  the  duty  of  preserving  all  important  original  documents,  and  manu- 
scripts and  papers  of  the  Diocesan  Convention ;  Resolved  further,  That  the  Com- 
mittee on  Canons  be  requested  to  report  a  Canon  regulating  and  defining  all  the 
duties  of  the  said  Registrar. 

On  the  nomination  of  Mr.  T.  C.  Montgomery,  the  Rev.  Charles  L. 
Hutchins,  Assistant  Minister  of  S.  Paul's  Church,  Buffalo,  was  unani- 
mously elected  Registrar.

The  Rev.  W.  W.  Battershall,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Episcopal  Library,  presented  the  following 

REPORT: 

• 

The  Committee  on  the  Episcopal  Library  report,  that,  as  a  foundation  for  the 
Episcopal  Library,  projected  in  the  Bishop's  Address  for  1S69,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop 
has  offered  his  valuable  private  library,  together  with  the  considerable  additions  made 
during  his  recent  visit  to  Europe. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Bishop,  moreover,  to  augment  the  Library  from  year  to 
year,  according  to  his  means ;  and  thus  to  increase  its  value  as  a  gift  to  the  Diocese. 

In  response  to  this  act  of  munificence,  the  Committee  would  recommend  the  pas- 
sage of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved^  That  the  Diocese  accepts,  with  profound  thanks,  this  substantial  founda- 
tion for  the  Episcopal  Library,  and  urges  upon  the  Reverend  Clergy  and  Laity  further 
contributions  to  that  invaluable  possession  of  the  Diocese. 

As,  in  consequence  of  his  absence,  the  Bishop  has  been  unable  to  have  the  books 
numbered  and  catalogued ;  and  as  the  new  books  are  as  yet  in  the  temporary  bindings 
peculiar  to  the  issues  of  the  Continental  press,  the  Committee  would  also  recommend 
the  following  resolution : 
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Resolved,  That  the  Standing  Committee  appropriate  from  the  General  Fund,  or 
from  other  moneys  at  their  disposal,  a  simi  sufficient  to  give  such  books,  as  may  need 
repair,  suitable  covers  and  binding. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  C.  L.  Hutchins,  the  Report  was  accepted,  and 
the  resolutions  appended  were  adopted.

The  Rev.  Henry  Anstice,  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee  of  six, 
appointed  yesterday  to  take  this  matter  into  consideration,  read  the 
following 

REPORT: 

The  Committee  appointed  to  report  such  amendments  to  the  Canons  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  recommendations  of  the  Education  and  Missionary 
Board  with  reference  to  the  improvement  of  our  Missionary  System,  respectfully  re- 
port, that  they  have  carefully  examined  the  recommendations  referred  to,  and,  in 
their  judgment,  the  following  alterations  will  incorporate  them  with  the  Canon  Law. 

1.  To  change  the  title  of  Canon  Xlll.  so  as  to  read  "Of  the  Education  and  Mis- 
sionary Boards." 

2.  To  amend  Sec.  i.  so  as  to  read,  ''The  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  this 
Diocese  are  hereby  appointed  the  Education  Board  thereofl  and,  ex-officio.  Trustees 
of  the  DeLancey  Divinity  School. " 

3.  Section  2  to  be  entitled  Sec.  4. 

4.  To  insert  as  Sec.  2.  The  Missionary  Board  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop,  to- 
gether  with  eight  Clergymen  and  eight  Laymen  (seven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a 
quorum),  to  be  elected  annually  from  the  Diocese  at  large,  but  with  a  view  to  the 
representation  of  the  different  sections  and  interests  thereof;  and  this  Board  shall 
have  full  power  with  regard  to  Missionary  operations  within  the  Diocese,  under  such 
rules  as  they  may  adopt — ^the  Bishop  having  the  nomination  of  all  Missionaries. 
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5.  To  insert  as  Sec.  3.  In  lieu  of  the  collections  for  Diocesan  Missions,  the  S3rs- 
texn  of  pledges  of  specific  sums  by  individuals  is  hereby  adopted,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  each  Rector  and  Missionary  to  carry  into  effect  such  plan  for  obtsuning  and 
collecting  the  same  as  the  Missionary  Board  shall  adopt  and  recommend. 

6.  In  the  sixth  line  of  the  last  'paragraph  of  Sec  4,  to  strike  out  the  words 
"Education  and.*' 

In  connection  with  the  above  report  your  Committee  beg  leave  to  impress  their 
conviction  that  the  efficiency  of  the  proposed  board,  while  mainly  depending  upon  a 
£uthful  working  of  the  pledge  system,  will  yet  be  largely  promoted  by  strict  adherence 
to  the  plan  of  local  representation,  and  the  introduction  into  the  Board  itself  of  Mis- 
sionaries in  active  service.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for 
the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  beg  leave  to  report.  That,  as  appears  by  the  report  of 
the  said  Trustees,  the  Episcopate  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  on  the 
first  day  of  July  last,  amounted  to  twenty-four  thousand  two  hundred  dollars 
($24,200). 

This  sum  constitutes  the  Principal  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  of  this  Diocese,  and  is 
chiefly  invested  in  bonds  and  mortgages ;  and  the  securities  thereof  are  believed  to  be 
perfectly  safe  and  secure. 

The  Income  of  the  Fund,  to  the  first  day  of  July  last,  has  been  duly  collected,  and 
the  salary  of  the  Bishop  has  been  paid  in  full  to  the  first  day  of  September. 

The  amount  of  the  DeLancey  Fund  is  now  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500). 
The  income  of  this  Fund,  for  the  past  year,  amounts  to  one  hundred  and  thirty-four 
and  seventy-five  one  hund,rcdths  dollars  (I134. 75).  One  hundred  dollars  of  which  has 
been  paid  over  to  our  Diocesan. 

The  Committee  beg  leave  to  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  Convention  the 
following  resolution : 

Raolvedy  That  a  Committee  of  Three  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  in  con- 
nection with  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  to  take  immediate  measures  to  in- 
crease the  capital  of  the  Fund,  with  power  to  make  assessments  upon  the  Parishes  for 
the  amount  needed,  annually,  to  make  up  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
until  the  income  from  the  Fund  shall  be  sufficient  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

The  Committee  beg  leave,  also,  to  present  a  table  of  equitable  assessments  upon 
the  various  Parishes  in  the  Diocese,  suggested  and  prepared  by  the  Trustees.

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  regards  with  surprise  and  alarm  the  action  of  tlie 
Province  of  Canterbury  on  its  undertaking,  without  the  co-operation  of  any  other 
part  of  the  Anglo-Catholic  Church,  the  revision  of  the  authorized  English  version  of 
the  Sacred  Scriptures,  and  feel  that  some  action  by.  the  Church  in  the  United  States 
is  necessary,  with  respect  to  this  projected  measure.     It  is  hereby  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Deputies  of  this  Diocese  who  may  be  appointed  to  attend  the 
General  Convention  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one,  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
instructed  to  ask  of  the  said  General  Convention  such  action  as  shall  convey  to  the 
Convocation  of  Canterbury  the  conviction  of  the  American  Church  of  the  impolicy 
and  fruitlessness  of  any  effort  for  the  revision  of  the  authorized  version,  which  is 
not  called  for  by  the  representative  bodies  of  all  the  branches  of  the  Anglican  Com- 
munion.

The  Rev.  E.  S.  Wilson  from  the  Committee  on  the  Admission  of

REPORT: 

The  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  of  Churches,  respectfully  report  that  the  papers 
relating  to  the  organization  of  Main  Memorial  and  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents, 
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East  Pike ;  S.  John's  Church,  West  Dresden ;  and  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles, 
Perry,  are  correct  in  form,  and  recommend  that  these  Parishes  be  admitted  into  union 
with  the  Convention  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  appended. 

Resolved^  That  the  Parishes  of  Main  Memorial  and  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents, 
East  Pike ;  S.  John's  Church,  West  Dresden ;  and  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles, 
Perry,  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention.

The  question  being  taken  on  the  resolution,  the  Churches  named 
therein  were  severally  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention. 

Whereupon,  Mr.  Henry  A.  Wolcott,  a  Lay  Deputy  from  the  Church 
of  the  Holy  Innocents,  East  Pike,  and  Messrs.  Albert  N.  Doane  and 
Samuel  Sharpe,  Lay  Deputies  from  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles, 
Perry,  appeared  and  took  their  seats. 

The  Rev.  T.  L.  Franklin  submitted  the  following  resolution  : 

Resotvedy  That  the  Committee  on  Works  of  Beneficence  and  Piety  be  requested  to 
draw  up  forms  of  bequest  to  all  the  Church  objects  sustained  and  recognized  by  this 
Diocese,  and  that  the  same  be  printed  in  the  appendix  of  the  forthcoming  Journal. 

On  motion,  the  resolution  was  carried  unanimously. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Anstice,  the  following  resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  the  Parochial  Reports  for  the  ensuing  year  be  required  to  include 
the  period  from  August  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy,  to  September  first,  eight- 
een himdred  and  seventy-one,  and  thereafter  from  September  first  to  the  first  day  of 
September  ensuing. 

The  Rev.  D.  C.  Mann  submitted  the  following  resolutions,  which,  on 
motion,  were  respectively  adopted : 

J^esaived,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  are  due  and  are  hereby  tendered  to 
the  Rector  and  Assistant  Minister  of  this  Church,  for  the  excellent  arrangements 
made  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  Convention  in  the  transaction  of  its  busi- 
ness, and  for  the  admirable  arrangement  of  the  religious  services. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  are  also  due  and  are  hereby  tendered 
to  the  Rev.  T.  M.  Bishop,  and  the  Rev.  D.  A.  Bonnar,  the  Secretary,  and  Assistant 
Secretary,  for  their  arduous  labors  during  the  sessions  of  this  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  desires  to  express  its  grateful  sense  of  the  abundant 
hospitality  extended  to  its  members  by  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  several  churches 
of  Buffalo,  during  its  present  session. 
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Resolved,  That  twelve  hundred  copies  of  the  Journal  of  this  Convention  be  printed, 
and  that  twelve  copies  thereof  be  sent  to  every  Parish,  for  distribution  by  the  Rector 
or  Minister  thereof. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  T.  L.  Franklin,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  acknowledge  with  gratitude  to  God,  the  safe  pres- 
ervation and  return  of  their  beloved  Bishop  and  his  family. 

The  question  being  put  by  the  Secretary,  the  resolution  was  unani- 
mously adopted,  the  members  of  the  Convention  all  rising. 

The  proper  business  of  the  Convention  having  been  ended,  the  Rt. 
Rev.  the  President  called  upon  the  Secretary  to  read  the  names  of  those 
who  had  accepted  invitations  to  honorary  seats  in  the  Convention. 

This  duty  having  been  performed  by  the  Secretary,  the  Bishop  ad- 
dressed them  in  appropriate  and  feeling  remarks  of  welcome,  thanking 
them  for  their  attendance,  and  expressing  the  hope  that  the  bonds  of 
union  between  the  sister  Churches  might  continue  and  be  perpetual. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Townley  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Read  responded  to  the 
remarks  of  the  Bishop,  expressing  their  deep  s)rmpathy  with  our  Dio- 
cese, and  especially  with  our  Bishop.  It  was  gratifying  to  the  Conven- 
tion to  find  that  these  Reverened  gentlemen  approved  of  the  suggestions 
of  the  Bishop  in  regard  to  the  action  of  the  Province  of  Canterbury  on 
the  proposed  revision  of  the  authorized  English  version  of  the  Sacred 
Scriptures. 

The  minutes  of  this,  day's  proceedings  were  read  by  the  Secretary ; 
and  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  C.  L.  Hutchins,  with  slight  verbal  alterations, 
they  were  approved. 

The  Secretary  having  reported  that  no  further  business  appeared  on 
the  minutes,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  thanked  the  Convention  for  the 
harmony  prevailing  during  the  sessions  of  Convention,  and  closed  with 
accustomed  and  appropriate  religious  exercises. 

Whereupon  the  Convention  was  declared  to  be  adjourned  sine  die. 
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My  Reverend  Brethren,  and  Brethren  of  the  Laity: 

The  circumstances  in  which  we  are  again  permitted  to  meet,  after  a 
year  of  mercies,  demand  first  of  all  an  expression  of  gratitude  to  God. 
Four  times,  in  answer  to  your  prayers,  have  I  crossed  the  perilous  At- 
lantic, accompanied  in  two  of  those  passages  by  members  of  my  family ; 
and  of^en,  while  in  Europe,  traveling  by  land  and  water,  I  have  had  oc- 
casion to  regard  myself  as  protected  by  special  providences,  perhaps,  in 
consequence  of  the  repeated  intercessions  of  faithful  friends  and  breth- 
ren. Above  all,  I  have  reason  to  bless  God  that  the  immediate  pur- 
pose of  my  voyages  and  travels  has  been  secured.  When  I  last 
addressed  you  and  received  your  kind  expressions  of  approval  with 
regard  to  my  proposed  vacation,  I  had  much  reason  to  fear  that  over- 
work had  seriously  affected  my  constitution.  Unpleasant  S3rmptoms  had 
apjjeared,  such  as  I  have  ever  thought,  especially  in  this  age  of  excite- 
ments and  nervous  maladies,  should  be  heeded  and  practically  obeyed  as 
warnings  from  a  merciful  Creator.  What  I  have  done  has  been  blessed 
accordingly.  In  many  respects  I  feel  better  fitted  to  serve  you  than  I 
was  when  consecrated  to  be  the  coadjutor  of  my  beloved  predecessor ; 
and  I  pray  God  to  give  me  grace  so  to  use  my  renewed  strength  as  best 
to  serve  Him  in  the  office  to  which  he  has  called  me.  May  He  spare 
me  for  vigorous  and  successful  efforts  in  the  service  of  your  souls ;  and 
save  you  from  the  exceeding  great  trial  of  seeing  your  Bishop  prema- 
turely disabled,  amid  growing  necessities  of  the  Diocese. 

My  duties  were  never  so  exacting  as  just  at  that  moment,  when  I  felt 
myself  forced  to  rest  a  little  before  undertaking  them.     The  condition 
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of  Hobart  College  and  of  De  Veaux ;  the  new  measures  of  organization 
demanded  by  the  erection  of  the  new  Diocese,  and  our  consequent 
change  of  circumstances ;  the  amendment  of  our  constitution,  and  of 
our  missionary  system ;  and  the  restoration  to  order  and  method  of  our 
Funded  and  Offertory  resources ;  these,  with  other  pressing  matters,  or- 
dinary and  extraordinary,  were  the  work  to  which  I  found  my  strength 
so  unequal.  Anxiety  about  them  followed  me  wherever  I  went;  and 
while  nothing  but  expressions  of  kindly  concern  for  myself  reached  me 
from  my  Diocese,  I  felt  constrained,  in  mid-winter,  to  return  to  my 
work,  though  I  had  reason  to  believe  that  circumstances  would  probably 
force  me  to  make  another  voyage  before  the  close  of  the  Diocesan  year. 
I  sailed  from  Liverpool  for  New  York,  on  the  first  day  of  this  year,  and 
was  engaged  in  my  Diocese  till  the  last  week  in  May.  During  that  time 
I  was  able  to  devote  myself  to  special  efforts  in  parts  of  the  Diocese 
which  seemed  to  need  them  most.  I  visited  most  of  the  parishes  in  the 
counties  of  Allegany,  Cattaraugus,  Erie,  Genesee,  Livingston,  Monroe, 
Niagara,  Ontario,  Orleans,  Steuben,  Wayne,  Wyoming  and  Yates ;  and 
these  visitations  were  made  not  expressly  to  hold  confirmations,  but  to 
cheer  and  to  aid  the  labors  of  faithful  pastors.  I  have  reason  to  believe 
that  happy  results  have  followed  and  will  yet  follow  this  new  feature  of 
my  Episcopal  work,  especially  if  I  shall  be  able  to  make  it  more  and 
more  characteristic  of  oiu*  Diocesan  system.  To  the  city  of  Rochester, 
more  especially,  I  devoted  much  time  and  effort,  stimulated  by  the  very 
vigorous  work  which  the  resident  clergy  are  doing,  and  by  their  new  and 
noble  enterprises  for  Church  enlargement  and  beneficence.  To  Lock- 
port  I  paid  a  visit,  for  similar  reasons.  These  large  towns  are  all-im- 
portant centres,  and  must  be  reinforced  and  developed  a§  such  by  every 
means  in  our  power,  for  noble  Christian  ends ;  and  I  may  say  the  same 
of  Batavia  and  Geneva  and  Bath,  which,  for  obvious  reasons,  are  of 
great  importance  to  the  Diocese,  and  which  have  received  all  the  at- 
tention I  could  give  them,  with  fidelity  to  the  claims  of  others.  I  am 
not  without  strong  hopes  that,  ere  long,  the  Southern  tier  of  counties 
will  begin  to  find  in  Coming,  Homellsville,  Olean  and  Jamestown  strong 
abutments  and  bulwarks.  The  new  life  and  energy  which  have  been 
developed  in  Olean  are  especially  encouraging,  and  most  of  the  feeble 
parishes  in  those  counties  are  not  without  corresponding  tokens  of  im- 
provement and  self-reliance,  under  God.  I  purpose  a  speedy  visit  to 
Chautauqua  county,  where  I  expect  to  find  much  to  encouarage  me  in 
Fredonia,  and  where  Dunkirk  and  Westfield  are  struggling  into  new 
positions  of  influence,  which  demand  from  me,  and  from  the  Diocese, 
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every  possible  encouragement.  I  might  make  further  mention  of  par- 
ishes, such  as  Watkins,  Geneseo  and  Medina,  which  are  rapidly  gaining 
in  strength  and  in  the  spirit  which  begets  strength ;  but  I  have  directed 
attention  to  those,  more  especially,  which,  from  their  geographical  charac- 
ter, are  rising  into  a  nev  relative  importance  in  the  altered  circimistances 
of  the  Diocese. 

During  my  absence  the  Standing  Committee  has  exercised  its  limited 
jurisdiction  with  great  wisdom  and  efficiency,  and  I  cannot  refrain  from 
thus  thanking  them  for  their  work,  nor  from  a  particular  record  of  my 
obligations  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ingersoll  who  has  so  faithfully  performed 
his  duties  as  Vicar-General. 

In  like  manner  I  desire  to  thank  the  Rev.  Drs.  Van  Rensselaer  and 
Perry  for  their  faithful  performance  of  a  very  trying  and  laborious  duty 
in  a  matter  of  discipline.  To  the  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Ingen  I  am  especially 
indebted  for  the  editorial  pains  by  which  I  was  enabled  to  present  to 
the  Diocese  some  account  of  my  late  observations  abroad,  in  the  form 
of  a  publication  on  "  the  Signs  of  the  Times."  To  many  others  I  owe 
much  for  valuable  services  of  a  less  public  nature,  but  which  have  not 
been  less  useful,  indirectly,  to  the  Diocese.  As  the  usage  of  the  Dio- 
cese does  not  sanction  a  vote  of  thanks  for  Convention  Sermons,  I 
would  express  my  own  personal  thanks,  in  which  I  am  sure  you  will 
heartily  join,  in  the  exceptional  circumstances  of  this  occasion,  for  the 
two  valuable  Historic  Memorial  Sermons  preached  in  your  hearing  this 
week.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Jackson,  who  has  kindly  visited  us  from  another 
Diocese,  deserves  my  particular  thanks,  in  view  of  the  long  journey  he 
was  forced  to  make  in  order  to  render  us  this  service.  Long  and  inti- 
mate relations  with  Bishop  DeLancey  gave  him  peculiar  qualifications 
for  oflfering  this  tribute  to  his  memory. 

Details  concerning  confirmations  and  other  services  will  be  found 
in  the  usual  tables  herewith  presented.  They  are,  of  course,  but  meagre 
as  compared  with  the  results  of  unbroken  annual  work  in  former  years. 
God  grant  that  the  coming  year  may  be  so  full  of  blessing  as  to  balance 
the  deficiencies,  and  that  the  temporary  abatement  may  prove  as  the 
pause  of  the  runner  who  throws  himself  back  for  a  moment  only  to 
spring  afresh  into  the  race,  and  to  come  more  triumphantly  to  his  goal. 

Let  me  congratulate  you  on  one  labor  of  love,  which  by  the  aid  of 
our  brethren  in  Central  New  York,  we  have  been  enabled  to  complete. 
On  the  loth  of  May,  assisted  by  the  Bishop  of  Central  New  York,  and 
by  the  Bishops  of  Maine  and  Vermont,  I  consecrated  the  Memorial 
church  of  Bishop  DeLancey,  by  the  name  of  S.  Peter's  Church,  in 
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Geneva.  It  was  a  day  of  great  interest  and  of  sweet  refreshing  mem- 
ories ;  and  the  gathering  of  many  brethren  from  different  parts  of  the 
country,  drawn  by  the  common  bond  of  love  and  veneration  for  our 
first  Bishop,  was  the  source  of  pure  fraternal  joys  to  all,  and  I  doubt  not, 
of  many  new  and  holy  aspirations.  May  we  all  be  led  to  copy  the  ex- 
ample set  before  us  in  the  life  and  death  we  then  commemorated,  while 
we  glorified  Christ  in  his  faithfiil  servant,  our  departed  father  in  God. 

During  the  octave  of  this  consecration  a  succession  of  sermons  and 
services  prolonged  the  benefits  and  sacred  pleasures  of  the  occasion.  I 
have  asked  the  Rev.  Dr.  Rankine  to  make  a  record  of  these  tor  publi- 
cation with  the  Journal  of  this  Diocese;  and  I  would  here  express  my 
sincere  thanks  to  the  Rt.  Rev.  prelates  and  the  Rev.  presbyters  who 
preached  and  assisted  in  the  solemnities.  I  wish  the  sermons  might 
all  appear  in  print  and  be  preserved  for  the  edification  of  coming 
generations.  I  was  greatly  impressed  by  the  variety  in  unity  of  their 
material,  and  I  trust  the  lessons  I  gained  from  the  beautiful  character 
they  so  ably  portrayed  may  not  be  altogether  unfiiiitful  in  my  own  life 
and  Episcopate,  should  the  Lord  prolong  them.  I  feel  that  a  very 
high  standard  is  set  before  me  in  that  character.  Pray  for  me  that 
I  may  not  fall  too  fisir  below  it,  in  my  efforts  to  perform  what  is  left 
for  me  to  do  in  the  work  to  which  I  have  succeeded.  The  new 
church  is  sufficiently  large  and  is  not  unworthy  of  its  purposes,  in  any 
respect.  Let  it  be  remembered  that  it  was  begun  just  at  the  moment 
when  all  things  were  in  confusion,  at  the  close  of  an  exhausting  war, 
and  when  demands  and  enterprises  the  most  various  and  exacting  had 
drained  the  resources  of  our  people.  While  the  cost  of  labor  has  been 
much  greater  than  in  former  years,  and  while  materials  of  all  kinds  have 
been  most  expensive,  this  church  has  been  built,  and  stands  in  its  beauty 
a  monument  of  love  and  a  tribute  to  that  zeal  for  missionary  effort  and 
church-extension,  which  was  characteristic  of  Bishop  DeLancey.  I  can- 
not but  add,  however,  that  we  owe  the  success  of  the  measure,  and  in  a 
large  degree  the  architectural  proprieties  of  the  fabric,  to  the  persever- 
ance and  good  taste  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Rankine,  now  President  of  Hobart 
College.  I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  what  he  has  done  for  the  Diocese 
in  this  matter.  May  he  live  to  see  a  tower  and  spire  added  to  give 
finish  to  the  design,  and  to  hear  a  chime  of  bells  making  a  joyful  noise 
and  calling  a  willing  people  to  the  doors  of  the  Memorial  Church.  And 
may  many  souls,  bom  to  God  therein,  be  the  eternal  monument  and 
reward  of  his  labors  and  of  all  who  have  cheered  and  aided  him  in  this 
undertaking. 
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While  this  occasion  has  renewed  and  quickened  our  sympathies  with 
the  family  of  Bishop  DeLancey,  I  regret  to  add  that  firesh  occasion  for 
our  condolence  has  since  been  given  by  the  death  of  Mr.  John  Peter 
DeLancey,  of  Geneva,  so  well  known  among  us  and  so  much  respected 
for  his  worth  and  amiable  character.  To  his  widow  and  to  all  the  fam- 
ily of  which  he  was  a  beloved  member,  I  offer  the  sincerest  expression 
of  a  sorrow,  which,  I  am  sure,  is  common  to  us  all. 

The  mention  of  one  untimely  death  suggests  the  propnety  of  not 
over-looking  another.     You  will  join  with  me  in  words  of  sorrow  and 
regret  for  Robert  Hunt,  the  son  of  our  lamented  Washington  Hunt,  a 
candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  and  a  youth  of  the  very  fairest  promise,  a 
treasiu-e  and  ornament  to  the  church.     How  mysterious  are  the  ways  of 
God,  when  such  as  he  are  so  much  needed,  when  such  instances  of 
self-devotion  are  so  rare — ^we  are  deprived  of  this  one.     But  thank  God, 
his  shining  example  Uves  and  should  not  be  forgotten.     Let  your  sons 
be  prompted  to  rise  up  and  claim  his  place.     In  some  way  the  Lord 
will  make  his  death  fruitful  for  good.     There  must  be  some  great  de- 
sign when  the  Merciful  Saviour  thus  removes  "the  only  Son  of  his 
Mother  and  she  a  widow."     Let  that  stricken  parent  be  remembered  in 
our  prayers,  as  in  oiu*  sincerest  s)rmpathies. 

Hobart  College  remains,  as  heretofore,  the  all-important  and  common 
concem  of  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  the  Diocese.  There  is  no 
interest  of  the  church  in  Western  New  York  that  must  not  suffer  if  it 
languishes ;  life  and  vigor  and  general  improvement  will  be  the  result 
of  its  competent  endowment  and  support.  I  shall  say  no  more  on  the 
subject,  at  this  time,  save  only  th  it  I  warmly  thank,  and  in  mine  office, 
I  bless  those  who  have  set  a  good  example,  during  the  past  year,  as  lib- 
eral contributors  to  its  funds.  DeVeaux  College  continues  to  do  well 
under  its  present  able  and  accomplished  head.  Though  I  shall  ever 
regret  the  painful  providences  which  removed  Dr.  Van  Rensselaer  from 
its  management,  at  a  very  critical  moment  in  its  history,  I  fully  believe 
that  the  difficulties  which  were  imavoidable  in  consequence  of  his  retire- 
ment have  been  surmounted,  and  that,  by  God's  blessing,  we  may  now 
look  for  a  growing  and  enlarging  prosperity,  as  the  result  of  long  years 
of  patient  toil  and  anxiety  on  the  part  of  all  who,  in  various  depart- 
ments of  responsibility,  have  been  charged  with  this  sacred  Trust. 

My  visit  to  Europe,  as  you  know,  was  planned  for  rest,  not  for  excite- 
ment or  effort,  in  any  respect  To  my  plan  I  was  able  to  adhere  in  a 
good  degree ;  and  while  I  cheerfully  performed  such  moderate  services 
as  seemed  to  be  thrown  naturally  in  my  way,  I  declined  many  invitations 
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to  tasks  of  a  more  laborious  sort,  which  in  themselves  were  pleasing,  and 
even  tempting.  I  have  kept  a  record  of  my  work  "  out  of  the  Diocese," 
as  usual ;  and  it  will  be  published  in  outline,  with  this  address.  Of  op- 
portunities which  I  was  not  able  to  accept,  I  will  permit  myself  to  speak 
of  one,  only,  because  it  is  not  without  interest  in  a  public  point  of  view. 
The  death  of  our  munificent  countryman,  Mr.  Peabody,  was  as  deeply 
felt  in  England,  as  among  ourselves.  All  that  national  gratitude  could 
do  was  done  to  honor  his  memory.  A  grave  in  Westminster  Abbey  was 
oflfered,  and  when  it  was  declined,  that  noble  temple  was  temporarily 
opened  to  receive  his  remains,  while  thousands  flocked  to  pay  their 
tribute  to  the  departed,  and  sermons  were  preached  to  extol  his  splendid 
example.  I  had  the  honor  of  being  invited  to  take  part  in  these  solem- 
nities, and  to  preach  one  of  the  Memorial  Sermons ;  and  I  regretted  that 
I  could  not  accept  it,  more  especially  because  of  the  spirit  with  which 
the  invitation  was  pressed,  on  grounds  of  international  good  will,  and 
as  a  token  of  the  unity  of  our  churches.  I  trust  the  grave  of  Peabody 
has  not  closed  upon  the  last  example  of  more  than  princely  munificence 
among  the  wealthy  men  of  our  country.  I  trust  that  every  one  of  us,  in 
our  humble  degree,  will  imitate  that  example,  as  long  as  we  live,  es- 
pecially in  building  up  our  own  Diocesan  Schools,  and  Colleges,  and 
Institutions  of  Christian  benevolence. 

You  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  I  took  occasion  of  my  flying  visit  to 
the  Continent  to  see  all  I  could  see,  and  to  learn  all  I  could  learn  of  the 
great  movements  of  the  European  mind,  in  connection  with  the  Vatican 
Council  of  1869.  I  had  the  gratification  of  seeing  my  letter  to  the 
Romish  Primate  translated  and  circulated  in  divers  languages,  and  es- 
pecially throughout  Italy;  and  I  have  learned,  with  gratitude  to  God, 
that  in  its  Greek  verson  it  has  been  not  without  its  use  throughout  the 
East,  not  only  in  displaying  the  position  and  spirit  of  our  own  Occiden- 
tal Church,  but  also  in  reminding  our  Eastern  brethren  that  they  have 
duties  at  this  crisis  which  nothing  can  so  well  fit  them  to '  discharge  as 
the  renewed  study  of  Scripture  and  Antiquity.  Under  the  oppressive 
influence  of  that  mediaeval  nightmare,  the  Papacy,  the  Latin  churches  of 
Europe  sleep,  but  are  not  dead.  Now  is  the  time  when  the  renovation 
of  a  Catholic  and  primitive  spirit  is  all  that  is  wanted  to  give  the  Church 
and  the  Gospel  their  legitimate  power  and  free  course  throughout  the 
world. 

I  shall  ever  rejoice  that  my  visit  to  Europe,  at  this  crisis,  has  enabled 
me  to  gather  useful  material  for  future  work  and  food  for  reflection, 
which  I  hope  to  turn  to  account  in  my  intercourse  with  the  clergy  and 
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laity  of  my  Diocese.  But  I  am  yet  more  thankful  that  in  England,  es- 
pecially, I  have  learned  much  in  the  society  of  many  excellent  bishops, 
clergymen  and  laymen,  concerning  the  questions  of  the  day,  as  they 
affect  alike  the  Church  of  England  and  our  own.  The  past  year  has 
been  full  of  most  interesting  practical  questions  of  this  kind.  The  dis- 
establishment and  spoliation  of  the  Irish  Church,  an  entire  change  in 
the  Lectionary,  and  the  projected  revision  of  our  common  English 
Bible  have  been  chief  matters  of  discussion.  Of  others,  hardly  less  im- 
portant, but  more  exclusively  English,  I  say  nothing  at  this  time.  What 
I  have  learned  on  all  these  subjects  seems  to  me  a  sufficient  repayment 
for  my  voyages  and  expenditure. 

They  are  concerns  which  come  home  to  us,  in  America,  and  we  have 
duties  to  ourselves  and  others,  with  respect  to  them.  I  shall  conclude  what 
I  have  to  say  on  this  head  by  referring  to  one  such  matter,  which  calls,  in 
my  opinion,  for  the  immediate  consideration  of  this  Council  You  are 
aware  of  the  steps  taken  by  your  Bishop — then  a  presbyter  of  Mary- 
land— ^for  the  protection  of  our  Common  English  Bible  when  it  was  en- 
dangered, in  1857,  by  the  action  of  an  irresponsible,  though  highly 
respectable,  society  in  our  own  country.  I  am  hardly  less  alarmed  at 
this  time,  when  a  similar  peril  threatens  us,  although  it  proceeds  from 
the  Convocation  of  Canterbury.  To  state  no  other  grounds^of  objection, 
it  seems  to  me  a  most  unwise  thing  to  undertake  a  revision  of  the  ver- 
sion of  the  New  Testament  at  a  time  when  there  is  no  commonly  ac- 
cepted Greek  Text  for  its  basis,  and  when  the  further  discovery  and 
collation  of  manuscripts  is  the  acknowledged  desideratum  of  Scriptural 
learning.  Nor  does  the  actual  condition  of  Oriental  scholarship  seem 
to  me  to  warrant  experiments  in  the  amendment  of  the  Old  Testament 
version.  In  America  we  have  the  strongest  reasons  for  wishing  no 
changes  in  the  present  generation.  They  would  beget  counter-experi- 
ments, and  greatiy  widen  our  separations  and  embitter  our  controver- 
sies. Every  sect  would  set  forth  its  dissident  Bible.  But  I  rest  my 
objection  to  this  measure  on  antecedent  grounds.  I  accept  the  ac- 
knowledged principle  of  the  Lambeth  Conference : — that  the  Anglican 
churches  have  certain  unities  and  communities,  in  things  sacred,  which 
should  not  be  disturbed  by  the  action  of  any  single  church  without  refer- 
ence to  the  others.  This  principle  is  laid  down  in  Holy  Scripture,  and 
was  the  rule  in  the  primitive  church.  Here,  then,  is  a  matter  of  the  very 
highest  importance,  and  one  which  affects  every  chiu*ch  and  Diocese  in 
which  the  English  Bible  is  read,  throughout  the  world.  On  a  sudden,  a 
very  radical  measure  concerning  it  is  taken  up,  pushed  through  and  set 
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in  practical  operation  by  the  single  Province  of  Canterbury,  without 
approval  from  the  sister  Province  of  York,  and  without  a  decent  pause 
to  enable  remonstrances  or  practical  suggestions  to  be  made  and  con- 
sidered. I  confess  I  am  amazed  and  grieved  by  this  proceeding.  And 
I  am  confounded  in  all  my  estimates  of  character  and  of  probabilities, 
when  I  find  it  forced  upon  us  by  the  very  body,  which,  of  all  others,  I 
should  have  supposed  the  least  likely  to  tolerate  such  a  proposition.  I 
admit  that  there  is  nobody  in  Christendom,  so  fairly  entitled  to  initiate 
a  movement  of  this  kind  as  the  Convocation  of  the  Province  of  Canter- 
bury. But  I  do  not  admit  that  even  that  illustrious  Province  has  a 
right  to  appropriate  the  entire  work,  or  even  to  dictate  its  propriety.  I 
do  not  allow  that  any  single  Province  has  a  right  to  legislate  and  to  act 
alone,  for  the  whole  Anglo-Catholic  Communion,  in  any  movement 
affecting  fundamental  things.  On  this  ground,  primarily,  I  trust  this 
Council  will  sustain  my  views,  and  that  our  Great  Triennial  Synod  of 
next  year,  wiD  most  respectfully  but  very  earnestly  entreat  our  Fathers 
and  brethren  in  England,  to  stay  further  proceedings,  until  it  shall  ap- 
pear that  our  whole  Church,  throughout  the  English-speaking  world, 
desires  an  amended  version,  and  is  also  agreed  as  to  the  principles  on 
which  amendments  should  be  made.  The  whole  Church,  vital  in  every 
part,  must  perform  its  glorious  duty  as  witness  and  keeper  of  Holy  Writ. 

But  let  me  no  longer  detain  you,  for  there  is  much  to  be  done.  We 
are  virtually,  a  new  Diocese,  requiring  new  organizing  measures  almost 
as  really  as  if  we  were  absolutely  in  that  position.  First,  our  Missionary 
system  requires  attention;  Secoridy  our  Constitution  and  Canons  must  be 
thoroughly  revised ;  and.  Third,  several  of  our  all-important  financial 
concerns  require  immediate  action. 

I  thank  God  that  I  am  called  to  record  His  mercy  in  the  fact  that 
none  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  have  been  taken  fi-om  us  by  death. 
Our  Episcopate  has  suffered  the  loss  of  two  greatly  respected  members : 
the  Bishop  of  New  Hampshire  and  the  Bishop  of  Wisconsin.  Both 
were  men  of  the  good  old  school,  but  both  alike  were  of  that  happy  cast 
of  character  which  enables  advancing  age  to  keep  up  a  sympathy  with 
the  times,  and  to  appreciate  and  hence  to  guide  and  correct  the  enthu- 
siasm of  youth,  without  discouraging  zeal,  or  repelling  any  young  man 
of  worth  because  of  momentary  indiscretions.  I  pray  God  that  the 
Bishop-elect  of  New  Hampshire  may  prove,  as  I  feel  sure  he  will,  an 
able  and  worthy  successor  of  the  excellent  Bishop  Chase.  To  Bishop 
Kemper  I  felt  myself  more  especially  drawn,  having  known  and  loved 
him  well,  and  having  watched  his  entire  career  with  admiring  eyes,  fix)m 
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that  interesting  moment  when  the  Church  sent  him  forth  as  her  first  Mis- 
sionary Bishop.  Nobly  has  he  fulfilled  his  trust,  and  long  will  he  be 
remembered  and  revered  as  the  apostle  of  the  Northwest.  May  the 
esteemed  prelate  who  succeeds  to  the  charge  of  the  Diocese,  in  which 
he  has  served  so  acceptably,  as  the  coadjutor  of  the  departed  Bishop, 
be  filled  with  all  the  spirit  of  his  predecessor,  and  spared  to  achieve 
an  equally  noble  work. 

Beloved  Brethren,  let  us  now  give  thought  and  time  to  our  business, 
and  remember  that  it  is  the  cause  of  Christ  which  we  are  here  met  to 
promote.  Soon  our  account  will  be  closed ;  oh,  let  us  work  while  it  is 
called  to-day,  and  by  the  blessing  of  God,  the  generation  that  shall  fol- 
low us  will  be  wiser  and  better  because  we  have  lived  and  labored  in 
its  behalf. 

Note. — It  seems  proper,  here,  to  place  on  record  the  following  letter,  addressed  to 
the  editor  of  the  **  Colonial  Church  Chronicle,"  before  I  left  England.  The  fact  that  a 
very  kind  resolution  was  passed,  in  Convocation,  just  before  the  subjoined  date,  look- 
ing to  an  association  of  one  or  more  American  divines  with  the  Revision  Committee, 
in  no  wise  touches  the  main  point  of  the  communication  ;  which  is,  that  the  American 
Church,  and  other  Churches  and  Provinces,  should  first  be  consulted  as  to  the  pro- 
priety of  Revision,  and  as  to  the  principles  on  which  the  Revision,  if  resolved  upon, 
should  be  made. 

From  the  "  Colonial  Church  Chronicle." 

Sir, — Your  periodical  enables  one  to  send  a  voice  to  all  parts  of  Anglican  Chris- 
tendom, and  I  take  advantage  of  it  to  utter  a  few  words  of  alarm  and  remonstrance, 
which  I  know  will  not  be  spoken  in  vain  to  many  of  my  beloved  brethren  in  the 
sacred  ministry.  We  are  threatened  with  a  great  evil ;  and  nothing  but  the  timely 
action  of  the  Episcopate  and  of  the  Diocesan  Synods  can  effectually  meet  and  avert 
iL  By  God's  blessing,  such  action  may  be  found  equal  to  the  emergency.  We  can 
give  a  world-wide  check  to  world-wide  i>eril  and  mischief. 

I  refer  to  the  experiment  of  a  Revised  Version  of  the  Bible  which  has  been  so  hastily 
b^^un,  and  which  is  so  eagerly  pushed  on  by  some  of  its  promoters.  I  use  words  care- 
fully. I  mean  no  disrespect  to  the  movement  in  Convocation,  which  has  doubtless 
lieen  prompted  by  wise  and  pure  motives,  as  by  the  best  of  men ;  but,  for  all  that, 
what  has  been  done  thus  far,  has  been  hasty ;  and  I  complain  that  undue  rapidity  and 
pushing  are  characteristic  of  what  is  now  doing  by  certain  active  spirits  in  furtherance 
of  the  project. 

The  debate,  in  the  House  of  Commons,  on  Mr.  Buxton's  motion,  though  simply 
amusing  in  some  of  its  aspects,  was  at  least  marked  by  a  general  admission  of  the 
vast  importance  of  the  measure,  in  its  relations  to  the  English-speaking  world.  No 
such  serious  and  worthy  view  of  the  case  seems  to  have  been  taken  by  those  who  are 
y^giming  the  direction  of  the  work,  and  who  appear  to  think  that  the  world  must  ac- 
cept their  labors,  without  any  reference  to  the  spirit  or  the  plan  with  which  they  are 
nndertaken.  One  might  have  expected  that,  as  preliminary  to  their  enterprise,  they 
would  at  least  have  entered  into  correspondence  with  competent  persons  in  America 
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and  the  Colonies,  to  inquire  what  kind  of  revision,  if  any,  woidd  be  likely  to  afford 
satisfaction,  and  to  gain  acceptance  among  Christians  in  those  populous  and  growing 
parts. 

Our  common  English'  Bible  enjoys  a  universality  of  acceptance  which  is  of  itself  an 
advantage  not  to  be  outweighed  even  by  an  improved  version  less  generally  received. 
But  no  such  version  can  be  so  generally  received.  I  speak  from  a  knowledge  of  facts. 
The  old  Bible  comes  to  all  the  progeny  of  England  throughout  the  world  as  a  com- 
mon inheritance.  Devout  men  value  it  for  a  thousand  reasons,  not  easily  explained, 
analyzed,  or  even  enumerated.  Enough  that  they  venerate  it  as  identified  with  their 
religion,  history  and  literature,  and  as  a  legacy  from  their  forefathers.  Even  those 
who  are  not  devout  regard  it  with  the  utmost  veneration  for  its  noble  associations,  and 
as  a  "well  of  English  undefiled."  It  is  impossible  for  any  "amended"  version  to 
gain  such  a  place  or  hold  on  men*s  minds.  It  will  be  accepted  as  a  curiosity ;  it  must 
be  valued  as  a  work  for  reference  and  comparison;  but  "the  new  patch  on  the  old 
garment "  will  ever  be  viewed  as  unseemly  botching,  and  the  old  Bible  will  retain  its 
place  in  the  hearts  and  consciences  of  Christians  and  in  the  lectionary  of  the  churches. 
We  can  put  up  with  the  occasional  blemishes  of  a  work  which  is  a  growth  from  the 
ancient  roots  of  English  piety  and  learning ;  but  the  very  mistakes  of  Andrewes  and 
his  contemporaries  will  be  less  intolerable  than  the  meddlesome  accuracy  of  an  age 
like  ours ;  this  age  of  newspai>er  English,  and  of  rash,  unripe,  and  speculative 
scholarship  in  sacred  letters.  In  an  age  when  the  original  text  of  Scripture  is  the 
subject  of  so  much  dispute,  and  when  genuine  criticism  begins  to  marvel  at  the  unex- 
plored treasures  of  MSS.  which  are  daily  coming  to  light, — ^in  such  an  age,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  unrest  and  turbulence  which  mark  it  as  a  period  of  mere  transition  as 
regards  Christian  thoughts  and  theological  confessions,  it  is  painful  to  see  good  men 
undertaking  this  great  work  with  a  certain  dash  and  flippancy  of  adventure,  which 
might  excite  astonishment,  were  the  enterprise  one  of  a  simply  literary  character, 
especially  if  it  were  one  of  common  interest  to  the  entire  republic  of  letters. 

But  this  is  not  the  place  to  enter  upon  a  detailed  expression  of  the  manifold  and 
complicated  reasons  which  influence  me  to  believe  that  a  very  great  injury  is  about  to 
be  done  to  the  religious  feeling  and  principle  of  nations  and  provinces.  I  wish, 
merely  to  deprecate  the  measure  at  the  very  outset,  as  a  member  of  that  Episcopate 
to  which  primary  consideration  is  due  in  a  matter  so  tenderly  affecting  the  spiritual 
interests  of  Churches,  and  with  which,  in  largest  degree,  must  rest  responsibility  in 
the  exercise  of  the  great  fimctions  of  the  Church  as  a  witness  and  keeper  of  Holy 
Writ.  I  must  at  least  appeal  to  my  own  Diocesan  Synod  on  the  subject,  and  do  all 
that  it  may  be  in  my  power  to  do  to  awaken  and  alarm  the  American  Church,  and 
American  Christians  generally,  with  reference  to  the  peril  now  threatening  their  com- 
mon inheritance.  My  purpose  in  writing  this  letter  is  to  implore  others  in  their 
several  spheres  and  stations  to  do  likewise. 

I  find  it  difficult  to  close  without  a  word  of  reference  to  one  fact.  If  I  am  not  mis- 
informed, the  Synod  of  a  single  Province  of  the  Church  of  England  has  moved  in  a 
matter  deeply  affecting  the  religious  interests  of  many  lands  without  even  the  form  of 
co-operation  with  the  sister  Province  of  York — to  say  nothing  of  sister  Churches  in 
Ireland,  Scotland,  America,  and  the  Colonies.  It  is  incredible  that  due  reflection 
has  been  given  to  the  immensity  and  variety  of  the  interests  in  these  Churches,  which 
this  movement  will  disturb,  imperil,  and  perhaps  destroy.     Should  not  "  the  mem- 
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bers  (of  the  one  body)  have  the  same  care  one  for  another?"  Is  it  right  that  what  so 
Intimately  concerns  the  most  sacred  things  of  all,  should  be  taken  into  hand  by  the 
few? 

I  do  not  wish  to  lay  anything  as  to  the  veiy  respectable  personnel  of  the  Revising 
Committee.  No  one  can  object  to  many  of  its  members ;  but  I  must  say  that  no 
Committee,  raised  as  this  has  been  raised,  will  command  general  confidence — much 
less  can  its  results  be  entitled  to  general  reception. 

I  am  sure  the  general  feeling  in  America  would  be  one  of  entire  willingness  to 
leave  any  task  of  revision  in  the  hands  of  English  divines  and  scholars.  But,  con- 
sidering the  hold  which  the  Old  Version  has  obtained  upon  our  hearts,  and  in  view 
of  the  common  respect  yielded  to  it  by  our  English  speaking  population  of  30,000,000 
— widely  separated  in  other  religious  concerns — it  seems  to  me  not  unreasonable  for 
us  to  lament  that,  before  this  attempt  was  actually  begun,  no  inquiry  was  made  as  to 
its  probable  effect  upon  the  spiritual  concerns  of  such  a  nation ;  no  Conference  invited 
as  to  the  plan  or  principles  which  ought  to  be  observed  in  dealing  with  the  lively 
oracles  of  God  in  their  practical  application  to  the  soids  of  men. 

I  would  only  add  that,  seeing  this  matter  was  not  brought  forward  at  the  "Lam- 
beth Conference,"  though  not  entirely  overlooked,  we  had  reason  to  believe  that  it 
would  not  soon  come  up  as  a  practical  measure.  I  know  there  are  those  among  Eng- 
lish writers  who  entirely  disregard  the  external  relations  of  the  Church  of  England, 
and  who  seem  desirous  to  exclude  her  from  any  place  of  influence  in  Christendom  at 
large ;  but  I  think  even  these,  could  they  be  led  to  reflect  on  the  real  character  of 
snch  a  policy,  would  admit  that  it  is  true  wisdom  for  England,  even  in  a  national 
point  of  view,  to  confirm  and  develop  every  tie  by  which  she  is  now  so  tenderly  con- 
nected with  those  Christians  throughout  the  world  who  look  to  her  as  a  mother,  and 
who  expect  from  her  something  like  maternal  interest  in  return.

(i.)    Report. 

To  the  QonvenHon  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York: 

The  Education  and  Missionary  Board  respectfully  report  to  the  Convention :  That 
during  the  past  3rear  it  has  contributed  to  the  support  of  thirty-one  Clergymen.  The 
present  number  is  twenty-eight. 

The  amount  received  from  the  Churches  for  Diocesan  Missions  has  been  $3,625.86. 
From  interest  on  the  Permanent  Fund,  $666.77.  "^^^  stipends  have  been  punctually 
paid. 

For  a  statement  in  detail  of  the  amount  raised,  the  objects  to  which  it  has  beea 
applied,  the  Churches  which  have  contributed,  with  the  amount  of  each,  and  also  the 
Churches  which  have  fifiiled  to  make  and  forward  their  contributions,  as  required  by 
Canon  XIV.,  the  Board  refer  to  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese, 
and  to  the  list  of  Churches  contributing,  and  contained  in  an  Appendix  to  the  JoumaL 

The  Report  of  the  De  Lancey  Divinity  School,  under  the  charge  of  the  Board,  is 
given  below. 

The  list  of  Missionary  Appointments  for  the  past  year  is  appended  to  this  Report. 

There  have  been  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  for  the  last  Diocesan 
Convention,  $583.37. 

Aid  to  the  amount  of  $171.15  has  been  granted  to  candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

The  operations  of  the  Board  have  not  been  extended  during  the  past  year  as  they 
could  have  wished. 

It  is  hoped  that  at  this  Convention  some  action  may  be  taken  toward  increasing  the 
efficiency  of  the  Missionary  work. 

Impressed  with  the  importance  of  the  subject,  the  Board  appointed,  some  months 
since,  a  sub-Committee  to  take  the  matter  into  consideration. 
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The  report  of  this  Committee  has  been  adopted  as  that  of  the  Board,  and  will  be 
presented  to  the  Convention,  to  receive,  it  is  hoped,  its  favorable  action. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

NOTES. 

I.     All  stipends  are  paid  quarterly  by  drafts  drawn  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Educa- 
tion and  Missionary  Board  on  the  Treasurer.     These  drafts  are  made  payable  in  New 
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York  City  Funds;  and  Bankers  generally  throughout  the  Diocese  will  cash  them 
without  charge ;  if  not,  any  Missionary  can  obtain  a  Bank  Check  on  New  York  by 
sending  his  draft  to  the  Treasurer  by  mail. 

2.  Missionaries  must  give  notice  to  the  Secretary  of  the  time  when  they  com- 
mence their  services  at  the  Station,  in  order  that  their  drafts  may  be  properly 
made  out 

3.  For  the  same  reason,  Missionaries  resigning  their  appointments  must  send 
notice  to  the  Secretary. 

4.  Missionaries  and  Missionary  Parishes  must  make  and  forward  the  Monthly 
Collections  regularly,  or  lose  their  stipend. 


At  a  meeting  of  this  body,  held  February  9,  the  following  resolution  was  passed : 

Resolved^  That  a  Committee,  to  consist  of  two  Clergymen  and  one  La3rman,  be  ap- 
pointed to  report  to  this  Board  a  plan  for  the  modification  and  rearrangement  of  the 
Missionary  System  of  the  Diocese. 

In  obedience  to  this  resolution  your  Committee  b^  leave  respectfully  to  report. 
That  they  have  given  the  subject  as  much  consideration,  by  consultation  and  reflection, 
as  their  duties  and  engagements  would  permit. 

As  a  just  tribute  to  all  who  shared  in  the  Missionary  organization  of  the  original 
Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  your  Committee  beg  leave  to  say,  That  they  con- 
sider its  steady,  healthy,  and  rapid  growth,  as  due,  among  other  things,  to  their  wise 
plans  and  persistent  zeal  in  the  cause  of  Diocesan  Missions.  To  be  true  to  its  own 
history,  the  Diocese  should  ever  consider  the  work  of  Missions  within  its  own  borders 
as  claiming  its  chief  care  and  absorbing  its  prayerful  and  steady  zeal. 

1.  There  was  entire  simplicity  and  the  absence  of  all  complicated  machinery  in  its 
missionary  organization ;  the  Bishop,  as  chief  missionary,  being  the  life  and  centre  of 
it  all. 

2.  There  was  reliance  on  regular  systematic  contributions,  under  Canonical  regu- 
lation and  authority. 

Under  this  system,  the  monthly  reports  of  the  Treasurer  served  as  an  index  of  the 
fervor,  or  decline,  of  Missionary  interest.  It  gave  to  the  Bishop  occasion  and  guid- 
ance, in  pastoral  addresses,  either  of  congratulation  and  encouragement,  or  of  rallying 
to  new  effort  and  greater  sacrifice.  The  system  worked  well — hino  wdl  let  the  two 
flourishing  Dioceses  into  which  the  original  Diocese  of  Western  New  York  has  been 
divided  be  the  proof. 

During  the  greater  part  of  our  past  history,  the  unavoidable  law  of  Church  work 
has  been  to  stand  like  a  beaten  anvil,  to  hold  our  own,  to  act  on  the  defensive  and 
apologize  for  the  Church.  That  day  is  passed.  We  are  now  entering  on  a  new  reach 
of  Church  history,  an  aggressive  warfare,  and  we  are  bound  to  prosecute  it  in  the  most 
effective  and  vigorous  manner. 

To  accomplish  this,  your  Committee  would  respectfully  recommend  the  following 
as  aids  to  efficient  action  in  our  present  Missionary  System. 

I.  A  Board  of  Missions  that  shall  be  distinct  and  separate  from  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, who,  with  the  Bishop  at  its  head,  shall  have  the  charge  and  direction  of  the 
Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese. 
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Bat  it  is  desirable  that  the  members  of  the  Missionary  Board  should  be  able  to  over- 
look and  visit  the  fields  of  missionary  labor.  Your  Committee  would,  therefore, 
further  suggest  the  expediency  of  selecting  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  both 
clerical  and  lay,  as  £u-  as  practicable,  from  such  parts  of  the  Diocese  as  will  best  rep- 
resent and  promote  its  missionary  interests. 

2.  But  as  no  missionary  system,  however  simple  and  well  adapted  to  its  work,  can 
be  efficient  without  the  means  to  carry  on  its  labors  of  love,  your  Committee  are 
confident  that  here  is  the  rall3ring  point  where  the  forces  of  the  Diocese  should  be 
brought  to  bear  with  the  most  vigorous  effort.  Provide  only  a  scanty  hire  for  the 
laborer,  and  the  work  will  not  be  done.  There  is  needed,  therefore, — and  in  the  judg- 
ment of  your  Committee  this  is  the  one  great  need — some  plan  that  all.  Bishop,  Clergy 
and  Laity  will  co-operate  in,  that  will  give,  if  not  an  abundant,  yet  a  steady  and  sure 
supply.  After  much  deliberation  your  Committee  can  suggest  no  plan,  in  their  esti- 
mation, more  likely  to  jrield  a  large  and  uniform  supply  than  the  pledge  system^  adopted 
in  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York. 

To  the  united  and  vigorous  working  of  that  system,  warmly  commended  and  earn- 
estly carried  out  by  Bishop,  Clergy  and  Laity,  is  largely  due,  in  the  judgment  of  your 
Committee,  the  commendable  success  in  other  fields,  in  raising  fimds  for  missionary 
work. 

It  will  give  weight  to  the  plans  herein  respectfiilly  submitted,  that  they  introduce  no 
material  change  in  the  system  that  worked  so  well  in  the  original  Diocese  of  Western 
New  York  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  that  it  won  the  deserved  title  of 
being  "the  model  Diocese."

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Report  of  Committee. 


The  Committee  on  the  Supply  of  the  Sacred  Ministry  report  as  follows : 

Thirteen  young  men,  pledged  to  enter  the  Sacred  Ministry  of  the  Church,  have 

pursued  their  studies  at  Hobart  College  during  the  past  year.     Each  of  these  receives 

free  tuition,  and  $100  per  annum  from  the  Ayrault  Scholarships,  of  which  there  are 

fifteen  belonging  to  the  CoU^e.     Seven  have  received  additional  aid  frx>m  the  Society 

for  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry ;  four  of  whom  belong  to  this  Diocese ;  one  belonging 

to  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  has  been  aided  by  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of 

Religion  and  Learning;  one  from  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  has  been  assisted  by  the 

Bishop  of  that  Diocese ;  one  from  Central  New  York  is  a  beneficiary  of  the  Rev.  C. 

H.  Piatt  Scholarship,  of  Christ  Church,  Binghamton.     Of  those  belonging  to  this 

Diocese,  one  is  the  beneficiary  of  the  Rev.  Chas.  H.  Piatt  Scholarship,  of  Grace 

Qmrch,  Lyons ;  one  of  the  Scholarship  of  S.  Peter's  Church,  Niagara  Falls,  and  one 

of  the  Scholarship  of  Trinity  Church,  Geneva.     Besides  the  above,  the  Committee 

Gtn  report,  one  pupil  in  the  Carey  Coll^^te  Institute,  one  in  De  Veaux  College,  and 

one  at  a  private  school  in  Geneva,  who  are  studying  with  a  view  to  the  Ministry. 

There  are  also  several  young  men  in  Hobart  College  of  exemplary  Christian  character, 

vhose  attention  has  been  strongly  drawn  to  the  duty  of  entering  the  ministry,  but 

who  have  not  yet  decided  as  to  choice  of  a  profession. 
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The  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  belonging  to  the  Diocese  are  not  included  in  this 
Report,  as  they  are  placed  more  exclusively  under  the  care  of  the  Bishop. 

In  view  of  the  great  importance  of  the  subject  entrusted  to  them,  your  Committee 
took  the  liberty  to  address  to  the  Parochial  Clergy  and  Missionaries  of  the  Diocese 
the  following  circular : 

Geneva,  N.  Y.,  July  20,  1870. 
Rev.  and  Dear  Brother: 

Will  you  oblige  "the  Committee  on  the  Supply  of  the  Sacred  Ministry,"  of  the 
Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  by  sending  to  their  Chairman  a  reply  to  the  following 
questions : 

1.  Are  there  any  persons  belonging  to  your  Parish  studying  for  the  Sacred 
Ministry?  and  if  so,  where?  and  from  what  source  do  they  receive  their  support? 

2.  Are  there  any  in  your  Parish  desirous  of  studjring  for  the  Ministry,  if  they 
could  receive  pecimiary  aid  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  accomplish  their  purpose? 

3.  Do  you  know  of  any  in  your  Parish  or  neighborhood  engaged  in  secular  pur- 
suits or  as  Ministers  of  other  religious  bodies,  who  would  desire  to  enter  the  Ministry 
of  our  Church,  if  they  could  be  aided  in  qualifying  themselves  for  the  work? 

An  answer  to  these  inquiries,  in  season  to  aid  the  Committee  in  preparing  their  report 
(0  the  next  Convention  of  the  Diocese^  August  17th,  is  most  respectfully  and  earnestly 
solicited. 

The  Committee  would  also  be  thankful  for  any  information  or  suggestions  with 
reference  to  the  important  subject  entrusted  to  them  which  you  may  be  pleased  to 
communicate.

Our  object  was  two-fold:  1st,  To  elicit  information  and  suggestions  from  our 
brethren  which  might  be  useful  to  the  purpose  we  have  in  hand ;  and,  2d,  To  awaken 
attention  to  a  subject  which  depends  mainly  upon  their  efforts  and  influence.  Many 
of  the  Clergy  have  kindly  responded  to  the  inquiries,  and  some  have  made  valuable 
suggestions  to  the  Committee,  for  which  we  desire  to  make  grateful  acknowledgment. 
From  others  no  answers  have  been  received.  The  Committee  b^  leave  to  incor- 
porate in  their  report  an  extract  from  the  response  of  one  of  our  most  respected 
presbyters.  He  says:  "With  an  experience  and  observation  of  twenty-eight  years 
in  the  Ministry  of  the  Church,  and  not  a  little  intercourse  and  success  with  the  young, 
I  may  safely  venture  some  remarks  on  the  subject  of  your  inquiries.  I  say,  then,  that 
the  Clergy  have  a  mighty  means  of  influence  with  young  men  in  bringing  them  into 
the  Ministry,  or  in  repelling  them  from  it.  This  influence  consists  in  close  intimacy 
with  the  young,  even  from  infancy,  through  childhood  and  youth,  and  that,  too,  not 
to  be  relaxed  at  any  future  period  so  far  as  there  may  be  opportunity.  This  intimacy, 
like  that  of  parents  with  children,  ought  ever  to  be  in  the  exercise  of  friendly  acts,  of 
kindness  amid  the  trials  and  changes  of  life,  with  tender  forbearance  toward  the 
foibles  of  the  young,  and  due  allowance  for  their  temptations  and  dangers.  Such  a 
bearing  on  the  part  of  a  clergyman,  especially,  will  do  much  to  win  the  confidence 
of  the  young,  and  engage  them  in  a  preparation  for  the  Ministry.  But  how  is  it 
with  the  opposite  course?    What  is  the  effect  of  cold  indifference  or  careless  neglect? 
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I  can  bear  witness  that  it  deeply  offends  the  sensitiveness  of  the  young,  chills  their 
sympathies,  and  even  repels  them  from  Christian  society  and  Christian  living." 

Another  respected  brother  of  laige  experience  has  remarked,  ''that  small  country 
Parishes  have  famished  the  larger  proportion  of  our  clergy,"  a  fact  attested  by  our 
own  observation. 

We  believe  there  are  very  few  Parishes,  either  rural  or  urban,  in  which  a  faithful 
pastor  might  not  find  one  pupil,  at  least,  with  the  right  character  and  disposition  to  be 
educated  for  the  Ministry,  and  we  are  equally  sure  that,  if  the  right  persons  can  be 
found,  the  means  for  their  education  will  not  be  wanting. 

Your  Committee  cannot  conclude  their  report  without  noticing  and  deploring  the 
&ct  that  so  few  of  the  educated  young  men  of  the  country  are  devoting  themselves  to 
their  Master's  work  in  the  sacred  office.  This  is  true  of  other  religious  bodies  in  a 
more  marked  degree,  perhaps,  than  in  our  own  Church.  Of  the  class  which  gradu- 
ated this  year  at  Yale  Collie — ^an  institution  which  has,  from  the  beginning,  been  the 
great  nursery  of  the  Calvanistic  Ministry  in  our  land,  consisting  of  one  himdred  and 
thirteen  members,  only  eleven^  or  less  than  one  in  ten  of  the  whole  number,  have 
elected  the  Ministry  as  their  profession.  We  regard  the  fact  thus  indicated  as  one 
of  the  most  alarming  features  in  the  present  aspect  of  Christianity  in  this  country. 
To  churchmen,  especially,  who  are  called,  by  a  present  and  especial  Providence  clearly 
manifested,  to  restore  and  preserve  to  our  countrymen  "the  faith  as  it  was  once  deliv- 
ered to  the  saints" — to  fill  up  with  the  true  ministry  of  the  one  Holy  Catholic 
Church  the  places  being  so  rapidly  vacated  by  the  teachers  of  an  effete  theology,  and 
meet  the  demands  of  a  vast,  varied  and  fearfully  accumulating  population,  it  has 
become  a  question  of  the  gravest  moment,  surpassing  in  importance,  perhaps,  all 
the  other  problems  of  the  day.  How  can  we  obtain  a  due  supply  of  pious,  learned 
and  able  ministers  of  God's  word  and  sacraments  for  the  present  and  for  the  coming 
generations?     O  Lord!  raise  up  thy  power  and  come  among  us!

Report  of  Committee. 


Your  Committee,  in  the  varied  and  multiplied  opinions,  new  and  old,  connected 
with  Sunday  Schools,  have  little  hope  of  suggesting  any  permanent  solution  of  the 
difficulties  surrounding  the  subject.  It  is  certain  that  Sunday  Schools,  as  they  are 
usually  conducted,  do  not  accomplish  all  the  good  that  those  interested  in  thorough 
Christian  education  could  desire.  Indeed,  there  are  many  honest  thinking  men  who 
doubt  the  efficacy  of  the  system  altogether,  believing  it  to  be  a  questionable  substitute 
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for  the  home  drill  and  family  catechising  of  the  Christian  fireside.  One  hour  of  the 
week  (i68  hours)  for  God  and  the  children  he  has  given  us  can  hardly  satisfy  the 
parental  conscience.  Your  Committee  look  back  despondingly  to  the  good  old  days 
of  ''pious  George  Herbert,"  when  the  Sunday  afternoon  was  given  wholly  to  cheerful 
worship  and  the  catechizing  of  the  whole  flock,  with  fisunily  reading  and  sacred  music 
in  the  evening.  In  this  way  the  young  were  made  to  enjoy  the  "first  day,  the  day  of 
all  the  week,  the  best"  We,  therefore,  respectfully  conmiend  the  afternoon  as  the 
most  appropriate  time  for  the  session  of  the  Sunday  School,  and  that  the  Rector 
should  always  be  present  to  lead  the  devotions  by  selected  and  varying  portions  of  our 
"beautiful  liturgy,"  with  lively  chanting,  inspiring  hymns  and  carols.  This,  of  course, 
dispenses  with  the  piles  of  Sunday  School  books  of  devotion  and  ephemeral  songs, 
and  makes  the  youth  familiar  with  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  itself,  which,  next  to 
the  Bible,  cannot  l)e  too  early  learned  and  loved.  We  therefore  respectfully  submit 
the  following, resolutions: 

1.  Resolved^  That  the  object  of  Christian  Doctrine  and  Worship  demands  of  our 
Sunday  Schools  fimiiliarity  with  the  Church  Catechism  and  the  history  of  the  Chris- 
tian Religion. 

2.  Resolved i  That  it  is  the  duty  of  every  parish  to  prepare  all  the  children  therein 
to  be  catechised  by  the  Bishop,  when  he  shall  desire  it,  and  thus  constantly  bring  for- 
ward the  young  in  preparation  for  the  holy  rite  of  Confirmation. 

3.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  duty  of  Sunday  School  teachers  and  parents  to  remind 
the  boys  especially,  that  to  be  useful  and  happy  they  must  give  themselves  early  to 
doing  good,  as  did  Samuel,  Daniel,  Timothy,  and  Augustine. 

4.  Resolved,  That  frequent  and  varied  exercises  in  Chanting  and  Church  Music 
will  tend  to  prepare  children  to  participate  in  the  fiiller  services  of  Christian  Worship 
and  the  Holy  Communion.

Report  of  Committee. 

The  Committee  appointed  on  non-reporting  Clergymen  and  Parishes,  b^  leave 
respectfully  to  report : 

By  Canon  15,  Section  i,  Title  i,  of  the  Digest,  entitled,  "of  the  mode  of  securing 
an  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church,"  it  is  made  the  duty  of  every  minister  of 
this  Church,  having  charge  of,  or  settled  over,  any  Parish  or  Congregation  of  the 
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same;  and  in  case  the  Parish  be  vacant,  of  the  Wardens  of  sach  Church  or  Parish  to 
return  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  annual  Conven- 
tion, a  statement  of  the  number  of  baptisms,  and  of  other  services  and  matters  con* 
nected  with  the  Parish,  by  which  an  accurate  view  may  be  had  of  the  state  of  such 
Parish  or  Church.  The  same  Canon  also  makes  it  the  duty  of  every  Clergyman,  not 
regularly  settled  in  any  Parish  <xt  Church,  to  report  the  occasional  services  he  may 
have  performed,  and  if  he  have  performed  no  such  services,  the  causes  or  reasons  which 
have  prevented  the  same. 

The  importance  of  a  compliance  with  these  provisions  can  admit  of  no  argument, 
and  needs  no  words  from  your  Committee  to  set  forth.  It  is  believed  that  the 
simply  calling  attention  to  the  subject,  in  the  present  manner,  will  be  sufficient  for  the 
pmpose  intended. 

By  reference  to  the  Journal  of  the  last  Convention,  it  appears  that  of  the  eighty-six 
Parishes  in  union  with  this  Convention,  and  the  nine  Missions  and  Chapels,  six 
present  no  report  in  the  Journal ;  and  of  ninety-seven  Clergymen  canonically  con- 
nected with  the  Diocese,  fifteen  present  no  report  upon  its  pages.  The  Secretary 
oo^t  not  to  be  subjected  to  the  additional  trouble  of  calling  or  waiting  for  Reports 
before  he  can  complete  the  Journal. 

With  this  statement,  your  Committee  believe  they  will  have  fiilfilled  the  purpose 

of  their  appointment ;   and  therefore  respectfidly  present  the  same  without  fiirther 

remark.

Report. 


The  Committee  on  the  "Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and  Learning  in  the  State 
of  New  York,"  appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  beg  leave  to  report : 

That  the  Society  was  originally  instituted  and  endowed  by  the  Rector,  Church- 
wardens and  Vestrymen  of  Trinity  Church,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  two ;  and  the  endowment  was  increased  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eleven. 

That  it  was  incorporated  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  passed  April  4th,  1839, 
under  "the  name  of  *The  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and 
Learning  in  the  State  of  New  York,*  to  be  located  in  the  City  of  New  York." 

That  this  act  of  incorporation  was  amended  by  an  act  passed  May  6th,  1844,  the 
2d  section  of  which  makes  it  "lawful  for  the  said  Corporation"  to  receive  gifts  to  be 
applied  "in  any  part  or  parts  of  the  State  of  New  York." 

In  the  second  article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  said  Society,  "as  finally  adopted 
by  the  Vestry  of  Trinity  Church  and  said  Society,  July  loth,  1826,"  the  objects 
of  the  Society  are  declared  to  be  : 

"  The  ensuring  of  a  sufficient  number  and  succession  of  pious  and  learned  Ministers 
of  the  Gospel,  attached  to  the  excellent  doctrines  and  order  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church,  and  for  the  accomplishment  of  that  end, 

"To  assist  pious  young  men,  designed  for  Holy  Orders  in  the  said  Church,  and 
needing  pecuniary  aid,  in  the  prosecution  of  their  literary  and  theological  studies, 
within  this  State ; 

"To  receive  donations  for  pious  purposes,  and  to  superintend  the  application  of 
the  same ; 

"To  assist  in  the  establishment  of  a  Theological  Library  ; 

"To  aid  the  constituted  authorities  of  this  Diocese  in  the  support  of  Missionaries  ; 

"To  relieve  meritorious  and  indigent  clergymen  of  this  Diocese  ; 
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*'  And  to  pursue  such  other  measures  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Trustees,  may  be 
best  calculated  to  promote  religion  and  learning  in  the  State  of  New  Yoiic." 

From  these  &cts  it  would  appear  that  all  the  Dioceses  within  the  territory  of  the 
State  of  New  York  have  an  equitable  claim  to  a  share  in  the  benefactions  of  the 
Society.  This  claim,  on  the  part  of  Western  New  York,  has  been  recognized  by  its 
officers  in  past  years  by  donations  to  Hobart  College,  in  addition  to  the  annuity  of 
$500,  pledged  before  the  first  division  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York.  Our  candidates 
for  orders  have  also  been  liberally  aided  from  its  funds. 

The  consideration  and  adjustment  of  such  claims,  however,  would  seem  to  belong 
more  properly  to  the  Provincial  Synod,  as  representing  the  whole  original  Diocese. 

Nevertheless  we  would  respectfully  suggest  that,  considering  the  great  and  im- 
pofftant  woik  done  by  Hobart  College  for  Christian  education  and  the  preparation  of 
young  men  designed  for  Holy  Orders,  not  in  this  Diocese  alone,  but  throughout  the 
Church,  which  work  is  now  more  or  less  imperilled  by  the  want  of  income,  it  would 
be  proper  for  the  Diocesan  authorities  to  urge  upon  the  Society  the  claims  of  the 
College  for  temporary  aid  from  its  funds,  till  the  present  effort  to  enUrge  its  endow- 
ment shall  have  been  completed. 

And  we  would  further  suggest  that,  as  the  recipient  of  its  benefactions,  this  Dio- 
cese should  make  collections  to  aid  the  funds  of  this  Society,  which  has  done,  and  is 
yet  to  do,  a  noble  work  in  this  ecclesiastical  Province. 

We  b^  leave,  therefore,  to  offer  the  subjoined  resolutions.

To  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York: 

Rt.  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir — In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of 
§  3,  of  Canon  L,  of  Title  III.,  of  die  Digest,  I  would  hereby  give 
particular  notice  that  the  following  alteration  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  Church  is  proposed,  to  wit:  that  comprised  in  the  resolution  sub- 
joined, said  resolution  having  been  adopted  by  a  constitutional  major- 
ity of  both  Houses  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  in  October,  A.  D.,  1868:  • 

Resolved^  That  the  alteration  of  the  Constitution  recommended  in  the  following 
Resolution  be  proposed,  and  that  the  same  be  made  known  to  the  several  Diocesan 
Conventions,  in  pursuance  of  Article  9  of  the  Constitution,  viz : 

Resolved^  That  Article  5  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follow- 
ing, viz: 

A  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  any  of  the  United  States,  or  any  territory 
thereof,  not  now  represented,  may,  at  any  time  hereafter,  be  admitted  on  acceding  to 
this  Constitution ;  and  a  new  Diocese,  to  be  formed  from  one  or  more  existing  Dio- 
ceses, may  be  admitted  under  the  following  restrictions,  viz : 

No  new  Dioceses  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  limits  of  any  other  Diocese, 
nor  shall  any  Diocese  be  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceses,  or  parts 
of  Dioceses,  unless  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  each  of  the 
Dioceses  concerned,  as  well  as  of  the  General  Convention,  and  such  consent  shall 
not  be  given  by  the  General  Convention  until  it  has  satisfactory  assurance  of  a  suitable 
provision  for  the  sup]X)rt  of  the  Episcopate  in  the  contemplated  new  Diocese. 

No  such  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  which  shall  contain  less  than  six  Parishes,  or 
less  than  six  Presbyters  who  have  been  for  at  least  one  year  canonically  resident  within 
the  bounds  of  such  new  Diocese,  regularly  settled  in  a  Parish  or  Congregation,  and 
qualified  to  vote  for  a  Bishop.  Nor  shall  such  new  Diocese  be  formed  if  thereby  any 
existing  Diocese  shall  be  so  reduced  as  to  contain  less  than  twelve  Parishes,  or  less 
than  twelve  Presbyters  who  have  been  residing  therein,  and  settled  and  qualified  as 
above  mentioned ;  provided  that  no  city  shall  form  more  than  one  Diocese. 

In  case  one  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  two  or  more  Dioceses,  the  Diocesan  of 
the  Diocese  divided  may  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attached,  and  shall  there- 
upon become  the  Diocesan  thereof,  and  the  Assistant  Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  may 
elect  the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attached ;  and  if  it  be  not  the  one  elected  by  the 
Bishop,  he  shall  be  the  Diocesan  thereof. 
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CommuniccUum  Jrom  General  ConvetUion, 


-Whenever  the  division  of  a  Diocese  into  two  or  more  Dioceses  shall  be  ratified  by 
the  General  Convention,  each  of  the  Dioceses  shall  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Diocese  so  divided,  except  as  local  circumstances  may  prevent,  until 
the  same  may  be  altered  in  either  Diocese  by  the  Convention  thereof.  And  whenever 
a  Diocese  shall  be  formed  out  of  two  or  more  existing  Dioceses,  the  new  Diocese 
shall  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  that  one  of  the  said  existing  Dio- 
ceses to  which  the  greater  number  of  Clergymen  shall  have  belonged  prior  to  the 

erection  of  such  new  Diocese,  until  the  same  may  be  altered  by  the  Convention  of 

the  new  Diocese. 

And  also,  that  the  changes  in  "a  Table  of  the  da3rs  on  which  Easter 
will  fall  for  thirty-eight  years,"  proposed  in  the  following  resolutions, 
adopted  by  both  Houses  of  the  said  General  Convention,  are  submitted 
to  the  consideration  of  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions,  to-wit : 

Resohed^  That  the  accompanying  additional  Cycle  be  made  known  to  the  Conven- 
^'on  of  every  Diocese,  agreeably  to  the  eighth  Article  of  the  Constitution. 

/^^schtd^  That  an  additional  Cycle  completing  the  present  century  be  inserted  in 
^e  Table  for  finding  Easter;  and  that  the  Cycle  from  1843  to  1861  inclusive,  which 
Aas  a^Jieady  expired,  be  hereafter  omitted.

COPY  OF  CIRCULAR  SENT  TO  ALL  PARISHES  IN  THE  DIOCESE^ 
AND  TABLE  OF  ASSESSMENTS  MADE  UPON  THEM, 


Diocese  of  Western  New  York. 
To  the  Rector  and  Congregation  of^ Parish: 


At  the  recent  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  the  following  reso- 
tion  was  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  in  con- 
nection with  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  to  take  immediate  action  toward 
increasing  the  capital  of  that  Fund,  with  power  to  make  assessments  upon  the  Par- 
ishes for  the  amount  needed  annually  to  make  up  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  until  the  income  from  the  Principal  shall  be  sufficient  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate. 

In  accordance  with  this  resolution  and  the  table  of  assessments,  the 

amount  due  from  your  Parish  during  the  coming  year  will  be , 

payable  in  four  quarterly  payments ;  and  it  is  requested  that  these  pay- 
ments be  made  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  as  nearly  as  possible  on 
the  first  of  the  following  months,  viz :  September,  December,  March  and 
June.  The  amount  may  be  raised  either  by  the  quarterly  collections,  or 
in  any  other  way  as  Parishes  may  choose. 

It  is  most  important  to  bear  in  mind  that  these  assessments  are  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  making  up  the  deficiency  in  the  income  from  the 
Episcopate  Fund.  Were  that  Fund  complete,  these  assessments  would 
not  be  necessary;  and  it  is  an  obligation  resting  upon  the  whole  Dio- 
cese to  increase  the  Fund  to  such  an  amount  that  these  assessments 
may  be  done  away.  It  is  hoped  that  an  effort  may  at  once  be  made  to 
accomplish  this  desirable  object.  The  Fund  now  amounting  to  about 
$27,000,  should  be  increased  to  $75,000.  The  Committee  will  prepare 
a  tabular  statement  of  the  sums  the  various  Parishes  should  raise  to 
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Assessnunts. 


complete  the  Fund;  and  until  the  whole  Fund  is  raised,  whatever  your 
Parish  contributes  annually  above  its  annual  assessment,  will  be  credited 
to  the  Parish  on  its  assessment  for  the  Principal  of  the  Fund. 

May  it  not  also  be  suggested  that  there  is  in  the  Diocese  no  object 
more  important,  and  more  worthy  of  bequests,  than  this  of  the  increase 
of  the  Episcopate  Fund 

We  trust,  therefore,  this  whole  subject  may  receive  the  serious  con- 
sideration it  deserves.

Our  Church  became  a  Free  Church  by  a  vote  of  the  Society,  Jan.  16,  1870.  The 
plan  has  worked  well,  in  certain  respects,  but  it  is  too  soon  to  be  fully  assured  of  its 
general  success.  The  amounts  contributed  to  Diocesan  Offerings  is  not  as  great,  thus 
fas^  as  under  the  former  plan,  while  no  more  is  paid  to  the  Rector,  though  the  pay- 
ments are  more  prompt.  The  enlargement  that  has  been  contemplated  by  adding  a 
Recess,  Chancel,  and  Vestry  Room,  is  still  deferred,  partly  from  a  want  of  earnest 
purpose  with  those  who  signed  the  subscription,  and  partly  because  of  other  unex- 
pected calls  to  pay  for  a  new  Orchestra,  new  modes  of  warming  the  Church,  and  re- 
pairing the  tower  injured  by  the  winds.  Our  Sunday  School  is  quite  prosperous, 
though  only  about  one-half  of  the  pupils  on  our  list  are  regular  attendants.  The  list 
of  our  commimicants  has  been  lessened  by  14  removals,  and  on  account  of  the  absence 
of  the  Bishop  there  have  been  no  additions  by  confirmation.  A  small  number  are 
awaiting  a  visitation  to  be  confirmed.  Within  the  year  past  the  Rector  has  prepared, 
preached,  and  publbhed,  in  newspaper  form,  a  History  of  the  Church,  and  sent  a  copy 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Archives.

Church  of  Bishop  De  Lancey,  was  consecrated  to  the  service  of  God.     The  request  to 
consecrate  was  made  in  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund,  the  two  die* 
ceses  of  Western  and  Central  New  York,  and  about  yfe*^  thousand  contributors.

I  have  labored  during  the  year  amid  manifold  and  great  discouragements,  being 
obliged  much  of  the  time  to  devote  myself  to  hard  secular  labor  in  order  to  carry  for- 
ward all-important  improvements.  But  God  enables  me  to  see  some  evident  results. 
A  parish  was.  organized  in  East  Pike  in  November  last,  but  I  resigned  the  first  of 
April,  leaving  a  class  of  1 1  persons  ready  for  Confirmation,  who  were  Confirmed  at 
Hunt's  Hollow.  I  had  circulated  a  subscription  and  raised  over  $800  in  pledges  to- 
ward the  construction  of  a  suitable  house  of  worship,  and  a  liberal  Churchman  of 
New  York,  Dr.  S.  A.  Main,  had  pledged  himself  to  secure  $2,500,  enough  to  put 
up  and  furnish  a  very  creditable  edifice.  The  reason  for  my  resignation  was  the  de- 
sire to  prosecute  my  original  work  more  vigorously,  at  Perry  and  Castile.  At  Perry 
my  work  has  been  slowly  progressing.  I  have  recently  organized  a  Parish  at  that 
point,  and  have  a  few  very  faithful  and  earnest  workers,  though  very  limited  in  pecu- 
niary ability.  The  people  themselves  have  raised  more  than  $100  toward  an  all-im- 
portant improvement  of  the  Church  edifice.  I  have  raised,  through  other  sources, 
%z  1 7.  We  ought  to  have,  at  the  least  calculation,  $200  more  to  make  the  place  in- 
viting for  public  worship,  not  including  a  stone  foundation  which  ought  to  be  laid 
and  fence  to  be  built.  Because  of  a  projected  railroad.  Perry  becomes  an  exceedingly 
important  point  for  Church  enterprise.  Castile  is  very  slow  in  Church  progress ;  and 
if  the  projected  railroad  should  have  a  terminus  at  East  Gainsville,  it  will  become  a 
more  £ivorable  opening  fot  Church  work.

Dear  Sir:  Since  the  Convention  of  1869,  I  have  preached  thirty-four  times; 
have  frequently  read  Morning  or  Evening  service,  have  many  times  assbted  brethren 
in  the  same,  and  also  in  administering  the  Holy  Communion ;  have  baptized  one  in- 
fant ;  have  buried  one  child  ;  have  married  one  couple ;  and  at  this  time  I  am  acting 
as  Assistant  Rector  of  the  Church  of  Ascension,  in  Buffalo,  the  Rector  himself  being 

in  £urope.

The  Rev.  Thomas  Drumm,  Rector  of  S.  Mark's  School,  Rochester,  reports  that 
he  has  held  two  full  services  at  the  school  each  Sunday  during  the  school  terms,  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion  the  first  Sunday  in  each  month.  He  also  held 
services  frequently  during  Lent  and  on  greater  feast  days. 

He  also  reports  an  encouraging  attendance  on  services  on  the  part  of  those  residing 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  school,  and  he  thinks  the  prospect  good  for  organizing  a  parish 
at  an  early  day. 

Sunday  collections  for  missionary  and  other  benevolent  objects,  amounted  to  $37. 

The  Rev.  M.  Fowler  reports  to  his  Diocesan  that  he  has  been  prevented,  by  the 
state  of  his  health,  from  taking  charge  of  a  parish  during  the  past  year.  He  has  been 
able  to  preach  occasionally  for  his  brethren,  and  to  assist  in  the  administration  of  the 
Holy  Communion,  as  opportunity  presented  itself.  He  has  preached  twice  in  behalf 
of  the  Society  for  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry,  and  four  times  in  behalf  of  the  Domes- 
tic Missionary  Society.  He  has  also  officiated  at  one  marriage  in  the  Diocese  of  Con- 
necticut.

Report  of  Trustees. 

To  the  CoftV€fUum  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New 
York: 

The  Trustees  of  the  DeVeaux  College  for  orphan  and  destitute  children,  in  pur- 
suance of  the  tenns  of  their  Charter,  respectfully  submit  their  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1869: 

The  funds  of  the  institution  consist  of  one  hundred  and  forty-two  thousand  two 
hundred  and  forty-seven  dollars  and  fifty-two  cents  of  principal  yielding  income. 

These  funds  are  invested  m,  and  consist  of.  Bonds  and  Mortgages,  Stocks  and 
Land  Contracts. 

The  domain  of  the  institution  consists  of  three  hundred  and  thirty  acres  of  land,  on 

which  the  College  edifice,  and  other  buildings  connected  therewith,  have  been  erected. 

Tlie  real  estate,  exclusive  of  the  domain,  is  estimated  at  seventeen  thousand  dollars. 

The  income  received  during  the  year  from  the  endowment  fund  was,       $12,208. 14 

Under  the  "Augmentation  Fund," 1,275.00 

**Tenn  Pupils," 10,155.65 

And  from  "Day  Scholars," 158.65 

Making  in  all, $23,797.44 

The  amount  actually  paid  during  the  year  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  institu- 
tion, was  twenty-three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  and  sixty- 
six  cents. 

In  addition  to  the  amount  above  paid,  there  was,  on  the  first  day  of  August,  1869, 
an  indebtedness  for  current  expenses  and  extraordinary  repairs,  of  two  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  twenty-seven  dollars  and  eighty-nine  cents  outstanding  and  unpaid,  over 
and  above  all  income  due  and  payable  at  that  time.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  this 
indebtedness,  an  equal  amount  was  borrowed  from  the  principal  of  the  endowment 
fund  left  by  Judge  DeVeaux,  the  same  to  be  repaid  to  principal  from  income  as  soon 
as  the  condition  of  the  income  would  admit. 

A  building  for  a  Gymnasium  has  been  erected  on  the  College  grounds,  at  an  ex- 
pense of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and  to  pay  for  the  same  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  was  borrowed  from  the  principal  of  the  endowment  fund , 
to  be  repaid  from  the  income  as  soon  as  the  condition  of  the  income  would  admit. 
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DeVeaux  College — Report  of  Trustees. 

In  August,  1869,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Rensselaer  presented  his  resignation,  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  College,  to  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  November  then  next,  which 
resignation  was  accepted. 

The  Rev.  George  Herbert  Patterson  was  appointed  Vice-President  of  the  Collie, 
and  took  the  charge  of  the  institution  soon  after  the  first  of  November. 

One  hundred  and  fifteen  boys  were  instructed  in  the  College  during  the  year  1869. 

Of  this  number  twenty  were  probationers ;  twenty-four  were  foundationers ;  fifty- 
eight  were  term  pupils,  and  thirteen  day  scholars. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  twenty-eight  boys  in  the  College  as  probation- 
ers and  foundationers,  of  which  number  six  were  placed  there  under  the  Augmentation 
Fund. 

The  course  of  instruction  and  government  is  the  same  as  presented  in  former  reports. 
All  which  is  respectfiilly  submitted.

VII.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when  a  question  is  stated  from  the 
Claur,  shall  vote  thereon,  unless  excused  by  the  H0use. 

VIII.  No  motion  shall  be  put  or  debated  until  it  is  seconded ;  and,  when  sec- 
onded, it  shall  be  stated  by  the  President  before  debate ;  and  every  motion  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing,  when  required  by  the  President  or  any  member. 

IX.  If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  distinct  propositions,  any  member 
"^y  have  the  same  divided. 

X.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received,  unless  to  lay 
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it  on  the  table ;  to  postpone  it  indefinitely ;  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time ;  to  com- 
mit it,  or  to  amend  it ;  and  motions  for  either  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  herein  named.  But  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  alwa^rs  be  in  order  when 
no  member  is  speaking,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate ;  and  if  it  be  negatived, 
it  shall  not  be  renewed  until  some  other  busiuess  has  intervened. 

XI.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

XII.  On  a  question  being  put  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the 
sound  of  voices,  for  or  against  it ;  but  any  member  may  require  a  count  of  the  votes, 
and  tellers  for  that  purpose  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair;  or  any  three  votes 
may,  previous  to  a  decision  by  count,  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be  taken,  which 
shall  be  done  by  calling  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  and  of  the  churches  repre* 
sented,  and  the  votes  shall  be  entered  in  the  Journals. 

XIII.  Any  five  votes  may  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be  taken  by  orders ;  and 
when  so  taken  they  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

XIV.  No  member  may  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question  without  leave 
of  the  House, 

XV.  A  question  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsidered  during  the  same  session 
without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  Convention,  nor  without  the 
motion  for  that  purpose  being  made  by  one  of  the  majority  on  the  prior  decision; 
nor  shall  any  question  be  reconsidered  more  than  once. 

XVI.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless  otherwise 
specially  directed  by  the  House ;  in  which  case  they  shall  be  appointed  by  ballot 

*  XVII.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  of  Deputies  to  the  General 
Convention,  and  the  election  of  any  person  to  supply  a  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Tros* 
tees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate,  or  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clerymen — as  also,  for  the  election  of  a  Treasurer  of 
the  Convention,  and  a  Treasurer  for  the  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen- 
shall  be  the  order  of  the  day  for  12  o'clock,  on  the  second  day  of  every  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Convention. 

XVIII.  No  standing  rule  or  order  shall  be  suspended,  changed,  or  rescinded 
without  one  day's  previous  notice  of  a  motion  to  that  effect,  unless  by  the  votes  of 
two-thirds  of  the  persons  present  entitled  to  vote. 

XIX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  any  session  of  the  Convention,  the  minutes 
of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected  and  approved. 

XX.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention,  it  shall  meet  at  9  o'clock  in 
the  morning ;  take  a  recess  from  i  to  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  adjourn  for  the 
day  at  6  o'clock  P.  M.

This  being  the  day  fixed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese  of 
Western  New  York  for  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention  of  the 
same,  the  Rt  Rev.  Arthur  Cleveland  Coxe,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  assembled  in  Trtnity 
Church,  Geneva,  the  place  appointed  by  the  Bishop  for  the  meeting. 

Evening  Prayer  was  said  at  four  o'clock,  at  which  the  Bishop 
officiated,  assisted  in  the  First  Lesson  by  the  Rev.  Henry  Lockwood ; 
m  the  Second  Lesson  by  the  Rev.  Charles  R.  Hale ;  and  in  the  Pray- 
ers by  the  Rev.  William  Shelton,  D.  D.  After  the  singing  of  the  ninety- 
ninth  selection  firom  the  fourth  verse,  the  Bishop  preached  : — taking  for 
his  text  the  14th  verse  of  the  3d  Chapter  of  St.  John's  First  General 
Episde.  The  one  hundred  and  fourth  hymn  having  been  sung,  the 
Bishop  said  the  closing  prayers. 

Divine  Service  being  concluded,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  called 
the  Convention  to  order. 

The  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention  called  the  names  of  the  Clergy 
of  the  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  when  twenty-eight 
Clergymen  {Seepage  7)  answered  to  their  names  and  took  their  seats. 

The  Parishes  were  then  called,  in  order,  for  the  Certificates  of  Lay 
Deputies.

The  President  appointed  the  Rev.  James  Abercrombie  and  the  Rev. 
William  B.  Edson,  under  Canon  II.,  §  5,  to  examine  with  the  Secretaries 
the  Certificates  of  Lay  Deputies.

The  Rev.  Kendrick  Metcalf,  D.  D.,  Chairman  of  the  Conmiittee  on 
the  Supply  of  the  Sacred  Ministry,  made  the  following 
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Report  on  Supply  of  Sacred  Ministry, 


REPORT: 

The  Committee  on  the  Supply  of  the  Sacred  Mfnistry  have  but  little  information  to 
give  besides  what  is  contained  in  the  Bishop's  Address. 

Hobart  College  continues  to  be,  as  it  has  long  been,  the  chief  instrumentality  in  the 
Diocese  for  the  higher  education  of  young  men  preparing  for  the  sacred  office.  Of 
the  class  graduated  this  year,  consisting  of  thirteen  members,  five  have  become,  or 
intend  soon  to  become,  candidates  for  Holy  Orders.  Of  the  under-graduates  seventeen 
arc  stud)ring  with  the  declsu^  intention  of  entering  the  ministry,  and  there  are  others 
whose  minds  are  seriously  turned  to  the  subject.  Free  tuition  is  given  to  all  necessitous 
students.  The  College  has  in  its  gift  the  income  of  sixteen  scholarships  founded  by 
the  late  Allen  Ayrault,  Esq.,  yielding  annually  $100  each  for  the  benefit  of  persons 
stud3ring  for  the  ministry,  and  the  ftirther  income  of  three  scholarships  of  $2,000  each, 
the  gift  of  Wm.  C.  Pierrepont,  LL.  D.,  for  a  similar  purpose,  with  a  provision  that 
the  income  may  be  given  to  sons  of  Clergymen  being  communicants,  in  case  there  are 
no  applicants  designing  to  enter  the  ministry  after  the  Ayrault  scholarships  have  been 
filled.  All  these  scholarships  are  filled  for  the  present  year ;  the  three  latter  by  the 
sons  of  Clergymen  in  Central  and  Western  New  York. 

The  Society  for  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry  has  given  prompt  and  liberal  aid  to 
students  belonging  to  the  College,  both  from  this  and  other  Dioceses. 

There  are  five  Church  Grammar  Schools  in  this  Diocese  where  boys  are  prepared 
for  College,  viz:  DeVeaux  College,  the  Heathcotc  School  at  Buffalo,  the  Carey 
School  at  Oakfield,  S.  Mark's  School  at  Rochester,  and  the  Doolittle  Institute  at 
Weathersfield  Springs. 

Five  of  the  young  men  now  in  Hobart  College  received  their  preparatory  education, 
wholly  or  in  part,  at  the  Doolittle  Institute.  There  is  not  a  single  studettt  in  the  Col- 
let from  any  other  one  of  the  above  mentioned  schools. 

Your  Committee  will  not  attempt  to  account  for  this  singular  fact ;  but  they  cannot 
withhold  the  opinion  that  it  ought  to  awaken  anxious  inquiry  on  the  part  of  the 
friends  of  Church  education  in  thb  Diocese. 

They  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  resolution : 

Resoh*ed^  That  there  ought  to  subsist  intimate,  material  and  harmonious  relations 
between  the  Church  Grammar  Schools  in  this  Diocese  and  its  College  for  higher  learn- 
ing ; — the  latter  counselling,  aiding  and  encouraging  the  former  by  every  means  in  its 
power,  and  the  former  serving  as  feeders  and  nurseries  for  the  latter — especially  in 
reference  to  the  future  supply  of  a  learned  ministry  and  a  well  instructed  Laity  in 
the  Church  of  God.

Whereasj  Sunday  Schools  were  originated  by  a  clei^gyman  of  the  Chorch,  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Stock,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  S.  John  the  Baptist,  in  Gloucester,  England, 
in  1 780,  as  is  claimed  by  his  monumental  inscription,  and 

IVAereas,  By  his  means,  the  efficient  agency  of  Robert  Raikes,  Esq.,  a  Laymsaof 
the  Church  was  called  into  operation  and  directed  with  great  success ;  therefore 

1st.  Resolved ^  That  Sunday  Schools  are  thus  the  creation  of  the  Church  "derising 
liberal  things  for  Zion/'  both  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  and  as  such  we  yet  claim  ani 
love  them,  and  adopt  them  as  our  own,  and  both  Clergy  and  Laity  pledge  them  our 
hearty  support  in  their  legitimate  design  and  work. 

2d.  Resolved^  That  such  being  the  origin  of  the  Sunday  School  system,  we  have 
a  pledge  that  the  object  of  the  system  must  have  been  chiefly  to  carry  out  and  supple* 
ment,  and  by  no  means  to  supplant  the  Church  idea  of  Christian  Nurture  as  directed 
by  the  Church,  which  has  ever  cared  for  her  children. 

3d.  Resolved^  That  we  recognize  still  the  utility  of  this  system  in  this  its  proper 
Churchly  use,  and  that  it  is  to  be  held  and  used  as  a  hopeful  means,  under  Almighty 
God,  of  carrying  out  the  Religious  Education  of  our  youth  in  the  Creed,  the  Lord's 
Prayer  and  the  Ten  Commandments,  and  all  other  things  which  a  Christian  chiki 
ought  to  believe  and  practice,  and  particularly  as  set  forth  in  the  Catechism  for  that 
purpose. 

4th.  Resolved^  That  in  keeping  with  the  above  views,  we  consider  that  it  is  not 
enough  that  our  Sunday  School  children  be  kept  as  "disciples  of  the  Porch,"  but  that 
they  be  regarded  as  in  duty  bound  to  be  inducted  into  the  Church,  which  is  the  School 
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Christ,  and  that  all  teaching  in  Sunday  Schools  which  falls  short  of  this  end  and 
1  b  but  solemn  trifling,  and  healing  the  hurt  of  human  nature  slightly. 

;th«  jRaohed,  That  the  prevailing  wickedness  of  our  times  which  is  being  sent 
ivn  in  its  influence  as  a  curse  visited  upon  the  children ;  the  eflbrts  in  particular 
x>mipt  the  literature  of  the  land,  and  thus  poison  the  minds  of  the  young,  directly  or 
irectly,  together  with  the  eflbrts  of  so  many  to  exclude  the  Bible  from  our  Public 
lools,  create  a  necessity  for  renewed  diligence  in  teaching  the  children  the  principles 
1  practice  of  our  Holy  Religion  in  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Church.

The  Rev.  P.  P.  Kidder,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  General 
rheological  Seminary,  presented  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Committee  on  the  General  Theological  Seminary  respectfully  report : 

That,  in  making  this  their  first  report  to  the  Convention  since  their  appointment,  it 

itmoosly  does  not  fall  in  with  their  duties  to  give  a  history  of  the  founding,  endow- 

BOt,  growth  and  prosperity  of  this  noble  institution  of  the  Church.     These  are  matters 

I  knowledge  of  which  the  Convention  is  presumed  to  be  already  sufficiently  possessed  of 
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That  which,  therefore,  engages  the  attention  of  your  Gimmittee  at  this  tiaie  fav 
reference  chiefly  to  those  mattery  pertaining  to  the  Seminary  about  which  this  Di»> 
cese  is  more  immediately  and  specially  concerned. 

The  General  Theological  Seminary  being,  'as  its  name  imports,  a  general  inititi- 
tion  of  the  Church,  is  governed  by  a  Board  of  Trustees  which  are  apporticmed  amoof 
the  several  Dioceses  according  to  the  following  ratio  :  All  the  Bishops  being  ma- 
bers  of  the  board  ex-officio^  viz :  one  Trustee  for  each  Diocese ;  one  additional  for  evoj 
eight  clergymen  belonging  to  it ;  one  more  additional  for  every  two  thousand  doQas 
contributed  by  it  until  the  same  amounts  to  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  one  for  evoy 
additional  ten  thousand  contributed. 

These  Trustees  are  elected  triennially  by  the  General  Convention  on  the  nomina- 
tion by  each  Diocese  of  the  number  of  persons  to  which  it  is  respectively  entitled.  At 
the  last  General  Convention  31 5  Trustees  were  so  elected,  of  which  number  twenty-seven 
were  for  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  before  the  division  had  taken  effect,  and 
after  the  division  fourteen  of  the  twenty-seven  became  Trustees  of  this  Diocese. 

Since  the  division  of  the  Diocese,  there  have  been  held  ten  meetings  of  this  Board  of 
Trustees,  viz :  three  annual  meetings,  one  adjourned  meeting,  and  six  special  meet* 
ings  called  by  the  Bishop  of  New  York  by  virtue  of  the  authority  given  him  by  the  Con* 
stitution  of  the  Seminary.  At  two  of  these  meetings,  as  appears  by  the  puhliihed 
reports,  none  of  the  Trustees  from  this  Diocese  were  present.  At  two  other  meetings 
the  Bishop  alone  from  this  Diocese  was  present.  At  three  others  there  were  bat  two 
Trustees  from  Western  New  York,  and  at  two  others  three  members  were  present. 
Only  at  a  single  meeting,  viz:  the  annual  meeting  in  June,  1869,  was  interest  enoogh 
awakened  to  call  out  barely  one-half  of  the  delegation  from  this  Diocese  who  had  been 
appointed  to  the  high  and  responsible  office  which  they  consented  to  hold. 

Now  your  Committee  feel  constrained  to  say  that  this  non-attendance  of  so  many  of 
the  Tnistees  of  this  Diocese  (and  we  are  sorry  to  see  a  like  failure  in  someotlier 
Dioceses)  upon  the  regular  and  special  meetings  of  the  Board,  seems  strange  to  than, 
as  it  must  do  to  others,  especially  when  taking  into  account  the  exceedingly  importaH 
interests  that  body  are  intrusted  with  and  have  under  their  general  supervision  vA 
control. 

The  General  Theological  Seminary  must  undoubtedly  be  considered  as  standing 
foremost  in  importance  among  the  general  institutions  of  the  Church.  It  is  the  great 
school  of  the  prophets  for  the  whole  American  Church,  and  a  most  important  instm* 
ment  for  supplying  it  with  a  well-trained  apostolic  ministry.  Its  alumni  already 
number  nearly  750  members,  from  whom  have  come  many  of  our  most  distinguished 
Bishops,  Doctors  and  Theological  and  Collegiate  Professors. 

It  is  possessed  of  a  most  valuable  library  and  a  noble  property,  a  large  part  of  whicb 
consists  in  real  estate,  and  is  situated  in  the  heart  of  the  city  of  New  York,  which,  to- 
gether with  the  personal  property,  is  valued  by  some  at  nearly  a  million  of  doUar& 
And  all  their  important  interests  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  who  are  elec- 
ted for  the  purpose  of  caring  for  them. 

And  then  Professors  are  to  be  elected  when  vacancies  occur ;  and  the  particular  and 
very  important  question  now  under  consideration  concerning  the  removal  of  the  sem- 
inary to  Grand  Park,  in  Westchester  County,  or  to  some  more  eligible  point,  must  be 
considered  and  decided. 

It  must  be  apparent,  then,  what  interest  this  Diocese  has  in  this  already  venerable 
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latitution,  and  why  a  great  responsibility  devolves  on  the  Trustees  whom  it  desig- 
latcs  to  act  with  others  in  the  management  of  its  affairs. 

Your  Committee  further  report  that,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  in  June 
■sly  the  Rev.  Samuel  Buel,  D.  D.,  an  Alumnus  of  the  Seminary,  was  elected  Profes- 
OT  of  Systematic  Divinity  and  Dogmatic  Theology ;  and  the  Rev.  Randall  C.  Hall, 
Jso  an  Alumnus,  was  elected  Professor  of  the  Hebrew  and  Greek  Languages.  At  the 
imme  meeting  the  Board  passed  a  resolution  to  go  into  an  election,  at  its  next  meeting, 
or  a  Professor  of  the  Evidences  of  Revealed  Religion. 

The  number  of  students  now  belonging  to  the  Seminary  constituting  the  middle 
uid  senior  classes  for  the  coming  year  is  fifty-one,  of  which,  two  are  Candidates  for 
Drders  in  this  Diocese. 

The  Committee  also  report  that  one  of  the  graduates  of  the  last  class,  Mr.  Syl- 
vester Booram,  who  passed  through  the  Seminary  course  with  marked  success,  is  a 
Candidate  for  Orders  in  thb  Diocese,  and  is  about  to  be  ordained  to  the  diaconate. 

As  it  devolves  on  your  Committee  to  report  to  this  Convention  the  names  of  suitable 
persons  for  nomination  by  the  Convention  to  be  elected  as  Trustees  of  the  General 
Theological  Seminary  for  this  Diocese,  by  the  next  General  Convention,  they  would 
Tcspectfolly  submit  the  names  of  the  following  persons,  viz :

KX.  this  stage  of  the  proceedings  the  Bishop  proceeded  to  address  the 
Qvention  upon  the  associations  connected  with  the  meeting  of  the 
Qvention  in  Geneva — so  long  the  place  of  residence  of  our  late  he- 
ed Diocesan,  and  especially  in  Trinity  Church  where  he  so  often 
ciated  and  worshipped. 

hereupon  the  Rev.  William  Stevens  Perry,  D.  D.,  offered  the  fol- 
dng  resolution  as  expressive  of  the  sense  of  the  Convention  in  re- 
d  to  these  sacred  associations :

iring  its  present  session.

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and  that  ten  copies  thereof  be  sent  to  every  Parish,  for  distribution  by  the  Rector  or 
Minister  thereof,  and  fifty  copies  to  the  Registrar.

The  Secretary  read  the  minutes,  which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  James  M. 
Smith,  were  approved. 

There  appearing  to  be  no  further  business  on  the  Secretary's  desk, 
on  motion  of  the  Rev.  T.  M.  Bishop,  the  Convention  resolved  to  ad- 
journ, after  appropriate  devotions,  sine  die.  In  the  meantime  the  Bishop 
addressed  the  Convention  in  a  few  timely  and  appropriate  words.

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THE    BISHOP'S   ADDRESS 


TO   THE    THIRTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL   CONVENTION 


Iy  Reverend  Brethren,  and  my  Brethren  of  the  Laity  : 

Oar  coming  together  is  an  act  of  religion.  From  the  beginning  to 
le  end  let  us  so  regard  it.  Let  us  shut  out  the  spirit  of  the  world  and 
msult  and  work  for  Christ's  cause,  as  part  of  the  great  household  of 
ith.  In  one  sense,  the  world  is  right  in  its  estimate  of  our  work.  It 
ids  little  of  public  interest  in  our  concerns,  and  it  regards  religion,  with 
liich  we  have  to  do,  as  something  quite  apart  from  the  absorbing  affairs 

a  people  who  are  chiefly  concerned  with  the  market,  the  shop  and  the 
irehouse,  the  highways  of  trade,  and  the  centres  of  political  power, 
lit  we  know  of  a  deeper  truth  which  is  the  reverse  of  all  this.  History 
mionstrates  that  religion  cannot  be  slighted  without  injury  to  the  Com- 
onwealth.  The  past  year  has  given  us  a  fearful  illustration  of  what 
ecomes  of  a  great  nation  that  tries  the  experiment.  "  Without  the  true 
k)d,  without  a  teaching  priest,  and  (therefore)  without  law."  Such  is  the 
>gical  epitaph  of  an  apostate  people,  as  God  has  given  it.  We  know, 
len,  that  we  come  together  to  take  counsel  for  the  first  and  holiest  in- 
erests  of  our  country.  More  than  that,  we  know  that  the  age  we  live 
Q,  while  marked  by  an  ignoble  revolt  from  God  on  the  part  of  some 
mong  its  professed  teachers,  is  not  less  distinguished  for  a  very  different 
aovement  among  Christians,  from  which  its  character  in  history  will  be 
lerived.  This  is  to  be  remembered  as  an  age  of  the  revival  of  Faith, 
ind  of  a  recurrence  to  its  ancient  landmarks.  It  is  our  happy  lot  to 
belong  to  a  Church  which  has  kept  these  landmarks  and  walked  in  the 
oW  paths.  We  have  therefore  a  humble  part,  but  a  blessed  one,  in  the 
work  of  the  century ;  let  us  perform  it  by  maintaining  our  position  and 
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practically  illustrating  our  principles.  Our  immediate  duties  are  limited, 
indeed,  by  our  personal  relations.  Our  own  diocese,  our  parishes,  our 
homes,  are  the  concern  which  Providence  primarily  entrusts  to  us.  But, 
it  is  by  attending  to  these  that  we  set  forward  the  whole  work  of  the 
Gospel.  In  working  out  our  own  salvation  we  are  helping  to  the  evan- 
gelization of  the  world.  We  are  doing  much  for  mankind  when  we  say 
in  a  practical  way,  "  As  for  me  and  my  house,  we  will  serve  the  Lord." 

By  this  spirit,  I  pray  God  that  all  your  deliberations  may  be  guided. 
It  is  sacrilege  if  you  presume  to  import  any  other  spirit  into  this  Coun- 
cil of  the  Church.  With  these  exhortations,  I  would  stimulate  every 
holy  resolution  at  the  outset,  in  order  to  secure  for  our  deliberations  the 
blessing  and  abiding  presence  of  the  Spirit  of  God. 

I  congratulated  you,  a  year  ago,  on  the  apparent  fact  that  no  death 
had  occurred  among  the   Clergy  of  the  Diocese.      It  was  so  with 
reference  to  our  actual  working  force ;  but,  I  afterwards  learned  that, 
during  my  absence  in  Europe,  there  had  been  an  exception  in  the 
case  of  a  respected  brother,  whose  name  had  continued  on  our  list 
though  he  resided  at  a  distance  and  had,  for  some  time,  been  unable  to 
exercise  his  ministry.      The  Rev.  William  Osman  Gorham,  formerly  a 
faithful  missionary  at  Phelps  and  Clifton,  and  in  other  parts  of  this  Dio- 
cese, departed  this  life  at  Athol,  Massachusetts,  on  the  twenty-fourth 
Sunday  after  Trinity,  1869,  in  the  fifty-sixth  year  of  his  age.   Retiring  for 
the  night,  in  a  state  of  health  which  seemed  far  better  than  usual,  and  from 
which  he  was  promising  to  himself  a  speedy  restoration  to  his  pastmal 
work,  he  fell  asleep  in  Jesus  before  the  morning.     The  Master  called 
him  during  the  night-watches.     We  may  cherish  the  consoling  thought 
that  he  opened  his  eyes  in  Paradise,  and  kept  that  Lord's  Day  in  a  bet- 
ter worship  than  ours.     Our  brother  has  left  a  widow  on  whom  you  will 
join  me  in  invoking  all  the  blessings  of  the  covenant  in  Christ 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Brooks,  of  Worcester,  in  Massachusetts,  has  kindly 
furnished  me  a  fuller  notice  of  his  life  and  death,  which  shall  be  printed 
with  our  journals. 

But,  I  have  to  chronicle  another  sudden  death,  which  no  widow  re- 
mains to  lament,  and  which  has  left  no  children  to  claim  the  peculiar 
blessings  of  the  fatherless.  The  Rev.  Morelle  Fowler,  a  young  presby- 
ter, peculiarly  endeared  to  us  by  all  that  adorns  the  character  of  a  Chris- 
tian and  a  clergyman,  with  his  estimable  wife  and  three  children,  was 
taken  in  a  moment,  as  by  a  whirlwind,  while  traveling  on  the  night  of 
the  Sixth  of  February  last,  on  his  way  to  a  post  of  heroic  missionary 
duty  in  Utah.     I  need  not  repeat  to  you  the  fearful  details  of  that 
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memorable  calami^  at  New  Hambuig,  on  the  Hudson.  Among  its  yic- 
dms  were  many  worthy  persons,  and  of  these  the  Church  in  Buffalo 
Dumbered  several  members  widely  endeared  to  their  friends  and  univer- 
sally lamented.  But  of  Mr.  Fowler  I  must  say,  that,  while  few  could 
have  been  better  prepared  than  he  to  depart  and  to  be  with  Christ,  his 
loss  &dls  very  heavily  on  the  whole  Church  to  which  he  had  devoted 
himself  as  a  missionary.  While  few  have  adorned  the  parochial  minis- 
try more  eminently  than  he  did,  he  seemed,  with  his  wife  and  family, 
peculiarly  fitted  to  set  before  the  unhappy  society  of  the  Mormon  Ter- 
ritory an  example  of  "  whatsoever  things  are  pure  and  lovely  and  of 
good  repcMt,"  I  shall  secure,  for  our  Journal,  a  more  extended  memo- 
rial of  him  than  I  can  now  present ;  but  I  cannot  deny  myself  the  privi- 
lege of  saying  that  as  the  Rector  of  S.  James'  Church,  Batavia,  he 
was  one  of  the  most  fidthful  and  successful  of  pastors. 

Ill  health  drove  him  from  that  endeared  position,  to  the  regret  of  all 
the  people  of  Batavia,  among  whom  I  have  seen  many  with  tears  in 
their  eyes,  when  I  have  incidentally  recalled  his  name  to  their  hearts, 
even  before  the  heart-rending  event  of  his  decease.      I  loved  him  ten- 
derly, and  never  met  him  without  a  sense  of  gratification.     Even  now, 
that  large,  clear,  truthful  eye  seems  to  meet  mine.     Oh !  how  mysteri- 
ous the  ways  of  God :  such  as  he  taken,  while  so  many  worse  than 
worthless  men  are  left.     Yet  let  us  rejoice,  because  we  believe  and  are 
able  to  trust  our  Master.     Awful  as  it  seems  to  us,  we  may  reflect  that, 
in  one  moment,  all  was  over,  and  our  brother,  with  all  that  he  loved 
best,  was  rapt  up  to  his  reward.     All  opened  their  eyes  together,  no 
dear  one  wanting, — z.  family  in  Paradise.     Let  us  think  of  the  inexpres- 
able  joy  of  such  a  scene  within  the  veil,  and  surely  we  shall  not  sorrow 
as  the  world  sorrows,  though  our  faith  be  tried  in  the  furnace  of  afflic- 
tion.    I  can  only  think  of  the  event  as  a  sort  of  translation  :  it  was  in 
several  points  not  unlike  that  of  the  prophet  whom  God  took  upwards- in 
a  chariot  of  fire,  leaving  to  the  Church  below  that  exclamation  of  mingled 
triumph  and  regret,  "  The  chariots  of  Israel  and  the  horsemen  thereof!" 
I  need  not  say,  dear  brethem  of  the  Clergy,  that  these  two  instances 
of  a  sudden  call  fix>m  the  ranks  of  our  ministry  ought  to  be  a  very  im- 
pressive token  to  us  of  the  nature  of  our  engagements  in  these  earthly 
scenes,  and  of  the  stewardship  concerning  which,  at  any  moment,  we 
may  be  called  to  give  an  account.     God  grant  us  grace,  one  and  all,  to 
stand  always  ready,  like  servants  that  wait  for  their  Lord. 

Our  Diocese  has  suffered  severe  losses,  again,  among  her  faithful  Lay- 
men.   From  a  list  too  sadly  full  to  be  given  entire,  I  can  only  select  the 
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names  of  a  few  meritorious  and  zealous  communicants  to  be  thus  par- 
ticularly remembered.  The  names  of  Tomlinson  and  Seaver  of  Bata- 
via,  Davis  of  Watkins,  John  Nicholas  Rose  of  Bianchport,  and  Prot 
Webster  of  Geneva,  need  only  to  be  mentioned  to  suggest  beautiful 
examples  of  what  our  Laity  may  become,  by  a  consistent  walk  with 
God,  in  the  blessed  life  and  conversation  which  the  Church  marks  oat 
for  them,  in  accordance  with  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

During  the  past  Diocesan  year  I  have  been  almost  exclusively  (l^ 
voted  to  our  internal  affairs,  in  every  department;    enjoying  no  consido- 
able  moment  for  rest,  but  singularly  exempted,  by  God's  mercy,  from 
any  painful  sense  of  its  necessity.     A  very  large  share  of  my  time  and 
efforts  have  been  devoted  to  our  educational  interests,  more  espedally 
to  those  of  Hobart  College,  and  the  admirable  foundation  of  Judge 
De  Veaux.     How  much  of  my  time  and  strength  I  have  expended  in 
thought,  anxiety,  correspondence,  and  conversation  about  both,  and  in 
the  unlovely  work  of  soliciting  benefactions  for  one  of  these  institutions, 
is  known  to  the  Master  whom  I  serve ;  but  I  refer  to  it  chiefly  to  say 
that  I  owe  much  to  not  a  few  of  my  Reverend  brethren,  and  especially 
among  the  Laity,  to  the  Trustees  of  these  Colleges,  for  co-operation  the 
most  zealous  and  efhcient,  the  most  unwearied  and  self-sacrificing,  that 
I  can  conceive  of.     Few,  who  hav^  no  experience  of  the  labors  and  the 
self-denials  imposed  by  such  responsibilities,  can  imagine  what  they  cost 
to  those  who,  with  a  simple  willingness  to  be  useful,  consent  to  undertake 
them.     Happily,  at  the  close  of  a  most  laborious  year's  work,  I  am  able 
to  speak  of  these  institutions,  as  never  before.*    They  are  now  working 
harmoniously  as  parts  of  one  system,  which  I  hope  to  see  extended 
through  all  the  schools  of  the  Diocese,  and  which,  if  it  can  be  faithfully 
carried  out,  will  render  the  educational  institutions  of  Western  New 
York,  objects  of  interest,  if  not  of  example,  to  the  whole  Church.     Years 
of  patient  toil  and  of  noble  munificence  are  before  us,  if  this  end  is  to  be 
gained;   but,  we  are  now  well  on  our  way  toward  it.     The  first  difficul- 
ties have  been  surmounted ;  and  our  first  successes  are  before  us,  to  en- 
courage us  and  to  prompt  fresh  exertions. 

During  the  year,  Hobart  College  has  received  liberal  gifts,  from  this 
Diocese,  to  an  amount  entitling  us  to  the  $10,000  in  stocks  pledged  by 
Mr.  Swift,  of  New  York.  From  the  Central  Diocese  at  least  $15,000 
additional  are  confidently  expected;  so  that,  before  Christmas,  we  hope 
to  be  richer  by  $65,000  than  we  were  last  year;  a  small  banning  of 
increase,  but  one  all-important  to  the  College  as  settling  the  question  of 
its  perpetuity.     We  intend  to  press  our  appeals,  and  we  now  look  to  the 
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ore  affluent  men  of  these  Western  Dioceses,  not  without  reasonable 
pectations  from  the  munificence  of  other  parts  of  the  State.  Very 
aiseworthy  has  been  the  liberality  of  other  Christians,  to  their  repre- 
ntative  seats  of  learning.  We  look  for  like  munificence  in  behalf  of 
ITS.  Hobart  College  belongs  to  the  Church  in  the  State  of  New  York, 
id  there  is  no  other  College  of  which  this  !s  the  fact  and  the  history. 
ill  you  permit  such  an  institution,  now  adorned  by  the  finest  intellec- 
al  gifts,  to  be  degraded,  for  want  of  funds,  to  a  relative  position,  among 
idowed  institutions,  which  every  Churchman  must  blush  to  contem- 
ate?    I  trust  not. 

From  Mr.  L.  C.  Woodruff,  of  Buffalo,  and  from  Mr.  D.  W.  Parshall, 
'  Lyons,  I  obtained  donations  of  $5,000.  From  Mr.  Cornell,  of 
n&lo,  to  whom  I  am  especially  indebted  for  unflagging  assistance,  we 
ccived  $1,500.  Other  subscriptions,  varying  from  $1,000  to  $50  each, 
ere  not  less  creditable  to  their  givers,  in  view  of  circumstances.  In 
eneva,  the  sum  of  $11,600  was  raised,  chiefly  through  the  exertions  of 
e  Rev.  Dr.  Rankine.  The  local  Trustees,  however,  gave  efficient  aid, 
sponding  nobly  to  a  public  appeal  which  I  made,  in  both  the  Churches 
'  Geneva,  invoking  a  general  spirit  of  devotion  to  the  College. 
I  consider  this  subscription-list  a  "Roll  of  Honor,"  and  I  purpose  to 
ive  it  a  full  record  in  our  printed  journal.  Its  chief  merit  consists  in 
lis :  that  the  new  fund  is  collected  from  so  many  individuals  and  from  such 
ifferent  parts  of  the  Diocese.  It  betokens  a  general  interest  and  fresh 
onfidence  in  a  College,  which,  for  some  reason  or  other,  has  heretofore 
:xperienced  a  strange  degree  of  ill-deserved  neglect.  But  it  has  weath- 
!red  its  first  perils  and  a  succession  of  trying  storms;  and  now  it  needs 
nothing  but  the  patronage  it  merits,  and  has  fairly  earned.  We  ask 
everybody  to  examine  its  course  of  study,  and  the  names  and  reputa- 
tions of  those  who  direct  it.  Among  our  Faculty  are  to  be  found,  after 
all,  our  most  practical  benefactors.  Some  of  them  have  been  tempted 
to  serve  elsewhere,  with  enlarged  salaries  and  other  inducements  of  a 
iund  which  scholars  cannot  forego  without  great  self-denial ;  but  they 
have  remained  with  us  in  fidelity  to  Christ  and  His  Church,  and  with 
niotives  the  most  ennobling,  to  do  a  work  of  Faith  and  to  put  your  pious 
cooperation  to  a  still  further  test  in  the  grand  cause  of  Christianized 
Uaming  and  of  sound  education,  on  the  principles  of  the  Baptismal 
Covenant  and  of  parental  responsibility. 

The  "De  Veaux  College  for  Orphan  and  Destitute  Children"  is  now 
in  a  condition  of  which  the  Diocese  may  be  justly  proud.  It  is  a 
"College,"  not  a  reformatory,  and  has  been  brought  up  to  something 
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like  the  liberal  scheme  of  its  founder,  by  a  system  which  only  needs  to 
be  understood  to  be  admired.  I  am  convinced  that  it  is  not  understood; 
and,  as  I  wish  the  Diocese  to  co-operate  with  me  and  with  the  corpor- 
ation in  giving  it  complete  success,  I  beg  this  Convention  to  take  sud 
measures  as  may  best  advertise  the  institution  and  its  work.  What  I 
want  is  a  Committee  of  high  character  and  of  known  ability,  appointed 
by  yourselves,  who  will  visit  us  and  learn  all  about  us  on  the  spot,  and 
make  such  a  report  as  the  facts  may  justify.  I  shall  take  pleasure  in 
giving  the  Convention,  in  the  course  of  business,  any  preliminary  VD&Xr 
mation. 

The  origin  of  the  financial  difficulties  of  this  College  can  be  appr^ 
dated  by  every  house-keeper.     We  have  had  on  hand  a  much  larger 
family  than  the  fluctuating  values  and  prices  of  the  past  ten  years  hive 
enabled  us  to  provide  for,  without  impairing  our  principaL    The  esti- 
mated cost  of  supporting  each  beneficiary  was  set  too  low.     Unavoid- 
able expenses  of  repairs  and  enlargement  were  thrown  upon  us,  and 
difficulties  arose  in  the  re-adjustment  of  our  affairs,  which  we  should  be 
glad  to  make  known  to  you  through  such  a  Committee  as  I  propose. 
To  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  as  our  charter  requires,  we 
have  constantly  referred  our  affairs,  and  they  have,  probably,  their  own 
report  to  make  upon  the  facts.     I  may  state,  with  great  satis&ction,  that 
researches  the  most  thorough  and  efiforts  the  most  untiring  have  enabled 
us,  at  last,  to  place  everything  on  a  footing  which  will  satisfy  all  who 
will  take  the  pains  to  examine  for  themselves,  especially  if  they  will  do 
so  on  the  spot 

Our  pay-pupil  s}*stem  simply  enables  us  to  utilize  what  is  indispensable 
to  the  establishment,  so  as  to  realize  income  fit)m  what  would  be  odier- 
wise  wasted.  Our  charter  recognizes  the  acquisition  of  funds  by  the  cor- 
poration for  the  benefit  of  the  institution ;  and  no  other  means  of  acquiring 
funds  is  known  to  the  Trustees,  save  that  which  common-sense  suggests, 
of  thus  utilizing  what  would  otherwise  be  unproductive  capital  The  sys- 
tem already  works  well,  and  pa>'s  us  doubly;  bringing  augmented  com- 
fort, respectabilit}'  and  contentment  to  the  foundationers,  and  yielding  an 
income,  ever)*  penny  of  which  goes  to  their  use.  This  income  will  steadily 
increase  and  will  eventually  enable  us,  ver)*  largely,  to  increase  the  num- 
ber of  l>eneficiaries.  In  De  Veaux  Collie,  we  have  now  one  of  the  best 
schools  in  the  United  States.  I  say  it  deliberately.  Its  founder,  it  is  true, 
had  in  view  something  larger  than  the  bequest  enables  us  to  carry  out 
He  seems  to  have  conceived  of  a  grand  "Polytechnic"  school  for  his  or- 
plians,  such  as  nothing  but  a  large  increase  of  fimds  can  enable  us  to  realize . 
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But  we  have  adopted  a  policy  which  may  yet  bring  into  the  fullest  effect 
all  the  ideas  of  Judge  De  Veaux,  through  instrumentalities  not  suggested 
by  him,  but  freely  permitted  by  the  terms  of  his  bequest,  and  by  the  direc- 
tions given  to  his  Trustees.  Every  year  is  giving  the  school  a  higher 
character;  and  such  abilities  as  I  possess  are  largely  concentrated  upon 
the  further  development  of  its  educational  advantages.  Let  me  add 
thaty  in  every  step,  we  have  been  guided  by  legal  learning  and  experi- 
ence ;  and,  while  patiently  enduring  much  mistaken  criticism,  we  have 
been  sustained  by  the  high  sense  of  doing  our  best  to  carry  out  the 
noble  plans  of  the  founder,  so  as  to  make  his  "  College  "  not  unworthy 
of  his  name,  and  so  as  to  realize  his  grand  purpose  of  rendering  it  the 
mother  of  valuable  citizens  to  the  State,  and  of  enlightened  and  pious 
sons  to  this  Church,  of  which,  in  his  own  words,  he  has  made  it  a  ''  de- 
pendency." Let  us  remember  that  he  prescribed  no  mechanical  and 
detailed  conditions.  He  did  not  tie  our  hands,  by  impracticable  and 
minute  instructions,  to  a  visionary  and  delusive  scheme  which  nothing 
but  inexperience  and  fatuity  would  suggest.  But  he  left  all  this  to  be 
worked  out  by  the  wisdom  of  the  Diocese,  under  a  few  precise  but  lib- 
eral instructions,  invoking  for  his  idea  precisely  such  *'  fostering  care  and 
protection  "  as  we  have  conscientiously  and  laboriously  devoted  to  our 
task. 

The  De  Lancey  Divinity  School,  after  the  difficulties  attending  the 
retirement  of  Dr.  Rankine  from  its  Presidency,  is  restored  to  its  former 
oondition  and  usefulness,  by  his  return.  It  continues  to  render  very 
important  service  to  the  Church  as  a  "  Training  School ;"  and  I  regard 
it  as  no  small  part  of  the  benefits  it  has  conferred  on  the  Diocese,  that 
it  has  enabled  me  to  put  to  a  competent  test  several  applicants  for 
Orders,  who  would  probably  have  been  ordained  had  not  the  system 
here  adopted  enabled  me  to  detect  their  practical  unfitness  for  the  min- 
istry. On  the  other  hand,  we  owe  to  this  School  several  of  the  most 
efficient  Rectors  and  Missionaries  of  the  Diocese.  Largely  have  they 
repaid  the  benefits  it  bestowed. 

I  have  nothing  but  what  is  gratifying  to  say  of  the  Cary  School  at 
Oakfield.  It  had  never  before  attained  the  degree  of  prosperity  which 
it  now  enjoys,  under  the  wise  management  of  the  Rev.  James  R.  Coe, 
one  of  the  most  faithful  and  exemplary  pastors  and  instructors  of  youth 
in  the  Church.  During  the  past  year  the  funds  of  this  School  have  been 
augmented,  and  considerable  improvements  are  in  progress.  The  cha- 
nurteristic  features  of  this  School  are,  (i)  the  comparative  economy  with 
iHiich  pupils  may  be  reared  in  it,  and  (2)  the  opportunity  it  affords  to 
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parents  to  educate  their  sons  and  daughters  together.  So  far  as  I  can 
now  see,  Mr.  Coe  has  been  able  to  overcome  the  difficulties  of  tins  sys- 
tem. The  refining  atmosphere  of  the  Church's  influence,  teachings  and 
worship,  seems  to  render  the  boys  deferential  and  polite  to  the  girls,  and 
to  enable  the  young  ladies  to  maintain,  at  all  times,  a  graceful  dignity 
and  that  air  of  mild  command  which  Christian  chivalry  concedes  to 
womanhood.  The  boys,  alone,  are  boarders ;  the  girls  are  lodged  in 
the  village,  and  attend  as  day-scholars.  Ladies  educated  at  the  Caiy 
School  compare  very  favorably  with  others.  As  an  example,  let  me 
mention  that  to  one  who  distinguished  herself  in  the  late  examinations, 
I  had  the  rare  pleasure  of  awarding  a  prize  for  creditable  proficiency  in 
Greek.  I  am  afraid  that  very  few  of  the  daughters  of  the  Church  share 
with  her  the  high  privilege  of  reading  the  Greek  Testament  in  daily 
devotion,  and  in  following  the  lessons  of  public  worship. 

The  "  Js^ie  Grey  School,"  at  Mt.  Morris,  designed  exclusively  for  girls, 
is  not  of  any  secondary  consequence  to  the  Diocese,  and  will  soon,  I 
trust,  demand  the  very  highest  consideration,  next  to  Hobart  College. 
To  the  Rev.  Dr.  Franklin,  now  removed  to  another  Diocese,  after  long 
and  honorable  service  in  this,  we  owe  the  foundation  of  this  SchooL 
During  the  past  year,  its  embarrassing  debts  have  been  liquidated,  and 
it  has  earned  an  increased  reputation.     Everything  is  now  ready  for  real- 
izing a  signal  success.     I  consider  it  a  happy  thing  for  the  School,  the 
Parish  at  Mt.  Morris,  and  for  the  Diocese  at  large,  that  I  have  been 
able  to  secure  the  services  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Bokkelen,  of  Maryland, 
as  the  Rector  of  the  "  Jane  Grey,"  and  as  Dr.  Franklin's  successor  in 
the  Parochial  Cure.     Of  this  esteemed   brother,  an  Alumnus  of  Dr. 
Muhlenberg's  College  at  Flushing,  and  the  successful  head,  for  many 
years,  of  St.  Timothy's  School,  near  Baltimore,  a  long  acquaintance 
enables  me  to  say  that,  should  his  success  at  Mt.  Morris  be  less  than 
eminent,  it  will  be  the  first  instance  of  such  failure  in  the  course  of  his 
life.     All  who  know  him  concur  with  me  in  this  high  estimate  of  his 
qualifications,  and  I  introduce  him  to  the  Diocese  with  the  highest  con- 
fidence that,  under  his  care  and  guardianship,  your  daughters  will  find 
at  Mt.   Morris  all  that   you  can  ask  to  furnish  them  for  the  high 
duties  and  for  the  beautiful  social  dignities  and  offices  of  the  Christian 
woman. 

The  Heathcote  School,  at  Buffalo,  and  St.  Mark's  School,  at  Roches- 
ter, deserve  notice,  as  do,  also,  several  Private  Schools  which  I  have 
visited  during  the  year.  But  I  have  already  devoted  to  the  subject  of 
Schools  as  much  time  as  can  now  be  spared.     Our  Bishops  and  Pastors 
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throughout  the  country  bear  witness  that  wherever  the  full-course  pupils 
of  St  Mary's,  Burlington,  are  found,  or  those  of  St.  Paul's,  Flushing, 
there,  with  few  exceptions,  all  that  strengthens  and  adoras  the  character 
of  Christians  is  richly  exemplified.  Wherever  they  have  gone,  they  have 
proved  missionaries  and  pillars  of  the  Church.  Among  Bishops  and 
Pastors  of  the  Church,  and  among  eminent  Laymen  and  their  wives,  it 
is  remarkable  how  many  may  be  traced  to  those  two  sources  of  Chris- 
tian culture.  The  practical  lesson  is  apparent.  If  we  would  build  well, 
and  rear  high  walls  and  towers,  let  us  dig  deep  and  establish  our  Schools 
and  Colleges  on  the  broadest  and  firmest  foundations — ^Jesus  Christ 
himself  being  the  chief  comer  stone. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  Confirmed  946  souls ;  examined  and  or- 
dained 5  Priests  and  i  Deacon;  have  Consecrated  3  Churches, and  opened 
7  new  Fabrics  as  **  Houses  of  Prayer ; "  have  laid  i  Comer  Stone,  and 
authorized  the  laying  of  several  others  by  the  hands  of  Presbyters ;  made 
57  Visitations  to  Academic  institutions,  not  including  many  occasions  of 
attending  their  Corporation  meetings ;  have  authorized  the  formation  of 
3  new  Parishes,  10  new  Missions ;  have  attended  many  Committees  of  the 
General  and  Diocesan  Conventions,  and  have  constantly  officiated  and 
preached  on  Sundays  and  other  days,  "  in  season  and  out  of  season," 
according  to.  my  commission.  I  append  the  details  of  my  work  as  our 
Canon-Law  requires.  Would  to  God  I  could  look  over  it  with  any  other 
satisfaction  than  that  of  the  moderate  sort  which  good  intentions  afford. 
It  requires  no  affectation  of  humility  to  confess  that  it  does  not  otherwise 
cheer  me.  I  see  no  commensurate  results ;  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest 
does  not  yet  supply  the  increase.  May  He  graciously  forgive  His 
unprofitable  servant. 

We  have  now  eleven  candidates  for  Orders ;  of  whom  one,  who  has 
lately  finished  his  course  as  an  Alumnus  of  the  General  Theological  Semi- 
nary, with  unusual  distinction,  now  awaits  ordination  on  Sunday  next, 
the  Canonical  Sunday.  I  commend  him  to  your  remembrance  in  the 
Ember  intercessions.  Alas  !  the  want  of  a  due  supply  of  laborers, — 
this  is  my  chief  source  of  grief  and  anxiety.  What  faintness  there  must 
be  in  our  prayers  to  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest,  judging  by  this  test.  What 
un&ithfulness,  on  the  part  of  parents,  in  forming  the  minds  and  habits 
of  promising  sons ! 

Still  there  are  not  wanting  many  encouraging  tokens,  arising  chiefly 
from  your  own  awakening  zeal  and  abundant  toils,  my  endeared  breth- 
ren. Clergy  and  Laity.     To  begin  with  the  See-City  :  That  noble  foun- 
dation, "The  Church-Home,"  is  prospering  and  enlarging  its  useful- 
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ness ;  and  I  trust,  at  no  distant  day,  I  may  see  connected  with  it  a  Sis- 
terhood of  Deaconesses,  after  that  primitive  model  which  I  have  com- 
mended to  my  Diocese  elsewhere.  (•)    There  is  not  a  Parish  in  thisdty 
which  is  not  now  vigorously  working  for  internal  improvement ;  and  in 
most  of  them  important  measures  for  the  improvement  of  temporalities^ 
are  in  a  good  state  of  forwardness.    The  Cathedral  Church,  after  the 
completion  of  its  spire,  is  now  carrying  up  the  bell-turret,  according  to 
the  original  design.     It  is  a  beautiful  pile,  and  arrests  the  eye  and  admi- 
ration of  all  that  pass  by.     Trinity  Church  has  just  completed  a  sub* 
scription  for  the  erection  of  another  fabric,  in  place  of  the  comparatively 
insignificant  one,  which,  for  so  many  years,  has  been  adorned  by  Ae 
able  ministrations  of  one  of  the  most  esteemed  Presbyters  of  the  Church. 
S.  John's  "  tried  in  the  fire,"  and  still  suflfering  from  divers  disappoint- 
ments, is  engaged  in  repairs  of  the  fabric,  and  in  other  plans  for  seli^  ' 
extrication  from  great  difficulties.     The  foundations  of  a  new  Church  for 
the  Parish  of  the  Ascension  are  already  begun ;  S.  Luke's  is  nearly  com- 
pleted, after  entire  rebuilding ;  Grace  Church,  and  S.  James',  are  daily 
developing  in  resources  and  in  the  self-help  on  which  success  so  largely 
depends.     I  am  very  sorry  that  I  cannot  speak  so  favorably  of  the  col- 
ored Church  of  S.  Philip ;   but  an  effort  is  now  begun  from  which  good 
results  are  confidently  expected.     The  new  Parish  of  Christ  Church  has 
erected  a  very  beautiful  and  costly  stone  chapel,  on  the  site  of  their  pro- 
posed Church.     It  is  already  overflowing  with  worshippers,  and  seems 
to  call  loudly  for  the  full  completion  of  the  original  design.     When  this 
is  achieved,  this  Parish  will  be  one  of  the  most  important  in  the  city.  It 
is  already  one  of  the  most  flourishing,  in  view  of  its  recent  establishment, 
and  of  the  difficulties  it  encountered,  until  last  Easter,  for  want  of  a 
proper  House  of  Prayer. 

In  Rochester,  the  Church-Home  lias  been  rapidly  raised  to  the  grade 
of  an  important  institution  of  the  Church ;  it  seems  to  be  a  favorite 
object,  and  is  growing  in  the  affectionate  interest  of  all  the  parishes. 
S.  Luke's  has  been  freshly  repaired  and  decorated.  S.  Paul's,  lately 
reopened  after  extensive  improvements,  is  now  augmenting  itself  by  a 
Parochial  School,  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Charles  N.  Allen,  who 
is  an  Alumnus  of  De  Veaux  and  of  Hobart,'  and  who  is  doing  credit  to 
both.  I  trust  this  enterprise,  in  founding  which  the  Rev.  Dr.  Foote  has 
shown  such  enlightened  zeal  and  forethought,  will  be  handsomely  sus- 
tained by  the  parishioners  and  by  others  in  the  city.  Christ  Church  is 
^'  behind-hand  in  no  gift,"  and  is  soon  to  be  enlarged,  as  its  growth 

(•)  In  *•  Moral  Reforms,"  published  1869. 
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demands.  Trinity  Church  seems  to  have  put  on  new  life  and  is  flour- 
ishing under  its  present  Rector.  The  new  Parish  of  S.  Clement's  is  just 
organized,  and  is  about  to  build  in  the  Twelfth  Ward,  with  the  entire 
concurrence  of  Christ  Church,  its  mother  and  its  next  neighbor.  I  can- 
not too  warmly  conmiend  the  missionary  work,  at  "  The  Epiphany,"  a 
Chapelry  of  S.  Luke's,  and  that  of  the  Church  of  "  The  Good  Shep- 
herd,'' on  which  S.  Luke's  Parish  has  bestowed  independent  life.  Both 
are  efficiently  sustained  by  the  worthy  Clergymen  in  charge,  and  I  con- 
fidently anticipate  for  the  Church,  in  Rochester,  a  very  rapid  and  health- 
ful growth.  Its  Clergy  seem  to  co-operate  with  an  exemplary  harmony ; 
and  so  long  as  this  continues  we  may  look  for  ^'  the  dews  of  Hermon  " 
upon  their  work  as  ''  upon  the  hill  of  Sion." 

I  have  only  time  to  mention  the  more  remarkable  tokens  of  growth 
and  promise  in  the  rural  districts.  A  very  praiseworthy  mission,  enter- 
prised  by  students  of  Hobart  College,  under  the  direction  of  their  Presi- 
dent, Dr.  Rankine,  has  resulted  in  the  erection  of  a  beautiful  Chapel, 
near  Geneva,  which  is  well  attended,  and  which  is  doing  great  good  to 
all  the  surrounding  district.  At  West  Dresden,  a  new  and  very  hand- 
some Church  has  been  built,  and  solemnly  opened ;  and  the  same  is  to 
be  said  of  Tonawanda,  where  the  beneficence  of  Mr.  G.  W.  Sherman, 
of  Avon,  is  the  more  worthy  of  mention,  because  his  donations,  abso- 
lutely essential  to  the  design,  were  made  just  as  he  was  about  to  leave 
the  place  forever.  Many  would  have  excused  themselves  on  this  plea ; 
but,  with  a  spirit  worthy  of  all  imitation,  he  said  rather,  "  I  wish  the 
Church,  which  is  the  best  of  all  gifts,  to  be,  in  some  degree,  my  bequest 
to  a  place  where  I  have  spent  a  considerable  part  of  my  life."  This  is 
a  noble  Christian  example.     Surely  it  cannot  fail  of  reward. 

Very  worthy  of  note  are  the  efforts  which  have  been  made  at  Middle- 
port,  one  of  our  Northern  stations,  and  at  Cuba,  on  the  Southern  tier. 
Beautiful  and  commodious  Churches  have  been  erected  in  these  places, 
by  self-denying  exertions  on  the  part  of  parishioners.  I  fear  the  labors 
of  the  Rev.  W.  Southwell,  at  Middleport,  have  been  prosecuted  with  a 
degree  of  vigor  unfavorable  to  his  health ;  but  I  cannot  refrain  from 
rendering  to  his  efforts  the  highest  tribute  of  Episcopal  approbation.  At 
Lc  Roy  a  new  Church  has  been  opened,  and  will  soon,  I  trust,  be  con- 
secrated The  prospects  of  this  good  old  Parish  were  never  so  fair  as 
at  this  time.  While  these  fabrics  still  await  consecration,  three  others 
have  been  duly  consecrated ;  and  among  them,  one  is  the  humblest,  and 
another,  perhaps,  the  most  beautiful  that  I  have  been  privileged  to 
devote  to  the  service  of  the  Most  High.    The  Church  at  Perry  is  indeed 
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"  a  little  one  *' ;  but  it  is  the  monument  of  great  zeal  and  of  untiring 
faith,  and  patience  and  labor,  on  the  part  of  my  missionary  brother,  the 
Rev.  Lucius  Sweetland.  In  a  word,  his  primitive  spirit,  in  the  district 
where  he  does  the  work  of  an  explorer  and  pioneer,  deserves  the  affec- 
tionate appreciation  of  his  brethren,  and  should  enlist  their  aid  and 
sympathizing  prayers.  At  Clifton,  another  little  Church,  which  I  con- 
secrated on  Ascension  Day,  is  also  a  monument  of  exemplary  faith  and 
zeal  on  the  part  of  all  concerned.  Much  is  due  to  one  parishioner  and 
his  wife,  for  their  persevering  efforts  to  achieve  this  work.  The  Rector 
has  given  himself,  untiringly,  to  his  duties ;  and  thus  the  good  seed  that 
was  cast  here,  more  than  half  a  century  since,  by  that  apostolic  mission- 
ary, the  Rev.  Davenport  Phelps,  bears  fruit  at  last,  and  proves  that  his 
labors  were  **  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord." 

It  was  a  good  day  for  the  Diocese  when,  in  Easter-week,  I  conse- 
crated the  Church  at  Bath.  It  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  l&brics  in 
Western  New  York,  and  it  adorns  one  of  our  most  charming  villages. 
The  munificence  of  a  single  parishioner,  Mr.  Constant  Cook,  gave  it  this 
scale  of  spaciousness  and  splendor ;  but  the  parishioners  generally  had 
liberally  contributed  to  the  work.  To  the  report  of  our  Committee  on 
Benefactions  I  shall  refer  you  for  details.  Mr.  Cook's  benefactions 
will  be  found  to  amount  to  more  than  $30,000.  The  large  attendance 
of  our  Clergy  and  Laity  at  the  consecration,  the  spirit  and  animation  of 
the  services,  and  the  crowded  missionary-meeting  that  completed  the 
solemnities  of  the  festive  day,  bore  witness  to  the  depth  of  interest  which 
this  good  work  had  awakened  throughout  the  Diocese,  The  laborious 
Rector  finds  in  it  a  reward  of  his  "patient  continuance  in  well-doing**; 
and  long  may  he  be  spared  to  see  the  work  increasing,  and  contributing, 
in  many  ways,  to  the  growth  and  development  of  the  Church,  in  our 
Southern  Counties. 

At  Coming,  improvements  are  going  forward  ;  and  the  foundations  of 
a  Church  are  already  laid  at  Hinsdale,  a  missionary  station  heretofore 
connected  with  Cuba  and  Olean.  At  East  Bloomfield,  a  new  stone 
Church  is  nearly  completed,  and  at  Allen's  Hill,  one  of  our  oldest  Par- 
ishes, the  Church  has  been  repaired  and  very  much  improved.  My  warm- 
est thanks  are  due  to  the  missionary,  the  Rev.  H.  M.  Baum,  Deacon, 
for  his  hard  work  in  this  region,  during  the  past  year,  and  partly  while 
he  was  only  a  lay-reader.  Very  richly  has  it  been  rewarded.  I  am 
encouraged  to  trust  that,  by  the  aid  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Nickerson,  of  Can- 
andaigua,  who  officiates  frequently  at  Centrefield,  that  decayed  station 
may  be  gradually  revived.     At  Mayville,  in  Chautauqua  county,  a  very 
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comfortable  parsonage  has  been  provided.  At  Penn  Yan,  a  Church  is 
in  process  of  erection  by  the  new  Parish  of  Grace  Church.  The  Parish 
at  Palmyra  is  about  to  build  a  Church  which  will  be  a  very  commodious 
and  handsome  one.  At  Havana  the  Church  has  been  improved  and  now 
awaits  consecration.  In  several  other  Parishes  extensive  improvements 
and  repairs  attest  the  growth  of  our  Church  and  the  activity  of  its 
devoted  Cleigy.  New  missions  have  been  established,  or  at  least  under- 
taken in  every  county.  Among  the  fresh  points  of  interest  and  prom- 
ise which  I  have  visited,  I  would  name,  especially,  Kendall  and  Holly ; 
Bergen  and  Attica ;  Marion  and  Williamson  and  Pultney,  in  the  north ; 
Allegany  and  Randolph  in  the  south.  Ossian  and  East  Pike  have 
become  flourishing  stations ;  and  the  same  is  true  of  Himrods,  near 
West  Dresden,  where  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wardwell  has  made  a  hopeful  begin- 
ning. 

Seveial  of  our  older  Parishes,  however,  have  stood  still,  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  year,  if  they  have  not  positively  declined,  for  the 
want  of  Rectors.     This  has  been  one  of  my  greatest  troubles,  and  has 
cost  me  much  unavailing  correspondence.     Several  times  I  have  suc- 
ceeded in  gaining  the  consent  of  very  valuable  men,  to  come  into  the 
XMocese,  but  the  negotiations  have  ceased  owing  to  the  lack  of  a  par- 
sonage-house, or  to  the  insufficiency  of  stipend.      Here,  indeed,  is  a 
crying  eviL     I  desire  to  fortify  my  Diocese  with  Clergymen  of  ability 
and  efficiency.     Such  only  are  suitable  to  your  wants,  and  I  am  anxious 
to  fill  every  occurring  vacancy  with  services  at  least  equal  to  those  which, 
from  time  to  time,  may  be  withdrawn.     This  is  what  might  be  effected 
if  only  the  Laity  would  resolve  to  raise  the  requisite  support  for  their 
pastors.     What  is  meant  by  support,  they  can  easily  understand  from  their 
own  experiences ;  by  observing  what  are  the  salaries  of  clerks  and  book- 
keepers, or  even  the  wages  of  day-laborers.     Do  you  wish  your  spiritual 
teachers,  the  guides  and  examples  of  your  children,  to  starve  on  less 
than  is  given  to  persons  in  these  humbler  situations?     How  can  the 
Clergy  buy  the  books  which  are  requisite  for  their  mental  nourishment, 
and  to  aid  them  in  the  composition  of  sermons,  such  as  may  truly  edify 
and  instruct  their  congregations ;  and  how  can  they  educate  their  fami- 
lies, if  they  are  supplied  with  only  the  merest  elements  of  subsistence? 
There  are,  thank  God,  signs  of  improvement  in  this  matter,  in  divers 
places.     Less  than  $i,ooo  and  a  parsonage  is  no  longer  considered  a 
salary  for  any  competent  pastor.      If  there  be  self-denying  men  who 
will  consent  to  labor  for  less,  let  the  difference  be  reckoned  as  their  sub- 
scription to  the  Parochial  Funds ;  and  let  the  Laity  fairiy  note  how  such 
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subscriptions  compare  with  their  own.  This  is  a  very  solemn  matter  in 
the  sight  of  God.  I  had  intended,  but  time  l&ils,  to  quote  a  passage 
here  from  a  valuable  charge  of  Archdeacon  Fuller,  of  Toronto,  on  Ae 
tithe-principle.  I  will  only  add  that  I  should  like  to  see  it  scattered  as 
a  tract  throughout  the  Diocese.  I  may  say  as  much  of  a  little  tiact,  on 
the  same  subject,  by  that  most  exemplary  clergyman  of  Western  Net 
York,  who  "  being  dead  yet  speaketh,"  the  Rev.  Henry  Gr^oiy.  The 
Clergy  are  not  mercenary,  but  they  desire  to  "  provide  things  honest  in 
the  sight  of  all  men."  Who  can  blame  them  for  preferring  to  live  and 
labor  where  the  people  remember  that  thrice-repeated  precept  of  the 
Most  High — "Thou  shalt  not  muzzle  the  mouth  of  the  ox  that  treadeth 
out  the  com."  S.  Paul  tells  us  that  this  command  is  not  designed  for 
the  relief  of  oxen,  but  rather  to  secure  a  fair  provision  for  Christ's 
commissioned  laborers  in  the  harvest  of  the  Gospel. 

The  beginning  of  a  better  day  is  indicated,  I  think,  by  the  happy 
working  of  our  new  system  of  Diocesan  Missions.  I  refer  you  to  the 
report,  which  you  will  receive,  for  details ;  but  I  must  here  thank  the 
Lay  members  of  our  new  Board,  as  well  as  the  Clergy,  for  the  devotion 
they  have  shown  to  their  duties.  How  much  their  coimsels  and  delib- 
erations have  lightened  my  own  burdens,  how  much  I  have  enjoyed 
their  society  in  our  meetings  and  committees,  and  how  much  the  Dio- 
cese owes  to  their  fidelity  in  this  work,  I  can  only  suggest.  But  I  must 
say  that  I  am  cheered  and  strengthened  by  the  apparent  success  of  our 
reformed  system  of  oflferings.  It  approaches  the  true  idea  of  such  offer- 
ings ;  and  it  stimulates  to  all  good  works.  Already  the  good  results  aie 
felt  in  every  part  of  our  missionary  field.  Go  on,  my  brethren,  in  this 
revived  spirit  of  missionary  effort,  and  confide  in  God  for  an  exceeding 
great  reward. 

In  mj  last  annual  address  I  reminded  you  of  three  necessary  worb 
of  improvement.  This  missionary  reform  is  one,  and  it  has  more  than 
answered  all  our  expectations.  The  otlier  matters  were  certain  finan- 
cial concerns,  and  the  revisal  of  our  Constitution  and  Canons.  On  the 
whole,  the  financial  year  presents  a  good  account ;  but  the  Fund  for  the 
Support  of  the  Episcopate  requires  attention.  It  might  easily  have  been 
very  much  improved,  had  I  not  deliberately  preferred  to  direct  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Diocese  to  the  endowment  of  Hobart  College.  That  mat- 
ter was  all  important.  This  fund  is  sure  of  being  attended  to  whenever 
you  feel  disposed  to  appeal  to  the  Diocese.  I  must  leave  this  concern 
to  your  wisdom. 

I  have  met  with  your  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  as

ten  as  I  could,  and  have  given  much  additional  counsel  to  individual 
embers  of  the  Committee.  In  this  matter,  I  do  not  object  to  hasten- 
g  slowly ;  but  when  our  revised  Code  is  completed,  I  trust  that  it  may 
nnpaxe  favorably  with  those  of  other  Dioceses.  The  original  Consti- 
tions,  in  all  our  Dioceses,  were  compiled  hastily,  and  sometimes  with 
slovenly  disregard  of  many  principles  of  Church-Law.  But,  during 
e  past  five  and  twenty  years,  several  eminent  jurists  have  given  to  the 
auion-Law  of  our  Church  very  careful  attention,  and  have  furnished 
iproved  Codes  and  careful  treatises  expounding  the  same.  I  need 
irdly  mention  the  name  of  Mr.  Murray  Hoffman,  who  still  lives  and 
bors  among  us,  nor  that  of  the  saintly  and  erudite  Hugh  Davy  Evans, 
ho  has  gone  to  his  reward.  I  covet;  for  my  Diocese,  men  equally 
•voted  to  such  studies  and  equally  clear  in  their  conceptions  of  the 
ndamental  principles  of  Church-Law,  as  sketched  for  us  by  inspiration, 
et  us  be  willing,  then,  to  hasten  slowly.  Deliberation  will  ensure  a 
iccessful  work,  and  will  educate  the  whole  Diocese  in  a  very  important 
apartment,  which  has  been  too  much  slighted  heretofore. 

When  you  are  prepared  to  recommend  the  measure,  I  shall  nominate 
l^;al  gentleman  as  "  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese."  For  several  years 
[r.  James  Murdock  Smith,  of  Buffalo,  has  faithfully  performed  many 
iities  of  such  an  ofhce,  at  my  request,  without  fees ;  and  the  least 
;ward  I  can  offer  him  is  some  recognition  of  the  eminent  services  thus 
mdered.  But  I  will  not  ask  him  to  accept  such  a  position  without  a 
ill  recognition  on  your  part  of  its  importance  to  the  Diocese. 

In  some  respects  the  year  I  have  now  reviewed  has  been  the  happiest 
ad  the  most  cheering  year  of  my  Episcopate.  Your  firm  support  and 
Drdial  responses  to  my  appeals  have  made  it  so.  With  you,  my  rev- 
rend  brethren  of  the  Diocese,  I  have  none  other  than  pleasant  rela. 
kOns;  with  not  a  few  those  relations  have  ripened  into  friendships 
iiich  afford  the  purest  joys  of  my  Episcopate.  Warmly  do  I  thank 
lany  of  you,  my  dear  brethren  in  the  ministry,  for  the  comfort  and 
iipport  with  which  you  have  cheered  my  labors.  With  something  bet- 
er  than  pride  I  rejoice  in  your  harmony,  and  in  the  fidelity  with  which 
ou  walk  in  the  good  old  ways  of  the  Prayer-book,  resisting  every 
liscordant  aggression,  on  the  right  hand  and  on  the  lefl.  I  know  of  no 
ictious  or  disloyal  doings  in  this  Diocese:  God  be  praised.  And  I 
lave  yet  other  reasons  for  gratitude. 

In  prosecuting  the  work  of  endowment  for  Hobart  College  I  have 
encountered  a  few  painful  and  depressing  disappointments ;  but,  on 
lie  other  hand,  I  have  met  with  warm-hearted  and  generous  encour- 
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agements,  even  where  I  had  only  ventured  to  expect  a  very  moder- 
ate success.  In  some  instances,  the  ready  and  even  ardent  will  to 
help  were  made  known  to  me  in  words  and  deeds  that  brought  teais 
of  gratitude  to  my  eyes.  I  have  found  large  hearts,  before  almost 
imknown  to  me,  in  my  Diocese ;  and  I  have  seen  the  manifest  work- 
ings of  God's  grace  in  the  real  sacrifices  which  some  have  cheerfully 
made,  in  order  to  manifest  their  sense  of  duty  in  this  behal£  This 
business  of  raising  funds,  however  distasteful,  has  not  been  without  its 
sweets.  I  have  appealed  only  to  noble  and  honorable  motives,  and 
have  scorned  to  wait  upon  the  selfish  and  the  sordid ;  upon  men  desti- 
tute of  public  spirit  and  fruitless  of  good  works.  I  have  sought  out  a 
nobler  class  of  men,  and,  blessed  be  God,  I  have  found  them. 

Many  matters  of  public  interest  demand  a  word  of  comment  fixMn 
one  who  "  watches  for  souls  "  in  the  seat  of  a  Bishop.  Recent  occur- 
rences have  enforced  my  former  appeals  to  conscience  on  the  subjects 
of  Marriage  and  Divorce,  on  the  subject  of  Romish  aggressions,  on  that 
of  Common  Schools,  and  more  especially  on  that  of  ante-natal  murder. 
I  beg  you  to  observe  the  awful  tokens  of  Providential  interposition  to  pun- 
ish such  a  nation  as  this  in  all  these  matters.  All  wise  measures  for  the 
promotion  of  temperance  and  chastity  I  beseech  you  to  encourage.  1 
deplore  the  adoption  in  our  Parishes  of  those  popular  schemes  for  rais- 
ing funds  which  are  connected  with  picnics  and  bazaars — more  especially 
such  as  give  opportunity  for  dances,  and  even  for  other  excitements, 
always  pernicious,  and  more  especially  so  when  opened  to  a  promiscuous 
public.  I  exhort  you,  also,  to  do  all  you  can  in  support  of  those  laws 
which  enforce  respect  to  the  Lord's  Day. 

Such  laws  are  not  properly  religious  enactments;  they  are  social  and 
civil  ordinances,  based  on  the  hereditary  sentiments  and  principles  of 
the  American  people.  They  are  based,  too,  on  the  real  interests  of  the 
whole  community.  The  poor  need  them ;  they  are  the  greatest  bless- 
ings of  laborers  and  domestic  servants.  Nor  do  they  impose,  upon  any 
class,  restraints  of  which  good  citizens  can  complain.  They  simply 
respect  the  old  maxim  of  law  that  "nobody  has  a  right  to  use  his  liberty 
so  as  to  make  it  an  offence  against  the  rights  of  others."  On  this  ground 
we  ought  to  protest  against  Sunday  processions,  accompanied  by  bands 
of  music  and  other  noisy  demonstrations,  which,  though  often  claiming 
a  "religious"  character,  are  simply  a  public  nuisance,  interfering  with 
the  more  decent  religion  of  others,  and,  at  times,  seriously  disturbing  our 
right  to  worship  God,  in  quiet,  in  our  own  sacred  temples. 

We  meet  on  the  eve  of  another  Synodical  gathering,  in  which  we  all 
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feel  the  deepest  interest.     Much  gratuitous  concern  seems  to  be  enter- 
tained by  the  exterior  public  in  our  behalf,  lest  this  coming  "General 
Convention"  should  prove  violent  and  revolutionary.     But  they  do  not 
understand  our  Constitution.     Our  system  quietly  throws  out  the  ele- 
ments of  discord;  it  is  essentiaUy  a  Divine  Constitution,  and  hence  is 
not  **  overcome  with  evil,  but  overcomes  evil  with  good."    It  is  a  healthy 
sign  that  faction  has  begun  to  chastise  itself,  and  is  passing  into  mani- 
fest schism.     This  betokens  the  vigorous  health  of  the  body.     It  is, 
moreover,  very  significant  and  very  Providential  that  premeditated  schism 
has  not  waited  for  the  action  of  the  Convention.     The  impatience  of 
self-will  has  not  even  tairied  for  the  poor  pretext  of  persecution.     It  is 
self-convicted,  self-condemned.      They  went  out  from  the  "Apostles' 
fellowship"  simply  on  the  old  rule,  "because  they  were  not  of  it."     Let 
all  such  depart,  and  God  be  thanked  for  our  relief.     I  think  these  ex- 
travagances will  all   be  overruled  for  good.     And  as  for  our  Great 
Synody  I  am  quite  sure  Gamaliel's  counsel  will  prevail  in  it.     "Let 
them  alone";  God  will  judge.     Never  was  such  a  spirit  derived  from 
**  the  Spirit  of  Wisdom,"  and  I  hazard  nothing  in  predicting  of  this 
new  "Theudas,"  that  "all,  as  many  as  join  themselves  thereto,"  will 
be  dispersed  and  come  to  naught.      "  In  patience  possess  ye  your 
souls." 

For  the  second  time,  I  am  bound  this  year,  by  our  Canon-Law,  to 
address  the  Reverend  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  in  an  Episcopal  charge. 
I  am  sorry  to  say  that  my  former  charge  is  not  yet  printed.     The  reason 
is,  I  have  had  no  time  to  prepare  it,  properly,  for  the  press.     It  re- 
quires important  notes,  which  ought  to  take  the  form  of  dissertations ; 
and  to  prepare  these,  I  have  intended  to  spend  at  least  a  fortnight  in 
New  Yoric,  where  I  may  have  at  hand  the  Seminary  Library,  and  other 
libraries  of  yet  greater  utility.     But  such  a  fortnight  of  entire  abstraction 
I  have  been  unable  to  command.     I  have  often  wished  our  General 
Seminary  were  removed  to  the  country,  and  provided  with  conveniences 
ibr  such  Episcopal  retreats ;  and  I  hope  this  idea  may  yet  be  realized. 
S.  Paul  spent  three  years  in  Arabia,  to  fit  himself  for  his  Apostolic 
work,  and   even   his  chains  and  imprisonments  were   Providentially 
turned  to  his  good,  and  to  the  greater  benefit  of  the  Church.     I  am 
sure  my  venerated  predecessor  was  of  my  opinion  in  this  respect,  for  I 
liave  been  kindly  permitted  to  read  a  letter  of  his  to  one  of  the  most 
venerated  presbyters  of  his  diocese ;  a  part  of  which  I  am  sure  you 
^  be  glad  to  hear  fit)m  me,  now  that  his  voice  can  be  heard  no  more. 

I 
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As  with  a  groan  from  the  deep  of  his  great  heart,  thus  speaks  our  b^ 
loved  Bishop  DeLancey :  (•) 

"  What  a  Bishop,  in  such  a  diocese  as  this,  needs,  is  a  greater  opfpor 
tunity  for  meditation  and  study.  His  mind  is  in  a  constant  whiil  of 
Diocesan,  Parochial,  Clerical,  Ecclesiastical,  Educational,  Missionary, 
general  and  personal  topics,  so  that  composure,  meditation  and  calm 
study  are  almost  excluded.  He  sighs  for  them,  but  must  sigh  in  vun. 
All  that  he  can  do  is  to  work  and  work  unto  the  end.  He  can  under- 
stand the  force  of  the  figure  which  describes  Heaven  as  a  place  of 
rest." 

At  least  one  half  of  every  year  should  be  taken  by  an  American 
Bishop  for  such  study.  The  Canons  require  us  to  visit  our  diocesei 
triennially,  and  to  furnish  a  charge  as  often.  I  purpose,  by  God's 
blessing,  to  make  two  complete  visitations  within  the  Canonical  time; 
but  I  can  no  longer  deny  myself  full  time  for  the  preparation  of  my 
charges.  The  Church  designs  them,  more  especially,  for  the  instructioD 
of  the  younger  clergy,  and  for  their  guidance  to  sound  and  united  view 
of  Faith,  in  its  application  to  actual  wants  and  emergencies  of  the  times. 

It  is  a  beautiful  provision,  but  it  lays  great  responsibilities  on  a  Bishq). 
Hence  a  charge,  if  worthy  of  the  name,  should  be  not  merely  heard,  but 
studied;  and,  to  this  end,  it  should  be  placed  in  your  hands  notooljr 
with  every  advantage  which  the  press  can  give  it,  but  with  such  notes 
and  references  as  may  confer  on  the  younger  clergy  a  real  benefit  in 
directing  and  encouraging  their  own  researches.  My  respect  for  my 
Diocese,  therefore,  must  be  my  apology  for  not  hastily  printing  and  j 
publishing  what  I  have  been  forced  to  withhold  by  such  views  of  pro-  \ 
priety  and  duty. 

Time  fails  me,  yet  I  have  not  fulfilled  the  task  which  properly  belongi 
to  a  Bishop,  who  feels  the  reality  of  his  part  in  the  Catholic  Episcopate. 
In  the  days  of  Cyprian  it  was  counted  none  the  less  the  duty  of  himself 
and  of  his  Diocese  to  bear  witness  as  touching  the  Common  Faidi, 
because  theirs  was  a  remote  branch  of  the  Church  in  Africa.     And  I 
mean,  b/  the  grace  of  God,  that  the  Council  of  my  Diocese  shall  never 
meet,  while  I  preside  in  it,  without  being  reminded  of  its  place  and  its 
duty  in  the  Church  Universal.     At  such  a  time  as  this,  I  hold  it  igno- 
ble to  live  in  and  for  ourselves  alone.     Think  of  what  your  eyes  behold; 
think  what  your  ears  have  heard,  during  the  past  twelve-month,  of  God's

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ay  among  the  Nations,  and  in  reviving  the  Apostolic  Church.     The 
mpire  of  Fiance,  fallen  like  the  play-house  of  children;   the  gigantic 
Dwer  of  Germany,  raised  up  as  in  a  day.     But  above  all  things,  reflect 
pon  these  events  as  they  have  worked  out  the  prayers  of  the  Faithful 
I  behalf  of  the  Latin  Churches.    For  a  thousand  years  the  Princes  of 
lurope  have  supposed  it  their  policy  to  give  temporal  power  to  the 
li^op  of  Rome:  and  lol  that  long  lease  is  ended;   ended  just  at  the 
loment  which,  for  centuries,  prophecy  has  been  understood  to  indicate. 
t  is  a  grand  thing  to  be  living  at  such  ^b  epoch ;  more  especially,  be- 
Mise,  in  striking  coincidence  with  this  fall  of  political  Popery,  its  spirit- 
al  impostures  seem  almost  equally  stricken  and  impaired.    At  this  very 
our,  I  suppose,  the  ablest  divines  of  Latin  Christendom  are  assembling 
i  Bavaria  to  re-assert  Catholicity,  and  to  restore  the  Primitive  Constitu- 
ODS.     ShaU  we  not  remember  them  in  our  prayers  ?    Is  not  the  same 
pirit  who  is  here  with  us,  moving  and  operating  upon  them  also? 
brethren,  I  speak  as  one  who  has  watched  these  events  from  their  be- 
mnings.     It  is  just  twenty  years  since  I  visited,  at  Freiburg,  the  vene- 
ited  Hirscher,  who  must  ever  be  remembered  as  the  bright  pioneer 
f  this  new  Reformation.     For  a  moment,  his  little  work,  which  I  re- 
tiblished  in  England,  attracted  attention ;  bat  men  could  not  credit  that 
t  really  betokened  the  Primitive  Revival  which  I  ventured  to  predict. 
Jut  the  events  of  a  century  have  been  crowded  into  this  score  of  years, 
ind  now  all  the  world  looks  on  with  wonder  and  with  admiration.     A 
itate  of  things  now  exists  in  Europe  which  might  have  risen  three  hun- 
Ired  years  since,  had  Luther  and  Calvin  been  as  wise  as  were  our 
Anglican   Reformers.     The  work  seems  begun  anew,  and  it  begins 
where  it  should,  in  the  re-adjustment  of  what  the  Continental  Reformers 
rashly  and  even  ignorantly  disordered  by  their  neglect  of  Historic  Truth. 
At  last  the  day  is  come  for  which  our  Apostolic  Church  has  looked 
and  prayed  and  labored  for  three  centuries.     The  intelligent  piety  of 
Latin  Europe  wakes  up  and  assumes  the  very  ground  which  we  have 
occupied  so  long.     The  new  reformers  call  themselves,  very  wisely,  the 
"  Old  Catholics."     Very  good ;  but  they  are  not  yet  quite  old  enough 
for  us.     We  are  the  "Old  Catholics";  we  who  go  back  to  the  grand 
old  undisputed  councils  of  Primitive  Antiquity,  and  to  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures, as  those  Councils  understood  them.      As  yet,  these  reformers 
appeal  only  to  the  "Council  of  Constance,"  A.  D.  141 7.      But,  mark 
what  even  that  involves.    The  Council  of  Constance  was  the  feeble  revival 
of  that  expiring  Catholicity  which  had  asserted  itself  for  the  last  time,  at 
Frankfort,  A.  D.  794,  just  before  the  Western  Churches  succumbed  to 
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the  Papacy.     They  who  appeal  to  Constance,  revive  the  spirit  that  died 
out  at  Frankfort ;  and  that  once  awakened,  the  spirit  of  Nicsea  and  Con- 
stantinople will  blaze  once  more  through  Christendom,  never  again  to 
be  put  out.     Even  now,  this  movement  amounts  to  a  virtual  rejection 
of  Trent.     They  have  discovered  the  nullity  of  that  miserable  conven- 
ticle ;  and  they  see  the  great  fact  which  reactionary  Anglicans  have 
disallowed ;  the  fact  that  a  general  repudiation  of  that  Council  is  indis- 
pensable to  the  restoration  of  Catholicity,  and  of  its  Primitive  Consti- 
tutions.    Observe,  then,  that  we  are  pre-eminently  the  "  Old  Catholics." 
What  truth  does  Dr.  Dollinger  assert  that  is  not  the  familiar  doctrine  of 
our  fore&thers  ?    Hear  what  old  Cranmer  said  at  the  moment  when 
they  were  stripping  him  for  the  fires  of  martyrdom ;   "  Since  rcfonna- 
tion,"  said  he,  "  is  not  to  be  looked  for,  of  the  Bishop  of  Rome,  there- 
fore I  do  challenge  and  appeal,  as  well  for  myself  as  for  all  and  eveiy 
one  that  leaneth  to  me,  or  will  hereafter  be  an  my  side^  unto  a  firee  Gen- 
eral Council,  that  shall  hereafter  be.     *     *     *     I  may  err,  but  heretic 
I  cannot  be,  forasmuch  as  I  am  ready,  in  all  things,  to  follow  the  judg- 
ment of  the  most  sacred  word  of  God,  and  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Chmch. 
And  I  protest  and  openly  confess  that  in  all  my  doctrine  and  preaching; 
I  mean  and  judge  those  things  as  the  Catholic  Church,  and  the  most 
Holy  Fathers  of  old,  with  one  accord,  have  meant  and  judged.    I  coo- 
sent  not  to  words  not  accustomed  in  Scripture  and  unknown  to  the 
Ancient  Fathers,  but  newly  invented  and  brought  in  by  men  to  the  over- 
throwing of  the  pure  and  old  religion^    So  said  Cranmer,  and  after  three 
centuries,  so  begin  to  talk  the  "  Old  Catholics  "  of  Munich,  of  Prague 
and  of  Vienna.     Have  we  no  duties,  at  such  a  time?    No  duties  to 
ourselves ;  to  the  Church  in  which  we  have  such  a  blessed  inheritance; 
none  to  our  brethem  and  to  the  world?      And  shall  our  American 
Church  fail  to  recognize  her  opportunity?    This  is  the  moment,  breth- 
ren, which  our  Seaburys  and  our  Hobarts  hoped  for,  against  hope,  and 
labored  to  prepare  for.     Now,  if  never  before,  we  may  represent  our 
selves  in  our  true  character  to  our  countrymen.     We  shall  find  it  com- 
paratively easy  to  graft  ideas  of  Catholicity  upon  their  awakened  spirit  of 
inquiry.  We  stand  before  this  nation,  side  by  side  A^-ith  a  spurious  Catho- 
licity, which  justly  alarms  them,  and,  with  which  an  inevitable  struggle 
is  close  at  hand.     Shall  we  suffer  ourselves  to  be  confounded,  in  the 
popular  mind,  with  this  unprincipled  apostacy, — i\ath  this  gross  Ultra- 
montane superstition,  which  is  not  and  cannot  be  American,  in  any 
sense  ;  and  which  the  enlightened  theologians  of  Europe  reject  for  Italy, 
for  Germany,  yes,  even  for  Austria?     I  say,  again,  and  I   implore  Al- 
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ty  God  to  make  my  words  felt  throughout  our  Church,  if  indeed 
be  words  of  truth  and  righteouness,  that  our  wisdom,  our  policy 
>ur  duty  unite  in  this :  to  make  it  known  that  we  are  the  Catholics, 
hat  we  offer  to  the  American  people  the  only  Christianity  which  is 
historic,  because  it  is  identical  in  its  essence  with  primitive  and 
tural  Antiquity.  This  is  our  position.  To  that  we  challenge 
tion.  Let  this  claim  be  refuted  if  it  can  be  refuted ;  but,  on  this 
id  let  us  meet  all  opponents,  in  the  spirit  of  wisdom  and  of  truth, 
uld  see  America  awake,  like  Germany,  to  the  vast  importance  of 
sue,  now  fairly  made,  between  "  old  Catholicity  "  and  the  impos- 
of  Trent  and  of  the  Vatican.  I  am  unwilling  that  our  countrymen 
d  waste  an  empty  curiosity  upon  foreign  movements,  not  under- 
ing  that  the  same  warfare  is  inevitable  here.  I  would  make  them 
y  feel  that  what  the  Dollingers  and  the  Strossmayers  of  Europe 
lardally  discovering,  are  the  truths  to  which  our  own  Church  has 
\  witness  for  centuries,  and  to  which,  with  all  her  lamentable  imper- 
ns,  she  alone  bears  witness  among  the  millions  of  this  Republic. 
)rethren,  how  glorious  our  position,  when  thus  understood,  and  how 
y  are  its  bearings  on  the  future  of  American  Christianity.     Are  we 

to  our  work ;  are  we  the  men  for  our  times  ?  Are  we  ready  to 
t  to  others  the  blessings  which  we  enjoy,  and  to  strike  the  decisive 
for  Catholic  Reformation  in  America?  Believe  it,  the  spirit  of 
ianism,  which  now  defiles  and  which  threatens  to  destroy  the 
tianity  of  our  country,  must  be  encountered  by  us,  as  boldly  and 
:hful]y  as  these  Latin  reformers  have  attacked  the  spiritual  diseases 
rope.  Let  us  utter  no  uncertain  sound ;  and  I  am  bold  to  say  that 
are  Christians  among  the  sect-systems,  who  are  in  them  but  not 
m ;  glorious  Christians,  who  will  gloriously  respond  to  a  call  which 
hful  to  the  precept  of  "  speaking  the  truth  in  love."  Let  us  not 
old  our  testimony  that  we  have  truths  which  they  need  to  know ;

Gbntlbmbn, — Your  critical  position  I  understand  to  be  as  follows :  repeated  efllbrts  to  dect  tfd 
secure  a  Rector  have  proved  abortive.    The  happy  choice  and  acceptance  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  CoDvcnCi 
from  which  so  much  was  justly  expected,  have  been  providentially  thwarted  after  several  months  of 
waiting  for  him ;  heavy  domestic  trials  have  forced  him  to  recall  his  acceptance  on  most  reawMHif 
grounds.     This  disappointment  falls  upon  you  at  Easter,  and  just  at  the  opening  of  a  fiscal  year,  ma 
manner  embarrassing  to  your  financial  prospects,  and  to  all  parochial  system  and  order.    The  attenpt 
to  elect  and  secure  another  Rector,  you  justly  argue,  would  in  all  probability  be  attended  with  pro* 
longed  negotiations,  and,  perhaps,  fatal  delays.    The  recent  calamity  of  the  loss  of  your  Churdi  by 
fire,  and  the  expense  incurred  in  the  rebuilding,  have  left  you  in  debt  and  quite  unable  to  oootesd 
with  accumulated  adversities. 

In  such  a  crisis,  you  have  chosen  me  to  be  your  Recior,  confiding  in  my  paternal  relations,  as  your 
Bishop,  not  to  withhold  such  aid  as  you  suppose  I  may  be  able  to  afford,  in  spite  of  my  multiplied 
a\'ocations. 

I  received  this  announcement  with  very  great  sorrow,  feeling  unable  to  add  anything  to  my  already 
great  responsibilities.  But,  after  giving  it  much  thought,  during  this  solemn  week,  I  am  constrained 
to  regard  it  as  my  bounden  duty  not  to  disappoint  your  confidence.  I  deeply  feel  for  you,  and,  since 
I  cannot  show  my  sympathy  in  any  other  way,  I  will  try  what  may  be  done  in  the  way  you  have 
pointed  out. 

My  paramount  obligations  to  the  Diocese  render  it  a  matter  of  course  that  the  ordinary  parodual 
work  should  be  done  b)'  another.  I  accept  the  Rectorship  on  the  condition  that  the  entire  stipend 
shall  be  paid  to  my  assistant ;  and  the  further  condition  that  I  shall  be  free  to  resign  whenever,  in  my 
judgment,  the  parish  u  in  a  coudition  to  secure  a  competent  Presbyter  as  their  Rector. 

If,  by  God's  help,  I  shall  be  able  to  guide  you  safely  through  these  days  of  emergency,  and  to  secure 
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your  pennaiMBC  prospcrily,  I  shall  fed  that  it  will  be  the  discharge  of  a  duty,  not  only  to  your  im- 
portant parish,  but  the  Church  in  Buffido,  and  to  the  whole  Diocese. 
Accept,  gentlemen,  every  assurance  of  respect,  and  may  the  Lord  command  his  blessing  on  the  re*

(i.)    Report. 

To  the  Cofwention  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York: 

The  Missionary  Board,  in  presenting  its  Annual  Report,  feels  constrained  to  express 
its  gratitude  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  for  the  signal  blessing  which  has 
crowned  the  plans  devised  at  the  last  Convention  for  arousing  a  deeper  and  more 
widespread  interest  in  the  cause  of  Diocesan  Missions. 

An  organization  of  the  new  Board  was  effected  by  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  C. 
L.  Hutchins  as  Recording  Secretary,  and  the  Rev.  H.  Anstice  as  Corresponding  and 
Financial  Secretary.     A  circular  was  issued  explanatory  of  the  scheme  adopted  asd 
recommended  by  the  Board  as  best  calculated  to  secure  the  ends  contemplated  by  the 
new  Missionary  Canon,  and  was  sent,  accompanied  by  a  Pastoral  letter  of  the  Bishop 
and  a  supply  of  blank  pledges  and  envelopes,  to  every  clergyman  in  the  Diocese  and. 
to  the  Wardens  of  every  vacant  Parish.     The  hearty  co-oporation  of  a  majority  of  th* 
Clergy  has  achieved  the  pecuniary  success  of  the  Pledge  System,  and  the  almost 
doubling  of  the  receipts  during  the  last  three  quarters  of  the  conventional  year  ove^ 
which  only  its  operation  has  extended,  attests  the  wisdom  of  its  introduction.    \t^ 
view,  moreover,  of  the  fact,  that  it  yet  remains  for  a  considerable  number  of  th^ 
Clergy  to  comply  with  the  requirement  of  the  Canon  making  it  the  **  duty  of  each  Rec' 
tor  and  Missionary  to  carry  into  effect  such  plan  for  obtaining  and  collecting  th^ 
pledges  as  the  Missionary  Board  shall  adopt  and  recommend,''  there  is  abundant^ 
ground  for  confidence  that  the  ensuing  year  will  place  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board, 
such  ample  means  as  will  enable  them  largely  to  extend  their  field  of  operations. 

In  the  matter  of  the  revision  of  existing  stipends,  the  Board  has  proceeded  with  a. 
caution  and  deliberation  commensurate  with  the  importance  of  the  subject.  A  series 
of  questions  intended  to  elicit  such  reports  of  the  several  stations  as  would  afibid 
ample  data  for  a  just  appreciation  of  their  condition  and  prospects  on  the  part  of  the 
Board  were  framed  by  a  committee  and  transmitted  to  every  missionary.  The 
promptmnd  full  replies  received  largely  assisted  the  Board  in  dealing  intelligently  with 
each  case.  The  principle  decided  upon  as  that  which  should  regulate  its  action, 
substitutes  for  the  old  plan  of  a  uniform  stipend  to  each  station  a  special  considera- 
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n  and  specific  appropriation  for  the  individual  fields.  The  feasibility  and  propriety 
extraordinary  aid  to  points  where  a  church  building  is  in  process  of  erection,  has 
en  considered  by  the  Board,  bat  without  definite  action  on  the  subject. 
The  list  of  missionary  appointments  for  the  past  year  is  appended  to  this  report, 
le  number  of  missionaries  under  appointment  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  was 
'<snty-five.  There  are  at  present  thirty  clergymen  to  whose  support  the  Board  con- 
butesy  who  are  officiating  at  forty-two  missionary  stations.  Of  the  points  named  in 
e  subjoined  list,  it  should  be  said  that  Watkins  and  Belmont  have  relinquished  the 
ipendy  to  take  effect  October  ist,  and  that  Newark  and  Clyde  are  expected  to  do 

from  the  first  of  January  next. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  have  been,  during  the  first  quarter,  I923.63 ;  during  the 
condy  $2,025.43;  during  the  third,  $2,132.61;  during  the  fourth,  $2,140.46;  making 
e  total  receipts  (including  the  interest  on  the  permanent  fund  $781.67),  $7,222.13. 
he  balance  on  hand  August  I,  1870,  was  $378. 19.  The  drafts  of  the  Finan- 
al  Secretary,  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  amount  to  $6,186.57,  leaving  a  balance  on 
umI  September  I,  1871,  of  $1,413.75.

Report  of  Trustees. 

1>  th£  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New 
York: 

The  Trustees  of  the  DeVeaux  College  for  Orphan  and  Destitute  Children,  in  pur- 
lance  of  the  terms  of  their  Charter,  respectfully  submit  their  annual  report  for  the 
ear  1870: 

On  the  fiist  day  of  January,  1871,  the  funds  of  the  institution  consisted  of  one  hun- 
red  and  thirty-five  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-one  dollars  and  sixty-three 
ents  of  principal,  yielding  income.  These  funds  were  invested  in,  and  consisted  of, 
onds  suid  mortgages,  stocks,  and  land  contracts. 

The  domain  of  the  institution  consists  of  three  hundred  and  thirty  acres  of  land,  on 
rhich  the  Collie  edifice  and  other  buildings  connected  therewith  have  been  erected. 
rhe  real  estate,  exclusive  of  the  domain,  is  estimated  at  eighteen  thousand  dollars. 

The  income  received  during  the  year  from  endowment  sources  was,  $1 1,848. 19

There  was  tpaid  during  the  year,  on  account  of  current  expenses,  twenty-six  thou- 
sand five  hundred  and  nine  dollars  and  forty  cents. 

In  the  report  for  the  year  1869  to  the  convention  of  this  diocese,  it  was  stated 
(Jonmal  of  1870,  p.  145),  by  a  clerical  error  of  the  former  Secretary  of  the  board, 
tbat,  on  the  first  day  of  August,  1869,  there  was  an  outstanding  indebtedness  of  two 
tboosand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-seven  dollars  and  eighty-nine  cents  ;  the  amount 
should  have  been  stated  at  two  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two  dollafs  and 
seren  cents,  with  the  fact  that  a  further  excess  of  expenses  of  seven  hundred  and 
ninety-eight  dollars  and  six  cents  accrued  between  August  I,  1869,  and  January  i, 
1870,  making  a  total  for  the  year  1869  of  three  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty  dol- 
^  and  thirteen  cents.  To  apply  upon  said  excess  of  expenses  for  1869,  there  was 
borrowed  from  Capital,  during  1870  as  heretofore  reported,  two  thousand  nine  hun- 
ted and  twenty-seven  dollars  and  eighty-nine  cents,  leaving  a  balance  of  seven 
tared  and  thirty-two  dollars  and  twenty-four  cents  outstanding  and  unpaid. 

During  the  year  1870,  various  improvements  were  made  in  the  buildings  and  thehr 
equipments,  and  the  cost  thereof  was  charged  as  follows :

To  pay  for  said  improvements  there  was  borrowed  firom  Capital  four  thousand  two 
hundred  and  thirty  dollars  on  steam  heating  apparatus  ac,  and  six  hundred  and  sixtj- 
eight  dollars  on  waterworks  ac,  leaving  a  balance  on  the  forgoing  accounts  of  three 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-one  dollars  and  eighty-three  cents  outstanding  and 
unpaid  on  the  first  of  January,  1871,  which  amount  has  been  since  borrowed  from 
Capital. 

The  current  expenses  of  1870  exceeded  the  current  revenue  from  all  sources  by  four 
thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-two  dollars  and  sixty-seven  cents,  the  whole  excess 
having  been  incurred  on  behalf  of  the  trust  estate  and  its  peculiar  purposes.  Tem 
Pupil  account  earned,  above  its  own  expenses,  for  the  trust  estate  (by  estimate),  two 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-one  dollars  and  twenty-nine  cents.  Sincfe  Jan. 
I,  1 87 1,  three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty-eight  dollars  and  fifly-six  cents  ht?e 
been  borrowed  from  Capital  and  applied  as  follows :  seven  hundred  and  thirty-two 
dollars  and  twenty-four  cents,  to  cover  the  outstanding  excess  of  1869;  and  thne 
thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-six  dollars  and  thirty-two  cents  to  apply  upon  tbe 
similar  excess  of  year  1870;  thus  leaving  nine  hundred  and  eighty-six  doUais  and 
thirty-five  cents  outstanding  and  unpaid  on  the  excess  of  expenses  for  1870. 

Ninety-eight  boys  were  instructed  in  the  College  during  the  year  1870.  Of  this 
nimiber  thirty-three  were  Foundationers,  and  five  Probationers  for  the  Foundatioo; 
forty-eight  term  pupils  (boarders),  and  twelve  day  pupils.  At  the  close  of  the  year 
there  were  thirty-four  boys  in  the  College  as  Foundationers  and  Probationers  for  the 
Foundation,  of  which  latter  two  were  placed  there  under  the  Augmentation  Fund. 

The  course  of  instruction  and  government  is  set  forth  in  the  copy  of  the  College 

Register  for  1871-72  herewith  filed.

To  the  Rector  and  Congregation  of. ^Parish: 


At  the  recent  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  the  following  reso- 
lution was  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  in  cod* 
nection  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  to  take  immediate  action  towtfd 
increasing  the  capital  of  that  Fund,  with  power  to  make  assessments  upon  the  Fv* 
ishes  for  the  amount  needed  annually  to  make  up  the  salary  o£  the  Bishop  d  tbe 
Diocese,  until  the  income  from  the  Principal  shall  be  stiihcient  for  the  support  of  die 
Episcopate. 

In  accordance  with  this  resolution  and  the  table  of  assessments,  4c 

amount  due  from  your  Parish  during  the  coming  year  will  be, 

payable  in  four  quarterly  payments  ;  and  it  is  requested  that  these  pay- 
ments be  made  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  as  nearly  as  possible  on 
the  first  of  the  following  months,  viz  :  September,  December,  March  and 
June.  The  amount  may  be  raised  either  by  the  quarterly  collections, 
or  in  any  other  way,  as  Parishes  may  choose. 

It  is  most  important  to  bear  in  mind  that  these  assessments  arc  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  making  up  the  deficiency  in  the  income  from  the 
Episcopate  Fund.  Were  that  Fund  complete,  these  assessments  would 
not  be  necessary ;  and  it  is  an  obligation  resting  upon  the  whole  Dio- 
cese to  increase  the  Fund  to  such  an  amount  that  these  assessniients 
may  be  done  away.  It  is  hoped  that  an  effort  may  at  once  be  made  to 
accomplish  this  desirable  object.  The  Fund  now  amounting  to  about 
$27,000,  should  be  increased  to  $75,000.     The  Committee  will  prepare

As  heretofore  I  have  held  a  second  service  on  Sunday  at  several  places  where  theit 
is  no  immediate  prospect  of  establishing  Parishes,  but  where  the  people  are  fast  losing 
all  proper  ideas  of  the  Christian  religion,  and  hence  very  much  need  the  ministrations 
of  the  Church.  In  one  school  district  of  over  fifty  people  I  could  learn  of  but  one 
person  belonging  to  any  religious  communion  whatever.  In  another  of  about  seventy- 
five,  of  only  three,  a  Roman  Catholic  family  excepted.  And  these,  as  deplorable  as 
they  are,  can  hardly  be  called  exceptional  cases.     To  reach  and  Christianize  these 
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people,  another  year's  experience  and  observation  satisfies  me  more  than  ever  before 
of  the  great  necessity  of  raising  up  orders  of  pious  lay  laborers,  both  men  and  women, 
to  cooperate  with  the  clergy  in  so  great  and  important  a  work.

Chaptsk  803. — An  Act  to  amend  the  acts  to  provide  for  the  incorponitum  of  rdwious  soddia^an 
as  the  same  relate  to  Churches  in  connection  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  CSurch.  I^McdMf  j 
9lh,  x868. 

TAf  people  of  the  State  of  Nrat  York,  represented  Hn  Senate  and  Assembly^  do  audi 
follotvs : 

Sec.  I.     The  ist  section  of  the  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Inooipfr 
ation  of  Religious  Societies,"  passed  April  5th,  1813,  b  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
as  follows : 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  not  less  than  six  male  persons,  of  full  age,  bdoogiif 
any  Church  or  Congregation  in  communion  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chmd 
this  State,  not  already  incorporated,  to  meet  at  any  time  at  the  usual  place  of 
worship  of  such  Church  or  Congregation  for  the  purpose  of  incoipontiDg 
under  this  act. 

2.  A  notice  of  such  meeting,  specifying  its  object,  and  the  time  and  place  thcMt 
shall  be  publicly  read  in  the  time  of  morning  service,  on  two  Sundayji  next  pRiM 
thereto,  by  the  Rector  or  officiating  minister,  or  if  there  be  none,  by  any  other  pcfli 
belonging  to  such  Church  or  Congregation ;   and  shall  also  be  posted  in  a 
ous  place  on  the  outside  door,  near  the  main  entrance  to  such  place  of  worship. 

3.  The  Rector,  or  if  there  be  none,  or  he  be  necessarily  absent,  then  ooe  of 
Church  Wardens  or  Vestrymen,  or  any  other  person,  called  to  the  Chair,  shall  f> 
side  at  such  meeting,  and  shall  receive  the  votes. 

4.  The  persons  entitled  to  vote  at  such  meeting  shall  be  the  male  persons  of  fi 
age  belonging  to  the  Church  or  Congregation,  qualified  as  follows,  and  none  othei:  ' 

First.  Those  who  have  been  baptized  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  orftt 
have  been  received  therein,  either  by  the  rite  of  Confirmation  or  by  reoeHing  the  H4 
Communion;  or,  ' 

Second,  Those  who  have  purchased,  and  for  not  less  than  twelve  months  arf 
prior  to  such  meeting  have  owned  a  pew  or  seat  in  such  Church ;  or  who  duriog  Al 
same  period  of  time  have  hired  or  paid  for  a  pew  or  seat  in  such  Church;  orfh 
during  the  whole  period  aforesaid,  have  been  contributors  in  money  to  the  snppoit^ 
such  Church. 

5.  The  persons  so  qualified  shall,  at  such  meeting,  by  a  majority  of  votes  ddB 
mine :  j 

First.  The  name  or  title  by  which  such  Church  or  Coiigr^;ation  shall  be  kafl 
in  law. 

Second.  On  what  day  in  Easter  Week  an  annual  election  for  Church  Warden  tf 
Vestrymcnr  shall  thereafter  take  place. 

Third.  What  number  of  Vestryipen,  not  less  than  four  or  more  than  eight,  sb 
annually  be  elected,  and  shall  together  with  the  Rector,  if  there  be  one,  and  the  ^ 
Church  Wardens,  constitute  the  Vestry  of  the  Church. 

Fourth.     And  shall,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  elect  two  Church  Wardens  and 
number  of  Vestrymen  that  it  shall  have  been  determined  are  to  be  annually  ded 
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cfa  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  thus  elected  shall  serve  until  the  next  regular

Of  the  name  or  title  by  which  such  Church  or  Congregation  shall  be 
nm  in  law ;  which  certificate  being  duly  acknowledged,  or  the  execution  and  ac« 
ywledgment  thereof  being  duly  proven  before  any  officer  authorized  to  take  the 
nowledgement  01  proof  of  deeds  or  conveyances  of  real  estate,  to  be  recorded  in 
county  where  such  Church  or  place  of  worship  of  such  Congregation  shall  be  sit- 
ed, shall  be  recorded  by  the  Clerk,  of  such  County,  or  by  the  officer  whose  duty 
\^  or  may  hereafter  be  made,  to  record  such  instruments  in  the  County  in  which 
h  Church  or  place  of  worship  may  be  situated,  in  a  book  to  be  by  him  kept  for 
hpurpose. 

L  The  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  so  elected,  and  their  successors  in  office, 
hemselves  (but  if  there  be  a  Rector  then  together  with  the  Rector  of  such  Church 
Congregation),  shall  form  a  Vestry,  and  shall  be  the  Trustees  of  such  Church  or 
igregation ;  and  they  and  their  successors  shall  thereupon,  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  be 
9dy  coiporate,  by  the  name  or  title  expressed  in  such  certificate. 
L  The  male  persons  qualified  as  aforesaid,  provided  they  also  shall  have  belonged 
ach  Church  or  Congregation  for  twelve  months  immediately  preceding,  shall  in 
ry  year  thereafter,  on  the  day  in  Easter  Week  so.  fixed  for  that  purpose,  elect  two 
irch  Wardens,  and  as  many  Vestrymen  (not  less  than  four  or  more  than  eight)  as 
11  have  been  legally  determined  to  constitute  part  of  the  Vestry. 

0.  Notice  shall  be  given  of  such  election  by  the  Rector,  if  there  be  one,  or  if 
re  be  noDC,  or  he  be  absent,  by  the  officiating  Minister,  or  by  a  Church  Warden, 
two  Sundays  next  previous  to  the  day  so  fixed,  in  the  time  of  Divine  Service. 

1.  Whenever  a  vacancy  in  the  Board  so  constituted,  shall  happen  by  death  or 
enrise,  the  Vestry  shall  order  a  special  election  to  supply  such  vacancy ;  of  which 
ice  shall  be  given  in  the  time  of  Divine  Service,  at  least  ten  days  previous  ihcreto. 
.2.    The  notice  of  any  election,  stated  or  otherwise,  shall  specify  tlie  place,  day,

[3.  An  election  to  supply  a  vacancy,  and  also  the  stated  annual  election,  shall  be 
den  immediately  after  Morning  Service ;  and  at  all  such  elections  the  Rector,  or, 
ijcre  be  none,  or  he  be  absent,  one  of  the  Church  Wardens,  selected  for  the  pur- 
se by  a  majority  of  the  duly  qualified  voters  present,  or  if  no  Warden  he  present,  a 
stryman  (selected  in  like  manner),  shall  preside,  and  receive  the  votes  of  the  elect- 
s  and  be  the  returning  officsr;  and  shall  enter  the  proceedings  in  the  book  of  the 
notes  of  the  Vestry,  and  sign  his  name  thereto,  and  offer  the  same  to  as  many 
xtofs  present  as  he  shall  think  fit,  to  be  by  them  also  signed  and  certified.

15.  No  BoanI,  or  meeting  of  such  Vestry  shall  be  held,  unless  at  least  three  dt]n^ 
notice  thereof  shall  be  given  in  writing,  under  the  hand  of  the  Rector,  or  one  of  tie 
Churchwardens;  except  that  for  the  first  meeting  after  an  election,  twenty-four  honrf 
notice  shall  be  sufficient ;  and  no  such  Board  shall  be  competent  to  transact  any  bos* 
ness  unless  the  Rector  if  there  be  one,  and  at  least  one  of  the  Church  Wandens,  and  • 
majority  of  the  Vestrymen  be  present.  But  if  the  Rector  be  absent  from  the  Stilc^ 
and  shall  have  been  so  absent  for  over  four  calendar  months,  or  if  the  meeting  hn

16.  The  Rector,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not,  then  the  Church  Warden  present,  or 
if  both  the  Church  Wardens  be  present,  then  the  Church  Warden  who  shall  he  called 
to  the  chair  by  a  majority  of  votes,  shall  preside  at  every  meeting  of  the  Board,  and 
have  the  casting  vote. 

17.  Whenever  any  corporation,  organized   under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
deem  it  for  the  interest  of  such  corporation  to  change  the  number  of  its  Vestrymen,  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  such  corporation  to  change  the  same,  provided  that  the 
number  of  such  Vestrymen  shall  not  thereby  be  made  less  than  four,  or  more  thaa      ^ 
eight.     And  in  order  to  effect  such  change,  the  same  shall  be  authorized  and  ap 
proved  by  the  Vestry  at  a  regular  meeting  thereof;  and  shall  then  at  the  next  stated 
annual  election  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  be  submitted  to,  and  ratified  by,  a  major- 
ity of  the  votes  of  all  the  qualified  voters  voting  at  such  elections ;    notice  of  which 
proposed  change  and  that  the  same  will  be  submitted  for  ratification  at  such  election* 
shall  be  given  at  the  same  time,  and  in  the  same  manner  as  is  required  for  notice  of 
the  said  election ;    if  such  change  be  thus  ratified,  a  certificate  shall  be  made  settii^ 
forth  the  resolution  of  the  Vestry,  and  the  proceedings  to  ratify  the  same,  together 
with  the  fact  of  the  notice  bcin:;  given  as  rccjuired,  and  shall  be  acknowledged  or 
proved  and  recorded  in  the  same  manner  as  is  required  for  the  original  certificaic  o» 
organization ;   and  thereupon  the  numljer  of  Vestrymen  to  constitute  a  part  of  tl::** 
Vestry  of  such  corporation  shall  Ix!  such  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  proceedings  to  efftrc^' 
such  change.     But  such  change  shall  not  take  effect  or  be  operative,  until  the  certii^" 
cate  above  mentioned  shall  have  been  duly  recorded. 

Sec.  2.  The  provisions  of  the  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh,  twelfth,  thirteenth,  fot*-*"' 
teenth,  fifteenth,  sixteenth,  and  seventeenth  clauses  of  section  I  of  this  act  shall  ap|>^3 
to  any  Church  or  corporation  in  Communion  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  •-^ 
this  State  heretofore  incorporated  under  the  act  hereby  amended,  or  under  any  of 
acts  amending  the  same,  or  under  the  several  acts  to  provide  for  the  incorporation 
religious  societies,  passed  April  6th,  17S4,  March  27lh,  1801,  or  the  act  for  the  reli- 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  New  York,  passed  March  17 
1795,  or  by  any  special  charter  made  or  granted  before  or  after  July  4th,  177 
whereof  the  Vestry,  at  a  regular  meeting,  shall  by  vote  determine  to  adopt  the  saro 
and  such  vote  shall,  at  the  next  ensuing  stated  annual  election  for  Wardens 
Vestrymen  be  submitted  to,  and  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  all  the  qualifi 
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iCers  ▼oting  at  such  election,  notice  of  such  vote  of  the  Vestry,  and  of  the  proposed 
ibmisston  of  the  same  for  ratification,  having  been  given  at  the  same  time  and  in  the 
ime  manner  as  is  required  by  the  tenth  clause  of  the  first  section  of  this  act  for  notice 
r  election.  Bat  snch  adoption  shall  not  take  effect  or  be  operative,  until  a  certificate 
mbodying  a  true  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Vestry,  as  entered  upon  their  minutes, 
nd  the  proceedings  to  ratify  the  same,  together  with  the  fact  of  the  notice  being 
rven,  as  required,  shall  have  been  acknowledged  or  proved,  and  shall  be  recorded, 
s  is  required  by  the  forgoing  7th  clause  of  section  i,  for  the  certificate  of  incorpora- 


Sec.  3.  The  first  section  of  the  act  passed  March  5th,  18 19,  enttitled  "  An  act  to 
mend  the  act  entitled  'An  act  to  provide  for  the  Incorporation  of  Religious  Socie- 
ics,'"  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.     The  third  section  of  the  act  passed  Feb.  15,  1826,  entitled  'An  act  to 
an  act  entitled  '  An  act  to  provide  for  the  Incorporation  of  Religious  Socie- 
passed  April  5th,  18 13,  shall  not  apply  to  any  Church  or  Congregation  in 
sonnection  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  State.

DECLARATION  OF  POWERS,  &C. 

Adopted  January  2$,  1 87 1. 

The  five  Dioceses  existing  within  the  limits  of  the  State  of  New  York,  having 
established  for  themselves  a  Federate  Council  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Caoon  i% 
Title  III.  of  the  Digest,  &c.,  hereby  submit  to  the  General  Convention  for  its  ap- 
proval the  following  Declaration  of  the  powers  proposed  to  be  exercised  by  the  said 
Federate  Council. 

declaration. 

I.     The  said  Federate  Council  shall  have  full  power  to  deliberate  and  decide  on  s^ 
matters  pertaining — 

1.  To  such  Civil  Legislation  as  the  common  interest  of  the  Church  in  the  State  o^ 
New  York  may  require. 

2.  To  the  promotion  of  the  interests  of  Christian  Education,  and  to  the  furtherance 
of  joint  Work  for  the  extension  and  prosperity  of  the  Church. 

3.  To  the  establishment  of  an  Appellate  Court,  to  which,  under  the  Canons  of 
any  particular  Diocese,  appeal  may  be  made  from  the  decision  of  any  Diocesan  Court 
in  said  State. 

II.  And  the  said  Federate  Council  shall  have  full  power  to  enact  all  regulations 
necessary  to  its  organization  and  continuance,  and  to  the  ends  contemplated  in  the 
foregoing  Declaration,  not  inconsistent  with  or  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  General  Convention  of  this  Church  ;  or  of  any  one  of  the  Dioceses  con- 
cerned ;  or  to  the  Law  of  the  Rubric  as  contained  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer 
and  Offices  of  this  Church.

The  Rev.  William  Osman  Gorham  died  in  Athol,  Massachusetts,  on  the  twenty- 
fbnrth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  7,  1869,  aged  fifty-five  years : 

At  one  time  he  was  a  practising  lawyer  in  Northampton,  Mass.     He  was  ordained 
dencon  by  Bishop  De  Lancey,  Wednesday,  September  23, 1857,  inS.  Peter's  Church, 
A«bam,  W.  N.  Y.     He  was  ordained  Priest  by  Bishop  De  Lancey,  the  twenty-fifth 
Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  21st,  1858,  in  Trinity  Church,  Utica,  W.  N.  Y. 
He  was  Missionary  in  S.  John's  Church,  Phelps,  Ontario  County,  and  in  S.  Mark's 
Cburcb,  Newark,  Wayne  County,  W.  N.  V.,  from  November  1st,  1857,  dividing  his 
labon  equally  between  them.     He  was  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Warsaw,  Wyom- 
ing County,  W.  N.  Y.  from  Christmas  Day,  1859.     He  was  Missionary  in  S.  John's 
Church,  Phelps,  and  in  Clifton,  W.  N.  V.,  in  1862.     His  health  being  very  much  ira- 
pured  by  nervous  debility,  he  removed  from  Western  New  York  to  Barre,  Mass., 
where  a  brother  was  engaged  in  business.     Here,  while  endeavoring  to  regain  his 
health,  he  assisted  his  brother  in  such  details  of  business  as  he  was  able  to  attend  to. 
In  Joly,  1869,  while  making  a  pedestrian  excursion  to  the  White  Mountains,  having, 
in  a  large  measure,  recovered  his  health,  he,  for  the  first  time  in  two  years,  exercised 
his  ministry  in  the  assembly  of  the  Saints  upon  the  earth,  by  assisting  in  the  service, 
n»  S.  Paul's  Church,  Windsor,  Vermont,  and  preaching  an  eloquent  sermon,  he  most 
J^«*rtily  desired  to  return  to  work  in  the  ministry  of  the  word  and  sacraments,  and 
^•s  waiting  for  God  to  open  the  way. 

But  it  pleased  the  Divine  Master  so  to  order  it,  that  he  was  not  permitted  to  re- 
Wic  the  exercises  of  the  functions  and  jiinistry  of  the  holy  office  of  priesthood.  His 
^e  was  hourly  expecting  him  at  their  home,  when  the  sad  and  unexpected  intelligence 
*as  brought  to  her,  that  he  had  been  found  dead  in  his  bed  at  the  Summit  House, 
Athol. 

He  retired,  as  usual,  on  Saturday  night,  and  died,  probably  from  heart  disease. 
About  two  months  before  he  had  accepted  the  position  of  assistant  editor  of  the 

"Orcester  West  Chronicle,"  a  paper  published  in  Athol.  He  was  making  arrange- 
"*«ts  for  removing  his  family  there,  and  was  to  have  come  for  them  on  the  following 
Monday,  and  while  expecting  him,  another  came  with  the  bitter  and  painful  news  of 
ws  sudden  death.     He  was  a  kind  and  good  husband,  and  an  affectionate  father. 

He  was  an  excellent  musician;  played  fairly  upon  the  organ,  and  sang  readily  at 
^t.  While  health  and  strength  permitted  he  faithfully  served  in  the  sacred  minis- 
^  of  the  Church,  to  the  glory  of  the  Redeemer's  Great  Name,  and  the  benefit  of 
"*s  people.  For  him  the  trials  and  disappointments  of  life  are  ended,  and  being 
•Wivered  from  the  burden  of  the  flesh,  he  is  in  joy  and  felicity.  When  we  depart 
^uislife,  may  we  all  rest  in  Him  who  is  the  Resurrection  and  the  Life! 

The  Rev.  Morelle  Fowler  was  bom  in  North  Guilford,  Connecticut,  in  the 
y^  1836.  He  graduated  at  the  Berkley  Divinity  School,  and  at  once  became  the 
■®*tant  of  Rev.  Dr.  Hallam,  of  New  London.  He  spent  one  year  with  the  Doctor, 
^  became  there  acquainted  with  the  work  of  an  established  Parish.     This  year  was

of  inestimable  advantage  to  him,  as  his  after  life  abundantly  showed.  At  D 
Hallam's  suggestion,  he  was  called  to  the  Parish  at  Owego,  New  York,  and  en 
upon  his  duties  at  once.  He  had  never  been  in  the  place;  knew  not  a  single  me 
of  the  Parish,  and  had  never  corresponded  with  any  one  in  it.  It  was  not  wi 
many  misgivings,  therefore,  that  he  undertook  his  sacred  work  .imong  them, 
result  was  a  very  happy  one,  and  the  members  of  this  Parish  yet  cherish  his  mei 
The  reputation  he  won  at  Owego  procured  him  a  call  to  Batavia.  Here  he  lal 
faithfully  for  nearly  five  years.  S.  James'  Parish,  Batavia,  will  ever  feel  the  be 
of  his  short  Rectorship.  Dr.  Hallam  mentions  it  as  one  of  the  most  rcmarkab 
cidents  of  his  own  life,  that  on  one  occasion,  while  visiting  in  Batavia,  he  saw 
Fowler  administer  the  sacrament  of  Baptism  to  twenty-seven  adults,  at  one  sa 
An  unfortunate  manner  of  speaking  at  last  resulted  in  the  loss  of  his  voice,  an 
retired,  for  some  time,  to  Aiken,  S.  C.,  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  its  beautiful  dii 
He  grew  better,  and  finally  offered  himself  to  Bishop  Tuttle,  for  missionary  woi 
Salt  Lake  City,  a  work  for  which  he  was  every  way  fitted.  Bishop  Tuttle  made 
assistant  minister  in  S.  Mark's  church — the  Bishop  himself  being  Rector— an 
was  on  his  way  to  this  new  field  of  labor,  when  the  terrible  accident  at  New  \ 
burg,  on  the  Hudson,  resulted  in  his  death.  In  an  instant,  he  and  every  memb 
hb  fiunily,  were  carried,  as  in  a  chariot  of  fire,  to  the  Paradise  of  God.  The

The  Rev.  W.  H.  Williams,  Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Beneficence  and  Works  of  Piety,  presented  and  read  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Committee  on  Beneficence  and  Works  of  Piety  report : 
That  the  following  facts  have  been  communicated  to  them  : 

St  Stephen's  Church,  Olean,  has  expended,  in  payment  of  the  Church  debt  and  im- 
provement of  the  Church  edifice,  about  |6oo.  Mr.  Geo.  W.  Cuyler,  of  Palmyra,  has 
pmchased,  at  the  cost  of  l3»750,  a  lot  of  ground  and  presented  it  to  the  Parish 
in  Palmyra. 

The  Parish  of  St.  Peter's,  Niagara  Falls,  has  received  a  donation  of  three  Alms 
Baans,  including  one  Altar  or  Receiving  Basin ;  an  elegant  Chancel  Chair ;  Vest- 
ments for  Altar,  Pulpit  and  lectern  ;  and  a  complete  set  of  Priestly  Vestments. 

St  Mark's,  Penn  Yan,  has  expended  about  $200  in  the  improvement  of  the  Church. 

St  Mark's  Church,  Newark,  Wayne  Co.,  has  received  donations  of  about  $200  for 
payment  of  debt  on  the  Parsonage  ;  from  Mrs.  A.  D.  Battershall,  of  Rochester, 
i  Chalice  for  the  Altar,  in  memoriam  ;  from  the  people  of  the  Parish  a  Paten  for  the 
Ahar;  valuable  Altar  furniture,  the  gift  as  well  as  handiwork  of  Fletcher  Williams, 
Esq.;  and  also  linen  for  the  Altar,  from  a  lady  of  the  Parish. 

Sl  Peter's  Memorial  Church,  Geneva,  has  received  a  pair  of  beautifid  solid  silver 
Vases  for  the  Altar,  from  Mrs.  John  P.  DeLancey,  as  a  memorial  of  her  husband  ; 
$500  from  one  person  and  |ioo  from  another,  towards  the  Church  debt.  With  this 
nsistance  the  whole  debt  of  the  Parish  ($1,600)  has  been  paid,  and  the  Parish  is  en- 
tiidy  free  from  debt. 

In  St.  John's  Parish,  Mt.  Morris,  during  the  year,  |i,cx)o  have  been  expended  upon 
the  exterior  and  interior  of  the  Parish  Church  ;  $1,500  upon  enlargement  and  repairs 
of  the  Parsonage,  and  $50  for  Altar  furniture. 

In  St.  John's  Parish,  Dunkirk,  $2,850  have  been  contributed  to  pay  the  Parish 
debt,  one-half  of  this  amount  being  from  Mr.  T.  R.  Colman,  Senior  Warden,  leaving 
the  total  debt  of  the  Parish  less  than  $600.  The  Parish  has  also  received  a  donation 
rf  degant  Priestly  Vestments.

The  Standing  Committee  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the  condi- 
tion of  the  Fund  for  expenses  of  the  Diocesan  Convention.  The  last  Convention 
passed  the  following  resolutions  : 

Risohed,  That  for  the  expenses  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  there  shall  be  made 
tbe  following  assessment  on  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese,  viz :  On  all  Parishes,  the  sal< 
tnes  of  whose  Clergy  are  one  thousand  dollars  or  more,  per  annum,  one  per  centum 
oiSBcfa  salaries.  On  all  Parishes,  the  salaries  of  whose  Clergy  are  five  hundred  dol- 
Ins  and  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  five  dollars  each.  On  all  Parishes, 
t!he  salaries  of  whose  Clergy  are  less  than  five  hundred  dollars,  three  dollars  each. 
And  fbrther, 

Res9lvedf  That  the  Committee  on  the  Revision  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  be 
instnicted  to  embody  the  substance  of  the  foregoing  resolution  in  their  Canons  on  this 
subject. 

About  the  middle  of  the  year,  finding  that  the  collections  made  for  this  Fund  up  to 
that  time,  were  inadequate  to  meet  the  demands  made  upon  the  Fund,  the  Standing 
Committee  sent  out  a  circular,  to  remind  the  Clergy  and  Parishes  of  the  action  of  the 
Ittt  Convention,  and  of  the  great  need  of  increased  collections. 

During  the  year,  only  thirty-three  Parishes  have  contributed  to  this  Fund.  Fifly- 
three  Parishes  have  contributed  nothing.  The  assessment  made  under  the  resolu- 
tion of  last  year  contemplated  the  raising  of  about  $700,  and  fully  that  amount  would 
be  necessary  to  meet  the  demands  upon  this  Fund.  The  total  amount  received  has 
been  only  a  little  over  $400 — about  sixty-one  per  centum  of  the  amount  required. 

Iht  Standing  Committee,  therefore,  take  the  liberty  of  repninding  the  Convention 
tbat  the  request  of  a  Parish  to  be  admitted  to  union  with  the  Convention,  obligates 
tich  Parish  to  its  due  proportion  of  the  cost  of  sustaining  the  Convention  ;  and  the 
Connuttee  believe  that  if  this  fact  were  fully  borne  in  mind  by  the  Clergy  and  Laity, 
fc  assessment  of  every  Parish  would  be  paid.

tough  the  idea  of  employing  the  ministrations  of  women  in  the  cause  of  religion, 
Icr  than  the  Christian  Church  itself,  so  far  as  it  is  proposed  to  call  attention  to  it 
ii  Report,  it  originated  in  the  deep  conviction  that  the  Clergy  were  totally  unable 
nister  to  the  spiritual  necessities  of  very  large  and  destitute  classes  of  persons, 
ailarly  of  children  and  youth,  for  whom  God  in  His  providence  is  plainly  call- 
pon  us  to  provide,  and  to  rescue  them,  if  possible,  from  the  ravages  of  irreligion 
nfidelity  ;  and  that  to  discharge  our  duty  to  these  we  must  immediately,  not  only 
tto  the  field  more  laborers,  but  laborers  who  can  be  more  economically  sustained 
the  regular  clergy.  The  plan  of  labor,  as  thus  far  adopted,  and  the  qualifica- 
of  the  laborers,  have  been  indicated  hy  out  beloved  and  faithful  Bi&Yiop  \tv  ^ 
to  one  of  our  Diocesan  Missionaries,  and  is  as  follows  :

If  they  have  special  accomplishments,  music  or  the  like,  inquire  as  to  tkdr 
ability  and  disposition  to  use  it  for  God's  glory  :  to  instruct  classes  of  girls  in  saarf 
music,  etc. 

"  (5.)  Report  any  such  sister  in  Christ  to  your  Bishop,  and  I  will,  on  your  comfltt* 
dation,  admit  her  to  a  novitiate,  or  to  an  auxiliary  position,  with  reference  to  Al 
gradual  development  of  the  Deaconess  system  of  the  Diocese.

A  pious  woman  has  accordingly  been  employed,  possessing  in  a  good  degree 
qualifications  mentioned,  and  in  her  labors  has  pursued  the  general  plan  marked 
in  the  Bishop's  letter.     The  results,  under  all  the  adverse  circumstsmces  with  which 
have  had  to  contend,  wc  are  profoundly  thankful  to  say,  have  been  more 
than  in  our  weak  faith  we  had  dared  to  expect.     Her  first  labors  were  in 
Cattaraugus  County,  commencing  in  June  last  with  a  class  of  about  twenty  children 
youth,  continuing  only  about  five  weeks  and  ending  with  an  examination  of  the 
on  the  Church  Catechism,  by  the  Bishop,  in  which,  by  the  promptness  and  accmi^: 
of  their  answers  and  their  clear  understanding  of  the  same,  they  gave  coavi 
proof  of  their  own  diligence  in  study,  and  of  their  teacher's  skill  and  faithfiilnesli 
imparting  instruction.     Besides  the  Church  Catechism,  the  Calvary  Catechism  i^ 
leanieil  with  equal  thoroughness,  and  valuable  lessons  from  the  Bible  of  a  genefll 
character,  were  also  given.     Instruction  in  sacred  music  was  imparted  to  a  limiMl 
extent,  and  religious  books  disseminated  by  loan,  gift  and  sale. 

Our  teacher,  being  prevented  from  entering  next  in  order  upon  the  promising  6di 
of  Sinclearville,  Chautauqua  County,  by  sickness  in  families  there  especially  into* 
ested  in  her  proposed  work,  spent  a  few  weeks  in  Salamanca,  where  she  gatheni  J 
together  the  remains  of  a  once  flourishing  Sunday  School,  and  reviewed  the  childrOW  - 
/ium2)ering  about  thirty-five,  thoroughly  in  the  Church  Catechism,  besides  tcadiii| 
sacrecl  music  to  some  extent,  and  d\ssftm\Ta\Sik^t^\^w&i^a^aD^^ 
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>v  Missionaiy  is  now  laboring  at  Smith's  Mills,  Chautauqua  County.  The  work 
I  ndertaken  heie  under  rather  peculiar  circumstances,  as  a  very  doubtful  experi- 
Id,  lad  with  probabilities  of  soon  abandoning  it  as  a  failure.  But,  notwilhstand- 
{  the  various  adverse  influences  which  at  first  threatened  its  existence,  by  the 
BMg  of  God  it  now  promises  good  success.  Though,  through  the  oversight 
:  t  friend,  our  Catechist  had  no  instruction  books  for  the  first  two  lessons,  and 
Mfh  there  was  a  deficiency  of  Bibles  in  her  class  from  which  to  learn  the  Com- 
ndaents,  at  the  fifth  recitation  about  one-third  of  a  class  of  upwards  of  twenty 
ipHi,  who  seemed  totally  ignorant  of  them  at  the  outset,  repeated  the  Ten  Com- 
Mdnents  with  tolerable  accuracy  and  a  very  good  understanding  of  them.  As  our 
Ukodiat  brethren  are  reported  to  have  had  but  very  indifferent  success,  for  the  past 
n  or  three  jean,  in  their  Sunday  School  efforts  in  this  place,  and  totally  failed  the 
imt  year,  if  by  the  blessing  of  God  our  effort  now  in  progress  ends  in  the 
timte  success  which  it  gives  reasonable  promise  of,  it  will  be  truly  a  very  great 
ooaragement  to  persevere  in  this  work. 

It  seems  quite  evident  from  these  facts  that  far  more  is  learned  by  the  children  and 
tfh,  nnder  this  plan  of  instruction,  than  in  the  same  length  of  time  in  our  ordinary 
■day  Schools.  Probably  more  is  learned,  and  more  thoroughly  and  understand- 
^,  in  the  space  of  six  weeks  or  two  months  at  most,  than  is  ordinarily  learned 
our  Sunday  Schools  in  a  whole  year. 

Perhaps  it  is  not  amiss  to  here  record  the  fact  that,  some  three  months  ago,  a  pious 
man  of  our  communion,  whose  heart  bums  to  serve  her  blessed  Saviour,  after  being 
nniended  by  her  Rector  and  other  Christian  friends  as  a  very  suitable  person, 
end  herself  for  this  work,  but  the  Bishop,  in  behalf  of  the  Board,  has  thus  far  felt 
ligedtosay  "wait." 

In  reporting  what  has  been  in  this  manner  thus  far  done,  it  is  only  exhibiting  a 
gie  thread  of  a  strong  and  beautiful  fabric.  Other  agencies  must  co-operate  with 
Me  already  used,  or  we  can  hardly  expect  to  realize  a  tithe  of  the  good  they  might 
ect  For  instance,  a  ^lerson  of  superior  tact  and  skill  as  a  Catechist  should,  on  the 
■d's  Day  especially,  labor  both  in  imparting  instruction  and  in  conveying  the 
■lie  helpers  from  place  to  place,  so  that  instead  of  only  one  class  l>eing  instructed 
I  OKh  Lord's  Day  by  each  teacher,  there  may  be  at  least  three.  In  this  manner,  a 
ige  fidd  could  be  occupied  at  a  very  moderate  expense. 

la  conclusion,  we  would  express  the  conviction  that,  if  the  Church  will  have  the 
idom  to  strengthen  the  little  thread  which  this  work  but  just  commenced  brings  to 
ew,  and  weave  it  into  a  truly  primitive  and  churchly  pattern,  it  will  prove,  by  the

Cofegne,  for  the  purpose  of  extending  to  them  the  sympathy  and  fraternal  greeting 
of  oar  owD  branch  of  the  Catholic  Church ;  therefore 

Roohedy  That  we,  the  representatives  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York, 
m  cooncil  assembled,  most  heartily  concur  in  the  action  of  the  House  of  Bish« 
opS|  and  in  the  sentiments  expressed  by  our  Diocesan  in  his  Address,  and  that  we 
herebjr  assure  Bishop  Whittingham  of  our  sympathy  in  his  most  important  mission, 
tad  we  will  offer  continual  prayers  that  the  Reformers  may  be  guided  to  primitive 
truth  and  apostolic  order,  held  in  accordance  with  the  ancient  rights  and  liberties  of 
National  Churches,  and  upon  the  warrant  of  Holy  Scriptures,  as  interpreted  by  the 
testimony  of  the  one  original  and  undivided  Church.

REPORT. 

Yoor  Committee  would  respectfully  report : 

I.  That  it  appears  to  be  a  general  and  remarkable  fact  that  the  number  of  Sunday 
School  pupils  is  very  nearly  the  same  as  the  number  of  communicants  in  the  Church. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  our  Church  Sunday  Schools,  as  stated  in  the  Journal  of 
*e  General  Convention  of  1868,  was  193,178. 

The  number  of  communicants  was  189,416 — an  excess  of  pupils  over  communicants 

«f  3.762. 

'Hiis  seems  too  small  a  number  of  pupils  in  proportion  to  communicants,  but  it 
^^^■Btntes  the  principle  that  a  stream  cannot  rise  higher  than  its  source,  and  that  that 
*o*uce,  in  this  nuitter,  is  the  actual  vital  communion  of  the  Chuich. 

^  ten  laigest  denominations  in  this  country — not  reckoning  the  Roman  Catholics 
"ip^  their  membership  as  nearly  four  millions,  but  their  Sunday  School  pupils  as 
^  by  nearly  one-third.  This  shows  that  our  Church  is  by  eminence  the  Church  that 
**iferthe  children,  and  hears  the  Master's  voice,  which  said,  **Feed  my  Lambs." 
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But  while  our  own  Diocese  does  better  than  the  average  of  the  ten  denoiBft* 
nations  alluded  to,  it  is  not  fully  up  to  the  average  of  our  own  Church  in  the  Umtdl. 
States,  as  given  above. 

In  1869  our  Diocesan  Journal  reported  9,062  communicants,  but  nearly  2,000  fail 
Sunday  School  scholars.  In  1871  it  gave  us  8,263  communicants,  and  nearly  M 
less  pupils  in  our  Sunday  Schools.  But  the  proportion  of  pupils  to  communicants  % 
in  any  event,  less  tlian  that  of  our  Church  as  a  whole. 

In  our  own  tables  of  Statistics  of  1869,  the  proportion  of  communicants  tottej 
w?u>le population  is  given,  viz.,  one  to  every  85.  Now,  if  we  put  the  population  qo^J 
as  then,  we  had  in  187 1  a  less  proportion  of  Sunday  School  scholars — 1.  r.,  ooeli^^] 
about  every  106  of  the  population.  Certain  Counties  have  only  one  Sunday  ScIkmIJ 
pupil  to  every  200  people.  The  three  Counties  averaging  one  communicant  to  evo^-^ 
53  persons  are,  Ontario,  Genesee  and  Monroe ;  but  they,  even,  averaged  but  one  \fa^\ 
in  Sunday  School  to  every  77  of  their  population.  The  three  Counties  named  ^bomA 
have  a  total  in  Sunday  Schools  of  2,406,  while  in  i860  they  had  a  total  in  wfaiH  \ 
children,  between  the  age  of  5  and  15,  of  38,736,  which  b  an  excess  of  over  36^009  j 
above  the  Sunday  School  children  who  are  generally  of  the  like  age.  ^ 

There  are,  in  the  Union  Schools  of  the  Counties  of  this  Diocese,  some  170^001 
pupils,  while  we  have  in  our  Church  Sunday  Schools  only  some  8,000 — 1.  ^,  one  to 
every  21  in  the  Union  Schools.  And  here  it  should  be  added  that,  when  the  efibit 
of  so  many  of  the  friends  of  these  Union  Schools  is  to  expel  the  Bible  as  well  as  all 
churchly  teaching  from  the  Schools,  there  is  an  increased  necessity  for  teaching  the 
Bible  and  Church  doctrines  in  our  Sunday  Schools,  to  which  these  reformers  wodd 
refuse  all  religious  teaching,  except  what  is  given  in  the  churches  and  families. 

And  who  shall  say  how  strong  is  the  undertow  of  irreligion  and  infidelity  wfaick 
this  practical  **no  religion"  must  suggest  among  the  Union  School  children,  givnp 
them  a  distrust  of  all  Sunday  School  and  Church  teachings.  Hence,  perhaps,  it  is  tbtf 
"Young  America"  is  full  early  ready  and  anxious  to  leave  our  Sunday  Schools, anl 
to  leave  Church  itself,  to  those  who  have  not  received  the  **  progressive"  ideas  of  this 
nineteenth  century. 

2.  Your  Committee  can  only  briefly  refer  to  the  kind  of  teaching  which  is  most 
important  in  our  Sunday  Schools.  There  should,  of  course,  be  the  carrying  forward 
the  great  objects  which  the  Church  has  in  view  in  the  training  of  her  children, 
l>articularly  in  the  Catechism  and  all  other  teaching  of  the  sacred  Scriptures.  There 
are  too  few  of  the  pupils  in  our  schools  who  can  say  the  whole  Catechism,  and  under- 
stand its  great  and  spiritual  meaning.  Perhaps  a  little  more  of  drill,  more  harf 
study  of  the  lessons,  should  be  insisted  on  by  our  Sunday  School  teachers ;  and  that 
the  first  ideas  of  a  school^  viz.,  teaching  and  teaming,  should  be  broi^t  more  promi- 
nently forward,  that  our  pupils  may  not  be  **  ever  learning  and  never  able  to  come  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  truth."  It  would  be  well  if  a  class  of  larger  scholars  could  1* 
specially  trained  in  the  school,  to  furnish  teachers  as  they  may  be  needed. 

3.  The  Committee  would  call  attention  to  the  great  importance  of  so  conducting 
the  Sunday  School  as  to  help  attendance  of  the  children  in  the  Church  proper,  and 
not  hinder  it,  as  is  now  so  often  and  sadly  the  case. 

In  some  Parishes,  it  has  been  ascertained  that  not  more  than  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the 
Sunday  School  children  attend  the  Church ;  and  even  where  it  is  not  a  mission  school, 
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too  many  of  the  children  do  not  attend  either  morning  or  evening  Church  service,  as 
t  general  thing. 

The  Committee  regard  the  Church  as  the  best  Sunday  School,  with  its  teaching 
piiests,  great  text-book,  the  Bible,  its  sacraments,  improving  and  best  educating  all 
the  people,  and  especially  the  youth. 

The  hour  for  the  Sunday  School  should  be  so  arranged  that  it  will  leave  the  chil- 
dren the  time,  and  help  the  disposition  for  Church  attendance  ;  and  in  cities  and  large 
Tillages,  the  plan  of  holding  the  Sunday  School  in  the  afternoon,  say  at  three  o'clock, 
would  perhaps  best  further  this  object.  This  plan,  we  are  assured,  has  been  tried 
with  good  results  in  some  Churches  in  this  Diocese. 

4.  The  Committee  would  urge  that  there  shaU  be  more  direct  instruction  by  the 
Cktgjr,  with  r^[ard  to  parental  responsibility,  and  that  of  sponsors  and  adult  Church 
members  in  the  Sunday  School  work. 

At  least  once  a  month,  but  better,  if  every  Sunday,  there  should  be  the  imparting,  by 

tiie  pastor,  some  catechetical  and  expository  instruction  for  the  benefit  of  the  children. 

•  We  recommend  that  the  Sunday  Schools  be  made  more  attractive  in  their  musical 

Mfrices,  in  which  the  children  themselves  shall  have  the  chief  part,  and  especially 

woold  the  Committee  recommend  that  the  prayers  of  the  Church  be  more  earnestly 

o&red  for  the  crowning  blessing  of  Almighty  God  on  the  lambs  of  the  flock.

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THE   BISHOP'S   ADDRESS 


TO  THE  THIRTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION. 


My  Reverend  Brethren,  and  my  Brethren  of  the  Laity  : 

Amid  the  excitements  of  a  great  political  canvass,  we  meet  to  take 
counsel  for  the  interests  of  a  kingdom  which  is  not  of  this  world.  Not 
less,  however,  do  we  meet  as  patriots  in  such  counsels ;  for  nothing  can 
be  more  sacred  in  a  national  point  of  view,  than  the  matters  which  wc 
are  gathered  to  consider.  If  it  be  true  that  "  righteousness  exalteth  a 
nation,"  as  all  history  demonstrates,  then,  the  work  about  which  we  arc 
now  engaged  is  of  primary  importance  to  the  commonwealth.  Do 
your  duty  as  citizens ;  but  let  your  moderation  be  known  even  in  your 
political  zeal,  in  view  of  two  considerations  of  which  a  Christian  never 
should  lose  sight :  (i),  the  fact  that  God  reigneth,  be  the  people  never 
so  unquiet ;  (2),  the  fact  that,  come  what  may,  the  kingdom  of  God's 
dear  Son  shall  triumph  and  fill  the  world  with  His  glory  and  His 
goodness. 

DECEASED   LAYMEN. 

Among  our  working  Laity,  we  have  again  to  note  the  loss  of  valuable 
men.  Mr.  Julius  Movius  was  long  connected  with  S.  John's  Church, 
in  Buflfalo,  and  for  a  time  was  an  active  member  of  our  Standing  Com- 
mittee. He  left  considerable  sums  to  benevolent  uses ;  and  he  will  be 
gratefully  remembered  as  a  useful  and  liberal  supporter  of  Christian 
institutions.  Mr.  G.  H.  Mumford  was  for  many  years  a  zealous  pro- 
moter of  the  sacred  interests  of  the  Church  in  Rochester.  Mr.  Heber 
Prince,  of  Catharine,  deserves  a  grateful  memorial  for  enlightened  benevo- 
lence betokened  by  his  legacy  of  $1,000  to  Hobart  College.  It  is  the 
more  worthy  of  note,  because  it  is  the  second  instance  in  the  family,  and, 
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Death  of  Thomas  Davus  Burrall^  Robert  /.  Baker  and  Ormus  Dooiittle, 

ecause,  in  farming  districts,  it  is  not  often  that  we  6nd  such  a  ripe 
ppreciation  of  the  higher  learning,  as  has  been  thus  spontaneously 
xhibited,  in  one  of  our  most  retired  good  old-fashioned  Parishes,  where 
lothing  is  done  under  the  influence  of  excitement,  or  to  indulge  ca- 
prices of  taste.  It  ought  to  be  mentioned  that  as  the  funds  depended 
upon  for  this  legacy  did  not  quite  realize  the  full  amount  which  the 
testator  designed  to  leave  the  College,  his  heirs  most  liberally  supplied 
the  deficiency.  Such  beneficence,  from  an  estate  by  no  means  super- 
ftttoosly  rich,  bespeaks  a  spirit,  which,  if  general  in  the  Diocese,  would 
nobly  endow  our  College,  and  vastly  enlarge  its  usefulness. 

No  secondary  praise  is  due  to  the  memory  of  Thomas  Davies  Burrall, 
of  Geneva,  whose  long  and  useful  life  is  an  example  to  surviving 
brethren  in  the  Diocese.  The  name  and  interests  of  Hobart  College 
were  written  in  his  heart.  Nor  is  it  too  much  to  say  that  his  latter 
years  were  given  to  it,  almost  entirely.  As  one  of  its  oldest  trustees, 
he  was  our  chronicler,  and  an  authority  constantly  appealed  to  for  facts 
and  for  historic  views  of  its  plan  and  the  designs  of  its  founders.  A 
diurchman  of  the  Hobart  school,  he  adorned  the  doctrine  of  God,  his 
Saviour  in  all  things,  and  has  finished  his  course  in  faith,  at  the  advanced 
age  of  85  years.  To  the  last  his  mind  was  active.  As  I  read  to  him, 
on  his  death-bed,  a  passage  from  the  Psalter,  I  had  some  doubt  whether 
he  was  able  to  give  strict  attention,  for  his  eyes  were  closed,  and  I 
knew  he  was  in  pain ;  but,  to  my  surprise,  he  interrupted  me  with  a 
critical  remark,  and  said  he  had  always  preferred  a  reading  somewhat 
different  ft'om  that  of  our  version.  He  was  a  scholar  of  no  mean  attain- 
ments, and  he  delighted  in  the  Scriptures.  May  the  Lord  increase 
among  us  Laymen  of  this  high  class  and  character,  thoroughly  imbued 
with  the  Church's  spirit,  and  reflecting  its  beauty  in  a  consistent  walk 
with  God. 

Mr.  Robert  L  Baker,  of  Jamestown,  deserves,  also,  my  grateful  re- 
membrance. He  was  a  devoted  member  of  the  Church  in  that  place, 
and  died  its  Senior  Warden.  '  But  it  was  his  special  honour  that,  as  a 
Uy^eader,  he  zealously  maintained  the  services  of  God's  house  during 
along  and  painful  vacancy  in  the  Rectorship.     His  memory  is  blessed. 

Only  this  morning  have  I  received  the  news  of  the  death  of  Ormus 
I^itde,  of  Weathersfield  Springs.  His  character,  remarkable  in  many 
'cspects,  and  his  large  beneficence,  have  heretofore  received  due  meed 
<rfpiaise  firom  this  chair.  Full  of  years  and  universally  honoured  by  all 
•ho  knew  him,  and  surrounded  by  those  among  whom  he  dwelt,  like  a 
patriarch  of  old  times,  he  has  rested  from  his  labours.     I  trust  the  good 


Of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  I  thank  God,  none  have  beei

Four 
been  ordained.  I  have  received  into  the  Diocese  8 
i  have  given  Letters  Dismissory  to  5  Presbyters.  We  have 
for  Orders,  and  7  Postulants ;  2  Churches  have  been  con- 
/e  laid  3  comer-stones  of  substantial  and  costly  Churches ; 
oiiganization  of  3  new  Parishes ;  and  recognized  7  new 
tions.  I  have  attended  3  Convocations  of  the  Clergy, 
.cademic  Visitations.    In  Hobart  College  I  have  delivered 
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a  course  of  lectures  on  General  History,  and  have  given  incessait 
and  personal  attention  to  its  academic  and  financial  interests,  by  cor- 
respondence, by  conversation  and  by  visits  to  my  personal  friends,  bodi 
in  the  Diocese  and  elsewhere,  especially  in  the  City  of  New  York.  I 
have  also  attended  the'  General  Convention ;  the  general  and  delegik 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Missions ;  a  special  meeting  of  the  House  of 
Bishops,  in  New  York,  and  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Tnistca 
of  the  General  Theological  Seminary.  The  share  of  committee-vok 
which  has  fallen  to  your  Bishop,  in  these  general  institutions  of  tk 
Church,  has  not  been  light ;  but  it  has  been  such  as  no  Bishop  has  any  riglt 
to  decline.  It  will  be  seen,  by  the  appended  tables,  that  my  missioiUB; 
and  pastoral  work  in  the  Diocese  has  been  a  feature  of  the  year,  and 
though  the  confirmations  have  not  been  very  numerous,  I  am  persuaded 
that  the  Clergy  have  been  the  rather  praiseworthy  on  this  account; 
because  I  believe  it  is  the  result  of  increasing  carefulness  and  a  more 
searching  examination  of  character  and  motives.  A  number  of  the 
Clergy  have  preferred  to  receive  pastoral  visitations,  without  confiinuir 
tions,  from  unwillingness  to  present  classes  to  which  they  had  not  beoi 
able  to  give  sufficient  preparation.  I  have  made  35  pastoral  visitatioa 
to  different  Churches,  other  than  those  for  Confirmation. 

I  reminded  you,  last  year,  of  the  critical  condition  of  the  importiDt 
Parish  of  S.  John's  Church,   in   Buffalo,  the  restoration  of  which  tQ 
prosperity  and  efficiency  I  regarded  as  not  merely  of  local,  but  rather  of 
general  Diocesan  interest.     I  was  not  able,  so  soon  as  I  had  desired,  to 
divest  myself  of  the  toil  and  responsibility  of  its  temporary  Rectorship; 
and  I  devoted  to  this  Parish  as  much  of  my  time  and  my  eflfoits  11 
seemed  compatible  with  Diocesan  work.     And  it  has  pleased  God  to 
crown  these  efforts  with  such  success  that  at  Easter  I  was  permitted  to 
transfer  it  to  a  Presbyter  of  our  own  Diocese,  elected  with  unanimity 
and  welcomed  with  enthusiasm.     I  am  very  grateful  for  the  good  exaa* 
pie  thus  presented,  and  for  the  success  with  which  it  has  been  crowned 
1  wish  our  larger  Parishes  would  more  frequently  choose  Rectors  from 
among  ourselves  when  vacancies  occur.     In  this  case,  a  beloved  brodier, 
who  has  long  and  faithfully  served  in  a  less  conspicuous  sphere,  hi$ 
been  deservedly  placed  where  he  ought  to  be,  and  I  am  glad  to  ay

SCHOOLS  AND  COLLEGES. 

De  Veaux  College,  also,  seems  to  be  gaining  a  strong  hold  upon  die 
respect  and  confidence  of  churchmen,  as  a  school  for  boys;  white k 
fulfills  its  noble  mission  in  behalf  of  orphans  in  a  manner  much  moR 
satisfactory  than  could  have  been  possible  without  the  aid  of  the  net 
department.     Having  spoken,  fully,  last  year  on  the  impossibility  of 
realizing  Judge  De  Veaux's  pol)rtechnic  plan,  without  increased  endofr 
ments,  or  the  increase  of  income  by  the  admission  of  pay  pupils,  I  iril 
only  add,  that  if  it  should  be  thought  wise  to  apply  to  the  Legislatoe 
for  specific  authority  to  adopt  the  latter  measure,  I  should  by  no  bobi 
object  to  any  action  of  this  Council  which  might  favour  such  a  stf^ 
At  the  same  time,  confiding  in  the  general  principle  that  measures  DOt 
contrary  to  the  letter  of  our  Charter  and  instructions  may  be  adopted, 
if  necessary,  to  carry  out  their  expressed  purpose  and  intent,  I  do  not,  ' 
myself,  counsel  a  resort  to  the  law-makers,  which  is  always  to  be  afoii* 
ed  if  possible.     The  College  exists  only  for  the  benefit  of  "  orphan  nd 
destitute  children,''  and  the  pay  department  has  been  organized  mdjlf 
maintain  and  eitentually  to  multiply  these  beneficiaries  on  the  footing  wUck 
Judge  De  Veaux  devised  for  them,  leaving  details  for  the  furthering  of 
his  plans  to  your  wisdom.     Remember  that  he  proposed  in  their  behil( 
to  quote  his  own  words,  "  a  benevolent  institution  to  receive  and  sup- 
port orphans  and  destitute  children ;  train  them  up  to  industry ;  IciB 
them  trades  and  professions^  and  ^ve  them  a  mental  and  manual  ani^ 
social  and  religious  education,^'     This  is  not  the  description  of  a  pauper 
asylum,  but  of  a  polytechnic  school,  or,  as  the  law  calls  it,  "a col- 
lege."    I  understand  this  to  warrant  a  college  of  some  sort,  and  the  ex- 
pressions of  the  Judge  show  precisely  what  sort  of  a  college  it  should  bc« 
If  it  should  appear,  by  the  report  of  your  Committee,  that  anything  ciO 
be  done  to  economize  and  to  limit  expenses,  which  improvements  have 
temporarily  aggravated,  I  trust  that  measures  may  be  taken  to  reach  so 
desirable  an  end.     In  all  respects  I  need  not  say  I  invoke  your  watdi- 
ful  care  and  counsels  in  behalf  of  the  precious  bequests  to  the  Diocese, 
of  a  noble  Christian  philanthropist. 

I  am  happy  to  speak  of  the  condition  of  the  Jane  Grey  School  an<l 
of  the  school  at  Oakfield,  as  very  gratifying.  Dr.  Van  Bokkelen  ic 
mains  at  the  former,  in  spite  of  efforts  to  win  him  to  another  post,  il 
some  respects  less  toWsome  and  xcvoi^  i^xttNXtteta.Uve^  and  while  I  thani 
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him  warmly  for  his  services  to  the  Diocese,  I  trust  that  he  may  find  his 
best  assurance  that  they  are  appreciated,  in  the  hearty  co-operation  of 
his  brethren,  Clerical  and   Lay.     The  parishioners  of  S.  John's,  Mt. 
Morris,  deserve  high  commendation  for  what   they  have  done,  in  a 
piactical  way,  to  make  his  labours  among  them  a  lasting  success.     At 
\    the  Gary  Institute,  the  work  of  Mr.  Coe  goes  on  efficiently  and  noise - 
fcssly,  with  steady  improvement  and  marked  benefits.     All  the  patrons 
cf  the  school  speak  well  of  it ;  the  pupils  seem  to  be  proud  of  it ;  and  I 
commend  it  strongly  as   superior  to  any  school   of  it?  class  which 
1  have  seen  in  the  State  of  New  York.     Of  other  schools  which  deserve 
notice,  I  say  nothing ;  not  because  I  feel  otherwise  than  warmly  inter- 
ested in  them,  but  because  no  important  changes  have  marked  their 
progress  of  late,  or  because  they  are  not  directly  connected  with  the 
Diocese.     But  I  cannot  omit  an  expression  of  gratitude  to  certain  liberal 
qxrits  in   Buffalo,  whose  perseverance  through  great  difficulties  and 
discouragements,  have  enabled  me  to  feel  that  the  Heathcote  School 
vin  become  a  permanent  institution  and  an  ornament  to  our  city. 
Other  good  schools  in  Buffalo  have  at  times  proved  powerful  rivals ; 
md  many  churchmen  have  been  slow  to  perceive  how  much,  neverthe- 
*le»,  a  high-toned  classical  school  is  necessary  in  such  a  city,  or  how 
mnch  can  be  done  for  boys,  by  associating  them  in  such  a  school,  under 
tiie  wholesome  and  elevaring  influences  of  our  own  Church.     I  feel 
gieatly  indebted,  therefore,  to  the  gentlemen  whose  enlarged  views  and 
iHiose  noble  ideas  of  what  such  a  school  can  do  for  any  city,  has  led 
them  to  combine  for  the  support  of  the  "  Heathcote,**  in  the  firm  reso- 
lution that  it  shall  maintain   a  high  character,  under  accomplished 
iostnictors  devoted  to  their  profession,  not  merely  as  an  occupation, 
but  in  behalf  of  science  and  the  principles  of  sound  education. 

The  De  Lancey  Divinity  School  continues  to  render  important  service 
to  the  Church  and  Diocese,  under  the  efficient  charge  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Rankine.  It  is  an  agency  of  great  good  to  this  Diocese,  and  might 
be  rendered  useful  to  other  Dioceses,  if  its  excellent  plan  of  operations 
were  better  understood. 

INCREASE   OF   THE   MINISTRY. 

And  here  let  me  remark  on  the  great  reason  we  have  to  thank  "  The 
Society  for  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry,"  for  its  liberal  aid  to  our 
caindidates  and  postulants  for  Holy  Orders.  I  am  glad  that  it  is 
Sbeially  contributed  to,  by  collections  in  this  Diocese ;  and,  as  they 
have  paid  us  back  nearly  $i,ooo  in  supporting  our  young  men,  wvi 
most  zx^Tiow\edge  their  claims  to  our  continued   assistance,    ll  V^  a. 
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society  of  primary  importance  to  the  Church.     In  speaking  of  it  here- 
tofore, as  our  sole  reliance  for  the  general  work  of  educating  youq| 
men  for  the  Ministry,  I  was  not  thinking  of  Seminaries  but  onljcf 
societies;   and  I  am  sorry  that  some  have  imagined   I  was  f(H;getto[ 
Nashotah.     Far  otherwise;  but  I  spoke  of  the  Society  as  the  only  mtti 
mentality  of  the  kind  for  keeping  before  the  whole  Church  the 
duty  of  supplying  the  Sacred  Ministry,  and  of  providing  funds  for  i 
work,  on  which  any  of  our  Seminaries  may  depend.     In  the  State 
New  York,  we  happen  to  have  an  endowed  Society,  for  our  own 
benefit ;  but,  what  our  Missionary  Bishops,  and  many  of  our  Dii 
Bishops  besides,  could  do  without  the  aid  of  this  Society,  I  am  at  i 
to  conceive.     Even  in  this  favoured  Diocese,  I  am  forced  to  rdy  o&ibl

help,  in  a  large  measure,  and  happy  shall  I  be  if  my  words  can  in  aof 
degree  repay  the  obligations,  which  I  so  deeply  feel. 

BENEFICENCE. 

From  your  Committee  on  "Beneficence  and  Works  of  Piety,"  you 
learn  something  of  the  progress  among  us,  of  &ith  attested  \f$ 
devising  and  doing  of  liberal  things.  There  are  tokens  of  a 
horizon,  in  this  respect.  Our  Diocesan  Missions  continue  to 
sustained  on  the  improved  scale  of  which  I  have  spoken  h 
Large  and  costly  Churches  are  now  building  in  Canandaigua 
Palmyra,  and  for  Ascension  Parish  in  Buffalo  \  and  I  expect  veiy 
to  lay  the  comer-stone  of  another,  at  Niagara  Falls.  Important  i 
provements  have  been  made  in  the  Church  property  at  Mount  M 
in  S.  James  Church,  Buffalo,  and  in  Coming ;  in  MayviUe,  at  Atq^ 
Addison,  Ellicottville,  and  among  our  missionary  stations.  I  taaanA 
but  note  the  efforts  which  have  been  made  at  Wellsville  for  removi^l 
and  adoming  the  Church  and  securing  a  parsonage,  as  exemplary  umE 
worthy  of  all  encouragement.  Dunkirk  and  Middleport  have  dktilK 
guished  themselves  for  great  exertions  during  the  past  year,  which  hue 
been  crowned  with  important  results.  I  fear  I  may  omit  other  deseif- 
ing  examples,  but  these  I  happen  to  have  noted,  and  I  cannot  forbear  t9 
speak  of  them.

A  large  sm 
remains  in  the  hands  of  our  Treasurer  at  interest,  subject  to  such  actioB 
as  you  may  see  fit  to  take ;  questions  having  arisen  as  to  the  proper  dispc^ 
sition  of  it,  which,  even  after  consultation  with  the  Standing  Commitlee, 
I  have  felt  myself  unable  to  decide.

}  THE  OLD  CATHOLIC  CONGRESS. 

\        Among  matters  of  Catholic  interest  nothing  comes  home  to  us  so 
^    rly  as  the  present  revival  in  Germany,  called  the  "  Old  Catholic  " 
^movement      Another  Congress  of  these  reformers  will  assemble   in 
^^Cologne  this  week,  and  I  ask  for  it  your  constant  prayers.     The  House 
Bishops,  last  October,  anticipating  some  fraternal  overtures  from  this 
r,  formally  invited  the  Bishop  of  Maryland  to  go  to  them,  on  our 
to  assure  them   of  our  sympathies  and   to   offer  them  such 
5I  as  they  might  be  ready  to  receive.     The  great  reluctance  of  this 
led  and  venerable  Prelate  to  accept  this  proposal,  has  been  over- 
by  the  strong  terms  in  which  the  "  Old  Catholics "  themselves 
re  addressed  him  in  their  official  invitation.     "This  part  of  Germany," 
they,  "  having  at  present  become  the  scene  of  the  most  burning 
^ebniiicts,  the  meeting  wiH  no  doubt  offer  the  greatest  interest,  by  the 
don  of  the  most  important  questions,  as  it  will,  on  the  other  hand, 
upon  the  movement,  in  the  most  effective  and  beneficent  manner. 
;  And  we  indulge  the  hope  of  seeing  it  honoured  by  the  presence  of  many 
I  cdehrated  and  learned  men  from  abroad,  and  most  particularly  by  that 
rf  the  Bishop  of  Maryland."     Never  before  has  greater  honour  been 
pud  to  our  American   Church.     He  will  attend   this  Congress,  then, 
nd  will   represent  our  Occidental  Church,  for   the   first   time,  in   an 
Ecdesiastical  Conference  on  the  Continent  of  Europe.      What  is  to 
oome  of  it  ?    The  Lord  knoweth  it,  whose  ways  are,  indeed,  past  finding 
Out    The    Episcopate  of  Holland,  commonly  known  as  that  of  the 
Jmsenists,  has  been  drawn  out  by  this  movement,  and  may  give  it  a 
fctmeof  feebleness,  or  of  strength,  according  as  it  follows  the  timid  and 
compromising  policy  of  its  past  history  or  rises  to  Catholicity  of  spirit 
and  of  effort     If  it  is  only  proposed  to  only  enlarge  the  camp  of  Jan- 
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senism,  nothing  will  come  of  it.  If  it  accepts  the  new  position  of  the 
Papacy,  as  furnishing  a  logical  conclusion  to  the  position  it  has  sustained 
for  nearly  two  hundred  years,  and  allies  itself  with  the  Old  Cathotic 
movement  to  revive  the  Catholicity  of  the  west  of  Europe,  then  its  woA 
may  be  so  blest  of  God  as  to  assume,  ere  long,  sublime  proportions  and 
to  secure  results  of  the  greatest  importance  to  mankind. 

THE    FUTURE. 

Let  this  Congress  proclaim  anew,  for  example,  the  Nicene  Constiti* 
tions,  and  recognize  the  fact  that  the  late  Council  of  the  Vatican  ha 
destroyed  the  last  vestige  of  a  legitimate  Episcopate  in  connection  with 
the  Papacy  which  rests  on  the  forged  decretals.  St.  Vincent  of  Lcrim 
tells  us  that  even  a  few  Christians  faithful  to  the  Catholic  doctrine  and 
constitutions  are  the  Catholic  Church,  though  all  the  world  besides 
should  lapse  into  heresy.  On  this  principle,  let  the  Nicene  Christiaai 
of  Rome  elect  their  own  Bishop,  as  speedily  as  possible.  Let  hia 
resume  the  strictly  Canonical  position  of  Bishop  of  Rome  and  Patriank 
of  Suburbicarian  Italy;  let  him  profess  the  same  dutiful  subjection  to  tbe 
King  of  Italy  and  the  laws  of  the  realm  which  Gregory  the  Great 
yielded  to  the  Emperor  Maurice  and  which  St  Paul  taught  the  eariy 
Christians  to  pay  even  to  Nero;  let  him  claim  only  his  Canonical 
primacy,  acknowledging  the  Bishop  of  Constantinople  as  his  equal,  it 
all  respects,  in  the  primacy  of  the  Second  See;  and  let  him  acknowle^Pi 
as  his  Catholic  brethren,  all  Apostolical  Churches,  professing  the  Nicene 
Faith,  and  appealing  to  a  free  and  truly  CEcumenical  Council  for  the 
settlement  of  existing  differences,  the  common  affliction  of  all  Christen- 
dom. Let  this  be  done,  and  the  Catholicity  of  the  first  centuries  is,  ii 
essence,  revived,  and  the  way  is  opened  for  a  thorough  restoration  of  the 
whole  Church,  under  the  operation  of  the  Holy  Ghost 

And  what  of  the  Papacy?  It  originated  in  the  imposture  and  foigeiy 
I  have  spoken  of,  and  became  a  Papacy,  as  we  understand  the  woitl, 
under  Nicholas  I.,  in  the  ninth  century.  It  was  thus,  fraudulently, 
superinduced  on  the  old  Patriarchate  of  the  Canons.  By  the  reform  I 
speak  of,  the  Canonical  Patriarchate  being  revived,  the  Papacy  would  be 
thrown  off  and  made  external  to  the  Church.  The  Papal  system  would 
still  exist  under  the  operations  of  the  Jesuits,  and  is  not  unlikely  to  be 
developed  into  a  stupendous  delusion,  more  akin  to  Buddhism  than  to 
Christianity.  The  college  of  Cardinals,  which  has  no  recognition  in  tbc 
Catholic  Church,  will  continue  to  elect  their  infallible  pontiff;  but  he 
will  have  become  a  creature  as  thoroughly  foreign  to  the  Church  as  the 
Grand  Lama  of  Thibet.    T\v^  i^s\.o\^^  CWi^Vv^  dailY  leading  all  Christ-

Who  will  not  pray  and  wrestle  with  God  for  such 
ious  results;  results  promised,  let  it  be  remembered,  only  to  the 
it  of  love  and  to  the  united  supplications  of  all  believers, 
ach  are  some  of  the  possibilities  which  begin  to  be  visible  in  the  dim 
zon.  I  have  sketched  what  might  be  done,  only  to  suggest  that 
n  such  things  may  be  fairly  conceived  of  by  us,  the  resources  of  In- 
e  Wisdom  are  inexhaustibly  great  and  far  better  things  may  be  at

et  me  add  one  word  of  gratitude  to  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln  for  the  noble 
rr  in  which,  while  accepting  the  invitation  to  attend  this  Congress, 
inequivocally  maintains  his  position  of  entire  fidelity  to  the  English 
miation.  This  guards  against  all  rash  inference  as  to  the  signifi- 
:»  of  our  sympathy  with  the  Old  Catholics.  I  regard  this  document 
ne  of  the  best  expressions  of  the  genuine  spirit  of  our  Church  that 
been  set  forth  since  Bishop  Bull's  famous  letter  to  Bossuet  With- 
compromising  in  anything  our  own  convictions,  we  yet  consent  to 
jt  other  Churches  on  the  common  ground  of  Nicene  Catholicity; 
as  to  whatever  may  be  more  or  less  than  that,  we  make  an  appeal 
Icripture  and  ancient  authors,  in  all  readiness  to  discuss  Calmly,  and 
bide  patiently  the  ultimate  decisions  of  a  free  CEcumenical  Council. 

PRAYERS    FOR   MISSIONS. 

n  this  connection,  let  me  remind  you  of  the  project  for  a  day  of  united 
^er,  in  behalf  of  missions,  during  the  coming  Advent-Ember  week, 
ginating  with  the  Venerable  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gos- 
,  to  which  our  American  Church  owes  such  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  its 
sing  care  through  the  period  of  our  colonial  dependence,  it  cannot 
to  awaken  a  general  response  from  all  our  Bishops  and  Pastors  and 
m  the  Churches  committed  to  their  care.  I  propose  to  set  forth  a 
m  accordingly,  for  the  solemnization  of  the  20th  of  Dccembei  xv^xX., 
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and  for  the  Ember- Week  in  which  it  will  &11.  Meantime,  let  me  remind 
you  of  the  daily  prayer  at  noon,  in  which  our  Missionary  Committees  in- 
vite us  to  unite  with  them,  if  it  be  only  in  ejaculating  "  Thy  kingdoa 
come;'*  and  let  me  beg  you  to  enshrine  in  your  hearts  the  prinajde  tf 
praying  that  all  believers  may  be  one  according  to  the  words  of  Chdtt 
Himself,  as  the  pre-requisite  of  that  other  blessing,  ''  that  all  the  woild 
may  believe." 

Once  more,  let  me  remind  you  as  citizens  and  as  contributors  to  the 
formation  of  healthful  public  opinion,  of  grave  disorders,  for  which  evoj 
citizen  is,  in  a  measure,  responsible.  Intemperance,  licentiousness,  nd 
a  contempt  for  the  Lord's  Day  are  producing  a  rapid  decay  of  our  Nir 
tional  character.  Our  boasted  institutions  will  perish,  unless  there  be  a 
reformation.  But,  I  would  specially  direct  your  attention  to  the  need 
of  new  laws,  and  the  enforcement  of  existing  laws  against  obscene  boob 
and  pictures ;  against  the  murder  of  imbom  in^ts ;  and  against  the  s^ 
ducer  of  woman.  To  the  scandal  of  civilization,  the  greatest  of  d 
crimes  is  not  even  treated  as  such  by  our  laws,  and  while  the  d^radi' 
tion  of  womanhood  is  a  frequent  consequence,  hardly  less  so  is  the  mil' 
tiplication  of  murders  and  lawless  acts  of  vengeance,  by  which  sufo 
ers  seek  to  supply  what  Public  Justice  fails  to  provide,  for  the  punidi 
ment  of  the  guilty.  There  must  be  a  reformation  or  we  perish.  Let  k 
begin  in  the  enlightened  sentiment  and  zealous  resolution  of  membcn 
of  our  own  communion. 

EXHORTATIONS. 

My  Brethren  of  the  Laity:  Let  me  remind  you  that  you,  too,hafi 
a  priesthood;  you,  too,  belong  to  that  "royal  priesthood,'*  in  which  Sk 
Clergy  have  only  a  more  conspicuous  and  responsible  share.  Do  no< 
adopt,  then,  the  low  tone  of  social  life  as  it  too  generally  exists  arouM 
you,  or  suppose  that  a  mere  superficial  decency  of  manners  comport 
with  your  high  duties  and  privileges,  or  will  satisfy  your  account  will 
God.  On  the  contrary,  you  have  the  most  sacred  relations  to  the  Churd 
and  to  society.  As  household  priests  you  owe  it  to  your  &milies  to  pre 
sent  them  with  the  highest  examples  of  all  that  is  "  pure  and  lovely  aiM 
of  good  report."  You  should  maintain,  scrupulously,  the  ordinance  c 
family  worship,  as  recognized  in  our  Prayer  Book,  where  it  is  provide 
with  beautiful  forms  for  morning  and  evening  devotion.  Who  can  pleai 
want  of  time  when  five  minutes  around  the  family  board  would  suffic 
for  the  reading  of  a  Psalm  and  the  offering  of  at  least  one  of  the  colled 
with  the  Lord's  Prayer?  To  kneel  down^nd  recite  together  the  Lord* 
Prayer  alone  would  be  mfvmleX^  \i^\X.^\  >toci  \a\al  tie^lect    And  the: 
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tbe  grace  before  meals,  if  not  after,  should  never  be  omitted.  Washing- 
tOD,  reverently  standing  at  the  head  of  his  table,  always  performed  this 
^ly;  and  would  to  God  his  countrymen,  who  are  so  proud  of  his  name, 
KOokl,  in  this  respect  and  many  others,  copy  his  example. 

Our  Church  deals  with  her  Laity  as  with  a  priesthood  of  this  sort.  As 
ihe  invests  them  with  privilege,  however,  she  lays  them  under  a  greater 
ne^nsibility  before  God.  She  calls  them  to  her  councils,  she  honours 
them  with  a  voice  and  a  vote,  without  which  even  the  successors  of  the 
Apostles  can  make  no  law.-  I  ask,  then,  brethren,  ''What  manner  of 
sen  ought  ye  to  be,"  in  all  godly  living  and  devotion  to  the  Church's 
ciasc?  With  you  it  rests  to  make  your  several  Parishes  flourish.  In 
many  places,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  the  work  could  be  nobly  sustained  if  the 
Ldty  vould  devote  to  the  divine  offices  of  the  Church  of  God,  the  time, 
die  thought,  the  energies  and  the  money  which  they  lavish  on  political 
dobs,  on  social  unions,  lodges  and  fraternities.  Such  institutions  may 
be  good  in  themselves,  but  they  are  "  of  the  earth,  earthy;"  they  are  in- 
(ipable  of  supplying  the  spiritual  and  moral  necessities  of  man ;  and 
4cy  are  made  positively  bad  jvhen  they  take  the  place,  in  men's  minds 
and  affections,  of  that  society  of  which  the  Son  of  God  is  the  Founder, 
aad  which  it  is  every  man's  highest  interest  to  promote,  whether  as  re- 
spects the  rewards  of  this  life  or  of  those  which  we  seek  in  the  solemn 
ttaes  of  eternity. 

Let  me  entreat  you  to  reflect  on  these  words  of  your  Bishop,  dicta- 
ted as  they  are  by  the  single  motive  of  fidelity  to  souls  and  to  the  soul's 
Redeemer.  Let  me  beg  you  to  be  zealous  in  the  support  of  public 
aervices  and  to  see  that,  never,  on  any  pretext,  the  Church-doors  are 
dosed  on  any  Sunday  in  the  year,  or  on  any  high  festival.  Remember 
4at  "where  two  or  three  are  gathered  together,"  there  Christ  comes  to 
answer  prayers  and  to  bless  those  who  diligently  seek  Him.  Remember 
^  He  is  the  rewarder  of  all  such,  and  that  He  punishes  the  neglect  of 
His  ordinances.  It  is  to  secure  His  blessing,  in  covenant,  upon  your- 
ichres  and  yotu:  families,  that  you  sustain  these  ordinances.  Every  re- 
flecting Christian  will  therefore  regard  them  as  of  prime  necessity,  and  not 
tterdy  as  a  desirable  commodity.  I  conjure  you,  as  heretofore,  by  lay- 
Rading,  if  not  otherwise,  to  see  that  every  Sunday's  service  is  supplied, 
and  that  any  vacancy  occurring  be  as  soon  as  possible  filled.  The 
apathy  which  sometimes  permits  vacancies  to  last  for  months,  even 
jears,  with  no  adequate  effort  to  fill  them,  is  enough  to  affront  high 
Httven  and  to  call  down  judgment  upon  fields  and  farms,  upon  hearths 
«Bd  homes. 
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CONCLUSION. 

Beloved  Brethren  of  the  Convention:  Let  us  now  go  on  with 
our  work,  and  enter  on  another  year  of  duty,  "Looking  unto  Jesus.* 
We  are  a  council  of  the  deathless  Church  of  Christ  It  is  eighteen  cen- 
turies since  the  institutions  were  established  which  it  is  now  our  part 
and  duty  to  carry  on,  and  so  to  transmit  it  to  our  children.  Very  soon 
our  toils  will  be  ended.  Oh,  that  we  may  be  wise  stewards,  that  we  may 
not  be  ashamed  at  His  coming.

$400,  made  to  secure  an  investment ;  that  the  payments  during  the  same  time  to^ 
beneficiaries,  three  clergymen  and  two  widows,  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  fifiof^  ^ 
which  is  to  be  added  $50  paid  towards  the  funeral  expenses  of  a  widow  of  a  clergjniSf 
a  recipient  from  the  fund  at  the  time  of  her  death.     An  investment  of  |ii7^  ^ 
bond  and  mortgage  has  been  made,  of  which  sum  $450  was  received  on  a  like  seoi- 
rity  held  for  the  fimd,  and  $400  loaned  as  above  stated,  the  result  of  which  is  ^ 
increase  our  permanent  fund  $1,250;  the  total  amount  of  which  at  this  time  is$8,7<^ 
charged  with  the  $400  loan  to  be  paid  from  future  receipts.     There  remains  a  bolav^ 
in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  $247.39,  a  large  proportion  of  which,  however,  ^ 
be  required  to  pay  the  stipends  to  the  widows  on  our  list  on  the  first  day  of  Octc^ 
next,  amounting,  as  at  present  authorized,  to  $175.

The  Secretary  finds  the  following  communication,  first  appearing  in  the  Gospd 
Messenger^  among  his  papers.  Presuming  that  it  was  thus  given  by  the  Bishops  it  ii 
inserted  as  an  appendix  to  the  Treasurer's  Report : 

Mr.  Editor  : — As  your  paper  is  the  organ  of  communication  with  the  Diocese  d 
Western  New  York,  I  beg  leave  through  its  columns  most  respectfiilly  to  invite  the 
attention  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  delegates,  who  may  be  in  attendance  at  the  next  annul 
Convention  of  that  Diocese,  to  the  following  inquiry  :  Ought  not  the  limitations  con- 
tained in  the  third  and  fourth  sections  of  the  Canon  on  the  Christmas  Fund  to  be 
either  removed  entirely,  or  else  extended  so  as  to  allow  a  larger  discretion  in  respect 
to  the  appropriations  that  may  be  made  in  individual  cases? 

Section  third,  relating  to  Disabled  Clergymen,  has  the  following  prohibition:  "No 
appropriation  shall  be  made  for  a  larger  sum  than  $250  per  annum." 

Section  fourth  of  the  amended  Canon,  relating  to  Widows  and  Children  of  Cleigy* 
men,  deceased,  has  the  following  :  "  No  appropriation  for  this  purpose  shall  be  made 
of  a  larger  sum  than  $300  per  annum." 

I  will  not  comment  upon  the  obvious  incongruity  of  allowing  a  larger  sum  to  the 
family  of  a  clergyman  after  his  decease,  than  is  allowed  to  the  same  family  while  tbej 
have  upon  their  hands  the  support  and  nursing  of  a  disabled  husband  and  fiither,  with 
all  the  collateral  expenses  necessarily  incident  to  sickness  and  infirmity.  It  doubtles 
originated  when  the  Canon  was  amended  by  the  addition  of  the  section  providing  for 
the  relief  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  clergymen,  fix>m  an  unwillingness,  at  thit 
time,  to  change  the  terms  of  the  original  provision  for  disabled  clergymen. 

I  now  ask  attention  to  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund  (Appen- 
dix II.  to  the  Journal  of  1871).

The  fact  b  this.     The  cost  of  providing  the  necessaries  of  life — ^house  rent,  fed» 
table  provisions,  domestic  service,  and  many  articles  of  clothing — ^has  doubled  since 
the  limitation  to  the  appropriations  as  now  existing  was  established,  1.  e.,  $250  woo*^ 
go  as  far  in  providing  the  beneficiary  with  "the  comforts  and  conveniences  of  life 
THEN,  as  $500  will  NOW.     The  following  inquiries  are  suggested  by  this  coUatifl**  - 
First — Are  the  sums  named  in  the  limitations  of  the  Canon  sufficient  to  meet  the  wa^^ 
of  the  persons  for  whose  relief  they  are  contributed  ?  or  to  satisfy  the  consciences  0 
the  contributors  themselves  ?    Do  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  wish  for  a  cfi^' 
tinuance  of  these  limitations  of  their  liberality  to  the  sick  and  aged  ministe*^^ 
servants  of  the  Church,  and  l\ve\T  mdovis  tscaA  OTi^hans  after  their  decease?    Is  * 
stipend  enough,  even  thoug\ilVit\>ttit^cva.Tv«^  i^€v<^  \v  ^\^  \\vM\>t,V^\i\tsy.>  ^aB^>n>  ^ 
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vrcise  of  Cliristian  patience  submit  to  the  deprivations  their  condition  imposes  with- 
it  a  murmur?  Is  it  enough  to  relieve  the  secret  burden  of  their  anxiety  with  refer- 
ice  to  the  future  support  of  those  who  are  near  and  dear  to  them  ?  Second — Is  this  a 
u/  policy  ?  Is  it  righteous  to  leave  the  sick  and  the  aged,  the  widow  and  the  father- 
S5  of  our  own  day  and  generation  to  struggle  with  unhappy  poverty,  in  order  that 
e  may  lay  up  a  considerable  portion  of  the  alms  of  the  Church  contributed  for  their 
lief  in  a  fund  os^tA  permanent  (though  in  what  way  this  fund  is  exempt  from  the 
lUtations  incident  to  all  human  afEsiirs  I  do  not  know,  perhaps  financiers  can  tell),  for 
le  support  of  generations  yet  unborn?  Is  our  Church  a  living  or  a  djring  Church? 
(  she  growing  or  decaying?  Do  we  believe  that  in  the  next,  or  in  any  coming  age, 
le  will  be  less  able  to  support  her  ministering  servants  than  she  is  to-day  ?  And  yet 
•ch  would  seem  to  be  the  belief  of  those  who  would  justify  this  policy  !  But  I  must 
ol  dwell  on  this  topic.  Nor  is  it  necessary.  They  to  whom  this  communication  is 
ddressed  are  reflecting  men,  and  able  to  draw  their  own  conclusions.  I  only  ask 
;bem  to  look  at  it  Frater.

(i.)    Report. 

tkt  Cottvefttian  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York: 

Iht  Diocesan  Missionary  Board,  in  pursuance  of  the  duties  devolving  upon  it,  has 
t  quarterly,  as  heretofore.  Its  organization  remained  unchanged,  until  the  office  of 
cording  Secretary  becoming  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  C.  L.  Hutchins, 
r.  W.  H.  Adams  was  elected  to  that  position. 

The  number  of  missionaries  under  app>ointment  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was 
irty.  There  have  been  in  all  thirty-nine  Clergymen  to  whose  support  the  Board  has 
Dtiibnted,  officiating  at  forty-eight  missionary  stations,  thirty-two  of  whom  are  still 
active  service. 

A  brief  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  several  missionary  fields  is  herewith  presented 
indicating  the  extent  and  character  and  needs  of  our  Diocesan  missionary  work. 
It  it  should  be  observed  that  a  large  amount  of  missionary  labor  has  been  cheerfully 
d  efficiently  performed  by  divers  of  the  Parochial  Clergy,  of  which  the  Board  has 
» official  cognizance. 

In  Allegany  County,  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Lea  Jones  is  laboring  at  Belvidere,  and  the  Rev. 
mes  Davies  at  Canaseraga ;  but  at  Cuba  they  have  been  without  regular  services 
ice  October  last.  At  Wellsville,  under  the  rectorship  of  Rev.  J.  W.  Ray,  the 
nuch  edifice  has  been  removed  to  a  more  desirable  and  central  location  at  a  cost  of 
po(a  lot  with  a  parsonage  house  thereon  having  been  purchased  for  $3,200),  and 
e  building  plastered  and  kalsomined  at  an  expense  of  $400.  Timber  has  been 
edged  to  erect  a  tower  this  fall,  and  the  general  interests  of  the  Church,  both  tem- 
*rtl  and  spiritual,  appear  to  thrive.  In  Cattaraugus  County,  the  Rev.  C.  T.  Seibt  has 
Id  service  every  alternate  Sunday  afternoon  at  Allegany  in  the  Presbyterian  house  of 
Mship,  the  congregation  being  principally  Presbyterians  and  Methodists,  who  have 
niliarized  themselves  with  the  Prayer  Book,  and  whose  hearty  responses  are  indica- 
te of  interest.  The  Rev.  F.  Granger  encounters  at  his  several  stations  a  painful  amount 
religious  destitution.  At  Forestville,  the  Church  can  only  be  expected  to  hold  its  own 
;ainst  strong  adverse  influences.  Service  is  held  on  alternate  Sundays  at  this  point, 
ilh  a  second  service  usually  at  some  village  in  the  neighborhood ;  while  Ellicottville, 
Uamanca  and  East  Salamanca  engross  the  remainder  of  the  Missionary's  time.  The 
er.  Jas.  A.  Robinson  has  ministered  every  Sunday  since  May  last  to  a  congregation 
ithered  at  Randolph,  about  a  nucleus  of  some  eight  or  ten  Church  families.  The  low 
ate  of  religious  life  and  interest  in  the  place,  together  with  the  readiness  of  Congre- 
Uionalists  and  others  to  welcome  the  services  of  the  Church,  constitute  a  call  upon 
I  to  put  forth  earnest  efforts  to  supply  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  community.  In 
bantauqua  County,  the  Parish  at  Dunkirk  is  increasing  in  strength,  but  is  struggling 
>  pay  an  indebtedness  of  l4tOOO,  half  of  which,  however,  has  been  provided  for  since 
4Bter.  The  Rev.  M.  B .  Benton  reports  an  increased  attendance  by  one-half  in 
Inrdi  and  Sunday  School  at  Mayville,  the  purchase  of  a  new  font  and  organ,  and 
fipiiison  Church  building  and  Rectory  to  the  amount  of  $1,000.  He  finds  a  hind- 
nice  to  prosperity  in  the  lack  of  efficient  male  members.  In  Erie  County,  the  station 
i  East  Aurora  is  vacant.  At  Tonawanda,  whose  business  interests  arc  im^tovvR.^, 
lie  Rer.  Albert  Wood  finds  an  increasing  interest  in  the  Church,  as  \nd\caled  \i^  \\ve 
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attendance  and  contributions ;  but  the  fostering  care  of  the  Board  is  needed  ooiil  i 
debt  of  $1,500  is  removed.     In  Genesee  County,  the  Rector  of  Gary  School  but 
missionary  field  in  the  children  of  his  charge,  who  are  daily  subjected  to  the  kindly ! 
influences  of  the  Church.     A  full  service  is  maintained  each  day,  and  all  Holy(lqi{ 
duly  observed.      A  Missionary  Association  connected  with  the  school  holds  se 
monthly  meetings  for  obtaining  and   diffusing  information,  and  condacts  a  Sndll' 
School  at  an  outlying  station.     From  Livingston  County  no  report  has  been  reoofei 
In  Monroe  County,  the  Rev.  \V.  F.  Lane  has  established  services  at  Bergen,  Ki» 
dall  and  Thomasville,  villages  adjacent  to  Brockport.     At  Beigen,  great  interest  ka 
been  manifested.    A  Committee  of  three  act  as  a  temporary  Vestry,  and  have  fitted  if 
a  commodious  hall  with  the  requisite  conveniences  for  Divine  worship.    A  lidyta 
offered  a  site  for  a  Church,  and  one  man  has  promised  $500  toward  the  building.  4t 
Kendall,  services  have  been  maintained  in  the  deserted  Universalist  house,  with  atteatiie 
congregations ;  and  at  Thomasville  the  school  house  has  been  secured.    The  Kfli 
Mr.  Raikes,  at  the  Good  Shepherd,  Rochester,  reports  some  increase  of  numbeniil 
full  services  throughout   the  year.      From   St.    Clement's  no  report  is  receivci 
The  Rev.  H.  Lockwood,  at  Pittsford,  laments  the  weakness  which  results  from  dK 
divisions  of  a  small  village  in  six  or  seven  religious  organizations,  none  of  which  % 
able  to  support  a  minister  permanently  and  each  looking  on  that  account  with  one 
jealousy  upon  the  growth  or  attempts  at  growth  of  the  others.     In  Niagara  Coaal|, 
the   Rev.  J.  Abercrombie,  at  Lower  Lockport,  sends  no  report.     The  Rev.  CM. 
Skinner,  at  Lewiston  and  Voungstown,  holds  three  services  each  Sunday,  indadiogV 
occasional  ministration  at  Queenston.     The  Rev.  G.  W.  Southwell  continues  to  biIk 
Middlepurt  the  centre  of  missionary  work  for  several  outlying  points.     Gaspoitghv 
encouragement  to  further  efforts  in  that  locality.     The  work  at  Johnson's  Creek  is  Mt 
sufficiently  promising  to  warrant  a  continuance  of  service  there,  but  the  removals  ftm 
that  place  to  the  neighborhood  of  Skeel's  School  House  indicate  this  latter  point  is  t 
suitable  field  for  further  labor.

THE  EPISCOPATE. 


At  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  held  in  1870,  the  following 
resolution  was  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  in  cob* 
nection  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  to  take  immediate  action  toward 
increasing  the  capital  of  that  Fund,  with  power  to  make  assessments  upon  the  Pir* 
ishes  for  the  amount  needed  annually  to  make  up  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  until  the  income  from  the  principal  shall  be  sufficient  for  the  support  of  tk 
Episcopate. 

In  accordance  with  this  resolution  and  the  table  of  assessments,  tbe 

amount  due  from  your  Parish  during  the  coming  year  will  be \ 

payable  in  foiu*  quarterly  payments ;  and  it  is  requested  that  these  pay- 
ments be  made  to  the  Treasiu-er  of  the  Diocese  as  nearly  as  possible  00 
the  first  of  the  following  months,  viz :  September,  December,  March  and 
J  une.  The  amount  may  be  raised  either  by  the  quarterly  collections, 
or  in  any  other  way,  as  Parishes  may  choose. 

It  is  most  important  to  bear  in  mind  that  these  assessments  are  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  making  up  the  deficiency  in  the  income  from  Ac 
Episcopate  Fund.  Were  that  Fund  complete,  these  assessments  would 
not  be  necessary;  and  it  is  an  obligation  resting  upon  the  whole  Dio- 
cese to  increase  the  Fuivd  to  such  an  amount  that  these  assessments 
may  be  done  away,    ll  \s  Vvo^^^  ^^x.  ^».

During  the  year  which  has  closed,  the  Parish  of  Trinity  Church  has  sustained  a 
great  loss  in  the  decease  of  its  Senior  Warden,  Thomas  Davies  Burrall,  M.  A.,  wb 
for  upwards  of  half  a  century  had  been  prominently  identified  with  the  Parish,  tx^h 
as  an  active  and  faithful  communicant,  a  wise  counsellor,  a  liberal  benefactor,  audi 
constant  friend.     His  life  had  been  that  of  the  righteous,  and  his  end  was  peace. 

The  three  full  services,  supplemented  by  a  weekly  early  celebration  of  the  Euduiiit 
during  Lent  and  Easter-tide,  have  been  maintained  throughout  the  year,  save  duriig 
the  summer,  when  the  evening  service  has  been  omitted.  The  second  service  i$t 
musical  service,  designed  for  the  children  of  the  Church,  and  has  proved  very  attrac- 
tive to  them  and  to  the  adult  members  of  the  congregation  as  well.  The  sittings  at 
this  and  at  the  evening  service  are  free. 

S.  Philip's  Mission  has  been  acceptably  served,  during  a  portion  of  the  year,  bf 
the  Rev.  S.  D.  Boorom,  and  at  other  times  by  Arthur  P.  Rose,  Esq.,  M.  A.,  as  laj 
reader.  This  mission  has  made  progress  during  the  year,  and  its  Sunday  School  and 
services  are  well  attended.  The  statistics  of  the  Mission  are  included  in  the  report 
of  Trinity  Parish. 

A  typographical  error  in  last  year's  report,  as  published  in  the  Journal,  requires 
notice.  The  removals  during  that  year  were  84,  instead  of  8  as  printed.  This  la^ 
loss  was  occasioned  by  the  transfer  to  S.  Peter's  Memorial  Church  and  to  the  North 
Mission,  of  a  number  of  communicants  whose  names  had  been,  up  to  that  time,  re- 
tained on  the  list  of  the  mother  Church.

Constitution  and  the  Canons  of  the  original  Diocese,  after  the  experience 
of  years  and  a  great  development  of  the  Church  under  the  favor  of  God, 
as  well  in  its  general  Diocesan  interests  as  in  those  of  Parishes  and  of 
individual  members  thereof;  and

The  said  Standing  Committee  or  Consistory  shall  exercise 
all  other  powers  to  them  confided  by  the  General  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Church.  They  shall  be  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
the  Diocese,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  of  the  Episcopal,  so  far  as  relates  to 
all  matters  of  discipHne,  but  the  Clerical  members  alone  shall  exercise 
such  powers  and  duties  as  properly  belong  to  their  own  Order,  by  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  Lay  members.  And  in  case  of  any  sentence  to 
be  pronounced  upon  a  Clergyman,  no  other  than  a  Bishop,  canonicallj 
appointed  for  said  purpose,  shall  be  competent  to  perform  said  duty. 

§  IV.  The  said  Consistory  or  Standing  Committee  shall  be  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  in  all  cases  provided  for  by  the  general  Consti- 
tution and  Canons  of  the  Church. 

§  V.  And  the  said  Consistory  shall  be  the  official  advisers  of  the 
Episcopate  in  all  cases  where  the  necessity  of  advice  or  counsel  is  re- 
cognized by  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  Church. 

NINTH. 

The  Bishop,  Clergy  and  Laity,  in  Council  or  Convention  assembled, 
shall  deliberate  as  one  body  in  voting.     Every  Clerical  member  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  vote,  and  the  Laity  shall  vote  as  heretofore  provided.    Bt»t 
when  more  than  one  Church  or  Chapel  shall  be  united  under  one  Ve^* 
try,  the  members,  representing  such  Vestry,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vo^* 
for  each  Church  or  Chapel  so  united.     To  entitle  a  Parish  to  said  a^ 
ditional  votes,  the  Churches  or  Chapels,  other  than  the  original  Parochi^ 
organization,  shall  have  separate  places  of  worship,  and  shall  have  be^' 
recognized  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  as  Missions 
Chapels  of  Ease  of  said  Parish. 

A  majority  of  votes  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Orders  jointly,  shaU 
decisive,  but  if  in  any  case  it  be  so  rec^uired  by  five  voters,  the  Cleric

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>Tder  shall  be  necessary  to  the  passing  of  any  measure.  In  the  case 
if  electing  a  Bishop,  the  Clergy  and  Laity  shall  always  vote  separately, 
IS  in  the  preceding  Section  prescribed. 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  only  in  manner  as 
follows:  The  proposed  amendment  shall  be  presented  in  writing,  and, 
if  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  two  Orders,  it  shall  be  acted  upon  at 
the  following  Convention,  when,  if  a  majority  of  the  two  Orders,  voting 
separately,  and  by  ballot,  shall  approve  the  said  proposed  amendment, 
and  it  shall  also  be  assented  to  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  it  shall 
become  valid  and  obligatory  as  a  part   of  the  Constitution  of  the 

Diocese. 

All  previous  Constitutions  of  the  Diocese  are  hereby  annulled  and 

repealed.

VIII.  No  motion  shall  be  put  or  debated  until  it  is  seconded ;  and,  when  sec- 
onded, it  shall  be  stated  by  the  President  before  debate  ;  and  every  motion  shall  be 
redaced  to  writing,  when  required  by  the  President  or  any  member. 

IX.  If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  distinct  propositions,  any  member 
nuty  have  the  same  divided. 

X.  When  a  question  b  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received,  unless  to  lay 
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it  on  the  table ;  to  p>ostpone  it  indefinitely  ;  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time ;  to  com- 
mit it,  or  to  amend  it ;  and  motions  for  either  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  herein  named.  But  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order  wfaa 
no  member  is  speaking,  and  shall  be  decided  v^nthout  debate  ;  and  if  it  be  negatived, 
it  shall  not  be  renewed  until  some  other  business  has  intervened. 

XI.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

XII.  On  a  question  being  put  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the 
sound  of  voices,  for  or  against  it ;  but  any  member  may  require  a  count  of  the  votes, 
and  tellers  for  that  purpose  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair  ;  or  any  three  votes 
may,  previous  to  a  decision  by  count,  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be  taken,  which 
shall  be  done  by  calling  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  and  of  the  churches  repre- 
sented, and  the  votes  shall  be  entered  in  the  Journals. 

XIII.  Any  five  votes  may  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be  taken  by  orders ;  and 
when  so  taken  they  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

XIV.  No  mcml)er  may  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question  withont 
leave  of  the  House. 

XV.  A  (question  l>eing  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsidered  during  the  same  session 
without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  Convention,  nor  without  the 
motion  for  that  purpose  being  made  by  one  of  the  majority  on  the  prior  decision ; 
nor  shall  any  question  be  reconsidered  more  than  once. 

XVI.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless  otherwise 
specially  directed  by  the  House  ;  in  which  case  they  shall  be  appointed  by  ballot. 

XVII.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  of  Deputies  to  the  Genenl 
Convention,  and  the  election  of  any  person  to  supply  a  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Trus* 
tees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate,  or  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen — as  also,  for  the  election  of  a  Treasurer 
of  the  Convention,  and  a  Treasurer  for  the  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen- 
shall  be  the  order  of  the  day  for  4  o'clock  P.  M.,  on  the  second  day  of  every  annul 
meeting  of  the  Convention. 

XVIII.  No  standing  rule  or  order  shall  be  suspended,  changed,  or  rescinded 
without  one  day's  previous  notice  of  a  motion  to  that  effect,  unless  by  the  votes  of 
two-thirds  of  the  persons  present  entitled  to  vote. 

XIX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  any  session  of  the  Convention,  the  minutes 
of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected  and  approved. 

XX.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention,  it  shall  meet  at  9  o'clock  in  the 
morning;  take  a  recess  from  12)^  to  2  o'clock  P.  M.,  and  from  5^  to  7  o'clock 
P.  M.

This  being  the  day  fixed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese  of 
Western  New  York  for  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention  of  the 
same,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Arthur  Cleveland  Coxe,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  assembled  in  S. 
Thomas'  Church,  Bath,  the  place  appointed  by  the  Bishop  for  the 
meeting. 

Evening  Prayer  was  said  at  4  o'clock,  the  Bishop  officiating,  assisted 
by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Radley,  Bishop,  Lockwood  and  Long. 

The  Bishop  then  preached  briefly,  from  the  sixteenth  verse  of  the 
sixteenth  chapter  of  S.  Paul's  Epistle  to  the  Romans — "  The  Churches 
of  Christ  salute  you^ 

Divine  service  being  concluded,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  called 
the  Convention  to  order. 

The  Secretary  of  the  last  Annual  Convention  called  the  names  of  the 
Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  from  a  list  furnished  by  the  Bishop,  when 
thirty-nine  Clergymen  (see  page  j)  answered  to  their  names  and  took 
their  seats. 

The  Parishes  entitled  to  representation  were  then  called  upon,  and 
requested  to  present  the  certificates  of  Lay  Deputies. 

The  President  appointed  the  Rev.  James  A.  Robinson  and  Mr.  J.  N. 
Macomb,  Jr.,  under  Can.  IL,  §  5,  to  act  with  the  Secretary  in  examining 
the  certificates  of  Lay  Deputies,  and  to  report  upon  the  same. 
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Election  of  Secretary,     Reading  of  the  Bishofs  Address. 

The  Committee  reported  forty-four  certificates  as  correct  and  two  as 
defective  in  form,  which,  having  been  put  into  form  by  the  proper 
officers  at  once,  the  names  of  the  Deputies  found  in  the  certificates 
were  called,  when  thirty  Deputies  (seepage  lo),  representing  twenty-one 
Parishes,  answered  to  their  names  and  took  their  seats. 

A  larger  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Deputies  than  the  Canons 
require  to  constitute  a  quorum  being  in  attendance,  the  Convention  was 
declared  by  the  President  to  be  in  order  for  business. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  B.  W.  Stone,  D.  D.,  the  ballot  was  dispensed 
with,  and  the  Rev.  Theodore  M.  Bishop  was  declared  unanimously 
re-elected  Secretary  for  the  ensuing  year.  Mr.  Bishop  accepted  the 
election,  with  thanks  to  the  Convention,  and  re-appointed  the  Rev.

The  Rev.  P.  P.  Kidder,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  General 
Theological  Seminary,  presented  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  General  Theological  Seminary  respectfully  report: 

As  it  is  evident  that  the  interests  of  this  Institution  of  Learning  are  of  growing 
importance  to  the  Church  at  large,  and  not  less  to  this  Diocese  than  to  other  por- 
tions, your  Committee  feel  it  incumbent  on  them  to  present,  for  the  infonnatioa  of 
the  Convention,  such  chief  matters  of  fact  pertaining  to  the  Seminary  as  have  trans- 
pired during  the  last  Conventional  year. 

A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  called,  according  to 
a  provision  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Bishop  of  New  York,  was  held  in  the  hall  of 
the  Seminary,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  on  the  7th  of  November  last.  The  im- 
mediate object  of  the  meeting  was  the  election  of  a  Dean  of  the  Seminaiy,  nomi- 
nations having  been  made  for  this  office  at  the  previous  Annual  Meeting.  Such 
election,  however,  was  postponed,  by  action  of  the  Board,  to  the  Annual  Meeting  to 
be  held  in  June,  1873.  At  that  special  meeting,  however,  additional  nominations 
were  made  for  the  vacant  Professorships  of  Ecclesiastical  Polity  and  Law,  and  of 
Biblical  Learning  and  the  Interpretation  of  Scripture ;  also,  the  Rev.  Walton  W. 
Battershall,  on  the  nomination  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Western  New  York, 
was  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  number  of  Trustees  belonging  to  this  Diocese. 

Interesting  extracts  from  the  minutes  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  of  the  Faculty, 
as  affecting  as  they  were  just,  touching  the  characters,  respectively,  of  the  recently 
deceased  Rev.  Professors  of  the  Seminary,  viz.:  Francis  Vinton,  D.  D.,  D.  C.  L., 
Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  Polity  and  Law,  and  Samuel  Seabury,  Doctor  in  Divinity, 
Professor  of  Biblical  Learning  and  the  Interpretation  of  Scripture,  4Uid  as  suitable 
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tribates  to  their  memories,  were  presented  and  read,  and  ''were  directed  to  be  en- 
tered on  the  minutes  as  expressive  of  the  feelings  of  the  Trustees."  It  was  indeed 
not  only  a  great  bereavement  deeply  felt  by  the  Seminary  and  by  the  Church  at  large, 
ffaen  these  two  distinguished  Professors  were  called  to  rest  from  their  labors,  but  the 
ipidity  with  which  the  death  of  Dr.  Seabury  followed  that  of  Dr.  Vinton  was 
ilculated  to  impress  the  solemnity  of  the  double  calamity  on  every  heart,  admonish- 
Dg  all  that  "  in  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death."  The  one  departed  this  life  on  the 
9th  day  of  September  last,  the  feast  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels,  and  the  other 
n  the  loth  day  of  the  following  month. 

It  seems  proper,  also,  in  this  place  to  record  the  recent  decease  of  the  Rev.  and 
renerable  Dr.  Samuel  R.  Johnson,  Emeritus  Professor  of  Systematic  Divinity  and 
)ogmatic  Theology.  After  a  long  life  of  great  usefulness  in  the  Church,  both  as 
?Mish  Priest  and  Teacher  of  Theology,  Yatfdl  asleep  at  his  home  in  Amenia,  greatly 
teloved  and  deeply  mourned  by  his  little  flock,  to  whom  he  had  faithfully  perfonned 
I  &ithful  shepherd's  part,  during  the  few  years  that  have  elapsed  since  his  retirement 
lom  the  duties  of  his  Professor^ip  in  the  Seminary.  But  it  belongs  to  those  who 
lave  had  a  more  perfect  knowledge  of  his  great  worth  and  guileless  character  to 
q)eak  his  eulogy. 

Great,  however,  as  has  been  the  Church's  and  the  Seminary's  loss  in  the  death  of 
hese  able  and  venerable  Professors,  whose  praise  has  so  long  been  in  the  Church,  it 
»  gratifying  to  be  able  to  record  that,  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Trustees,  in 
^une  last,  the  vacant  chairs  were  so  happily  filled  by,  as  it  is  believed,  **  faithful  men 
rho  are  able  to  teach,"  and  are  well  qualified  for  the  distinguished  positions  to  which 
^ey  have  been  elevated  in  the  Church.  The  Rev.  Andrew  Oliver,  D.  D.,  was 
lected  Professor  of  Biblical  Learning  and  the  Interpretation  of  Scripture,  and  the 
^-  William  I.  Seabury  was  elected  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  Polity  and  Law.  The 
**"*»  for  some  reason,  failed  to  elect  a  Dean,  and  the  Rev.  Professor  of  Ecclesias- 
*1  History,  George  F.  Seymour,  D.  D.,  is  still  Dean  ad  interim, 
The  whole  number  of  students  attending  the  Seminary  during  the  year,  as  reported 
'  the  Dean  ad  interim^  was  seventy.     The  graduating  class  numbered  twenty-two,

•  give  the  reasons  which  are  set  forth  for  its  adoption.  It  seems  proper,  how- 
'*'»  to  say  this  much  concerning  the  plan  of  the  Committee  that  it  embraces 
'^  following  points :  First, — That  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  be 
.       ^Hennially,   instead  of  annually  as  now,   and  in  the   years  of  the  meeting 

^^  General  Convention,  and  on  the  Tuesday  preceding  said  meeting;  and 
»    in  the  interval,   the  powers  and  functions  of  the  Board  be  performed  by  a 

^^rnission  as  an  Executive  Committee,  wholly  responsible  to  the  Board  and 
^*^t  to  its  instructions  ;  and  it  is  proposed  that  the  Alumni  of  the  Seminary  have 

"^^  special  measure  of  influence  in  the  election  of  members  of  this  Commission. 

^ond, — ^That  the  Seminary  be  removed  to  some  point  not  remote  from  thft  CvVj  <iit 
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New  York,  but  free  from  its  distractions.  Thirdly, — The  plan  of  the  Committee 
contemplates  an  increase  of  professorships,  and  a  corresponding  enlargement  in  the 
course  of  studies,  including,  especially,  French,  German  and  Spanish, — a  greater 
thoroughness  in  certain  departments,  particularly  in  Hebrew,  and  the  addition  of  "a 
fourth  year  to  the  course  for  those  who  choose  to  extend  their  studies."  By  this 
plan,  fully  developed  and  carried  into  practice,  the  Committee  making  this  report 
hope  to  secure  for  the  future  Clergy  of  the  Church  much  greater  advantages  of  educa- 
tion than  have  been  hitherto  attainable,  such  as  will  "fit  them  to  be,"  in  the  terse 
language  of  that  Committee,  '*  the  Doctors  of  the  people  and  the  Evangelists  of  the 
nations." 

The  same  Committee  also  presented  a  report  upon  another  important  subject,  re- 
ferred to  it  for  its  consideration,  the  substance  of  which  is  embodied  in  the  reso- 
lution accompanying  the  report,  and  is  in  the  following  words:  "Resolved,  that 
while  it  is  not  expedient  to  alter  the  representation  heretofore  accorded  in  this  Board 
to  new  Dioceses  formed  by  the  division  of  old  Dioceses,  it  is  undesirable,  on  grounds 
both  of  principle  and  expediency,  to  credit,  hereafter,  a  new  Diocese  with  money 
given  by  a  person  who,  at  the  time  of  the  gift,  belonged  to  the  Diocese  from  wbidi 
the  new  one  had  been  formed."  Both  these  reports  were  ordered  to  be  printed,  and 
were  referred  for  consideration  to  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board,  to  be  held  on  the 
Tuesday  before  the  next  Annual  Meeting.  • 

One  other  fact  it  seems  proper  for  your  Committee  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  this 
Convention.  The  Rev.  James  Abercrombie,  D.  D.,  who,  by  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  two  years  ago,  was  nominated,  with  others,  as  a  Trustee  of  the  Gcnend  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  failed  to  be  admitted  to  a  seat — as  a  member  entitled  to  vote — at  the 
last  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board.  The  reason  for  this  adverse  action,  as  given  by  a 
Committee  appointed  to  report  upon  the  case,  was,  that  the  name  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Aber- 
crombie was  not  in  the  list  of  the  nominations  as  presented  to  the  General  Convention 
for  election  for  this  Diocese  by  the  Committee  of  the  House  on  that  subject.  Whose 
fault  it  is  that  the  will  of  the  Diocese  has  been  frustrated  in  this  matter  does  not 
clearly  appear  to  your  Committee.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  the  error  may 
be  rectified  as  far  as  practicable  by  this  Convention. 

These  are  the  chief  matters  of  interest  that  have  occurred  touching  the  welfare  of 
the  Seminary,  so  far  as  the  knowledge  of  your  Committee  extends,  since  the  last  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese.  But  we  cannot  conclude  this  report  without  expressing  the 
earnest  hope  that  this  Diocese  will  feel  a  deeper  and  still  growing  interest  in  an  Insti- 
tution of  Learning  such  as  the  Seminary  is  already,  and  especially  such  as  it  may  be 
made  to  be  if  the  plans,  or  something  like  them,  of  the  Committee  referred  to  are 
carried  into  execution,  a  grand  instrument  under  God  in  the  hands  of  the  Church  for 
laying  deep  her  foundations  and  rearing  high  her  walls. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  offer  for  the  consideration  of  the  Convention,  the  fol- 
lowing resolution.

REPORT: 

The  Committee  on  Beneficence  and  Works  of  Piety  report : 

That  although  much  effort  has  been  expended  to  collect  the  information,  theyapp 
hend  that  many  facts  have  been  withheld. 

A  noble  church  of  stone  has  been  erected  by  the  Parish  of  Zion  Church,  Palmy 
at  the  cost  of  $29,500.     But  this  sum  does  not  include  the  cost  of  the  tower  and  spi 
the  painted  windows  (which  arc  unusually  good,  and  mostly  **in  memoriam,'*) 
additional  piece  of  ground  to  enlarge  the  church  lot,  the  furniture,  carpets  and  Dpi 
stery.     Adding  these  items  and  the  total  cost  reaches  the  sum  of  $46,602,  all  paid 

In  the  Parish  of  St.  John's  Church,  Canandaigua,  has  also  been  erected  a  verygc 
stone  church,  not  entirely  paid  for  ;  but  there  has  been  contributed  towards  the  bui 
ing  the  sum  of  $27,000.     In  addition  to  this  amount  there  has  been  contributed 
memorial  windows,  carpets,  furniture,  &c.,  about  $5,000.     The  Parish  has  also 
ceived  a  legacy  of  $600. 

St.  John's  Church,  Mt.  Morris,  has  paid  old  debts  to  the  amount  of  $3,000.  I 
portant  improvements  have  been  made  upon  the  parsonage.  Since  October,  iS 
this  Parish  has  expended  upon  the  church  and  for  the  Jane  Grey  Seminary  the  s 
of  $6,500. 

The  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Buffalo,  has  been  erected  within  the  past  year  at 
cost  of  $40,000.     This  Parish  has  also  received  from  individuals  very  costly  mcmor 
windows,  a  font,  furniture,  &c.,  valued  at  several  thousands  of  dollars. 
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The  Church  Clmrity  Foundation  of  Buffalo  is  supported  at  an  annual  cost  of  $8,000. 
It  has  a  home  for  the  aged  and  also,  through  a  legacy  of  $5,000,  a  ward  for  orphans. 
Its  property  is  believed  now  to  be  worth  $60,000. 

In  the  Parish  of  St.  James*  Church,  Watkins,  the  late  James  Magee  bequeathed 
$5<^ooo  to  build  five  churches  in  various  places.  The  Church  has  been  painted,  deco- 
ded and  carpeted. 

$350  have  been  expended  upon  St.  Paul's  Church,  Stafford. 

The  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Addison,  has  received  a  costly  font. 

In  the  City  of  Rochester  a  lot  has  been  purchased  in  the  Twelfth  Ward,  at  the 
ost  of  $3,000,  upon  which  a  new  church  for  St.  Clement's  Parish  is  being  built. 

Grace  Church,  Lyons,  has  been  beautifully  decorated  and  re-carpeted,  at  a  cost  of 
'2»ooo.  Also  a  very  fine  memorial  window  has  been  erected,  consisting  of  three 
?hts,  thirteen  feet  high,  the  cost  of  which  is  withheld  from  the  Committee. 
The  Heathcote  School  in  Buffalo  has  received  during  the  year  the  sum  of  $1,356. 
Be  Veaux  College  has  received  a  bell,  to  be  the  great  bell  of  a  future  chime,  at  a 
talcost  of  $1,171.58. 

In  the  Parish  of  Grace  Church,  Lockport,  have  been  contributed  for  special  works 
the  West,  and  for  Parish  debt  and  endowment,  over  $12,000. 
In  Trinity  Church,  Geneva,  about  $1,000  have  been  contributed  for  a  memorial 
indow  in  memory  of  the  first  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  This  Parish  has  also  expended 
veral  thousand  dollars  for  the  relief  of  Clergymen's  families,  upon  the  organ,  for 
miture  and  iron  gates. 

S.  Paul's  Church,  Buffalo,  has  erected  an  Organ  at  a  cost  of  $8,000 ;  and  has  also 
ccived  a  valuable  gift  of  Altar  linen,  embroidered. 

In  the  Parish  of  Middleport,  one  person  gave  towards  the  erection  of  the  Church, 
^500  ;  besides  a  lot  worth  $1,000. 

S.  John's  Church,  Buffalo,  by  a  single  effort,  has  paid  its  debt  of  $12,000. 
S*  John's  Church,  Wayne,  has  received  the  gift  of  a  mortgage  upon  the  Church 
X)perty,  amounting  to  $300. 
S.  Andrew's  Church,  Bradford,  has  received  from  one  person  $3,000,  for  a  perma- 

^^  endowment.  The  same  person  had  previously  expended  $2,000  on  the  Church 
ifice. 

Tl^e  two  feeble  Parishes  in  the  town  of  Sodus  have  given  evidence  of  vigor,  in  the 
^*on  of  a  much-needed  Parsonage,  for  which  they  have  collected  $1,160 — not  the 
iole  cost  of  the  building.  In  Sodus  Point  about  $200  have  been  expended  on  the 
lurch. 

^*  Janaes*  Church,  Batavia,  is  expending  $2,000,  already  collected,  for  improve- 

™'^  upon  its  Church  edifice. 

^^  the  Parish  of  Christ  Church,  Cuba,  $1,350  have  been  expended  for  the  benefit 

^«  Church. 

^  gentleman  of  the  Diocese  has  just  relinquished,  upon  the  death  of  a  priest,  the 

*°^  ^^  $4,000,  for  the  welfare  of  the  family  of  the  deceased. 

*  ^e  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  has  received,  from  a  devout  member  of  the  Church,  in 
'^ttalo,  more  than  $600,  represented  as  the  tenth  of  a  sum  lately  realized  in  business. 
"*  Prefers  that  his  name  should  be  withheld,  and  adds,  **  I  beg  you  to  use  the  sum  in 
""^  Oianner,  without  account  or  restriction,  as  you  think  will  best  promote  the  cause 
^  Christ  and  His  Church  in  your  Diocese."

The  total  value  of  gifts  and  donations  included  in  this  Report  reaches  the 
more  than  two  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee,  while  congratulating  the  Church  upon  these  eii* 
dences  of  the  love  of  God  in  the  hearts  of  Church  men  and  women,  regret  that  tkej 
do  not  report  more  numerous  gifts  by  men  of  large  means.  The  buildings  and  a* 
dowments  in  Europe,  of  Colleges  and  Churches,  are  yet  to  be  rivalled,  in  this  mia- 
ner,  in  our  newer  world.

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  A.  Cleveland  Coxe,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocat^ 
Western  New  York^  and  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Education  : 

The  Rev.  James  Rankine,  D.  D.,  as  Rector  of  the  DeLancey  Divinity  Sdiool, 
respectfully  reports,  for  the  year  past : 

The  Rev.  S.  D.  Boorom  removed  last  winter  to  Minnesota  for  his  health,  and  bas 
not  returned  again  to  Geneva.     The  Rev.  James  H.  Dennis  has  removed  from  the 
Mission  at  Victor  to  that  of  the  Church  at  Middleport.     His  brother,  Mr.  Henry  S. 
Dennis,  was  ordained  Deacon  February  last,  and  succeeded  him  in  the  Victor  Mis- 
sion.    On  Trinity  Sunday  Mr.  William  Catterson  was  ordained  to  the  Diaconate  and 
was  appointed  to  the  Missions  in  the  vicinity  of  Geneva.     These  gentlemen  arc  pre- 
paring for  their  ordination  to  the  Priesthood.     Mr.  G.  A.  Mueller,  M.  A.,  a  candi- 
date for  orders  in  the  Diocese,  has  just  entered  upon  his  studies  in  the  School. 

In  response  to  a  suggestion  made  in  the  Gospel  Messenger  with  reference  to  my 
last  year's  report,  I  received  from  Wm.  C.  Pierrepont,  LL.  D.,  of  Pierrepont  Manor, 
Jeflferson  Co.,  $100,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Library  of  the  Divinity  School.  By  this 
means  I  have  been  able  to  add  to  our  apparatus  for  the  study  of  the  Scriptures  the 
following  valuable  works,  viz:  Wordsworth's  Greek  Testament,  Alford's  do.,  Ellicott*s 
Commentary,  Greek  Concordance,  Bagster's  Hexapla,  Bengel's  Gnomon,  Gesenins'

REPORT: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial 
**Und,  respectfully  report : 

That  they  have  examined  the  same  and  find  that  the  various  funds  are  in  a  satis- 
lory  condition.  Appended  to  the  Report  is  a  certificate  of  G.  W.  Nicholas,  Esq., 
**ld  P.  Richards,  Esq.,  appointed  Auditors  by  the  Bishop,  that  they  have  examined 
^ll«  securities  held  by  the  Trustees,  and  find  the  funds  well  and  safely  invested  ;  and 
^luit  they  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  compared  the  vouchers 
Uicrcwith,  and  found  them  correct. 

The  terms  of  office  of  A.  L.  Chew,  Esq.,  and  A.  P.  Nichob,  Esq  ,  expired  on 
Uie  first  day  of  this  month. 

In  the  suggestion  of  the  Trustees  that  certain  notes  specified  by  them  in  their 
Iteport  be  dropped  from  their  accounts,  as  there  is  no  probability  that  they  will  ever 
be  paid  in  whole  or  part,  your  Committee  concur. 

It  is  desired  that  the  Secretary  of  Convention  will  not  publish  in  the  Journal  the 
names  of  borrowers  of  moneys  which  are  given  in  the  Treasurer's  Reix)rt,  as  such 
publishment  is  an  obstacle  in  the  way  of  investments. 

As  no  action  of  the  Legislature  was  obtained  at  its  last  session,  enlarging  the  ix)wer 
of  the  Trustees  as  desired,  we  would  recommend  that  the  same  Committee  that  had 
f^liijc  Imsiness  in  hand  be  continued  to  renew  the  application,  or  that  a  new  one  be  ap- 
pointed to  do  so. 

'W'e  think  that  the  thanks  of  the  Diocese  should  be  publicly  expressed  to  Jolin  H. 
Strifty  Esq.,  of  the  City  of  New  York,  for  his  liberal  benefaction  in  establishing  a 
penn^inent  fund  in  the  DeLancey  Divinity  School,  providing  text-books  for  its 
students.

That  the  following  Clergymen  made  no  report  to  the  Bishop,  as  required  by  CaDoo, 
previous  to  the  last  Convention,  viz  :

and  the  following  Parishes:  Christ  Church,  Cuba;  S.  Peter's  Church,  Hinsdak; 
Grace  Church,  Nunda ;  S.  Peter's  Church,  EastBloomfield ;  S.  John's  Church,  Mediu; 
S.  Stephen's  Church,  Wolcott ;  Holy  Innocents'  Church,  East  Pike. 

From  one  Parish  above  named,  viz.,  that  of  S.  Stephen's,  Wolcott,  no  report  has 
appeared  on  the  pages  of  the  Convention  Journal,  since  1869.  Canon  2,  section  6tli, 
article  5th,  of  the  Diocese,  provides  that  "whenever  apy  Church  in  union  shall  n^iot 
for  three  years  in  succession  to  make  a  Parochial  Reix)rt,  no  Missionary  Report  beiii{ 
made  in  its  behalf  during  said  period,  or  shall  not,  during  the  said  three  jrears,  htve 
employed  a  Clergyman  as  its  parish  minister,  nor  made  application  to  the  Bishop  ortke 
Missionary  Board  for  the  services  of  a  missionary  with  just  provision  towards  Ins 
support,  such  Church  shall  be  regarded  as  having  forfeited  its  connection  wilk  tbe 
Council  of  the  Diocese,  and  shall  no  longer  be  entitled  to  representation  in  the  same.* 

Whether  the  two  last  conditions  of  the  Canon  have  been  complied  with  by  & 
Stephen's,  Wolcott,  your  Committee  is  not  able  to  say.  If  they  have  not  either  ok 
or  both  been  complied  with,  it  would  appear  that  the  said  Parish  has,  by  nqilect, 
forfeited  its  connection  with  the  Diocese.  The  last  report  was  made  by  the  Wardens^ 
who  reported  24  communicants. 

The  Committee  respectfully  submit  these  facts  to  the  Convention,  that  it  may  td^e 

such  action  in  the  premises  as  its  wisdom  may  suggest.

The  Rev.  Dr.  IngersoU,  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
iocese,  read  the  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Report  of 
e  Special  Committee  on  De  Veaux  College,  which  was  presented  and 
ad  at  the  last  Convention.     {Seepage  41  of  Journal  for  1872,) 

After  various  motions  and  much  discussion,  the  following  resolution, 
i^sented  by  the  Rev.  Henry  Anstice,  was  adopted  : 

Resolvedf  That  the  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  on  the 
eport  of  the  Special  Committee  on  De  Veaux  College,  presented  at  the  last  Con- 
dition, be  referred  back  to  that  Committee,  with  all  the  papers  relating  to  the 
bject,  reaffirming  the  instructions  given  in  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  Con- 
ntion,  viz.,  "that  the  Standing  Committee  be  instructed  to  recommend  such 
easurcs  for  adoption  as  will  certainly  prevent  any  encroachment  upon  the  principal 
the  Trust  Fund  for  current  expenses  " — to  report  in  accordance  therewith  to  the 
art  Convention. 

The  follov^ing  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools 
as  presented  by  the  Rev.  Francis  Granger,  which,  on  motion,  was 
"dered,  without  being  read,  to  be  printed  in  the  Journal. 

REPORT. 

The  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  respectfully  report : 

That  they  have  availed  themselves  of  the  labors  of  the  Committee  appointed  at 

e  la:>t  Convention,  and  present  the  following  paper  drawn  up  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 

iker,  modified  somewhat  by  themselves  : 

A  general  feeling  appears  to  exist  among  our  earnest  Pastors  and  Laymen  that,  as 

present  conducted,  our  Sunday  Schools  are  not  accomplishing  all  that  might  be 

Lsonably  expected  from  them. 

There  seems  to  be  no  recognized  plan  for  the  organization  or  the  management  of 
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such  schools,  and  beyond  the  teaching  of  the  answers  in  the  Church  dtechisa, 
there  is  no  approved  course  of  instruction. 

We  all  feel  that  we  are  experimenting  with  that  which  should  be  fixed  and  cotak 

While  we  rejoice  in  the  liberty  which  enables  each  Rector  to  choose  whatever mok 
he  shall  deem  best  adapted  for  the  education  of  the  young  of  his  Parish,  still  Ae 
lack  of  any  approz'ed  standard  and  the  absence  of  unity  of  action  renders  our  Soodif 
School  work  peculiarly  desultory. 

Those  Pastors  who  feel  that  they  would  gladly  profit  by  the  wisdom  of  othen,  tie 
still  without  the  means  of  learning  the  results  of  others'  experience,  and  ait  thetcfac 
left  to  their  own  ingenuity  in  devising  methods. 

The  manifold  difficulties  which,  under  this  state  of  things,  embarrass  our  Pastoisii 
the  prosecution  of  their  Sunday  School  work,  tend  to  their  discouragement ;  nd 
some  few  of  them,  we  believe,  have  expressed  a  willingness  to  abandon  it 

But  that  this  would  be  a  fatal  mistake, — that  it  would  deprive  multitudes  of  dukiici 
of  the  main  source  they  have  at  present  of  religious  instruction, — that  it  would  driie 
into  sectarian  schools  many  who  now  come  under  our  influence, — ^that  it  woold  vok 
injury  to  the  spirituality  of  our  churches  by  taking  away  from  our  communicants  a 
important  field  of  direct  Christian  activity,  your  Committee  unanimously  agree. 

We  would  rather  be  incited  by  the  difficulties  which  surround  us  to  anewal 
effort  to  remove  the  obstacles  which  at  present  impede  our  w^ork,  and  so  to  mouli 
our  Sunday  School  system  that  it  may  accomplish  the  duty  to  which  we  beliereilis 
providentially  called. 

It  is  a  recognized  fact  that  our  Sunday  Schools,  originally  intended  for  diildra 
destitute  of  other  religious  instruction,  now  include  also  the  baptized  children  of  the 
Church.     It  has  been  ui^ed  that,  with  regard  to  these  latter,  our  present  system  has 
the  tendency  to  weaken  the  tic  which  exists  between  sponsors  and  their  god-chiklitJ>» 
and  to  make  the  sponsors  careless  with  regard  to  their  responsibilities.     That  thet  B 
a  tendency  in  us  all  to  leave  our  duties  to  be  performed  by  others,  and  that  we  may 
use  the  proffered  help  of  Sunday  School  instniction  as  an  excuse  for  the  neglect  oi 
our  vows,  will  not  be  denied. 

But  it  should  be  carefully  considered  whether  sponsors,  who  now  fail  to  perform 
their  duty,  would  be  more  likely  to  perform  it  if  the  Sunday  School  did  not  exist  ; 
whether  the  same  objection  might  not  be  urged  against  the  efforts  of  our  Pastors,  ^* 
their  pulpits,  to  feed  the  lambs  of  their  flock;  whether  it  might  not  as  well  be  argii*^ 
that  because  the  Rector  of  the  Parish  endeavors  to  instruct  the  young  that,  therefor*' 
there  was  no  need  of  home  instruction.  Tlie^e  questions  should  be  settled  before  txi' 
thought  is  entertained  by  any  of  taking  away  the  aid,  generously  proffered  by  t.tw 
Sunday  School,  for  the  education  of  the  children  of  the  Covenant,  or  of  depri^'i^ 
others,  who  are  not  of  the  household  of  faith,  of  that  instruction  which  they  now  &«*' 
at  our  hands. 

Among  the  obstacles  in  the  prosecution  of  our  Sunday  School  work  may  l>e  men 
tioned  : 

I.      The  difficulty  of  obtaiuitt^  teachers  7vho  are  both  intellectually  and  spiritHt:/ly 
competent. 

Our  older  communicants,  who,  by  their  superior  age  and  wisdom,  should  be  b«*f 
fitted  to  instruct  the  children,  too  generally  leave  this  duty  to  be  performed  by  (h' 
young  and  inexperienced. 
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Impelled  by  an  earnest  desire  to  do  good,  still  not  thoroughly  furnished  for  their 
and  yet  not  knowing  how  to  prepare  themselves,  these  young  teachers  too  often 
into  our  schools  with  lessons  but  half  learned,  and  with  a  depressing  sense  of 
tibeir  own  incompetency. 

A  personal  inspection  of  the  teaching  which  is  given  in  many  of  the  classes  of  our 
acbools  would  be  enough  to  convince  our  Rectors  of  this  fact. 

It  is  a  cause  of  mortification  to  us,  that  while  so  much  has  been  done  toward  pro- 
elding  and  educating  skilled  teachers  for  our  Public  Schools,  in  which,  for  five  days 
of  the  week,  most  of  the  children  pursue  their  secular  studies,  so  little  has  as  yet  been 
accomplished  toward  training  teachers  for  otir  Sunday  Schools, 

The  method  generally  adopted  has  been  to  hold  Teachers*  Meetings.     In  these  the 
Fmstor  meets  the  teachers,  and  familiarly  goes  over  with  them  the  lesson  for  the  fol- 
lowing Sunday.     These  meetings  may  often  be  made  more  interesting  and  profitable, 
and  at  the  same  time  previous  study  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  may  be  stimulated,  if 
the  Pastor  skillfully  calls  out  the  views  of  the  different  members  of  his  class,  or  re- 
qiaires  from  them  an  occasional  essay  on  some  theme  suggested  by  the  lesson. 
■        But  these  meetings,  useful  as  they  are  in  preparation  for  the  immediate  work  of 
die  school,  still  fail  to  give  that  general  and  systematic  knowledge  of  Church  princi- 
ples and  Scripture  truth  which  is  needed  to  make  efificient  teachers. 

Wc  ought,  whenever  practicable,  to  have  classes  formed  for  the  educating  of  skilled 
instnictors.  This  will  provide  for  our  future  need,  and  if  sufficient  interest  is  awakened 
In  the  subject,  will  enable  us  eventually  to  select  and  appoint  our  teachers  from 
■BKmg  those  who  will  be  well  qualified  for  their  task.  We  do  not  regard  this  as  an 
^practicable  scheme.  In  most  of  our  Parishes  we  believe  that  a  small  number  might 
befoond,  who,  for  their  own  improvement,  or  for  the  purpose  of  fitting  themselves 
far  fiitiire  usefulness,  would  be  glad  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  of  such  a 
diss. 

The  thoroughness  of  the  instruction  would  depend  upon  the  frequency  of  the  meet- 
^'^  and  the  time  devoted  to  the  training  of  the  class. 
In  such  a  cause,  instruction  should  be  given, 

'*^'     With  regard  to  the  different  books  of  the  Bible,  as  to  their  inspiration 
***  aiithorship,  together  with  a  general  view  of  their  contents. 

^     Some  information  as  to  ancient  customs  and  manners,  together  with  instruc- 
^  ^  to  the  constitution  of  the  Jewish  Church  and  State. 

^'  Scripture  history,  including,  of  course,  the  harmony  of  the  Gospels  and  the 
^*^"^logical  arrangement  of  the  history  of  the  Apostolic  Church. 

4th.  ^  knowledge  of  tlie  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  of  the  distinctive  doc- 
^^^  ^t*  the  Church,  with  proof  of  their  harmony  with  Scripture. 

""•  Instruction  in  the  duties  of  a  teacher,  in  the  principles  and  most  approved 
«ttncKi^  of  teaching,  while  occasional  opportunities  should  be  offered  for  its  practice. 

*■'       Another  difficulty  in  our  work  is^  to  secure  regular  attendattce  on  the  part  of 
^  ^^chers  and  scholars, 

"^^orm,  in  this  particular,  must  begin  with  the  teachers,  for  if  they  are  absent 
"^n^ntly  from  the  school,  their  classes  will  soon  become  disorganized.  As  their 
*"^''  is  given  voluntarily,  and  often  at  great  personal  inconvenience,  we  know  not 
"^  this  difficulty  can  be  remedied,  except  by  impressing  upon  each  of  the  teachers 
^^  importance  and  responsibility  of  his  or  her  position,  and  lV\e  gceaX,  «lTv<\  q\\.^xv 
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irrej^arable,  injury  which  is  done  their  scholars  by  their  frequent  absences.  No  teacher 
should  be  absent  from  his  post  for  a  single  Sunday,  without  providing  a  substitott^ 
or  notifying  his  Pastor  or  the  Superintendent  of  the  school  of  his  intended  absence. 

The  interests  of  the  Sunday  School  would  be  advanced  if  every  teacher,  who  cm- 
not  attend  with  tolerable  regularity  and  punctuality,  would  immediately  resign  bis 
position.  (But  as  most  of  those  who  are  engaged  in  Sunday  School  instruction  uc 
actuated  by  the  best  of  Christian  motives,  we  believe  that  a  realization  of  the  impoi* 
tance  and  honor  of  their  position,  and  a  stirring  appeal  on  the  part  of  the  Pastor  to 
their  Christian  principle,  would  be  enough  to  remedy  this  present  evil.) 

Regular  attendance  on  the  part  of  the  scholars  can  permanently  be  secured  only  in 
two  ways :  by  more  faithful  attendance  on  tlie  part  of  the  teachers,  and  by  an  im- 
provement, as  before  mentioned,  in  the  character  of  the  teaching. 

But  a  rc^lar  system  of  visiting  should  be  carried  out,  not  only  to  secore  nev 
scholars,  and  thus  add  to  the  numbers  and  Ui>efulness  of  the  school,  but  also  to  secure 
the  regular  attendance  of  those  already  uj)on  our  rolls. 

Absentees  should  be  systematically  visited.  It  will  be  well  if  this  can  be  done  by 
the  teachers,  but  if  this  is  impracticable,  some  person  or  persons  might  be  appointed 
who  would  make  this  a  special  Christian  duty. 

III.  Allot  her  dijfficnliy  is  the  tendency  of  the  oldei'  schoturs  to  fall  off  from  thesckod. 
This  can,  in  some  measure,  be  overcome  by  enlisting  more  of  our  older  and  better 

instructed  communicants  in  our  Sunday  School  work,  by  raising  the  standard  of  in- 
struction, and  also  by  more  heartily-expressed  sympathy  for  this,  class  of  scholazs. 
It  is  a  cause  of  concern  to  us  that  our  young  people,  when  they  reach  the  age  of 
youth,  the  time  when  especially  they  need  to  make  the  Word  of  God,  the  man  of 
their  counsel  and  the  guide  of  their  life,  so  generally  regard  themselves  as  too  old  to 
attend  the  Sunday  School.     As  far  as  our  obser\'ation  extends,  we  are  led  to  fear  that 
there  arc  but  few  adult  Bible  classes  in  our  schools,  and  that  at  just  the  time  when 
the.^e  youth  most  need  our  influence,  they  practically  separate  themselves  from  as. 
To  remetly  this  evil,  which  exists  at  the  loss  to  us  of  many  precious  souls,  we  need 
and  must  have  more  of  our  educated  male  communicants  enlisted  a.s  teachers,  men 
whose  position  in  society  will  command  respect,  whose  wisdom  will  enable  them  to 
interest  and  instruct  our  youth,  whose  Christian  love  will  make  them  wise  in  winning 
souls  to  Christ.     For  such  teachers  we  most  earnestly  appeal.     We  must  have  them, 
or  many  of  our  youth  will  be  lost  to  society,  to  the  Church,  to  Christ. 

IV.  //  is  the  cause  of  most  serious  concern  to  many  of  our  Pastors  thai  such  a  small 
proportion  of  the  children  of  our  Sunday  Schools  attend  the  7tH>rship  of  the  Church. 

This  cannot  be  remedied  by  making  a  Church  of  the  Sunday  Scliool,  and  the 
experiment  should  not  be  tried.  The  m.iin  object  of  the  Sunday  School  is  infrac- 
tion, as  that  of  the  Church  service  is  worship.  If  the  instruction  is  what  it  should  be, 
and  particularly  if  the  teachers  would  bring  their  children  with  them  to  public  wor- 
ship, the  Sunday  School  would  rather  aid  than  prevent  the  children  in  this  matter  of 
Church  attendance. 

But  does  not  this  difficulty,  which  really  exists  and  for  which  wc  mourn,  too 
generally  result  from  the  isolation  of  Pastors  from  their  schools?  Have  they  identi- 
fied themselves  with  Sunday  Schools,  and  assumed,  as  they  should,  their  practical 
direction?  Have  O:\ey  ivoV  deVe^uiled  to  others  the  duty  which  the  Master  has  given 
them  in  the  dlrecUoiv,  **¥eeA.U>j\^'o!^%.V' 
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If  we  came  more  frequently  and  dhectly  in  contact  with  the  children  under  our 
charge ;  if  by  the  arrangement  of  our  services,  and  by  the  simplicity  of  our  preaching 
wc  taught  the  children  that  the  Church  was  for  them,  we  apprehend  that  this  diffi- 
culty would,  in  great  measure,  be  removed. 

In  many  of  our  Churches  a  Children's  Service  is  held  monthly,  in  which  the  child- 
ren are  catechised  and  instructed  personally  by  their  Pastor.  In  one  Church  of  this 
Diocese,  the  Rector  has  skillfully  united  the  advantages  of  the  Children's  Service 
with  Sunday  School  instruction. 

In  this  Parish  the  children  meet  weekly  in  the  Sunday  School  rooms,  where, 
divided  into  classes,  the  teachers  record  their  attendance,  and  hear  the  scholars  re- 
pent from  memory  their  Catechism,  or  a  certain  number  of  verses  from  the  Gospel  or 
Epistle  for  the  day. 

Having  detained  the  children  here  about  twenty  minutes,  they  march  in  procession 
into  the  Church,  where  they  join  in  a  choral  service,  after  which  the  Pastor  addresses 
them  in  simple  language  on  the  verses  of  Scripture  which  they  have  learned. 

We  would  suggest  whether  the  absence  of  the  children  from  the  worship  of  the 
Church,  could  not  in  some  measure  be  remedied  by  more  simple  expository  preach- 
ing at  our  second  service. 

Your  Committee,  in  conclusion,  while  thanking  our  Bishop  for  the  wise  and  timely 
cotmsel  concerning  the  religious  education  of  our  youth,  contained  in  his  Annual 
Address,  would  declare  it  to  be  their  unanimous  conviction  that  for  the  reform  of 
Gcisting  evils  in  our  Sunday  School  system,  the  following  things  are  essential : 

1st.     A  more  settled,  better  understanding  on  the  part  of  both  our  Clergy  and 
Laity,  of  the  true  relation  of  the  Sunday  School  to  the  Church  of  Christ. 
2d.     A  more  thorough  supervision  of  our  Sunday  Schools  by  our  Clergy. 
5d.     Raising  the  standard  of  our  instruction  : 

1st.     By  enlisting  more  of  our  educated  male  communicants  in  the  work. 
2d.     By  the  formation  of  classes  for  the  instruction   of  teachers  and 
catechists. 
4th.     Greater  punctuality  and  regularity  of  attendance  on  the  part  of  the  teachers. 
5th.      Regular  visiting  of  absentees. 

6th.     Above  all,  and  accompanying  all,  earnest  prayer  for  the  direction  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  and  for  the  blessing  of  God  upon  our  labors. 

With  refonn  in  these  particulars,  your  Committee  believe  that  many  of  the  exist. 
ing  difhculties  which  attend  our  work  would  disappear. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

That  they  have  considered  the  subject  with  the  aid  of  full  information  given  by  the 
lector. 
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»         Report  on  the  jfafie  Grey  School. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Seminary  are  in  possession  of  property  beautifully  located  in 
the  village  of  Mount  Morris  ;  upon  this  has  been  erected  a  building  to  accommodate 
twenty-three  pupils  as  boarders,  twenty  day  scholars,  together  with  the  requiate 
number  of  resident  teachers  and  domestics. 

The  house  is  thoroughly  furnished  in  every  department ;  having  five  pianos,  maps, 
charts,  etc. ,  etc.  ;  every  room  is  neatly  carpeted  ;  the  study  and  recitation  rooms  aie 
provided  with  all  requisite  conveniences.  The  apparatus  for  cooking  and  the  fumacesi 
for  warming  the  house  are  complete. 

The  grounds  are  adorned,  and  the  whole  forms  a  pleasant  and  attractive  home,  with 
space  sufficient  for  enlargement  to  accommodate  fifty  boarders  by  the  addition  of  dor- 
mitories ;  the  drawing-room,  study-hall  and  recitation  rooms  being  now  large  enoagb 
for  that  number  of  pupils. 

We  arc  informed  that  the  lands,  buildings  and  furniture  have  cost  and  are  worth 
over  $17,000 ;  that  the  property  is  in  good  repair ;  that  the  Rector  and  local  Tras- 
tees  have  paid  all  current  expenses,  and  now  hold  the  property  subject  to  incum- 
brances  amounting,  with  interest  on  July  I,  1 873,  to  $6,000,  for  which  the  whok 
property  is  now  offered  to  the  Church. 

An  opportunity  like  this  ought  not  to  be  lost,  and  your  Committee  recommend  iha- 
plans  be  adopted  by  which  to  raise  the  small  sum  required  to  secure  the  property  to 
the  Diocese,  and  thus  place  the  Seminary  upon  a  permanent  basis. 

The  importance  of  founding  and  sustaining  institutions  for  the  education  of  oai 
sons  and  daughters  needs  no  discussion  before  this  Convention.  Christian  nurture  is 
the  declared  system  of  the  Church,  if  she  has  any  system  at  all. 

The  question  before  us  is,  "  Can  ways  and  means  be  devised  to  raise  the  $6,000 
and  secure  the  inheritance?"  That  done,  the  local  interest  will  again  be  active  in 
securing  means  for  such  enlargement  of  the  buildings  as  circumstances  may  render 
expedient. 

Your  Committee  would  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  to  direct  the  attention 
of  the  Convention  and  of  the  Diocese  to  the  importance  of  securing  patronage  for 
the  Seminary,  as  in  the  absence  of  endowment  it  depends  entirely  upon  its  current 
income.  The  Rector  of  S.  John's  Church  is  devoting  his  time  to  this  work,  in  con- 
nection with  his  other  pastoral  duties,  and  asks  some  evidence  that  the  Dicx^ese  needs 
this  educational  agency  to  warrant  him  to  continue  his  efforts. 

With  this  explanation  we  submit  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved^  That  the  Jane  Grey  Seminary,  under  its  present  administration,  desenres 
the  confidence  and  support  of  the  Diocese,  as  a  safe  Christian  home  and  a  scho(^  of 
judicious  discipline  and  thorough  instruction. 

Resolved,  That  prompt  measures  ought  to  be  devised  and  put  into  execution  to 
enable  the  Diocese  to  avail  itself  of  the  present  opportunity  to  secijre  the  property, 
with  its  equipment,  for  the  sum  named  by  the  Trustees,  $6,000,  with  interest  from 
July  I,  1873. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  Laymen  be  appointed  with  power  to  select 
an  agent  to  present  this  subject  to  the  friends  of  Church  education  within  the  Diocese, 
and  to  co-operate  with  the  Rector  and  local  Trustees  of  the  Seminary.

To  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese: 

At  the  last  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  the  following 
action  was  taken  : 

*'' Resolved^  That  a  Committee  of  six  Clergymen  be  appointed  to  recommend,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Bishop,  a  Hymnal,  with  tunes,  and  a  pointing  of  the  Canticles 
and  Psalter  for  this  Diocese ;  and  that  said  Committee  be  desired  to  publbh  thdr 
recommendation  in  the  Gospel  Messenger^  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. " 

The  undersigned,  being  appointed  the  said  Committee,  and  having  examined 
various  collections  of  tunes  published  in  connection  with  the  Hymnal,  report  that, 
with  due  allowance  for  the  present  transitional  state  of  Church  music,  and  the  grot 
variety  of  wants  and  tastes  which  prevail,  it  was  evident  that  the  following  features 
are  to  be  sought  in  a  tune-book  worthy  to  be  recommended  to  the  use  of  the  Diocese : 

1.  A  style  of  music  which  is  adapted  to  the  needs  of  congregational  worship, 
rather  than  the  expression  of  sentimental  moods  or  the  display  of  musical  experts. 

2.  A  range  of  selection  which,  while  it  appropriates  the  tunes  that  already,  with 
any  degree  of  worthiness,  hold  a  place  in  the  popular  regard,  brings  within  the  reach 
of  our  congregations  a  more  animated  and  devotional  type  of  sacred  music,  which 
already,  so  far  as  introduced,  has  done  much  to  reform  and  elevate  Church  music 

3.  A  large  proportion  of  easy,  flowing  meloc^ies,  which  can  be  readily  learned, 
and  will  commend  themselves  to  the  existing  musical  taste  of  the  ipeople. 

4.  Fitness  in  the  adaptation  of  tunes  to  hymns,  and  correctness  of  musical  editing. 
While,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  the  several  musical  Hymnals  possess  these 

features  to  a  greater  or  less  degree,  and  each  Hymnal  excels  the  others  in  some  one  of 
these  requisites,  they  have  unanimously  concluded  that  **The  Hymnal  with  Tunes, 
Old  and  New,"  edited  by  the  Rev.  J.  Ireland  Tucker,  D.  D  ,  most  perfectly  com- 
bines these  features,  and  they  therefore,  with  the  approN'al  of  the  Bishop,  recommend 
the  same  to  the  use  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York. 

The  Committee  fiinher  report  that  they  have  examined  various  pointings  of  the 
Canticles  and  Psalter,  and,  after  due  consideration,  unanimously  recommend  to  the 
use  of  the  Diocese  the  pointing  of  the  Canticles  contained  in  the  **  Service  Book" 
edited  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tucker  as  a  companion  book  to  his  edition  of  "The  Hynmal 
with  Tunes."  They  are  unable,  at  present,  to  recommend  a  pointing  of  the  Psalter.

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THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS 


TO  THE  THIRTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 


My  Reverend  Brethren,  and  my  Brethren  of  the  Laity  : 

For  the  first  time  you  have  been  called  to  meet  in  this  part  of  the 
Diocese.  I  have  found  it  expedient  to  gather  you  in  this  beaudfcl 
village,  and  to  give  you  an  opportunity  of  worshipping  in  this  Churdi, 
which  you  will  agree  with  me  in  considering  an  ornament  of  the  place, 
if  not  its  most  interesting  feature.  The  happy  results  which  I  look  for 
are  at  least  twofold :  the  Diocese  will  discover  what  rich  fruits  are 
beginning  to  be  reaped  from  our  system  of  Diocesan  Missions,  in  this 
once  neglected  region,  and  the  good  people  of  our  Southern  tier  of 
counties  will  not  fail  to  appreciate  the  interest  which  their  fellow- 
Churchmen  take  in  their  growing  prosperity.  The  cordiality  with  which 
the  citizens  of  this  village  have  welcomed  us  to  their  houses  must  leave 
a  lasting  impression  in  our  memories ;  and  let  it  not  be  forgotten  that 
Christians  not  of  our  communion  have  vied  with  our  people  in  these 
kindly  hospitalities.  So  it  should  be  among  Christians ;  and  may  God 
grant  that  this  community  of  social  feeling  may  be  the  prelude  of 
restored  communion  at  the  one  Table  of  our  Lord  on  earth,  and  to  the 
eternal  banquet  which  He  prepares  in  heaven  for  all  who  love  Him. 

nature  of  a  diocesan  council. 

Now,  I  exhort  you,  brethren,  as  in  former  years,  to  reflect  where  you 
are,  and  to  what  sort  of  an  assembly  you  belong.  It  is  no  convention^  in 
the  ordinary  sense  of  the  term ;  we  are  gathered  as  a  council  of  Christ's 
Church  and  kingdom,  and  let  nothing  profane  or  secular  be  mingled 
with  our  solenimUes.    W^  ax^  wot  here  as  mere  citizens ;  much  less  are 
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ere  as  politicians;  much  less  as  united  in  other  brotherhoods, 
I,  commercial,  academic  or  charitable.  We  are  here  as  brethren 
firist,  called  by  Him  to  do  His  work,  with  an  eye  single  to  His 
:e.  His  anathema  will  Ue  heavy  upon  any  one  who  should  import 
iuch  a  scene  the  passions,  the  relations,  the  affections  of  external 
or  who  should  presume  to  profane  this  place  by  the  rivalries,  the 
dices  or  the  contentions  of  a  world  described  by  inspiration  as 
2ful  and  hating  one  another." 

THE   HAITIAN   MISSION. 

on  after  I  last  met  you  in  council,  I  was  summoned  by  the  House 
shops  to  the  discharge  of  a  duty  which  called  for  sacrifices  on 
part  as  well  as  on  mine.  Every  Bishop  and  every  Diocese  is  subject 
le  constitutions  of  our  Church  to  such  calls ;  and  I  felt  sure  of  your 
•athy  in  accepting  a  task  which  necessarily  changed  all  my  plans 
lie  year,  and  from  which,  on  many  accounts,  I  should  have  been 
to  have  excused  m)rself.  The  work  to  which  I  was  delegated  was 
ly  of  sacrifices,  however,  for  it  was  singularly  like  the  mission  of 
5  to  Crete.  I  was  sent  out  to  "  ordain  elders  for  every  city  in  Hayti, 
to  set  in  order  the  things  which  were  wanting."  The  crisis  of  our 
ion  there  had  come.  It  was  all  important  to  enlarge  and  strengthen 
id  to  give  it  the  character  of  a  national  Church,  if  indeed,  the  im- 
iions  of  the  House  of  Bishops  were  correct.  If  otherwise,  I  was 
jed  to  report  the  facts,  that  the  work  might  no  longer  be  attempted 
tin.  The  results  are  partially  known  to  you,  and  I  shall  more  fully 
ish  them  elsewhere.  Blessed  be  God,  I  returned  safely  from  this 
ig,  but,  I  trust,  not  unfruitful  mission,  after  an  absence  from  my  home 
iree  months,  and  of  only  a  little  less  from  my  country.  Many  singular 
idences,  which  seemed  to  me  striking  answers  to  the  prayers  of  my 
:ese,  marked  my  voyages  and  my  sojourn  in  the  tropics.  I  am  very 
;ful  to  those  who  did  not  forget  their  Bishop,  in  perils  by  land  and 
rater,  and  to  all  who  have  so  cordially  welcomed  and  cheered  his 
u  I  propose  to  publish  my  official  record  of  this  work,  with  our 
nals ;  for,  in  more  ways  than  one,  the  history  of  the  Haitian  mis- 
connects  with  that  of  this  Diocese.  The  Rev.  John  Theodore 
y,  its  founder  and  faithful  evangelist,  was  once  a  teacher  in  one  of 
)ublic  schools  of  Buffalo ;  and  it  was  while  listening  to  a  sermon  in 
lul's,  firom  its  venerated  Rector,  that  he  formed  the  design  of  devot- 
limself  to  the  Ministry  and  of  laboring  in  the  Gospel  for  the  benefit 
is  neglected  race.  This  anecdote  I  had  from  Mr,  HoUy's  ovjtv 
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Statements.  May  the  Lord  grant  him,  even  in  this  worid,  a  rich  reward 
for  what  he  has  done  and  suffered  in  fulfillment  of  that  solemn  covenaat 
with  God. 

THE  year's  work. 

By  continuing  my  Diocesan  work  through  the  summer,  and  allowim^ 
myself  no  vacation,  though  I  have  sorely  felt  the  want  of  it,  I  have 
contrived  to  perform  almost  the  usual  amount  of  duty  in  the  Diocese^ 
and  my  annual  statement  differs  less  than  I  had  feared  it  might  fiom: 
that  of  former  years.  I  have  confirmed  seven  hundred  and  forty  soaki 
and  have  made  thirty-five  Pastoral  and  Missionary  visitations,  withoOt 
confirmations,  in  addition  to  many  services  informally  rendered  and  not 
taken  into  the  account  I  have  ordained  eight  Deacons  and  liiMr 
Priests ;  have  consecrated  one  Church,  and  invoked  a  blessing  on  iknt 
others  to  be  used  for  Divine  service,  while  awaiting  consecration.  I 
have  laid  tivo  comer-stones.  Ten  Cleigymen  have  been  transferred  to 
other  Dioceses,  and  eight  Clergymen  have  been  received  on  LettcB 
Dimissory.  Five  Clergymen  officiating  in  the  Diocese,  with  my  pc^ 
mission,  are  not  yet  canonically  received.  The  whole  number  of  Plt»- 
byters  and  Deacons,  exclusive  of  these  five,  is  ninety-seven. 

We  have  nine  candidates  for  Orders,  and  three  Postulants.  I  have 
made  thirty-eight  visits  to  academic  institutions,  including  my  attendance 
upon  meetings  of  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Seminary  and  odicr  \ 
educational  corporations  of  which  I  am  a  member,  and  which  demand 
a  great  amount  of  the  time,  correspondence  and  anxious  thought  of 
your  Diocesan. 

Let  me  add  some  statistics  of  my  work  in  Hayti,  to  give  coropletcnett 
to  this  outline  of  my  Episcopal  labors  for  the  year. 

In  that  island  I  con^xmed  fifiy4hree  souls;  ordained  six  Deacon 
2SiAfive  Priests ;  consecrated  a  Church  and  dedicated  a  School-house; 
preached  tu/ehe  sermons  in   the   French  language  and  eight  in  the 
English ;   visited  five  Schools,  and  catechized  on  several  occasi(»is; 
presided  in  a  Missionary  Synod,  which  was  in  session  a  whole  week, 
and  conducted  all  the  examinations  of  the  candidates  for  Holy  OrdeOb 
A  short   service  of   supplication  was  offered   daily,  with   full  diilf 
services  in  Ember-Week.     I  celebrated  the  Holy  Eucharist  ten  times; 
and  translated  and  compiled,  with  the  aid  of  Mr.  Holly,  the  offices  fii 
consecrating  a  Church  and  ordaining  Priests  and  Deacons,  with  other 
special  offices.     I  was  obliged  to  write  my  sermons  and  other  docu- 
ments in  the  French  language,  in  which  most  of  the  services  and  offices 
were  necessarily  celebrated,  the  English  services  being  exceptional 
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THE   DEAD   OF   THE   YEAR. 

re  I  must  remind  you  of  those  of  our  Clergy  who  have  been 

to  their  rest  since  I  last  addressed  you.  Universally  honoured  and 
ted  by  their  brethren  were  Kendrick  Metcalf  and  Timothy  Fales 
urell.  For  the  former  we  offered  our  united  prayers  at  our  last  meet- 
nd  even  then  we  expected  the  event  which  was  not  long  delayed, 
atter  suddenly,  and  while  yet  in  his  full  strength,  has  been  snatched 
firom  us  within  the  past  few  weeks.  The  long  services  of  Dr. 
ilf  as  a  pastor,  and  as  a  devoted  friend  of  Hobart  College,  have 
^ed  meet  memorials,  and  he  will  live  in  the  gratitude  of  many  of 
leigy  who  have  been  partly  trained  under  his  care.  Our  brother 
well,  though  not  less  deserving,  had  been  less  known,  and  his 
ture  has  been  less  remarked  upon.  But  all  who  knew  him  were 
j;ly  attached  to  him.     I  loved  him  well.     He  was  an  able  preacher 

fisiithful  missionary ;  and  the  little  Church  he  reared  on  the  banks 
ike  Seneka  is  a  monument  of  much  labour,  self-denial,  and,  I  must 
of  suffering,  for  the  sake  of  Christ  and  His  Church.  Amiable, 
Ssh  and  devoted,  I  feel  a  cheering  confidence  that  he  has  part  in

He  was  a  youth  of  uncomm< 
and  eminently  "pure  in  heart," — the  son,  grand-son,  and  grea 
of  Clergymen  of  worth  and  reputation ;  the  only  son  of  his 
esteemed  and  beloved  brother,  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church 
who  sustains,  with  a  resignation  demanding  our  deepest  syi 
crushing  sorrow  of  this  mysterious  dispensation. 

THE   LATE    BISHOP  OF   OHIO. 

This  is  a  proper  place,  also,  for  a  respectful  reference  to  t 
one  of  our  oldest  Bishops.  The  late  Bishop  of  Ohio  was  c 
with  three  others,  by  the  patriarchal  White,  on  that  memon 
1832,  from  which  I  have  been  accustomed  to  date  a  new  e 
history  of  the  American  Church.  I  was  present,  as  a  boy, 
lemnity,  and  stood  in  the  throng,  very  near  the  chancel  rails, 
those  who  then  knelt  for  the  laying-on-of-hands  were  men  c 
parent  strength  and  in  the  prime  of  life.  Nobody  would  ha 
their  prospect  of  attaining  even  extreme  old  age.  The  four 
feeble  frame  and  seemed  to  me  unlikely  to  endure,  even  for  i 
the  toils  of  the  Episcopate.  How  strange  that  the  only  sur\ 
four  is  the  one  who  seemed  so  frail,  now  our  Presiding  Bish 
immediate  link  between  the  present  House  of  Bishops  and  tl 
of  our  American  succession.  In  Bishop  Mcllvaine  the  Chui 
one  of  her  foremost  prelates ;  and,  though  his  theological 
widely  different  from  those  of  a  majority  of  his  brethren  in  1 
pate,  he  will  be  much  missed  by  them,  as  one  who  adorned 
cils  by  his  personal  dignity,  and  whose  stout  contests  for  what 
the  right,  were  often  graced  .by  a  pleasant  recognition  of  th 
others  to  be  equally  resolute.  At  the  last  two  Conventions 
served  that  he  was  peculiarly  affable  and  affectionate  in  his 
with  his  brethren,  even  with  those  with  whom  he  differed  m 
Having  known  him  from  my  childhood  and  seen  him  in 
house,  where  his  kind  benediction  was  an  impressive  and  v 
dent  in  my  early  spiritual  experiences,  I  have  felt  it  proper  tl 
to  my  early  associations  with  him,  and  to  place  on  record  tl 
tribute  to  his  memory. 
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THE   LATE    BISHOP   OF  WINCHESTER. 

Ordinarily,  the  death  of  an  English  Bishop,  however  eminent,  would 
not  call  for  notice  in  this  place.  But  the  late  Bishop  of  Winchester 
was  a  man  of  the  age;  of  the  whole  world  and  not  of  his  native  isle ; 
and  he  had  peculiar  claims  on  the  love  and  gratitude  of  our  American 
Church.  In  1841,  while  he  was  yet  an  Archdeacon,  only,  I  republished 
his  "  Eucharist ica,'*  adapted  to  the  use  of  our  Church.  It  was  largely 
circulated  here  among  communicants.  Soon  after,  he  became  the  author 
of  a  history  of  our  Church,  the  publication  of  which  opened  a  new 
sort  of  intercourse  between  us  and  the  mother  Church.  Very  delight- 
ful was  his  cordiality  towards  his  American  brethren,  as  indeed  to  all 
Christians.  But,  I  need  add  no  more,  for  the  journalism  of  Europe 
and  America  is  full  of  his  praises.  How  well  it  is  that  human  nature 
seldom  indulges  itself  in  detraction  when  once  the  grave  is  turfed  over 
the  cold  clay  of  a  good  and  great  man.  Bishop  Wilberforce  has  had 
his  share  of  petty  persecution  : 

Urit^  enim,fulgore  suo  qui  pragravat  arUs 
Infra  se  positas :  extinctus  amabUur  idem, 

THis  Diocese  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  fact  that  the  one  Ameri- 
can Clergyman  who  was  present  at  the  funeral  of  Bishop  Wilberforce, 
and  who  was  regarded  as  a  representative  of  the  American  Church,  was 
our  esteemed  brother,  Dr.  Jackson,  late  of  Hobart  College,  who  was 
the  bearer  of  a  letter  from  myself  to  the  Bishop.  It  was  the  only  letter 
he  took  with  him,  and  ere  the  Doctor  had  an  opportunity  to  deliver 
it,  that  great  man,  that  prince  in  the  Church,  "  had  fallen  in  Israel." 

CONCERNS    OF  THE   DIOCESE. 

From  these  digressions  I  return  to  the  immediate  concerns  of  the 

diocese.     Let  me   ask  your  special  attention  to  the  financial  report

NEW   CHURCHES. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  considerable  activity  in  the  building 
and  improving  of  Churches.  At  Victor,  a  Missionary  Church  has 
been  erected  which  may  serve  as  a  model  wherever  a  neat  Church  is 
required,  at  a  small  cost.  The  brothers  Dennis  have  adorned  thdr 
Diaconate  by  labours  crowned  with  this  happy  effect  The  Church  at 
Lyons  has  been  improved  and  embellished  on  a  liberal  scale  of  expense. 
The  very  pleasing  Church  at  Cuba  has  been  completed  in  excellent 
taste.  At  Niagara  Falls,  a  Church  is  in  building  which  will  add  anoAer 
to  the  more  noteworthy  fabrics  of  the  Diocese.  St.  Clement's,  at  Roch- 
ester, which  will  soon  be  ready  for  use,  will  only  be  partially  finished,  at 
present,  but  the  design  is  a  striking  one.  Of  the  beautiful  St.  John's, 
Canandaigua,  I  hope  soon  to  be  able  to  speak  more  fully,  as  they  are 
making  great  exertions  to  get  it  ready  for  consecration.  Of  Zion  Chunii 
Palmyra,  you  have  heard  much  through  the  press.  It  was  fully  paid  fof 
before  it  was  opened  for  service  ;  and  its  consecration  was  the  first  so- 
lemnity beneath  its  roof.  It  stands  a  monument  of  departed  and  living 
worth,  of  collective  and  individual  liberality.  In  Bufifalo,  the  Churdi 
of  the  Ascension  has  reared  a  large  and  attractive  pile,  to  be  conse- 
crated, I  trust,  before  long.  The  Parish  of  St.  John's,  in  the  same  dtf, 
has  rolled  away  its  debt  of  $12,000,  by  a  single  collection.  These  arc 
perhaps  the  more  prominent  tokens  of  material  prosi>erity ;  of  othcis 
which  it  would  be  agreeable  to  note,  I  cannot  now  speak  particularly. 

EDUCATION. 

The  educational  institutions  of  the  Diocese — and  among  them  the  Dry 
Institute  at  Oakfield,  must  be  noted  with  special  gratification — continiic 
to  deserve  your  interest  and  sui)port.     They  are  sustained  respectably* 
but  not  with  that  vigorous  interest  in  their  success  which  should  be  e3C- 
pected  fi*om   Christians,  in  such  a  Diocese  as  ours.     I  wish  we  migt^^ 
take  possession  of  the  Jane  Grey  School,  as  a  Diocesan  School  for  girls- 
The  parishioners  of  Mt.  Morris  have  done  their  part,  and  it  is  no'^*' 
very  thoroughly  carried  on,  under  Dr.  Van  Bokkelen,  as  a  parochi^J 
institution :    but  it  deserves  general    support,  and    should  enlist  tb^ 
zealous  co-operation  of  all  who  believe  that  the  Church's  training   *^ 
specially  required  for  the  development  of  the  true  woman,  and  who  de- 
precate the  evil  influences  to  which  American  girls  are  exposed  i" 
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ular  schools,  where  delusive  ideas  and  false  theories  of  education 
n  to  predominate  so  generally.  I  propose  that  a  Committee  be 
ointed  to  suggest  practical  measures  in  this  matter. 

HOBART   COLLEGE. 

n  behalf  of  Hobart  College  I  have  issued  an  appeal  to  the  five 
iceses  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  I  am  particularly  obliged  to 
Bishops  of  Central  New  York  and  of  Long  Island,  for  the  words 
pproval  with  which  they  have  commended  it  Last  spring  I  visited 
City  of  New  York,  to  consult  with  the  friends  of  the  College,  there, 
0  its  further  endowment  The  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Re- 
»n  and  Learning  have  lately  increased  their  grant,  but  not  to  the 
extent  we  had  expected.  We  are  not  without  hopes  that  Trinity 
rch  will  start  our  new  endowment  by  completing  her  original  pur- 
?,  and  granting  us  the  annual  interest  of  $100,000.  You  will  recol- 
that  we  have  received  only  the  moiety  of  this  sum,  the  overwhelming 
»sities  of  the  College  having  induced  my  predecessor  to  ask  for  the 
lediate  payment  of  that  amount  as  equivalent  to  the  proposed 
:>wment  which  was  not  due  till  1866.  Surely,  the  Memorial  College 
Bishop  Hobart,  a  man  to  whom  these  five  Dioceses,  under  God, 
more  than  to  any  other  person,  their  existence  and  prosperit}', 
lit  not  to  cherish  these  expectations  in  vain. 

"he  financial  condition  of  the  College,  for  the  first  time  in  its  history, 
3od ;  it  pays  expenses.  But  then  the  scale  of  its  expenses  is  very 
tst  to  the  able  faculty  on  which  its  academic  reputation  depends. 
t  reputation  is  deservedly  high.  There  is  no  College  in  this  State 
'hich  a  young  man  of  promise  can  be  more  confidingly  trusted ;  but 
our  reproach  continues  that  Churchmen  do  not  sustain  their  own 
tutions.  Our  young  men  that  go  elsewhere  often  give  their  parents 
cause  to  repent  of  their  mistake,  while  if  all  such  could  be  gathered 
iobart  College,  that  alone  would  give  it  the  prestige  of  merited 
Uarity  and  ensure  to  it  a  splendid  success. 

HEATHCOTE   SCHOOL.

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THE   DE   LANCEY   DIVINITY   SCHOOL. 

The  De  Lancey  School  continues  its  useful  work ;  and  I  ask  yonr 
attention  to  the  Report  of  its  Rector.  You  will  think  some  expressin 
of  gratitude  due  to  the  brethren  of  other  Dioceses  who  have  given  k 
substantial  evidences  of  their  interest.  Mr.  Pierrepont,  of  Pieirepott 
Manor,  and  Mr.  Swift,  of  New  York,  old  and  munificent  benefiuton, 
have  lately  added  to  their  former  gifts ;  and  our  brother  Southwell,  hte 
of  Middleport  (I  am  sorry  he  is  not  still  among  us),  has  given  vahiabk 
additions  to  the  library  from  the  heart  and  purse  of  a  missionary. 

INCREASE   OF  THE   MINISTRY. 

To  provide  for  the  education  of  our  candidates  for  Holy  OrdcR,ie 
must  still  depend,  in  a  large  measure,  upon  the  Society  for  the  Increax 
of  the  Ministry,  which  has  helped  us,  essentially,  during  the  past  jfoi; 
and  which  I,  once  more,  commend  to  your  liberality.  It  is  my  desire, 
also,  that  "  The  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learnini 
in  the  State  of  New  York  "  should  continue  to  receive  your  contriba- 
tions,  in  view  of  the  important  aid  which  it  is  rendering  to  our  College 
and  to  students  in  the  General  Theological  Seminary.  Our  contribu- 
tions to  both  of  these  chanties  should  be  regular,  and  not  dependent 
upon  the  visits  of  an  agent 

THE   GENERAL   SEMINARY. 

As  one  of  a  Committee,  of  which  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  is 
Chairman,  charged  with  preparing  and  reporting  a  practicable  scheme 
for  the  improvement  of  our  General  Theological  Seminary,  I  hate 
exercised  my  visitatorial  functions  during  the  past  year  and  made  a 
formal  visitation  of  the  institution,  obtaining  from  the  Faculty  the 
fullest  information  as  to  its  condition  and  necessities.  The  Report 
of  our  Committee,  presented  by  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  and 
now  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  Trustees,  embodies  measures 
which  I  have  been  led  to  support  as  the  result  of  my  visitation, 
and  in  view  of  important  facts  of  which  I  have  a  documentary  re- 
cord. I  commend  that  Report  to  the  careful  inspection  of  my 
Diocese,  and  I  trust  our  representatives  will  not  fail  to  make  active 
exertions  to  secure  its  practical  adoption,  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Trustees  and  at  the  General  Convention  of  1874. 

GERMAN    PRAYER    BOOK. 

At  the  same  time  I  discharged  part  of  my  duty  as  one  of  a  Com- 
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tee  on  the  preparation  of  a  new  rendering  of  our  Prayer  Book  into 
rman ;  labouring  with  an  accomplished  German  scholar  to  secure 

completion  of  the  work  on  sound  liturgical  principles  and  with  due 
erence  to  the  tastes  of  educated  Germans  and  to  their  own  ancient 
rgical  formularies.  It  is  only  with  reference  to  these  general  princi- 
5  of  criticism  that  I  am  in  any  degree  competent  to  share  in  such  a 
rk,  but  according  to  my  abilities  I  have  carefully  superintended  it, 
far  as  it  has  proceeded.  An  experimental  Missionary  Manual  has 
?n  published,  at  the  expense  of  parishioners  of  Grace  Church,  in 
w  York,  which  contains  the  order  of  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer, 
h  the  Confirmation  and  Baptismal  Offices,  the  Collects  and  selec- 
is  of  Psalms ;  and  I  authorize  the  immediate  use  of  this  Manual  in 

Diocese,  for  services  among  the  Germans,  to  be  continued  until 
ther  action  shall  be  taken  in  the  matter  by  the  General  Convention, 
strikes  me  as  a  duty  not  second  to  any  other,  that  our  German  popu- 
on  should  be  cared  for  by  us  and  presented,  by  our  Church,  with 
;  means  of  grace.  And  in  view  of  the  vast  German  settlements 
ich  are  found  in  this  Diocese,  and  especially  in  Buffalo  and  Roches- 
,  I  have  felt  it  my  duty  to  push  on  with  all  the  energy  in  my  power, 
5  accomplishment  of  what  is  primary  and  indispensable,  that  is  to  say, 
J  provision  of  such  a  translation  of  our  Prayer  Book  into  German,  as 
il  satisfy  and  attract  a  people  so  intelligent  and  so  fastidious  in  the 
t  of  their  own  noble  language. 

I  have  said  thus  much,  because  I  wish  it  to  be  introduced  without 
lay  into  my  own  Diocese,  and  because  distinguished  German  scholars 
ve  pronounced  it  the  most  satisfactory  translation  yet  produced. 
It,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  it  is  subject  to  the  action  of  the 
>nimittee  and  of  the  General  Convention,  before  it  can  be  generally 
•d  and  circulated.  I  beseech  you,  brethren,  so  far  as  it  lies  in  your 
'^er,  now  that  the  necessary  instrument  is  in  your  hands,  to  begin 
'Work  among  the  Germans  of  Western  New  York.  It  is  one  of 
™iary  interest  and  importance.  They  are  often  found  to  be  grateful 
information  touching  the  Church,  its  Christian  Year,  and  liturgical 
^s,  and  the  Deutsches  Kirchenblatt^  edited  by  the  Jlev.  Mr.  Duerr, 
Cleveland,  will  be  found  a  useful  tract  for  circulation,  especially 
>ng  such  Germans  as  can  be  reached  only  through  the  press,  or 
•re  German  services  cannot  be  provided. 

CATECHETICAL   LECTURES. 

•et  me  direct  attention  to  the  great  importance  of  realizing  practi- 
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cally,  with  renewed  energy  and  with  one  consent,  the  spirit  of  that 
Canon  which  provides  that  all  Pastors  shall,  ^^hy  stated  caUchdmlktr 
tures  and  instruction^  be  diligent  in  informing  the  youth  and  otheis  in 
the  doctrine,  constitution  and  liturgy  of  the  Church/'    To  aid  my 
younger  brethren  in  the  performance  of  their  duty,  I  have  prepared 
several  little  works,  to  which  I  ask  their  attention.     The  series  rf 
instructive  manuals  prepared  by  the  Reverend  Rector  of  Christ  Chuidi, 
Buffalo,  seems  to  meet  a  want  long  felt  in  our  Sunday  Schools.    I  pnj 
that  hereafter  two  methods  of  work  may  be  accepted  in  this  Diocese, 
by  which,  I  am  persuaded,  a  great  reformation  will  be  wrought  in  the 
character  of  our  youth  and  in  their  appreciation  of  the  Church  to  which 
they  belong.     ( i .)  Let  the  confirmation  of  one  class  be  succeeded  by  die 
immediate  formation  of  another — all  unconfirmed  adults  in  a  Parish  bdng 
invited  to  join  the  class  for  instruction,  even  when  not  disposed  to  apply 
for  immediate  confirmation.    To  these  let  special  sermons  be  addressed; 
and  let  them  be  otherwise  instructed,  privately  and  publicly,  in  the  w^ 
of  salvadon  ;  and  when  the  rime  of  confirmation  draws  nigh,  let  thoie 
only  be  selected  for  presentation  to  the  Bishop  who  are  earnestly  desi^ 
ous  of  the  same,  and  whom  the  Rector  shall  think  thoroughly  prepared. 
(2.)  Let  the  newly-confirmed  be  formed  into  a  class  to  prepare  for  d* 
Holy  Communion ;  and  to  these  let  the  Rector  impart  stated  instnifr 
tion  as  to  the  doctrines  of  the  Church,  using  text-books  proper  for  their 
maturer  age  and  character.     In  Germany,  where  confinnarion  among 
the  Lutherans  is  but  a  shadow  of  what  the  Apostles  instituted,  I  *o 
agreeably  surprised  to  learn  that  a  very  thorough  preparatory  system « 
observed ;  and  I  am  sorry  to  be  told,  as  I  have  been  by  competent 
critics,  that  what  is  too  commonly  the  course  pursued  among  us  would 
be  regarded  by  Lutheran  Pastors  as  superficial  in  a  p)ainful  degree.  Of 
course  the  revival  of  a  better  system  will  require  much  labour  on  the 
part  of  the  Clergy,  but,  after  all,  a  system  which  organizes  labour  more 
efficiently  will  probably  be  found  less  difficult  in  the  end,  and  fer  mort 
satisfactory  to  conscience  and  in  the  development  of  a  Parish,  than  all 
exertions    which  are   but  spasmodical  and  desultory.     My  reverend 
brethren,  let  us  be  even  more  than  heretofore  a  working  Clergy,  known 
of  all  men  as  such.     Let  us  not  be  outdone  by  the  lawyer  in  his  office, 
the  physician  in  his  rounds,  nor  by  the  merchant,  the  mechanic  and  the 
farmer  in  their  daily  toils.     A  working  Clergyman  is  sure  to  be  respected, 
and  generally  he  is  successful — provided  he  remembers  the  Master's 
maxim  "  to  be  wise  as  serpents  and  harmless  as  doves." 
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PERILS. 

But,  my  brethren,  you  are  not  called  to  this  solemn  synod  of  the 
mrch  of  Christ,  merely  to  attend  to  matters  of  routine  and  to  consult 
•  the  welfare  of  a  Diocese.  We  are  gathered  together  in  the  sight  of 
)A  to  strengthen  and  confirm  our  common  faith,  and  to  enlarge  all 
r  views  and  counsels  in  relation  to  the  whole  Church  of  Christ 
edally  at  such  a  time  should  a  Bishop  remember  his  office,  and 
ieavour  to  give  an  equal   and   harmonious    tone   of  sentiment  to 

the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  his  charge.  It  is  time  that  I  should  pay 
pect  on  this  principle  to  the  solemn  action  of  the  Deputies  at  our 
t  General  Convention  which  called  upon  the  Bishops  "  by  their 
ternal  counsel  and  advice,  to  secure  the  suppression  of  all  that  is 
^[ular  and  unseemly,  and  to  promote  greater  uniformity  in  conducting 
\  public  worship  of  the  Church,  and  in  the  administration  of  the 
>ly  Sacraments."    This  call  upon  the  Bishops  was  prefaced  by  a  vote 

**  decided  condemnation  of  all  ceremonies,  observances  and  practices 
ich  are  fitted  to  express  a  doctrine  foreign  to  that  set  forth  in  the 
thorized  standards  of  this  Church."  At  a  moment  when  such  prac- 
es,  observances  and  ceremonies  are  persistently  thrust  upon  the 
'tice  of  the  whole  Church,  I  cannot  abdicate  the  responsibility  which 
sts  upon  me  as  a  Bishop,  to  bear  my  testimony  and  to  enforce  law.  It 
high  time  that  it  should  be  understood  that  the  Bishops  of  the  Church, 
id  not  unauthorized  Conventicles,  are  called  upon  to  "  reprove,  rebuke 
id  exhort "  in  such  matters.  The  class  of  men  who  have  undertaken, 
>t  only  to  indoctrinate,  but  even  to  castigate  their  lawful  teachers,  and 
rtually  to  legislate  for  their  fathers  and  brethren,  should  be  made  to 
K)w  their  place  and  feel  the  scourge  of  discipline.  "  Presumptuous 
■e  they ;  self-willed ;  they  are  not  afraid  to  speak  evil  of  dignities ;" 
DT  am  I  afraid  to  say  of  such  men,  in  the  name  of  Christ,  "  the  Lord 
buke  them." 

POPULAR   THOUGHT. 

Abundant  evidence  is  furnished  by  movements  in  the  religious  world 
^ound  us,  that  there  never  was  a  time  when  the  thought  of  this  country 
*5  so  well  prepared  as  now  to  accept  the  influences  of  our  theology. 
Ws  then  is  the  moment  when  the  manly  and  earnest  spirit  of  the  great  old 
^ers  of  Anglican  divinity  ought  to  be  found  vigorous  and  energetic 
aong  us.  It  should  animate  all  our  theological  schools,  inspire  our 
^Ipits,  and  be  sounded  from  the  chair  of  every  Bishop.  Alas  !  that  at 
^h  a  moment  the  popular  mind  sees,  or  affects  to  see,  nothing  ewex- 
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getic  among  us  but  the  mischievous  reaction  which  has  been,  unhappfly, 
encouraged  in  England  by  a  few  men  of  note,  who.  lack  practical  wis- 
dom, and  which  has  secured,  in  this  country,  a  number  of  imitative 
followers.  A  hostile  journalism  is  delighted  to  turn  the  public  atten- 
tion to  the  follies  and  extravagances  of  these  men  in  such  a  way  as  to 
throw  new  and  artificial  impediments  in  the  path  of  the  Church's 
progress.  The  sad  consequences  are  felt  in  every  Diocese,  and 
especially  in  our  missionary  regions.  It  is  said  that  mere  grasshoppen, 
lighting  on  the  track,  often  stop  a  railway  train  in  its  path  through  the 
prairies;  and  just  so  this  inconsiderable  faction  has  actually  brought 
our  Apostolic  work,  in  many  places,  to  a  halt.  Of  late  it  has  publidj 
exposed  itself  as  an  organized  body.  It  calls  itself  the  '*  Confrater- 
nity of  the  Blessed  Sacrament."  I  do  not  pause  to  note  this  mischie^ 
ous  way  of  calling  one  of  the  Sacraments,  the  Sacrament  by  way  of 
eminence ;  but  the  whole  Church  of  Christ  is  a  fraternity  of  the  Blessed 
Sacraments,  and  nobody  has  any  right  to  institute  another.  Christ  has 
appointed  its  officers,  and  given  it  an  open  and  not  a  secret  rule.  Who 
has  dared  to  amend  the  Master's  work,  and  to  interpolate  His  wonis 
and  orders  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  such  a  Society?  We  not 
know  that  such  an  engine  of  evil  exists.  It  is  no  longer  a  matter  of 
surmise  to  what  source  we  owe  the  lobby-influence  that  has  disturbed 
our  legislation  and  embarrassed  Episcopal  elections ;  the  dark  intrigues 
that  have  corrupted  the  minds  of  several  students  of  our  General  Theo- 
logical Seminary ;  and  the  diffusion  of  books  the  most  mischievous  and 
corrosive,  through  all  our  Parishes. 

A   GREAT   EVIL. 

This  organization  is  secret,  but  its  defiance  of  our  Canons  is  bar^ 
faced.  While  it  presumes  to  teach  the  Bishops  and  legitimate  doctors 
of  the  Church,  and  even  rebukes  them  as  wanting  in  judgment,  and  m 
reverence  for  the  Sacraments,  it  is  noteworthy  that  few  of  its  supporters 
have  any  claim  upon  the  Church  for  conspicuous  merit  or  valuable 
services.  Some  of  them  are  even  deficient  in  education.  Thenwsl 
noisy  of  them  are  well  known  as  superficial  men,  who  within  a  ft^ 
years  have  mounted  from  the  opposite  extreme  into  their  present  arro- 
gant position.  That  Bishops  and  other  Clergymen  who,  for  a  lifetinic» 
have  been  devoted  to  the  consistent  support  of  the  Catholic  system,  "^ 

• 

this  Church  hath  received  the  same,"  should  be  subjected  to  the  gaifl" 
saying  of  such  a  class  is  intolerable,  or  would  be  so  had  we  not  learned 
to  expect  it.     It  is  c\\aiatcX^T\s,\k.  o^  owt  tuaes ;  "  the  child  behaves  him- 
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'  proudly  against  the  ancient,  and  the  base  against  the  honourable.'' 
:,  my  brethren,  it  is  certain  that  such  disorders  cannot  be  tolerated 
any  Church.  The  Romish  Church  does  not  suffer  unauthorized 
ifratemities,  however  favourable  to  its  policy,  and  even  the  Society 
Jesuits  had  to  struggle  for  years  to  get  itself  recognized.  Now  this 
;anization  among  us  is  nothing  less  than  a  Church  within  a  Churdh, 

laws  conflicting  with  our  laws,  its  rites  with  our  rites^  and  its 
edience  with  that  subordination  which  Christ  himself  has  ordained 
der  lawful  Bishops. 

It  contrives  to  meddle  with  everything  and  to  mar  everything.  It 
s  operated  on  the  General  Seminary  with  almost  fatal  effect.  What 
w  l^islation  may  be  required  to  suppress  such  lawlessness,  it  would 

premature  to  suggest,  but  every  existing  safeguard  must  be  called 
X)  immediate  exercise.  More  especially  should  we  watch  the  conduct 
this  faction  in  all  elections  to  the  Episcopate.  If  our  Standing  Com- 
ittees  do  their  duty  no  helper  or  member  of  such  an  association  can 
er  be  thrust  into  our  Episcopate ;  but  with  the  Bishops,  themselves, 
is  matter  ultimately  rests.  As  a  Bishop,  I  understand  that  I  am 
durably  answerable  to  God  for  the  maintenance  of  discipline.  I 
\  pledged  "  to  banish  and  drive  away  all  erroneous  and  strange  doc- 
aes,  contrary  to  God's  Word."  When  a  secret  and  intriguing  society 
5  been  organized,  therefore,  to  "  creep  into  houses,"  and  to  "  bring 
privily,  damnable  heresies,"  I  know  my  duty  as  a  watchman,  and  I 
er  no  uncertain  sound,  in  putting  you  on  your  guard.  No  laws, 
tnan  or  divine,  restrain  these  intruders,  for  they  are  "  men  of  corrupt 
Qds."  They  are  just  such  "  false  brethren  unawares  brought  in,"  as 
Paul  was  always  resisting.  They  are  modern  "Judaizers,"  whose 
r^it  is  well  dfawn  in  his  epistles,  and  to  whom  apply  the  very  words 
h  which  for  "  the  space  of  three  years,  night  and  day,  with  tears,  he 
ised  not  to  warn "  the  Diocese  of  Ephesus.  I  am  not  ashamed  to 
low  S.  Paul's  example ;  and  I  am  forced  to  do  so  all  the  more  em- 
itically,  because  I  wish  my  Diocese  to  be  truly  Catholic,  and  to  fur- 
h,  in  this  degenerate  day,  an  example  of  Primitive  Catholicity.  It 
because  I  am  a  Catholic,  and  have  been  devoted  to  the  teaching  of 
re  Catholicity  ever  since  hands  were  laid  upon  my  head,  that  I  can- 
t  tamely  submit  to  the  confusions  of  thought  which  the  factious  are 
reducing,  nor  to  the  false  system  which  they,  ignorantly  or  fraudu- 
itly,  call  Catholicity. 

THE    FABLE   OF   BOLSENA. 

What  is  their  system  ?     In  contempt  for,  our  laws  and  of  their  own 
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oaths  of  obedience,  they  have  set  up  in  this  Church,  the  observance  of 
the  so-called  " Corpus-Christi  Day" — an  institution  of  the  besotted 
Thirteenth  Century,  and  founded  on  the  imposture  known  as  '^the 
miracle  of  Bolsena."  It  required  the  curses  of  several  Popes  to  force 
it  upon  Latin  Christendom,  even  in  that  dark  and  bloody  age.  Nov 
this  observance  is  the  exponent  of  just  what  they  mean  by  '*  Catho- 
licity ;  *'  they  mean  the  theology  and  system  of  the  Latin  Churches,  in 
the  period  of  their  grossest  ignorance  and  corruption.  This  is  just 
what  our  Reformers  banished  from  our  Communion  and  resisted,  even 
unto  blood ;  and  much  of  it  is  what  even  the  Greek  Church  has  always 
pronounced  heresy  and  schism.  Who  could  have  imagined  that  anjr 
one  in  our  Communion  could  turn  back  again  to  such  impositions  a 
this  heretical  "  Corpus-Christi  Day  "  was  established  to  subserve  ?  And, 
then,  they  call  this  Catholicity.  Every  member  of  this  Church  is 
bound,  by  the  Apostles*  Creed,  to  know  better. 

CATHOLICITY. 

Catholicity  is  the  system  of  faith  and  practice  taught  by  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  as  "  everywhere,  always  and  by  all  the  Churches,"  hath  been 
received.  Everywhere;  not  merely  in  Italy  and  Western  Europe. 
Always  ;  not  merely  in  the  Thirteenth  Century.  By  all ;  not  merely  is 
the  Papal  Communion  and  in  other  corrupt  and  fallen  Churches.  This 
is  '*  the  Faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints,"  for  which  we  must  "earn- 
estly contend."  This  is  the  Gospel,  **  for  the  defence  and  confirmation 
of  which"  I  am  set  in  this  chair;  and  in  the  name  of  my  Master, 
according  as  He  has  bidden  me,  "  these  things  I  command  and  teach.'* 
Nay,  to  quote  again  my  commission,  "I  charge  you,  my  reverend 
brethren,  that  ye  teach  no  other  doctrine,  neither  give  heed  to  fables." 

Happily,  I  say  these  things  not  to  rebuke,  but  to  commend.  From 
the  beginning  of  my  Episcopate  I  have  uttered  the  same  voice,  and, 
thank  God,  you  have  nobly  sustained  me.  This  Diocese  stands  yet  in 
the  old  paths,  and  seeks  no  other  way.  It  is  not  my  plan  to  be  driven 
into  a  negative  position,  because  of  these  difficulties  artificially  heaped 
in  our  way ;  but,  alh  the  more,  because  of  such  obstacles  I  cease  not  to 
affirm  Catholic  and  Apostolic  truth,  and  to  sustain  every  sober  effort  to 
demonstrate  it  and  to  make  it  the  spirit  of  my  Diocese. 

In  my  first  charge  I  laid  down  the  Penitential  System  of  this  Church, 
and  encouraged  its  vigorous  revival :  lamenting,  at  the  same  time,  the 
degree  of  desuetude  into  which  it  had  fallen.  Now,  to  restore  what  is 
lawful  is  the  best  way  to  defeat  the  devices  of  corrupters  and  innovators. 
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In  a  word,  then,  I  beg  the  Reverend  Clergy  to  encourage  the  intelligent 
use  of  such  ordinary  or  exceptional  confessions  as  the  Prayer  Book 
recognizes,  followed  by  no  other  than  the  customary  public  absolution, 
except  in  the  case  of  the  dying  and  of  prisoners.  And,  again,  as  often, 
heretofore,  I  beg  you  wisely  and  after  first  carefully  educating  the 
people,  to  restore  the  Weekly  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion, 
with  all  those  practices  of  holy  living  which  should  be  inseparable  from 
such  a  restoration. 

HOLY   LIVING. 

Holy  Living — this,  indeed,  is  the  first  want  of  the  Church,  in  all  its 
members.  I  have  been  asked  to  bear  my  testimony  against  the  irregu- 
lar methods  so  often  resorted  to  for  raising  funds  to  carry  on  the  Lord's 
work,  in  our  Parishes.  This  I  do,  heartily :  objecting  chiefly  to  lot- 
teries, games  of  chance  and  dances,  called  in  to  help  good  objects,  as  if 
the  end  sanctified  the  means.  But,  it  is  the  general  relaxation  of  morals, 
out  of  which  these  minor  evils  spring,  against  which  I  would  more 
streouoasly  protest  The  heathenish  plays  and  operas,  and  the  shame- 
ful ballet-dancing,  to  which  Christians  go  in  crowds,  in  oiu-  day,  often 
taking  with  them  the  young  souls  for  whom  they  have  answered  at  the 
font,  and  for  whom  they  must  answer  at  the  day  of  judgment;  these  are 
the  greater  abominations  which  need  scourging.  Such,  too,  are  the 
inordinate  luxuries  and  superfluities  on  which  the  wealth  of  Christ's 
stewards  are  lavished,  without  reference  to  His  service.  Such  is  the 
general  spirit  of  conformity  to  the  world  which  confounds  the  Christian 
with  the  unbeliever  and  makes  his  profession  of  Christ  a  mockery  to 
those  whose  ways  and  practices  he  has  renounced.  Oh,  for  a  little  of 
that  moderation,  at  least,  which  we  are  commanded  to  make  known  by 
our  example,  to  all  men. 

REFORMS. 

Let  me  exhort  you,  brethren,  one  and  all,  to  give  your  countenance 
and  assistance  to  all  wise  measures  for  improving  and  purifying  our 
social  estate  as  a  people.  Not  all  the  measiu-es  of  the  temperance  socie- 
ties have  been  wise,  but  who  does  not  desire  the  success  of  their  efforts  to 
suppress  intemperance,  and  to  reipove  temptation  and  evil  example  from 
the  pathway  of  the  young  ?  Something  should  be  done  to  correct  the 
other  flagrant  vice  of  cities  and  to  preserve  young  girls  from  contami- 
nations which  are  said  to  make  victims  of  thousands.  The  awfiil  iniquity 
iA  traffic  in  indecent  books  and  prints  has  been  felt  in  our  public 
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schools,  and  blessed  be  the  few  who  have  grappled  with  this  monster 
and  made  it,  for  the  time,  to  hide  its  accursed  head.  Let  us  help 
such  reformers,  and  train  public  opinion  to  support  them  powerfiiUy 
and  to  multiply  their  number.  Let  us  aid  in  purifying  society  of  the 
awful  sin  of  child-murder.  So,  too,  let  us  aid  associations,  which, 
while  labouring  "  to  prevent  cruelty  to  animals,"  are,  in  fact,  human- 
izing men  and  making  them  obedient  to  law,  if  not  really  more 
merciful.  And,  to  add  only  one  other  example  of  what  I  deem 
praiseworthy  movements  among  our  fellow-citizens,  let  me  urge  you 
to  promote  the  efforts  of  those  who  are  educating  the  popular  mind 
to  a  due  estimate  of  the  blessedness  of  observing  and  hallowing  the 
Lord's  Day.  Evil  men  are  working,  night  and  day,  to  corrupt  and 
destroy  our  civilization :  let  us  then  relax  no  effort  to  make  that 
civilization  Christian,  and,  as  such,  a  sure  foundation  to  our  happi- 
ness and  perpetuity  as  a  nation. 

NEW   BISHOPS. 

When  we  last  met  it  was  expected  that  Dr.  Auer  would  be  con- 
secrated as  our  hundredth  Bishop,  but  his  consecration  was  so  long 
delayed  that  the  completion  of  a  century  was  effected  by  the  ele- 
vation to  the  Episcopate  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Ilobart  Hare,  as  Mission- 
ary Bishop  of  Niobrara.  Subsequently,  the  Rev.  John  Gottlieb  Auer 
was  made  Missionary  Bishop  of  Cape  Palmas.  Thus  our  work  among 
two  of  the  most  destitute  races  of  men  has  been  greatly  fortified. 
Let  us  pray  God,  unceasingly,  in  behalf  of  these  devoted  men,  and 
for  the  Clergy  who  labour  with  them.  I  congratulate  you  on  the 
election  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Paddock,  to  be  Bishop  of  Massachusetts ;  and 
as  his  consecration  is  appointed  for  the  morrow,  I  beg  you  to  remember 
him  in  special  supplications.  In  like  manner  I  ask  your  prayers  for 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Lyman,  soon  to  be  consecrated  (D.  V.)  as  Coadjutor- 
Bishop  of  North  Carolina.  I  doubt  not  he  will  ably  discharge  his  duty 
in  that  office,  and  will  prove  a  worthy  successor  of  Ravenscroft,  and  a 
meet  helper  of  the  estimable  prelate  whom  he  is  called  to  aid  as 
Timothy  served  with  S.  Paul. 

THE   OLD   CATHOLICS. 

Last  year  I  congratulated  you  on  the  assembling  of  the  Old  Catholic 
Congress,  then  in  session  at  Cologne.  The  results  of  that  Congress,  at 
which  our  Church  was  so  ably  represented,  are  known  to  you ;  and  we 
;.liear  from  another  council  of  the  same  Churches  which  met 
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last  week  in  Constance.  Thank  God  it  met  in  Constance.  The  idea 
tfarills  me.  John  Hus  speaks  to-day  from  his  ashes  !  Let  us  acknowl- 
edge, with  gratitude  to  God,  the  very  important  step  which  our  Latin 
brethren  have  taken  in  the  election  and  consecration,  as  a  regionary 
Bishop,  of  the  learned  and  wtuous  Joseph  Hubert  Reinkens.  The 
ultimate  consequences  of  this  step  it  would  be  folly  to  predict.  But  we 
may  gratefully  acknowledge  it  as,  possibly,  the  greatest  religious  move- 
ment of  Western  Europe,  since  the  days  of  Luther.  That  God  may 
give  wisdom  to  the  new  Bishop,  and  enable  him  to  supply  to  Germany 
**  the  things  that  are  wanting ''  as  well  as  to  "  strengthen  the  things  that 
remain,"  should  be  our  constant  prayer.  Not  less  should  we  pray  that 
this  movement  may  communicate  its  spirit  to  oiu*  German  brethren  in 
America.  And  so  may  the  Great  Head  of  the  Catholic  Church  be  in 
all  things  glorified.

(i.)     Report. 

To  the  Conventiott  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York : 

The  Diocesan  Missionary  Board,  in  pursuance  of  the  duties  devolving  upon  it,  bas 
met  quarterly,  as  heretofore.     Its  organization  has  remained  unchanged. 

The  number  of  Missionaries  under  appointment,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  ms 
32.  There  have  been,  in  all,  43  Clergymen  to  whose  support  the  Board  has  con- 
tributed, officiating  at  48  Missionary  Stations,  27  of  whom  are  still  in  active  service. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  from  collections  in  the  Parishes  have  been,  for  the  finl 
quarter,  $871.89  ;  for  the  second,  $1,246.59;  for  the  third,  $1,372.70;  and  for  tbi 
fourth,  $1,912.00,  making  the  total  offerings  for  Diocesan  Missions,  $5,403.18.  Ti 
this  amount  is  to  be  added  the  interest  on  the  permanent  fund,  $962.35,  making  th 
entire  Missionary  income  for  the  year  $6,365.53.  The  returns  from  the  first  thre 
canonical  co\\ecl\ous  iaW\iv^\idov«  v\vo^  o(  the  corresponding  period  of  the  precedin 
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gur  by  $1,273.00,  the  Board  was  constrained,  in  May  last,  to  appeal  to  the  Diocese 
r  "a  more  faithful  and  systematic  employment  of  the  Pledge  Sjrstem,  for  a  more 
ompt  remittance  of  moneys  collected  and  for  a  largely  increased  collection  in  June. " 

appeared,  however,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  on  the  1st  of  July,  that  the 
ilance  on  hand,  to  meet  the  stipends  then  due,  was  but  $90.61.  In  this  emergency, 
te  anxiety  of  the  Board  in  behalf  of  the  Missionaries  was  relieved  by  the  generous 
rtion  of  the  Treasurer  in  advancing  funds  to  meet  the  Missionary  drafts,  for  which 
e  is  entitled  to  the  grateful  acknowledgments  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  stipends 
ere  promptly  paid.  A  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  treasury,  enforced  by  a 
astoral  Letter  from  the  Bishop,  was  then  addressed  to  every  congregation,  request- 
%  a  general  collection  on  the  first  Sunday  in  August.  The  remittances,  which  were 
)OD  received  from  most  of  the  Parishes,  including  several,  however,  that  had 
dbre  forwarded  no  contribution,  proved  sufficient  to  cancel  the  overdraft,  and  the 
ar  closed  with  a  small  balance  on  hand. 

There  still  remains,  however,  for  most  serious  consideration,  the  significant  fact 
at  there  has  been  a  gradual  decrease  in  Parochial  contributions  for  the  past  three 
ars,  the  amount  being,  in  1870-1,  $6,440.46;  in  1871-2,  $6,057.79;  and  in  1872-3, 
•403.18;  and  while,  in  some  few  cases,  there  has  been  a  steady  growth,  the 
erings  from  the  great  majority,  including  all  the  stronger  Parishes,  with  scarcely 

esKception,  have  largely  fallen  off.  The  list  of  non-contributors  is  small :  Wells- 
le,  Lima,  E.  Pike  and  Perry  for  one  year  past ;  S.  John's  Chapel,  Geneva,  E. 
irora  and  Hinsdale  for  two  years  ;  and  S.  Luke's,  Buffalo,  for  three  years  last  past. 
ke  Board  attributes  this  marked  decrease  in  the  offerings  to  less  efficient  working 

the  "system,"  which  secured,  when  it  was  introduced  three  years  ago,  almost  a 
ubling  of  the  contributions  of  the  previous  year.  The  Clergy,  upon  whom 
▼olvcs  the  faithful  working  of  the  system,  doubtless  have  been  somewhat  **  weary 

"Well  doing." 

Ilie  sum  expended  in  the  work  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Board  is  $8,069. 65, 
^h  has  absorbed  the  balance  remaining  from  last  year,  $1,709.63,  together  with 
c  current  receipts,  leaving  on  hand — Sept.  i,  1873 — ^^^  ^5- 5^*  The  stipends  now 
lowed  the  twenty-seven  Missionaries  in  the  field  are,  on  a  scale  of  annual  outlay, 
^ly  $500.00  in  excess  of  the  total  receipts  of  the  past  year,  and  there  are  fifteen 
:ations  either  vacant  or  whose  Missionaries  are  now  waiting  the  action  of  the  Board. 

therefore  is  apparent  that  unless  this  Convention  shall  adopt  such  measures  as  will 

snre  a  vastly  deeper  interest  in  the  Mission  work,  the  first  and  instant  duty  of  the 

lord  will  be  to  address  itself  to  the  unpleasant  task  of  considering  what  Stations  now 

living  aid  can  be  with  least  of  injury  deprived  of  it,  and  what  Missionary  stipends, 

or  enough  at  best,  may  easiest  bear  reduction.     The  Board  may  venture  to  express 

;  hope  that  action  will  be  taken  which  will  justify,  not  only  the  extension  of 

rostomed  aid  to  well  established  Stations,  but  vigorous  prosecution  of  the  aggres- 

e  work  which  it  has  been  devising  plans  to  carry  on,  and  which  the  interests  of 

;  Diocese  require  should  be  done.

The  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund  respectfully  report : 

That,  during  the  past  year,  they  have  received  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
the  legacy  of  the  late  Jtdius  Movius,  Esq.,  to  be  added  to  the  Permanent  Missionary 
Fund,  bonds  of  Milwaukee  &  Detroit  R.  R.,  $5,000;  also  a  donation  from  John 
H.  Swift,  Esq.,  of  New  York,  Cairo  &  Fulton  R.  R.  Stock,  40  shares,  to  the  amount 
of  91,000,  par  value,  to  be  applied — the  income  only — towards  the  purchase  of  a 
library  for  the  use  of  the  Divinity  School.  This  stock  is  not  at  present  paying  divi- 
dends. They  are  included  in  tl^e  reported  capital  of  the  De  Lancey  Divinity  School 
Fund.

The  income  arising  from  these  several  Funds  has  been  applied  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  the  several  trusts,  which,  with  the  character  of  the  investments  of  capital, 
will  appear  in  the  Treasurer's  ref>ort. 

The  Trustees  would  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  not  giving  the  names  of 
the  individual  borrowers  in  the  published  statements  of  the  Convention,  in  its  Jour- 
nal. As  Committees  have  examined  the  several  securities,  and  reported  thereon, 
this  should  be  satisfactory  as  to  the  safety  of  investments.  It  is  an  obstacle  in  the 
way  of  loaning  the  moneys  entrusted  to  us»  that  the  borrower  finds  his  name  and  in- 
debtedness published  throughout  the  Diocese.

Within  the  past  year  the  Trustees  have  conveyed,  as  required  by  an  act  of  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  to  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  S. 
Mark's  Church,  Clark*s  Mills,  in  the  Central  Diocese,  the  lot  conveyed  to  them  by 
Eneas  Clark,  for  the  use  of  said  Church.  We  desire  here  to  enter  our  protest  against 
the  interference  by  the  Legislature  with  the  terms  of  charitable  trusts — changing 
both  the  tenure  and  objects  of  the  charity.  Though  the  change  made  in  this  case 
may  be  desirable  in  itself,  it  is  a  dangerous  precedent  and  one  calculated  to  discourage 
gifts  for  charitable  uses. 

The  Trustees  would  also  call  attention  to  the  proceedings,  at  the  last  Convention, 
in  reference  to  amendments  of  the  act  incorporating  this  Board,  which  it  seems  &iled 
of  the  object  intended,  no  action  being  taken  in  the  premises  by  the  Legislature— 
whether  a  new  Committee  be  necessary,  or  whether  that  of  last  year  still  have  power 
to  renew  the  application  ? 

The  terms  of  office  of  A.  L.  Chew,  Esq.,  and  A.  P.  Nichols,  Esq.,  expired  on  the 
first  day  of  Septeml>er,  1873. 

The  Trustees  would  again  call  attention  to  the  necessity  of  having  at  least  four 
members  residing  in,  or  very  near,  one  place,  to  enable  the  Board  to  secure  the  at- 
tendance of  a  quorum  for  ordinary  business.  Gentlemen  will  not  go  a  great  distance 
to  attend  a  mere  formal  meeting  of  this  Board.

(G.)   COPY  OF  CIRCULAR  AND  TABLE  OF  ASSESS- 
MENTS ON  PARISHES  FOR  THE  SUPPORT  OF 

THE  EPISCOPATE. 


At  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  held  in  1870,  the  follow- 
ing resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  app>ointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  in  con> 
nection  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  to  take  immediate  action  toward 
increasing  the  capital  of  that  Fund,  with  power  to  make  assessments  upon  the  Par- 
ishes for  the  amount  needed  annually  to  make  up  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  until  the  income  from  the  principal  shall  be  sufficient  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate. 

In  accordance  with  this  resolution  and  the  table  of  assessments,  the 

amount  due  from  your  Parish  during  the  coming  year  will  be , 

payable  in  four  quarterly  payments ;  and  it  is  requested  that  these  pay- 
ments be  made  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  as  nearly  as  possible  on 
the  first  of  the  following  months,  viz.:  September,  December,  March  and 
June.  The  amount  may  be  raised  either  by  the  quarterly  collections, 
or  in  any  other  way,  as  Parishes  may  choose. 

It  is  most  important  to  bear  in  mind  that  these  assessments  are  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  making  up  the  deficiency  in  the  income  from  the 
Episcopate  Fund.  Were  that  Fund  complete,  these  assessments  would 
not  be  necessary ;  and  it  is  an  obligation  resting  upon  the  whole  Dio- 
cease  to  increase  the  Fund  to  such  an  amount  that  these  assessments 
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may  be  done  away.  It  is  hoped  that  an  effort  may  at  once  be  made  to 
accomplish  this  desirable  object.  The  Fund,  now  amounting  to  about 
$27,000,  should  be  increased  to  $75,000.  The  Committee  will  prepare 
a  tabular  statement  of  the  suras  the  various  Parishes  should  raise  to 
complete  the  Fund ;  and  until  the  whole  Fund  is  raised,  whatever  your 
Parish  contributes  annually  above  its  annual  assessment,  will  be-  credited 
to  the  Parish  on  its  assessment  for  the  principal  of  the  Fund. 

May  it  not  also  be  suggested  that  there  is  in  the  Diocese  no  object 
more  important,  and  more  worthy  of  bequests,  than  this  of  the  increase 
of  the  Episcopate  Fund. 

We  trust,  therefore,  this  whole  subject  may  receive  the  serious  con- 
sideration it  deserves.

(H.)    STATE  LEGISLATION. 


The  following  legislation,  touching  one  of  the  Diocesan  Corporations,  is  worthy  of 
record: 

No.  Jig — In  Senate,  March  ii^  i8yj. 

Introduced,  by  unanimous  consent,  by  Mr.  D.  P.  Wood — read  twice,  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Charitable  and  Religious  Societies — reported  favorably  from 
said  Committee  and  committed  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

AN  ACT  TO  ENABLE  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  PAROCHIAL  FUND  FOR  THE  DiOCESI 

OF  Western  New  York  to  convey  lands  situated  in  the  Diocese  of 
Central  New  York. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York^  represented  in  Senate  and  AssemNy,  do  enact 
as  follows : 

Section  i.     The  corporation  known  as  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund  for 
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Act  Conveying  Lands  to  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York, 

the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York  is  hereby  authorized  to  convey  to  the  corporation 
known  as  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund  for  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York 
any  real  estate  or  interests  in  real  estate  which,  in  consequence  of  the  division  of  the 
said  first  named  Diocese,  are  now  situated  within  the  said  Diocese  last  named ;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  in  any  case  where  any  such  real  estate  is  now  held  by  the  said 
corporation  first  named  in  trust  for  any  incorporated  Parish  within  the  said  Diocese 
last  named,  such  conveyance  may  be  made  to  such  Parish  instead  of  being  made  to 
said  last  named  corporation. 

§  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

[N.  B. — This  was  signed  by  the  Governor  and  became  a  law,  April  26^  1873.]

In  presenting  this  Report,  it  is  proper  to  state  that  S.  Mary's,  Salamanca,  of  the 
present  year  is  practically  a  different  Church  and  in  a  diflferent  place  from  S.  Mary's, 
Salamanca,  of  last  year.     The  town,  originally  built  up  by  the  joint  station  of  the 
Erie  and  Atlantic  &  Great  Western  railroads,  and  hitherto  known  as  Salamanca,  oo 
the  first  of  April  last  took  the  name  of  West  Salamanca,  and  the  town  recently  built 
by  the  new  depot  of  the  same  roads  and  hitherto  known  as  East  Salamanca,  on  the 
same  date  took  the  name  of  Salamanca.     In  harmony  with  the  changes  in  these 
towns  the  parishioners  of  S.  Mary's  Church,  residing  principally  at  the  Mission  Station, 
unanimously  agreed  that  while  they  would  retain  the  old  name  of  the  Parish,  the 
Mission  Station  in  the  new  town  should  be  the  principal  point  for  public  services  and  a 
Church  provided  for  the  same  as  soon  as  practicable.     Accordingly  a  site  has  been 
secured  and  a  plan  for  a  Church  adopted ;  but  a  combination  of  apparently  untoward 
circumstances  have  thus  far  prevented  our  proceeding  to  build.    At  best,  we  shall  need 
considerable  financial  aid  from  abroad  to  procure  even  a  small  cheap  Church. 

Besides  the  adverse  influences  commonly  found  in  our  towns  on  or  near  Indian  Res- 
ervations, those  of  the  railroads  arc  of  the  most  discouraging  character,  and  particu- 
larly the  general  and  alarming  desecration  of  the  Lord's  Day. 

From  the  force  of  circumstances  the  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  only 
three  times,  and  the  maintaining  of  a  Sunday  School  has  not  been  attempted,  though 
one  of  our  young  women  has  a  class  of  Indians  under  religious  instruction — adalts 
and  children — numbering  about  2$.  It  is  a  singular  fact  that,  prompted  chiefly  by 
financial  embarrassments,  the  Methodists  are  now  offering  us  their  Church  edifice  in 
process  of  building,  with  the  principal  part  of  their  subscriptions  for  the  building  of 
the  same,  if  we  will  take  it  off  their  hands  and  complete  it.  But  for  this  we  shall 
need  Two  Thousand  Dollars  ($2,000.00)  from  abroad. 

I  practically  dissolved  my  connection  with  S.  John's  Church,  Ellicottville,  in  Feb- 
ruary last,  and  with  S.  Peter's,  Forestville,  in  March  following,  though  I  have  render- 
ed occasional  services  in  each  Parish  since.

Of  the  baptisms  tnd 
burials  above  reported  the  larger  number  were  by  my  predecessor.     The  confirma- 
tions and  additions  to  the  Communion  have  been  made  within  the  past  five  months. 
The  purchase  of  a  new  Organ  and  the  improvements  on  Church  property  have  been 
made  within  the  same  time.     The  above  Report  is,  in  some  respects,  unavoidably . 
imperfect.     It  is  yet  a  day  of  small  things  in  the  infant  Parish,  but  there  is,  it  is  con- 
fidently hopped,  an  earnest  of  a  promising  future.

A  subscription  has  been  made  by  Pew  Renters  of  $2,660,  to  pay  off  the  floating 
debts  against  the  Parish,  which  have  been  carried  along  for  many  years.  These 
debts  have  been  increased  by  a  10  per  cent,  restrictionary  clause  in  the  leased  pews, 
whereby  sufficient  revenue  could  not  be  obtained.  The  subscription  was  conditional 
upon  the  abandonment  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  these  limited  leases, — allowing  the 
Vestry  to  raise  the  assessment  to  20  per  cent.,  which  has  been  accomplished,  thirty 
of  the  Pew  Holders  having  released  their  rights.

With  creditable  energy  and  liberality,  the  members  of  the  congregation  met  the 
demand  made  upon  them,  and  the  result  has  been  the  payment  in  part  of  the  indebt- 
edness, according  to  Report,  and  the  providing  for  the  remaining  part  by  weekly 
pledges,  which  will  be  paid  by  Easter  next,  and  the  Parish  will  then  stand  free  from 
debt.  Much  of  this  good  result  is  due  to  the  ladies,  who  have  worked  with  charac- 
teristic energy  and  good-will.     The  next  move  will  be  for  a  Rectory.

The  Rev.  Thomas  Drumm  respectfully  reports,  that  during  the  past  year  he  has 
held  Divine  services  twice  each  Lord's  Day  in  the  School-room  Chapel  of  S.  Mark's, 
the  congregation  consisting  of  the  scholars  of  the  school,  the  members  of  the  house- 
hold, and  some  of  the  residents  of  Brighton.  He  also  assisted  at  an  Ordination  ser- 
vice held  in  Christ  Church,  Rochester,  when  two  Deacons  were  admitted  to  the 
Priesthood.

Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Western  New  York,  that,  during  the  last  Diocesan  year,  he  has 
been  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  President  of  Hobart  College,  and  till 
January  1st  of  this  year,  as  **  Chaplain  and  Pastor  on  the  Swift  Foundation."

After  my  removal  from  Lewiston,  seven  years  ago,  I  spent  about  two  years  in  the 
Agency  of  the  Sunday  School  Union  and  Church  Book  Society.  Since  then  I  have 
been  engaged  in  such  temporary  work  of  the  ministry  as  my  health  would  allow.  I 
have  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  in  various  Churches:  as  at 
Wickford,  R.  I.,  a  few  months;  frequently  at  Port  Chester,  N.  Y.;  at  Huntington, 
L.  I. ;  at  Babylon,  at  Riverhead,  at  Hempstead,  at  Flatbush,  and  at  S.  Mary's  of 
this  city  ;  at  Holy  Trinity  and  Holy  Trinity  Mission  ;  at  S.  Peter's,  Immanuel,  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepheni,  and  others.  During  most  of  the  month  of  July  last 
I  supplied  S.  Thomas*,  Ravenswood,  as  I  did  also  a  few  weeks  on  the  occasion  of  a 
vacancy  three  years  ago.

Forasmuch  as  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  as  established  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord,  1838,  has,  by  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God,  been 
constitutionally  divided  into  two  Dioceses ;  and 

Forasmuch  as  occasion  is  thus  given  for  a  better  settlement  of  the 
Constitution  and  the  Canons  of  the  original  Diocese,  after  the  experience 
of  years  and  a  great  development  of  the  Church  under  the  favor  of  God, 
as  well  in  its  general  Diocesan  interest  as  in  those  of  Parishes  and  of 
individual  members  thereof;  and 

Forasmuch  as  after  due  deliberation  the  Constitution  of  said  Diocese 
has  been  reconsidered  and  revised  according  to  the  provisions  thereof, 
and  the  general  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  of  which  it  is 
a  part, 

No\\,  therefore,  we,  the  Bishop,  the  Clergy,  and  the  Laity  of  the 
said  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  in  convention  duly  assembled  on 

this day  of ,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  ,  do 

solemnly  enact  and  adopt  the  following  Constitution  : 

FIRST. 

This  Diocese  adopts  the  organic  principles  of  the  Couferetvot  of  La.\r^-

beth  as  accepted  by  the  entire  Episcopate  of  the  Churches  in  visible 
communion  with  the  Church  of  England,  in  the  T^rords  following,  to  ^ii : 
"The  Bishops  of  Christ's  Holy  Catholic  Church  in  visible  commun- 
ion with  the  united  Church  of  England  and  Ireland,  professing  the  faith 
delivered  to  us  in  Holy  Scripture,  maintained  by  the  Primitive  Church 
and  by  the  fathers  of  the  English  Reformation,  do  here  solemnly  record 
our  conviction  that  unity  will  be  most  effectually  promoted  by  maintain- 
ing the  faith  in  its  purity  and  integrity,  as  taught  in  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
held  by  the  Primitive  Church,  summed  up  in  the  Creeds  and  affirmed 
by  the  undisputed  General  Councils." 

SECOND. 

This  Diocese,  in  conformity  with  the  organic  principles  thus  professed, 
hereby  renews  and  perpetuates  its  adoption  of  the  General  Constitution, 
as  enacted  by  the  Bishops,  Clergy,  and  Laity  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord, 
1789,  with  all  subsequent  amendments  constitutionally  adopted. 

THIRD. 

§  L  The  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  that  is  to  say,  its  Bishop, 
Clergy,  and  Laity,  according  to  provisions  hereinafter  made,  shall  meet 

in  Convention  or  Council  annually  on  the day  of ,  in 

such  place  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or  Ecclesiastical  Author- 
ity for  the  time  being. 

§  n.  But  the  Bishop,  or  such  Ecclesiastical  Authority  for  the  time 
being,  shall  have  power,  in  case  of  the  prevalence  of  epidemic  disease, 
or  for  other  sufficient  cause,  to  change  the  place  of  meeting  of  such 
annual  Council  after  its  first  appointment. 

§  UL  And  for  any  urgent  cause,  the  Bishop,  by  and  with  the  offi- 
cial advice  hereinafter  provided  for,  may  change  the  time  of  meeting  of 
said  annual  Council,  but  not  for  a  longer  term  of  postponement  than  three 
calendar  months,  nor  for  a  longer  time  of  anticipation  than  one  calen- 
dar month. 

§  IV.  The  Bishop  may  also  call  a  special  Convention  or  Council 
when  he  may  judge  it  desirable  for  the  good  of  the  Church,  or  when- 
ever officially  advised  so  to  do,  as  in  cases  hereinafter  provided.  Or 
the  Episcopal  Chair  being  vacant,  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  exercising 
jurisdiction,  shall  have  like  power  to  convene  a  special  Council  of  the 
Diocese. 

§  V.     The  purpose  or  purposes  for  which  such  special  Convention 
or  Council  is  summoned,  shall  be  duly  stated  in  the  call  or  summons 
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ich  special  Council,  which  must  in  all  cases  be  issued  at  least  one 
th  before  the  time  appointed  therefor. 

VI.     No  business  foreign  to  the  purposes  stated  in  such  call  or 
nons,  shall  be  in  order  at  any  special  Council ;  and  any  question 
h  may  arise,  as  to  matters  foreign  to  such  purpose,  shall  be  decided 
vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  each  Order. 

FOURTH. 

I.  The  Convention  or  Council  of  the  Diocese  shall  consist  of 
Bishop,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  should  there  be  one,  the  Clergy,  and 
i^iity  thereof,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution. 

II.  The  Bishop  shall  be  ^x  officio  President  thereof. 

III.  All  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  in  canonical  and  regular  stand- 
>hall  have  seats  in  the  Council,  but  the  right  and  privilege  of  a  voice 
yrote  therein,  shall  be  restricted  to  Presbyters  canonically  settled  as 
ors  or  Missionaries  in  the  Diocese,  or  otherwise  actively  employed 
e  duties  of  their  Order,  according  to  the  Canons.  And  Presbyters 
jnized  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  as  Presidents  or  Rectors  of 
;ges,  or  as  actually  employed  in  the  instruction  of  youth,  in  fidelity 
e  vows  and  obligations  of  their  Order,  shall  also  be  entitled  to  a 
J  and  vote  in  the  Council.  And  any  Presbyter  of  the  Diocese  may 
Imitted  to  a  voice  and  vote  by  the  Council,  two-thirds  of  the  Cleigy 
Laity,  respectively,  thereto  assenting  by  ballot. 

IV.  Any  Deacon  of  the  Diocese  duly  recognized  as  a  Missionary 
e  same,  or  actively  engaged  in  the  duties  of  hi^  Order,  shall  also  be 
led  to  a  voice  and  vote. 

V.  The  Laity  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  represented  by  one  or  more 
Deputies,  to  be  chosen  directly  by  the  Vestry  of  each  Parish  admit- 
nto  legislative  union  with  the  Diocese,  as  hereinafter  provided ;  but 
hurch  or  Parish  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  one  vote,  save  as 
nafter  provided.

th  the  consent  of  the  Lay  members.  And  in  case  of  any  sentence  to 
pronounced  upon  a  Clergyman,  no  other  than  a  Bishop,  canonically 
pointed  for  said  purpose,  shall  be  competent  to  perform  said  duty. 
§  IV.  The  said  Consistory  or  Standing  Committee  shall  be  the 
^clesiastical  Authority  in  all  cases  provided  for  by  the  general  Consti- 
ion  and  Canons  of  the  Church. 

§  V.  And  the  said  Consistory  shall  be  the  official  advisers  of  the 
>iscopate  in  all  cases  where  the  necessity  of  advice  or  counsel  is 
:ognized  by  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  Church. 

NINTH. 

The  Bishop,  Clergy  and  Laity,  in  Council  or  Convention  assembled, 
Ul  deliberate  as  one  body  in  voting.  Every  Clerical  member  shall  be 
tided  to  a  vote,  and  the  Laity  shall  vote  as  heretofore  provided.  But 
len  more  then  one  Church  or  Chapel  shall  be  united  under  one  Ves- 
',  the  members,  representing  such  Vestry,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
*  each  Church  or  Chapel  so  united.  To  entitle  a  Parish  to  said  ad- 
ional  votes,  the  Churches  or  Chapels,  other  than  the  original  Parochial 
Sanization,  shall  have  separate  places  of  worship,  and  shall  have  been 
Cognized  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  as  Missions 
Chapels  of  Ease  of  said  Parish. 

A  majority  of  votes  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Orders  jointly,  shall  be 
cisive,  but  if  in  any  case  it  be  so  required  by  five  voters,  the  Clerical 
d  Lay  Orders  shall  vote  separately ;  and  the  concurrence  of  each 
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Order  shall  be  necessary  to  the  passing  of  any  measure.  In  the  case 
of  electing  a  Bishop,  the  Clergy  and  Laity  shall  always  vote  separately, 
as  in  the  preceding  Section  prescribed. 

.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  only  in  manner  as 
follows  :  The  proposed  amendment  shall  be  presented  in  writing,  and, 
if  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  two  Orders,  it  shall  be  acted  upon  at 
the  following  Convention,  when,  if  a  majority  of  the  two  Orders,  voting 
separately,  and  by  ballot,  shall  approve  the  said  proposed  amendment, 
and  it  shall  also  be  assented  to  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  it  shall 
become  valid  and  obligatory  as  a  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Diocese. 

All  previous  Constitutions  of  the  Diocese  are  hereby  annulled  and 
repealed.

The  evidence  of  the  appointment  of  a  Lay  delegate  shall  be  a 
vrritten  certificate  signed  by  the  Rector  of  the  Church,  if  there  be  one ; 
or,  if  there  be  no  Rector,  by  the  Warden  who  presides  at  the  meeting 
at  which  such  delegate  is  appointed,  or  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry.

Section  III.  Unless  it  be  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Council  itself, 
the  mode  of  giving  warning  of  a  meeting  of  the  same  shall  be  by  print- 
ed or  written  notice,  designating  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting, 
with  the  signature  of  the  Secretary,  sent  by  post  to  each  Clergyman 
having  a  right  to  a  seat,  and  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry  of  each  vacant 
Parish  in  the  Diocese. 

Section  IV.     The  attendance  of  at  least  twenty  Clergymen  entitled     Quorum.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  IX.  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  Church,  I  would  hereby  officially  make  known,  through  you,  to  the  Diocesan 
Convention  of  Western  New  York,  the  following  proposed  changes  in  the  Coni^lu- 
tion  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  rec<Mn- 
mended  by  the  General  Convention  of  1 87 1,  and  to  be  finally  acted  upon  by  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  of  1874,  to  wit  :

Resolved f  That  Article  IV'.  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by  omitting  the  last  seven  words,  viz.: 
"  by  any  Church  destitute  of  a  Rishop,"  and  substituting  the  words,  "in  anoihei  Diocese  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof,"  so  that  the  Article  shall  rend  xs  folloMV'S  : 

Article  IV. 

The  Bishop  or  Bishops  in  every  Diocese  shall  be  chosen  agreeably  to  such  rules  as  shall  be  filed 
by  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese  :  and  every  Bishop  of  this  Church  shall  confine  the  exerdseof 
his  Episcopal  Office  to  his  proper  Diocese,  unless  requested  to  ordain  or  confirm,  or  perform  *ny 
other  act  of  the  Episcopal  Office  in  another  Diocese  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof. 

II.  The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  House  of  Deputies  of  said  Gen- 
eral Convention  (t'/V/<:r  Journal,  p.  201),  and  information  of  the  adoption  thereof  was 
duly  transmitted  to  the  Mouse  of  Bishops  (z'/f/f  Journal,  pp.  360,  381),  and  the  saiil 
i  louse  of  Bishops  having  failed  to  signify  to  the  Convention  their  approbation  or  dis- 
approbation within  three  days  after  the  said  resolution  had  been  reporietl  to  them  for 
concurrence — agreeably  to  Article  III.  of  the  Constitution — the  said  proposed  act  has 
**  the  operation  of  a  law,"  to  wit  : 

Resol7>ed,  That  it  be  recommended  and  proposed  that  the  following  alteration  be  made  in  Article 
V.  of  the  Constitution,  to  wit :  Insert  at  the  end  of  the  Article  the  words  : 

"  The  General  Convention  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  an 
organized  Diocese,  setting  forth  that  the  territory  of  the  Diocese  is  too  large  for  due  Episcopal 
supervision  by  the  Bishop  of  such  Diocese,  set  off  a  poition  of  such  Diocesan  territorj-.  which  siull 
thereupon  be  placed  within,  or  constitute,  a  Missionary  jurisdiction,  as  the  House  of  Bbhop»nuy 
determine,"

The  Trustees  of  the  l)e  Veaux  College  for  Orphan  and  Destitute  Children,  in  pur- 
suance of  the  terms  of  their  charter,  respectfully  submit  their  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1872  : 

On  the  first  day  of  January,  1873,  ^^^  funds  of  the  institution  consisted  of  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-two  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty-one  dollars  and  twenty-one 
cents  of  principal  yielding  income.  These  funds  were  invested  in,  and  consisted  of, 
bonds  and  mortgages,  stocks,  land  contracts  and  cash  awaiting  investment. 

The  domain  of  the  institution  consists  of  three  hundred  and  thirty  acres  of  land,  on 
which  the  College  edifice  and  other  buildings  connecte*!  therewith  are  situated.  The 
real  estate,  exclusive  of  the  domain,  was  estimated  to  be  worth  seventeen  thousand 
dollars.

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X.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received,  unless  to  lay 
it  on  the  table ;  to  postpone  it  indefinitely ;  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time ;  to 
commit  it,  or  to  amend  it ;  and  motions  for  either  of  these  purposes  shall  have  pre- 
cedence in  the  order  herein  named.  But  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order 
when  no  member  is  speaking,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate ;  and  if  it  be 
negatived,  it  shall  not  be  renewed  until  some  other  business  has  intervened. 

XI.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

XII.  On  a  question  being  put  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the 
sound  of  voices,  for  or  against  it ;  but  any  member  may  require  a  count  of  the  votes, 
and  tellers  for  that  purpose  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair;  or  any  three  votes 
may,  previous  to  a  decision  by  count,  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be  taken,  which 
shall  be  done  by  calling  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  and  of  the  churches 
represented,  and  the  votes  shall  be  entered  in  the  Journal. 

XIII.  Any  five  votes  may  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be  taken  by  orders;  and 
when  so  taken  they  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

XIV.  No  member  may  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question  without 
leave  of  the  House. 

XV.  A  question  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsidered  during  the  same  session 
vrithout  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  Convention,  nor  without  the 
motion  for  that  purpose  being  made  by  one  of  the  majority  on  the  prior  decision ; 
nor  shall  any  question  be  reconsidered  more  than  once. 

XVI.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless  otherwise 
specially  directed  by  the  House  ;  in  which  case  they  shall  be  appointed  by  ballot. 

XVII.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  of  Deputies  to  the  General 
Convention,  and  the  election  of  any  person  to  supply  a  vacancy  in  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate,  or  in  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergyihen — as  also,  for  the  election  of  a 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  and  a  Treasurer  for  the  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled 
Clergymen — ^shall  be  the  order  of  the  day  for  4  o'clock  P.  M.,  on  the  second  day  of 
every  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

XVIII.  No  standing  nile  or  order  shall  be  suspended,  changed,  or  rescinded 
without  one  day's  previous  notice  of  a  motion  to  that  effect,  unless  by  the  votes 
of  two-thirds  of  the  persons  present  entitled  to  vote. 

XIX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  any  session  of  the  Convention,  the  minutes 
of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected  and  approved. 

XX.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention,  it  shall  meet  at  9  o'clock  in 
the  morning;  take  a  recess  from  12^  to  2^  P.  M.,  and  from  $yi  to  7^  o'clock  P.  M. 
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S.  Luke's  Church,  Rochester, 
Tuesday,  Sept  15,  1874,  4  o'clock  P.M. 

This  being  the  day  fixed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese  of 
Western  New  York  for  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention  of  the 
same,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Arthur  Cleveland  Coxe,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  assembled  in  S.  Luke's 
Church,  in  the  City  of  Rochester,  the  place  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
for  the  meeting. 

Evening  Prayer  was  said  at  4  o'clock,  the  Bishop  officiating,  assisted 
by  the  Rev.  William  Atwill,  the  Rev.  O.  R.  Howard,  D.  D.,  the  Rev. 
Charles  De  L.  Allen  and  the  Rector  of  the  Parish,  the  Rev.  Heniy 
Anstice. 

The  Bishop  then  preached  briefly,  from  the  fifteenth  verse  of  the 
thirtieth  chapter  of  the  Book  of  the  Prophet  Isaiah — "///  quietnesi  ad 
in  confidence  shall  be  your  strength!' 

Divine  service  being  concluded,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  President  called 
the  Convention  to  order. 

The  Secretary  of  the  last  Annual  Convention  called  the  names  of 
the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  from  a  list  furnished  by  the  Bishop,  when 
forty-three  Clergymen  (see page  y)  answered  to  their  names  and  took 
their  seats. 

The  Parishes  entitled  to  representatipn  were  then  called  in  order, 
and  requested  to  present  the  certificates  of  Lay  Deputies. 

The  President  appointed  the  Rev.  H.  M.  Brown  and  Mr.  William  S. 
Stow,  under  Canon  IL,  §  5,  to  act  with  the  Secretary  in  the  examination 
of  the  certificates,  and  to  report  upon  the  same. 
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Election  of  Secretary.     Honorary  Members. 

The  Committee  reported  sixty-seven  certificates  as  correct  in  form  ; 
whereupon  the  names  of  the  Deputies  were  called,  when  sixty-four  (see 
page  10)^  representing  forty-two  Parishes,  answered  to  their  names  and 
took  their  seats. 

A  larger  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Deputies  than  the  Canons 
require  to  constitute  a  quorum  being  present,  the  Convention  was  de- 
clared by  the  President  to  be  in  order  for  business. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  the^ev.  B.  W.  Stone,  D.  D.,  the  ballot  was  dispensed 
with,  and  the  Rev.  Theodore  M.  Bishop,  Rector  of  S.  Mark's  Church, 
Le  Roy,  was  unanimously  elected  Secretary  for  the  ensuing  year.  Mr. 
Bishop  accepted  the  election  with  thanks  to  the  Convention.  The  Rt. 
Rev.  the  President  announced  that  the  Secretary  had  appointed  the 
Rev.  David  A.  Bonnar,  Assistant  Secretary.  The  appointment  of  the 
Secretary  was  approved  by  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Anstice,  it  was 

Resohedy  That  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the  last  Annual  Convention  be  adopted  as  the 
Rales  to  govern  this  Convention,  with  the  following  amendment,  viz. :  That  Rule 
XX.  be  altered  to  read  as  follows, —

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York : 

The  following  preamble  and  resolution  were  adopted  by  the  Standing  Committee, 
July  15,  1874: 

Whereas^  A  sum  of  money  was  collected  in  this  Diocese  in  187 1,  for  the  relief  of 
the  sufferers  by  the  Chicago  fire  ;  and 

Whereas,  Such  sum  was  withheld  on  receipt  of  information  from  the  Mayor  of 
Chicago  and  other  responsible  persons,  that  the  sums  contributed  from  various  sources 
for  the  relief  of  the  sufferers  in  that  city,  were  largely  in  excess  of  the  amount  needed 
for  such  relief; 

Resolved^  That  the  Standing  Committee  recommend  to  the  Diocesan  Convention 
that  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  and  directed  to  send  the  sum  originally  collected  for 
the  relief  of  the  Chicago  sufferers  to  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana,  with  the  request  that 
he  apply  the  same  to  the  relief  of  sufferers  in  that  Diocese  and  State,  as  shall  seem 
most  proper  in  his  judgment.

On  motion,  the  Report  was  accepted  and  the  accompanying  resolution 
was  adopted. 

Mr.  D.  B.  Beach,  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee  appointed  at 

the  last  Annual  Convention  on  the  Jane  Grey  School,  read  the  follow- 
ing 

REPORT: 

The  Committee,  appointed  at  the  Annual  Convention  for  the  year  1873,  with 
power  to  take  certain  action  on  the  subject  of  "The  Jane  Grey  School,"  at  Mount 
Morris  (seepage  4^  of  Journal  of  1873,)  would  respectfully  report: 
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Report  of  Special  Committee  on  Jane  Grey  School. 


That  owing  to  various  causes,  which  the  Committee  are  unable  to  detail,  no  sub- 
stantial effort  was  made  to  preserve  the  Seminary  for  the  Diocese,  until  an  emergency 
arose  which  put  in  peril  the  entire  property. 

The  title  to  the  property  held  by  the  school — a  chartered  institution  of  the  Church 
and  the  recipient  of  $10,000  bounty  from  the  State — was  about  being  divested  and 
diverted^  when  our  Bishop  intervened  and  personally  assumed  the  responsibility  of 
saving  it. 

The  amount  necessary  for  him  to  pay  and  assume  was  $2,500  cash,  and  $4,286.27, 
payable  in  three  equal  annual  payments,  from  the  15th  of  September  inst.,  with 
annual  interest. 

The  Bishop  has  personally  pledged  himself  to  pay  the  first  mentioned  sum  (t.  e,, 
$2, 500)  by  the  ensuing  Christmas,  and  has  given  his  bond  and  mortgage  to  secure 
the  payment  of  the  latter. 

Upon  the  payment  of  these  sums  the  property  can  be  secured  for  the  Diocese,  and 
conveyed  to  the  proper  corporate  body  for  its  benefit. 

The  school  will  re-open  on  the  17th  inst.,  under  the  administration  of  capable  and 
judicious  Church  Teachers. 

Your  Committee  do  not  hesitate  to  recommend  the  educational  advantages  and 
complete  appointments  of  the  Seminary,  and  cordially  bespeak  for  it  the  patronage  of 
the  Churchmen  of  the  Diocese. 

The}*  deem  it  of  vital  importance  that  no  reasonable  effort  should  be  spared  to  se- 
cure it  as  a  permanent  institution  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

Your  Committee  submit  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved^  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  are  due  to  the  Bishop  for  his  timely 
and,  it  is  hoped,  successful  intervention  in  saving  to  the  Church  and  this  Diocese  this 
valuable  educational  institution.

A  number  of  the  Clergy  in  this  list  are  non-residents  of  the  Diocese,  which 
may  in  part  account  for  delinquency  in  the  matter  of  reports  to  the  Bishop.  The 
excuse  (if  excuse  it  can  be),  in  the  majority  of  cases,  would  undoubtedly  be  inadver- 
tence, or  ignorance  in  regard  to  the  existence  of  such  a  Canon.  But  whatever 
weight  may  be  allowed  to  such  an  excuse  in  some  instances,  it  can  be  entitled  to  but 
little  regard  where  a  Clergyman's  name  appears  on  the  Convention  Journal  year  after 
year,  as  a  delinquent,  in  regard  to  a  Canon  which  is  no  less  binding  upon  him  than 
any  other  law  of  the  Church. 

Where  Parishes  are  delinquent  in  reporting,  it  is  not  alwa3rs  the  fault  of  the 
Clergyman,  since  it  is  mostly  Parishes  that  are  vacant  which  are  thus  at  fault ;  or 
where  a  clergyman  leaves  a  Parish  some  time  previously  to  the  meeting  of  the 
Annual  Convention.  In  such  cases  the  duty  obviously  devolves  upon  the  Wardens 
to  be  more  careful  to  see  that  the  required  Report  should  be  presented  to  the 
Convention.

The  Rev.  W.  H.  Williams,  Chkirman  of  the  Committee  on  an  Epis- 
copal Library,  read  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Committee  upon  the  Episcopal  Library  respectfully  report :  That  the  library 
consists  of  a  collection  of  valuable  books,  which  the  Bishop  has  given  to  the  Diocese 
as  an  Episcopal  Library.  This  no  doubt  will  be  the  foundation  of  a  library  which 
will  be  of  great  value  to  the  Church,  and  especially  to  the  Clergy. 

The  Bishop  is  desirous  at  the  present  time  to  have  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  avail 
themselves  of  the  library ;  and  upon  application,  they  may  learn  the  conditions  upon 
which  books  may  be  obtained.  The  Convention  is  aware,  from  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  of  last  year,  that  the  Bishop  declined  the  offer  of  the  Convention  to 
renew  the  binding  of  a  number  of  volumes  much  needing  such  attention. 

This  fact  has  led  your  Committee  to  inquire  concerning  the  state  and  increase  of 
the  library,  and  they  regret  to  learn  that,  through  want  of  means,  not  much  addition 
has  been  made  to  the  library  during  several  years  past. 

Now,  it  has  occurred  to  the  Committee,  that  if  a  certain  Canon  of  General  Con- 
vention, which  has  generally  fallen  into  abeyance,  and  is  mostly  forgotten,  could  be 
remembered  and  obeyed,  means  would  be  furnished  to  enable  our  Bishop  to  make 
additions  to  the  library,  to  the  advantage  of  himself,  the  Clergy  and  the  Diocese. 
The  Canon  referred  to  is  the  one  requiring  every  Parish  to  provide,  upon  visitation, 
for  the  conveyance  of  the  Bishop  to  the  Parish  he  visits.  That  is,  according  to  the 
law  of  the  Church,  every  Parish  is  bound  to  pay  the  expense  of  the  journey  of  the 
Bishop  to  the  Parish.  This  has  fallen  into  general  neglect.  Now,  if  obedience 
could  be  restored,  it  would  be  a  small  sum  for  each  Parish,  but  in  the  aggregate  a 

large  sum  for  the  library.

The  Committee  to  whom  the  Report  of  the  Missionary  Board  was  referred,  respect- 
fully report : 

After  the  clear  and  comprehensive  Report  submitted  by  the  Financial  Seaetary 
of  the  Board  of  Missions,  supplemented  by  the  earnest  words  of  our  Bishop  in  his 
Annual  Address,  your  Committee  can  scarcely  hope  to  wake  any  new  missionary 
zeal,  if  these  should  fail.  But  they  beg  to  recall  to  your  special  attention  serenl 
important  points  in  the  Report,  which  must  commend  themselves  to  the  most  Chris- 
tian consideration  of  this  Convention. 

It  submits,  among  other  facts,  that  the  action  of  the  last  Convention  raised  expec- 
tations which  have  not  been  realized  ;  that  their  hopes  have  been  disappointed,  and 
their  ardor  dampened.  Tlie  Board  begs  this  Convention  to  give  the  subject  of  "fW/J 
and  mians^^  its  "most  deliberate  and  practical  attention,"  and  asks  for  so  "decided 
and  outspoken  an  expression  of  views  "  as  will  inspire  Parishes  with  a  new  sense  of 
their  obligations. 

None  need  be  told  that  the  missions  of  the  Diocese  are  among  its  first  and  com- 
manding interests.  They  mean  the  work  for  which  so  many  other  works  arc  done. 
They  mean  the  advances  of  the  Church.  And  we  might  ask,  do  the  Christian  hearts 
of  this  Diocese  hold  her  splendid  opportunities  cheap  ?  Or  are  those  to  whom  God 
has  given  the  means,  willing  to  buy  her  progress  alone  with  the  life  and  blood  oi  the 
noble  missionaries  who  toil  for  her  in  their  midst  ?  The  truth  is,  the  Diocese  has  the 
needed  means.  The  question  for  the  hour  is,  by  what  agencies  can  we  make  them 
available  for  the  high  purpose  that  now  demands  them  ? 

You  have  endorsed  the  pledge  system,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  most  happy 
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results  if  it  could  be  persistently  and  systematically  worked.  To  this  end  it  has  been 
suggested  that  an  agent,  or  by  whatsoever  name  such  functionary  should  be  called,  be 
appointed  in  every  Parish,  whose  particular  duty  and  charge  it  shall  be  to  secure  and 
collect  the  pledges,  keep  the  accounts,  and  hand  over  the  proceeds  to  the  proper 
authorities,  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

But  with  all  deference,  it  has  seemed  to  your  Committee  a  fact  proved,  that  some- 
thing more  is  needed  to  turn  the  means  of  the  Diocese  into  the  living  energies  of  the 
Church.  They  would  therefore  suggest  to  your  respectful  consideration,  whether  the 
time  has  not  come  for  the  organization  of  those  missionary  convocations  which  in  the 
East  and  West  have  accomplished  so  much  for  the  Church?  If  this  should  be 
received  with  favor  by  the  Convention,  the  Committee  would  recommend  the  early 
enactment  of  a  Canon  for  the  purpose.

REPORT: 

The  undersignerl,  the  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Report  of  the  Tnistees 
(»f  De  Veaux  College,  respectfully  report  : 

That  the  Trustees  have  presented  a  clear  statement  of  their  financial  comlition  and 
operations  for  the  year  ending  January  I,  1874.  The  Committee,  in  their  examin^' 
lion  of  these  accounts,  have  had  the  benefit  of  explanations  from  the  Treasurer  of  the 
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stitution,  Robt.  P.  Wilson,  Esq.,  to  whom  they  tender  their  thanks  for  clearing  up 
latever  of  obscurity  there  appeared  to  be  in  the  report. 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  shows  that  the  Institution  has  been,  during  the  year 
ding  January  I,  1874,  not  only  self-supporting,  but  that  its  income  exceeded  its  ex- 
nditures  by  the  sum  of  $777. 16.  The  Committee  do  not  consider  it  necessary  to 
lumerate  the  items  of  income  and  expenditure,  as  these  appear  fully  in  the  report  of 
c  Trustees. 

The  Trustees  report  that  on  the  1st  of  January,  1873,  the  College  was  in  debt 
>,  388.07,  the  whole  of  which  sum  had  accrued  prior  to  that  date.  Of  this  sum 
lere  has  been  paid  $1,002.43  ^^^"^  ^^  income  of  the  Institution,  and  $8,386.44  with 
oney  borrowed  from  the  principal  fund.  It  is  proper  to  state  here,  however,  in 
innection  with  the  payment  of  this  debt  by  a  loan  from  the  principal  fund,  that  the 
rustees  held  resources  in  their  hands,  to  offset  the  loan,  to  the  amount  of  $6,801.74. 
hese  consisted  of  debts  due  the  College  to  the  amount  of  $2,668.04,  supplies  on 
md,  $3*427. 51,  and  cash  on  hand,  $706.19.  These  debts  have  been  collected  and 
le  supplies  are  in  the  possession  of  the  Institution. 

Offsetting  these  resources  against  the  sum  borrowed  there  remains  a  debt  of  only 
1,584.70. 

The  exhibit  which  the  Trustees  have  made  is  an  encouraging  one,  inasmuch  as  it 
[lows  that  their  income  is  in  excess  of  their  outgo  and  that  they  have  been  able  to 
ommence  the  payment  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  Institution  out  of  its  earnings.  It 
rould  appear  from  this  that  the  College  has  begun  to  work  itself  out  of  its  financial 
mbarrassments  with  good  prospects  of  success. 

It  appears,  further,  that  the  Institution  has  derived  net  income  from  the  Term 
'upil  Department  of  $2,763.80.  This  was  done  with  an  average  attendance  in  this 
epartment  of  twenty -eight  pupils.  The  present  year  there  are  thirty-four  in  this  de- 
ortment,  and  it  may  reasonably  be  expected  that  it  will  yield  a  considerably  greater 
icome. 

Your  Committee  desire  here  to  commend  the  Term  Pupil  Department  of  the  Col- 
5gc  to  the  favorable  consideration  and  hearty  support  of  the  Diocese.  They  regard 
:  as  of  great  importance  to  the  Institution,  the  Diocese  and  the  Church,  and  as  pro- 
ibing  to  soon  become,  under  proper  management  and  encouragement,  a  very  im- 
mrtant  source  of  revenue  to  the  foundation,  enabling  the  Trustees  to  greatly  extend 
:s  benevolent  operations  and  usefulness.  This  Department  is  the  only  source  of 
irofit  which  the  Institution  possesses,  and  the  amount  of  revenue  which  it  may  yield 
i  to  be  measured  only  by  the  number  of  pupils  in  it. 

The  Committee  believe  it  to  be  the  duty  of  both  Clergy  and  Laity  in  this  Diocese 
3  sustain  the  Term  Pupil  Department  of  this  Institution  by  all  reasonable  efforts,  to 
ommend  it  to  the  favorable  consideration  and  patronage  of  those  who  have  boys  to 
c  educated.  They  believe  that  De  Veaux  may  soon  be  made  to  become,  under 
idicious  and  energetic  management,  one  of  the  foremost  schools  of  the  land. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  would  strongly  recommend  to  the  Trustees  that  they 
lake  their  financial  year  end  on  the  31st  of  August  instead  of  the  31st  of  December, 
>  that  their  report  may  cover  their  operations  to  the  close  of  the  Convention  year.

:ant  reform  in  our  Sunday  School  system.

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A  full  account  of  it  has  been  printed,  and  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  most  of 
our  Clergy. 

Its  prominent  features  are  : 

1.  That  it  educates  the  children  in  the  service  and  worship  of  the  Church;  and, 

2.  While  it  preserves  the  teachers  as  nuclei  of  influence,  and  eflicientlj  uses  their 
aid  as  instructors,  it  still  recognizes  the  Pastor  as  the  authorized  and  responsible 
teacher  of  the  young  of  his  flock. 

It  seems  to  us  that  this  plan  is  suitable,  in  its  main  features,  for  general  adoption. 

It  has  already  been  tried  in  some  other  Parishes  in  the  Diocese  with  success. 

It  recommends  itself  for  the  following  reasons : 

It  is  constructivey  not  destructiife.  Its  adoption  need  not  break  up  the  present 
organization,  but  may  be  grafted  on  to  the  present  system,  in  any  school  which  is 
well  organized. 

It  xsjlexibley  and  may  be  adopted  in  whole  or  in  part,  according  to  the  wants  of 
any  Parish. 

It  secures  the  attendance  and  interest  of  the  children  in  the  worship  of  the  Church, 
and  it  leaves  the  course  of  instruction  to  be  pursued  where  it  should  be  left,  to  the 
choice  of  each  Pastor. 

The  suggestions  made  in  last  year's  Report  could  all  be  utilized  under  this  system. 

Your  Committee  would  therefore  propose  to  thfs  Convention  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution : 

Resolved y  That  the  Sunday  School  system  at  present  in  use  in  Trinity  Church, 
Geneva,  recommends  itself  to  the  Parishes  of  this  Diocese,  leaving  the  question  as 
to  whether  the  service  shall  be  rendered  by  the  children,  wholly  or  in  part  in  a  choral 
manner,  to  the  judgment  of  each  Pastor.

REPORT: 

The  Committee  on  the  General  Theological  Seminary  respectfully  report: 
Since  the  last  annual  Report  to  the  Convention,  two  special  meetings,  besides  the 
annual   meeting  in  June  last,  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Seminary  have  been  held,  ai 
which  matters  of  no  little  interest  to  that  institution  of  learning  were  under  consider' 
ation.     Your  Committee  refer  principally  to  two  things. 

1,  The  Report  of  the  Committee  of  seven  appointed  to  consider  and  present  a 
plan  for  the  development  and  improvement  of  the  Seminary. 

2.  The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Examinations  of  the  Students  made  to 
the  Board  at  the  last  annual  meeting. 

With  respect  to  the  fust  matter,  viz.,  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  se\*cn  pro- 
posing a  plan  for  such  changes  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Seminary  as,  it  is  believed. 
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would  greatly  conduce  to  the  best  interests  of  that  institution;  that  Report,  afler 
considerable  discussion,  was  referred  back  to  the  same  Committee — afterwards 
increased  to  nine — to  report  upon  it  at  the  annual  meeting  in  June,  1875. 

It  will  be  remembered,  that  this  plan  of  tlie  Committee  comprehended  the  follow- 
ing changes  in  the  present  Constitution  of  the  Seminary,  viz. :  The  meeting  of  the 
Trustees  once  in  three  years,  instead  of  frequently,  or,  as  it  may  be  oftener,  as  is  the 
case  now ;  and  that  these  triennial  tneetings  shall  be  held  in  the  Diocese  of  New 
York,  and  in  the  years  of  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  and  about  the 
time  of  said  meeting  ;  that,  at  the  triennial  meeting,  there  shall  be  elected  from  the 
members  of  its  own  body  a  Standing  Committee,  which  shall  meet  twice  a  year  at 
tbe  Seminary  to  transact  the  business  necessary  to  be  done  in  the  interval  between 
the  triennial  meetings  of  the  whole  Board  of  Trustees. 

Now,  such  a  plan  would  manifestly  have  this  advantage :  it  would  obviate  the 
necessity  of  the  frequent  meeting  of  the  whole  body  of  the  Trustees,  as  now — a  diffi- 
culty so  great,  that  comparatively  few  of  the  whole  number  can  be  got  together  even  at 
the  annual  meeting.  The  consequence  is,  the  whole  Church  is  not  represented  in  the 
Board,  because  of  the  expense  and  distance  to  be  traveled  required  on  the  part  of  a 
great  number  of  the  Trustees,  and  its  action  is  subject  to  the  control  of  those  mem- 
bers of  that  body  living  in  the  city  of  New  York  and  its  vicinity. 

If,  on  the  contrary,  the  whole  body  at  its  triennial  meeting  were  to  elect  a  Stand- 
ing Committee  representing  the  whole  Church  as  fiu-  as  practicable,  who  should  meet 
twice  a  year,  with  an  allowance  of  mileage  to  those  coming  from  a  distance,  and 
transact  the  business  needful  to  be  done,  it  seems  clear  that  not  only  would  the  diffi- 
culties alluded  to  be  obviated,  but  the  business  required  would  be  much  more 
efficiently  and  promptly  done. 

And  unless  some  measure  of  this  sort  can  be  adopted,  it  may  be  a  question  whether 
the  interest  which  the  whole  Church  has  in  the  Seminary  as  a  General  Institution, 
will  not  ultimately  necessitate  a  resort  to  the  plan  proposed  by  Bishop  De  Lancey  in 
1846,*  viz. :  To  petition  the  General  Convention  to  dissolve  the  Seminary,  returning 
the  funds  and  other  property  to  the  Dioceses  from  which  they  were  drawn. 

The  other  matter  to  which  your  Committee,  have  referred,  viz.,  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Examinations  of  the  Students  at  the  Commencement  in  June  last, 
seems  proper  to  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  this  Convention.  That  Report,  as  your 
Committee  are  well  infonned,  was  so  unfavorable  in  its  character  in  some  cases,  and 
showed  such  glaring  deficiencies  in  some  studies  in  which  the  classes  were  examined, 
that  it  was  properly  withheld  from  publication  (contrary  to  custom)  in  the  proceedings 
of  the  Board. 

Your  Committee  have  nothing  further  to  report  upon  at  the  present  time  concern- 
ing the  condition  of  the  Seminary. 

Your  Committee  have  further  to  report,  that  as  it  devolves  upon  this  Convention 
to  nominate  suitable  persons  to  be  elected  by  the  next  General  Convention  as  Trustees

REPORT 

Of  the  Standini^  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  to  the  Thirty- 
Seventh  Annual  Convention ,  Septetnber,  ^^4' 

By  resolution  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  1873,  **The  Report  of  the  Standing 
lommittee  of  the  Diocese  on  the  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  De  Veaux  Col- 
^e,  presented  at  the  Convention  of  1872,  was  referred  back  to  the  Standing  Com- 
littee,  with  all  the  papers  relating  to  the  subject,  with  instructions  that  the  Standing 
bmmittee  l)e  instructed  to  recommend  such  measures  for  adoption  as  will  certainly 
revent  any  encroachment  upon  the  principal  of  the  Trust  Fund  for  current  expenses, 
id  to  report  in  accordance  therewith  to  the  next  Convention." 

Our  action  has  been  confined  to  a  thorough  investigation  of  facts  by  visits  of  a  sub- 
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committee  to  the  College,  by  conference  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  President 
of  the  College,  and  by  an  examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  Secretary  and  General 
Agent.  The  report  of  this  sub-committee  is  appended  to,  and  forms  a  part  of  this 
Report. 

The  results  of  our  investigation  will  be  stated  briefly,  but  definitely. 

First — We  found  the  Academic  Department  of  the  Institution,  under  the  Presi- 
dent and  his  assistants,  thoroughly  organized  and  efficiently  administered. 

Second — The  Household  was  systematically  supervised  by  the  domestic  officers. 
Neatness  and  order  prevailed.  The  Dormitories,  Study  and  Recitation  Rooms  wm 
well  ventilated  ;  the  Kitchen  apparatus  complete  and  costly ;  the  Dining-room  ser- 
vice wholesome  and  liberal, — all  testifying  to  the  skill  and  diligence  of  those  charged 
with  the  duties  of  matron  and  purveyor. 

Third — The  Record  showed  that  during  the  session  of  1873,  ^^  average  Domber 
of  persons  resident  in  the  College,  and  supported  in  part  or  whole  out  of  its  income, 
was  69,  distributed  as  follows  :

Term  Pupils,  Boarders, 28 

Fourth — The  annual  expenditure  for  this  household,  comprising  45^  pupils 
and  23^  other  persons,  was,  exclusive  of  salary  of  Secretary  and  General  Agent, 
$24,241.71. 

Fifth — The  Income  of  Term  Pupil  Department  was  $11,471,  and  from  all  other 
sources,  $12,053  ;  of  which  the  Trust  Fund  yielded  $9,289,  and  earnings  from  ac- 
counts for  books,  clothing,  boarding,  farm  and  garden,  $2,764. 

Sixth — From  the  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Trust  Estate,  as  given  by  audit 
of  accounts  to  July  I,  1874,  we  found  that  the  Trust  Fund,  exclusiveof  domain,  was

Of  this  amount,  $34,349.31  were  expended  for  betterments,  and  $20,189.621051 
in  the  working  expenses  of  the  Institution,  or  by  an  excess  of  annual  expenditure 
over  the  annual  income. 

Of  the  $34,349.31  taken  from  principal  for  enlargement,  repair  and  equipment  of 
the  College  buildings,  $24,559.44  were  appropriated  previous  to  January  i,  187O1 
and  $9,789.87  subsequent  to  that  date. 

Of  the  $20, 189.62  lost  by  excess  of  the  annual  expenditures  over  the  income, 
$8,660.13  was  previous  to  January  I,  1870,  and  $11,529.49  subsequent ;  that  is  lo 
say,  the  principal  of  the  Trust  Fund  was  diminished  $33,219.57  previous  to  Jannar)' 
I,  1870,  and  $21,319.36  since  January  i,  1870,  and  up  to  July  I,  1874. 

Seventh — This  excess  of  aimual  expenditure,  and  consequent  diminution  of  the 
Fund  for  the  support  of  Foundationers  has  continued  regularly  since  1868 — perhaps 
since  1867. 

In  regard  to  this  expenditure  of  moneys,  or  as  it  is  styled  in  the  reports  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  **  transfers  of  principal  to  income  accoimt,"  the  facts  have  already  been 
reported  to  and  discussed  in  the  Convention. 
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The  past  cannot  be  recalled,  and  the  only  remedy  for  the  future  is  that  which  is 
tbvious  to  every  prudent  housekeeper,  and  could  at  any  time  during  the  last  six 
ears  have  been  readily  applied,  viz.:  that  they  who  have  the  responsibility  of 
^ministering  this  Trust  be  solemnly  urged,  and,  as  far  as  this  Convention  has  the 
K>wer,  be  positively  required  to  keep  expenditures  within  the  income.  By  this  plan 
lone,  can  we,  in  the  language  of  the  resolution  of  the  Convention,  ''certainly 
»revent  any  encroachment  upon  the  principal  of  the  Trust  Fund,  for  current  ex- 
lenses." 

This  is  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  over  whom  neither  the  Standing  Com- 
ciittee  nor  the  Convention  has  any  legal  control  whatever,  nor,  in  fad,  any  influence, 
*xcept  so  far  as  that  body  thinks  proper  to  accept  and  practically  enforce  our  advice. 

Although  the  Standing  Committee,  the  representative  of  the  Convention,  is  a 
o-ordinate  power  in  the  government  of  the  College,  it  is,  under  the  charter,  without 
.uthority  to  enforce  any  of  its  suggestions. 

Eighth — As  a  necessary  consequence  of  the  diminution  of  income,  the  number  of 
orphan  and  destitute  children  benefited  by  the  munificence  of  Judge  De  Veaux  has 
Gradually  decreased  from  33  in  1868,  to  18  in  1874. 

The  questions  which  have  caused  so  much  and  grave  apprehension  throughout 
he  Diocese — the  f>resent  system  of  transfer  of  principal  to  income  account,  and  the 
organization  of  the  Institution  as  a  Polytechnic  School — have  also  been  considered  by 
his  Committee. 

Whether  the  Term  Pupil  Department  has  or  has  not  accomplished  the  purpose 
ontemplated  by  its  projectors  and  supporters ;  whether  results  have  or  have  not 
indicated  the  wisdom  of  the  large  expenditures  made  to  adapt  the  College  buildings 
or  their  anticipated  more  dignified  career ;  whether  success  or  failure,  as  the  case 
nay  be,  is  to  be  attributed  either  to  inherent  excellencies  or  defects  of  the  new  plan, 
\x  is  due  to  cordial  support  or  clamorous  opposition  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  ;  in  a 
rord,  who  merit  the  praise  for  the  good  that  has  been  accomplished,  or  deserve  the 
tlame  for  whatever  injury,  if  any,  which  has  befallen  De  Veaux  College  :  these 
re  questions  oifact^  to  be  decided  by  facts  alone.  The  facts  have  already  been  pub- 
ished  to  and  through  the  Diocese,  and  the  Convention  will  pronounce  its  verdict 
ccordingly. 

That  the  new  plan  has  not  been  cordially  approved  in  Western  New  York — or,  if 
pproved,  has  not  been  heartily  sustained,  is  evident  from  this  fact,  that  of  the  24 
Term  pupils  in  the  College  during  the  session  of  1873-74,  only  five  were  resident  in 
he  Diocese,  and,  of  these  five,  four  came  from  the  adjacent  city  of  Buffalo. 

To  make  the  subject  plain  to  this  Convention,  it  is  further  necessary  to  refer  to  the 
ircumstances  which  originated  this  investigation,  the  purpose  which  it  was  designed 
o  reach,  and  the  several  steps  by  which  it  has  been  pursued. 

During  the  years  1869  and  1870,  when  the  Term  Pupil  Department  was  in  succe«*s. 
il  operation,  and  promised  the  most  gratifying  results,  it  was  ascertained  that  a 
iversity  of  sentiment  existed  in  the  Diocese,  relative  to  the  intent  of  the  Trustees 
nd  their  mode  of  administration.  This  was  not  outspoken.  It  was  heard  in  whis- 
•ers,  doubts,  surmises,  intimations  and  insinuations.  Specially  did  this  appear  in 
bat  style  of  argument  most  difficult  to  meet,  which  consisted  in  expressions  of  regret 
tiaf  the  Trustees  had  done  thus  and  so,  but  not  stating  definitely  xcAa/  had  been  done; 
rave  apprehensions  of  disaster,  without  stating  from  what  cause  the  disaster  would 
Dme — while  the  very  expression  of  this  apprehension  was  sure  to  hasten  the  disaster. 
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These  whisperings  had  their  legitimate  effect,  and  proved  a  serious  obstacle  in  the 
way  of  securing  the  number  of  Tenn  pupik  essential  to  the  success  of  the  plan 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

To  meet  this  difficulty — to  put  the  Diocese  in  possession  of  all  the  fiurts  that  the 
Convention  might  judge  wisely,  remove  all  doubt,  secure  harmony  of  plan  and  unity 
of  action,  we  find  in  the  Episcopal  address  to  the  Convention  of  1871,  the  following 
statement  and  request : 

•*  *  The  De  Veaux  College  for  Orphan  and  Destitute  Children  *  is  now  in  t  condi- 
tion of  which  the  Diocese  may  justly  be  proud.  It  is  a  *  College,*  not  a  reformatory, 
and  has  been  brought  up  to  something  like  the  liberal  scheme  of  its  founder,  l}y  a 
system  which  only  needs  to  be  understood  to  be  admired.  I  am  convinced  that  it  is 
not  understood,  and  as  I  wish  the  Diocese  to  co-operate  with  me  and  with  the  Cor- 
poration in  giving  it  complete  success,  I  beg  this  Convention  to  take  such  measores 
as  will  best  advertise  the  Institution  and  its  work.  What  I  want  is  a  Committee 
of  high  character  and  known  ability,  appointed  by  yourselves,  who  will  visit  os 
and  learn  all  about  us  on  the  spot,  and  make  such  a  report  as  the  facts  will 
justify." 

Such  a  Committee,  consisting  of  two  clergymen  and  three  laymen,  was  appointed. 
They  visited  the  College,  inspected  every  Department,  analyzed  the  Financial  Slat^ 
ments  which  were  fully  exhibited  to  them.  They  presented  a  voluminous  report  to 
the  Diocesan  Convention  of  1872,  concurred  in  by  three  of  the  five  members  of  the 
Committee,  which  Report  is  among  the  papers  submitted  to  our  inspection.  From 
this  Report  we  have  gathered  valuable  information,  since  substantiated  by  our  own 
examination  and  investigation. 

That  Report  either  did  not  give  the  information  desired,  or  gave  it  in  such  fonn  as 
not  to  secure  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Convention.  It  was  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  to  be  reported  on  at  the  next  Annual  Conven- 
tion, with  certain  instructions  as  to  finance. 

The  Standing  Committee  presented  a  Report  to  the  Convention  of  1873,  with 
results  not  more  satisfactory  than  those  of  the  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  in 
1872.  The  conclusions  and  recommendations  of  the  Standing  Committee,  as  then 
reported,  were  based  upon  official  statements  relative  to  the  financial  condition  of  the 
College,  which  have  since  been  repeated  in  a  printed  pamphlet,  by  order  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  under  date  September  13,  1873. 

The  concluding  paragraph  of  this  Report  is  as  follows  : 

"The  business  of  the  six  months  ending  with  June  30,  1873,  shows  a  gain  of  in- 
come and  earnings  from  all  sources,  over  current  expenses,  of  $1,519.79,  including 
the  portion  of  Trust  Income  collectible  after  July  i,  1873,  ^^t  which  belongs  in  the 
average  of  the  first  six  months.  We  are  therefore  led  to  believe  that  the  measures  of 
retrenchment  and  economy  adopted,  will  suffice  to  keep  the  current  expenses  within 
the  current  income,  and  will  enable  us  to  begin  replacing  previous  losses. 

"By  order,  Edward  M.  Smith, 

''Secretary:' 

The  official  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  this  Committee  for  the  year  i873» 
which  Report  is  herewith  submitted,  shows  that  there  have  been  further  encroach- 
ments upon  the  principal  of  the  Trust  Fund — another  transfer  of  principal  to  income 
account,  or  to  use  the  exact  words  of  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  duly 
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and  signed,  "Principal  expended  during  the  year,  $8,386.44."  Against 
»unt  there  are  assets  of  various  kinds.  If  all  these-be  counted  as  cash,  there 
a  diminution  of  the  principal  of  the  Trust  Fund,  by  several  thousand  dollars 
'ear  1873. 

r  these  circumstances,  we  are  obliged  to  recall  the  encouraging  words  of  the 
if  the  Standing  Committee,  presented  to  the  Convention  of  1873,  and  direct 
ention  to  the  fact  that  this  Committee  has  not  been  able  "to  prevent  en- 
lent  upon  the  principal  of  the  Trust  Fund."  While  the  fact  of  this  further 
iment  upon  the  principal  of  the  Trust  Fund  remains,  it  is  reported  to  us  by 
rd  of  Trustees,  that  the  money  although  paid  out  in  1863,  ^^  'tot  for  the 
expenses  of  1873,  but  to  make  up  deficiencies  and  losses  of  previous  years 
ad  not  been  included  in  the  expenses  of  those  years  ;  so  that  while  the  prin-

cure  these  results,  the  Standing  Committee  advise  that  a  Committee  of  three 
be  appointed  to  examine  the  conditions  of  the  Charter  of  De  Veaux  College, 
secure  such  legislative  action  as  will  give  the  Diocesan  Convention  power  to 
5oard  of  Trustees,  Clergymen  and  Laymen ;  said  Trustees  to  be  divided  into 
Lsses,  so  that  each  year  one- third  of  the  Board  will  go  out  of  office,  and  their 
»e  filled  by  election.  Or  to  suggest  some  other  plan  by  which  the  powers  of 
vention  and  Standing  Committee  over  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  be  definitely 
and  made  practically  efficient.

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The  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Bokkelen  also  read  before  the  Convention  the 
following 

PAPER: 

To  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York : 

In  accordance  with  your  request,  the  undersigned  visited  De  Veaux  College,  Thurs- 
day, Feb.  12,  1874,  to  investigate  its  condition,  Social,  Academic  and  Financial 

While  the  information  gained  cleared  some  doubts  and  explained  certain  financial 
discrepancies  in  the  Reports  of  the  Trustees  to  the  Diocesan  Convention,  the  impres- 
sion was  strengthened  that  the  present  management  of  the  Trust  gives  occasion  for 
serious  apprehension  l«st  the  beneficent  purpose  of  Juilge  Dt  Veaux  may  olti- 
mately  fail. 

With  the  controversies  of  past  years  we  have  no  concern,  except  so  far  as  they 
may  help  us  to  right  judgment  and  wise  suggestions. 

It  is  enough  to  know  that  the  Trust  Fund  has  been  diminished  from  $189,886  in 
1858,  to  $133,434  in  1874,  and  the  income  has  shrunk  from  $14,000  to  $9,689 
per  year. 

From  this,  the  support  of  a  smaller  number  of  foundationers  was  an  arithmetical 
sequence. 

The  amount  by  which  the  Trust  Fund  has  been  diminished  $56,452,  has  been 
expended  in  part  to  enlarge  and  repair  and  equip  the  Coll^^e  building ;  in  part,  to 
meet  annual  deficiencies  occasioned  by  the  "current  expenses  exceeding  the  current 
revenue. " 

The  enlargement  of  the  College  buildings  was  designed,  to  some  extent,  for  the 
accommodation  of  what  is  familiarly  known  as  the  Term  Pupil  Department.  The 
annual  excess  of  expenses  over  income  seems  to  have  begun  about  the  time  the  new 
department  was  created,  but  according  to  the  Reports  of  the  Trustees  is  not  a  conse- 
quence of  that  department. 

The  provision  for  comfort  and  sustenance  of  the  household  is  most  liberal.  The 
corps  of  instructors  and  domestics  unusually  large.  There  is  no  stint,  as  is  evinced 
by  the  fact  that  the  annual  cost  of  each  foundationer  is  over  $800,  according  to  the 
accounts  submitted  to  our  inspection. 

The  books  of  the  College  «how  the  precise  expenditure  for  different  articles  of 
consumption,  salaries,  wages,  etc.,  etc. 

Though  the  results  might  be  attained  by  fewer  figures,  and  thus  be  more  readily 
comprehended  by  persons  not  skilled  in  the  methods  of  double  entry,  it  is  due  to  the 
accountant  to  state  that  his  exhibits  show  the  exact  condition  of  Trust  and  Term 
pupil  accounts,  and  the  regular  steps  by  which  the  balance  sheet  reveab  its  profits 
or  loss. 

As  to  the  most  satisfactory  mode  of  securing  the  facts  which  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee need,  and  in  order  to  present  them  fairly,  the  following  questions  were  asked 
by  your  Committee,  and  the  answers  given  by  the  acting  President. 

1.  What  amount  has  been  expended  upon  improvements  to  College  buildings 
since  their  erection  and  occupancy  in  1857  ? 

/Ins.     The  total  amount  up  to  Jan.  I,  1874,  is  $33,994.31* 

2.  What  amount  has  been  lost  in  the  administration  of  the  College  ? 
Ans.     $21,007.91. 
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These  amounts  make  a  total  of  $55,002.22  taken  from  the  principal  of  the  Trust 
Fund. 

3.  State  the  periods  when  the  expenditures  for  buildings  were  made  and  when 
the  losses  were  incurred. 

Am,     Of  the  sum  of  $33,994.31,  there  were  paid  previous  to  1870,  $24,559.44 

Subsequent  to  1870, -       .        .        .        .       9,434.87 

Of  the  $21,007.91  lost — 

There  was  previous  to  Jan.  I,  1870, 8,660.13 

Subsequent, 12,347.78 

But  of  this  amount,  $716.91  have  betii  repilid,  reducing  the  loss  since  January  I, 
1870,  to  the  sum  of  $11,630.^7. 

4.  What  is  meant  by  the  Augmentation  Fund  ? 

Ans.  If  application  be  made  to  receive  a  boy  upon  the  foundation  when  there  is 
no  vacancy,  he  is  taken,  if  qualified,  as  a  probationer,  and  pays  $400  during  the  year 
of  his  probation.  If  there  is  a  vacancy  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  the  terms  of 
probation  have  been  met,  the  boy  has  precedence  over  all  other  applicants.  During 
the  year  of  probation  he  is  treated  as  a  foundationer  as  to  allowance  for  books, 
clothing  and  other  personal  expenses. 

5.  Were  the  expenditures  for  gas,  steam,  water  works,  etc.,  made  to  attract 
Term  pupils? 

Ans.  They  were  not.  They  were  essential  to  the  comfort  and  safety  of  the  found- 
ationers. Under  the  old  methods  the  house  was  cold  ;  sickness  prevailed  during  the 
winter ;  there  was  constant  danger  from  the  explosion  of  a  kerosene  oil  lamp,  of 
which  sixty-two  were  in  constant  use  through  the  College.  Now  the  halls  and  rooms 
are  comfortably  warmed  and  safely  and  brightly  lighted. 

6.  Why  were  the  servants'  rooms,  the  kitchen  and  laundry  erected,  as  contained 
in  the  present  servants'  wing  ? 

Ans.  They  were  erected  previous  to  my  administration.  They  were  essential  to 
the  moral  tone  of  the  household  and  for  the  comfort  of  the  domestics.  The  former 
servants'  rooms  were  small  and  contiguous  to  the  rooms  used  for  academic  purposes. 

7.  How  are  the  rooms  thus  vacated  now  used  ? 

Ans.  The  kitchen  is  now  the  students'  bath  room.  The  former  laundry  is  added 
to  the  Lavatory.  The  servants'  rooms  are  now  the  College  Library  and  Reading 
Room. 

8.  Why  was  the  school  room  wing,  embracing  students'  dormitory  and  Master's 
room,  built? 

Ans.  To  provide  adequate  accommodation  for  the  President's  family.  This  was 
done  by  subdividing  the  former  school  room  into  domestic  apartments,  which  rendered 
a  new  school  room  necessary,  there  being  no  room  in  the  original  edifice  suitable  for 
that  purpose. 

It  was  considered  a  prudent  economy  to  add  a  second  story  to  the  school  room 
building,  containing  a  dormitory  for  term  pupils  and  a  Master's  room,  the  dining 
room,  the  school  room,  and  all  other  public  rooms  being  sufficiently  large  to  accom- 
modate more  than  the  number  of  foundationers  which  the  income  from  the  Trust 
Fund  would  support. 

This  I  have  from  information,  not  from  personal  knowledge,  as  the  additions  and 
alterations  were  made  antecedent  to  my  administration. 
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9.     Why  were  water  pipes  put  through  the  buildings? 

Ans.  There  was  no  supply  of  water  through  the  house  for  domestic  purposes,  ll 
was  expected  that  a  company  would  be  organized  at  the  Falls  or  the  Bridge,  through 
which  an  abundant  supply  of  water  could  be  procured.  Hence  "strong  pipe"  wts 
used  that  the  College  might  be  ready  to  avail  itself  of  the  strong  pressure  flow  of  water. 
Through  these  pipes  water  is  now  carried  to  the  different  stories.  Hot  water  for 
students'  bathing  purposes  is  supplied  from  the  kitchen  range.  Sinks  with  waste 
pipes  are  built  on  every  floor. 

ID.  What  is  the  present  condition  of  the  buildings,  and  are  extraordinary  repairs 
likely  to  be  needed  during  the  year  1874? 

Ans.  This  question  cannot  be  answered  in  a  practical  way.  The  ordinary  repairs) 
that  is,  repairs  to  make  good  the  wear  and  tear  resulting  from  the  cheap  style  in  which 
the  original  edifice  was  constructed,  required  about  an  average  of  $800  per  year. 

In  1873,  $574.80  were  expended  for  new  roofing  and  large  water  conductors^  to 
replace  the  worn  out  ones  of  seventeen  years  ago,  and  for  painting  the  roof  of  the 
gymnasium. 

On  ordinary  repairs  there  were  expended  during  1873,  $773.61.  The  necessary 
indoor  and  outdoor  repairs  had  been  neglected  previous  to  1870.  Mr.  Ford  gave  as 
a  reason  for  this  that  "  they  wished  to  support  a  large  number  of  foimdationers.  We 
thought  only  of  keeping  as  large  a  number  of  boys  as  we  could." 

1 1 .  What  do  you  pay  for  outdoor  help  ? 

Ans.  We  have  a  man  to  take  charge  of  the  grounds  and  the  cattle,  to  split  and 
carry  the  wood.  During  187 1  and  1872  an  additional  man  was  needed  to  haul  water 
from  Niagara  Falls  for  domestic  purposes.  During  the  winter  1873-74  we  hate 
hired  only  one  man,  the  supply  of  water  in  the  cisterns  having  been  abundant  Dur- 
ing the  gardening  season  an  extra  man  is  employed. 

12.  How  many  indoor  servants  are  employed? 
Ans.     Twelve.     Eleven  women  and  one  man. 

13.  Are  the  foundationers  "orphan  and  destitute?'* 

Ans.  In  every  instance,  as  far  as  I  know.  The  word  destitute  is  understood  to 
signify  "without  means  of  support  or  education."  The  word  orphan  means 
"fatherless." 

Since  1872,  applications  for  admission  upon  the  foundation  must  be  accompanied 
with  a  specific  and  detailed  written  statement  of  the  pecuniary  condition  of  the  appli- 
cants and  their  immediate  relatives.  This  had  not  been  required  previously,  and  I 
find  no  such  written  statements  on  file. 

14.  What  investigations  into  the  condition  of  the  College  were  made  previous 
to  this? 

Am.  First  in  1 87 1  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  Convention  on  De  Veaux 
College,  of  which  Rev.  Dr.  Perry  was  chairman,  and  Messrs.  Dewey  and  Matthews 
members.  The  session  continued  over  an  hour.  Dr.  Van  Rensselaer  was  present, 
and  the  discussion  referred  to  the  general  condition  of  the  institution  when  turned 
over  to  Mr.  Patterson. 

Mr.  Patterson  then  said  that  the  College  owed  for  current  expenses  on  Aug.  ist» 
1869,  over  and  above  all  its  income  assets,  $2,862.07 — this  since  the  appropriation 
of  $5,000  in  1868  or  '69  to  cover  Mr.  Ford's  accumulation  of  indebtedness.  D''- 
Van  Rensselaer  contradicted  this,  and  referred  to  his  books  of  accounts  left  at  the 
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College.  An  examination  of  these  books  by  a  professional  accountant  had  shown  no 
results  whatever ;  but  by  an  investigation  of  original  vouchers  the  indebtedness  was 
proved  to  be  as  stated  by  Mr.  Patterson. 

Mr.  Dewey  asked:  *'Have  you  had  any  reason  to  doubt  the  statement  as  to  the 
indebtedness  of  $2,862.07  ?"    Mr.  Patterson  replied:  "Not  in  a  single  instance." 

The  second  investigation  was  by  a  Special  Committee  of  the  Convention,  of  which 
Rev.  Dr.  Howard  was  chairman,  1871-72. 

The  third  investigation  was  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  in  1873. 

'Wi^  fourth  is  that  now  being  made  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  1874. 

15.  How  was  the  indebtedness  of  $2,872.07,  which  you  have  referred  to,  paid  ? 
Ans,     This  forms  part  of  the  gross  loss  of  $3»66o.i3  reported  for  the  year  1869. 

16.  How  do  you  account  for  the  increased  expenditure  in  1870-71-72,  over  that 
of  1869,  when  during  these  last  years  there  has  been  a  smaller  number  of  pupils  ? 

Ans,  First.  Since  1870  the  produce  of  the  garden*  is  charged  to  the  proper 
accounts  representing  expenses,  thus  increasing  the  apparent  expenditure.  This  has 
never  been*  done  before. 

Second.  The  large  cost  for  water,  as  already  stated.  This  was  occasioned  by  the 
drought. 

Third.    The  cost  for  repairs,  for  which  no  sinking  fund  had  been  provided. 
Fourth.    The  increased  consumption  of  coal  and  the  additional  cost  of  light :  Fueli 
1,282.80-100;  light,  732.93-100.      The  gas  costs  an  annual  bonus  of  $108  for  ten 
years  from  1870  ;  this  is  for  laying  the  gas  **  mains,"  being  3,200  feet  of  pipe. 

Fifth.    In  the  early  history  of  the  Collie  the  foundationers  were  young  children, 
easily  classified,  and  hence  the  cost  for  support  and  tuition  was  comparatively  small. 
The  boys  were  cheaply  clothed,  and  performed  for  themselves  many  menial  offices, 
such  as  carrying  wood  and  bringing  down  slops.     The  table  provisions  were  meagre. 
The  foundationers  had  no  overcoats  fit  to  wear,  those  originally  provided  were  moth- 
eaten  and  too  small.     In  some  instances  cloth  was  furnished  by  the  President  by 
request,  but  the  "orphan  and  destitute"  boys  were  required  to  provide  the  money  for 
Toaking  the  garments.     New  overcoats  were  issued  to  the  foundationers  during  the 
Season  1870-71,  and  now  are  regularly  furnished. 

Sixth.  Better  provision  is  made  for  the  foundationers,  more  wholesome  diet,  more 
thorough  teaching,  and  finally  the  aggregate  number  of  pupils  reported  for  1869 
rloes  not  afford  a  basis  of*  comparison  with  the  aggregate  number  of  pupils  reported 
since  1869. 

1 7.  How  many  tons  of  coal  and  how  many  cords  of  wood  are  consumed  annually  ? 
Ans.     About  12$  tons  of  coal  and  100  cords  of  wood. 

18.  What  are  the  annual  charges  for  the  term  pupils? 

Ans.  At  first  the  charge  for  term  pupils  was  $400  per  year,  but  to  increase  the 
catalogue  my  predecessor  was  authorized  to  receive  as  many  as  ten  pupils  for  $300  a 
year.  He  subsequently  received  all  at  this  rate.  Since  1870  the  charge  has  invari- 
ably been  $400. 

19.  Do  the  term  pupils  yield  a  profit  or  a  loss? 
Ans.     They  yield  a  profit.

The  average  number  of  foundationers  during  1873  was  17^,  making  the  cost  of 
each  $887.68  ;  or,  deducting  the  charges  for  managing  the  Trust  Fund,  and  expenses 
for  insurance,  repairs,  taxes  and  counsel  fees,  etc.,  the  average  personal  cost  of  each 
foundationer  was  $758.25. 

21 .  What  was  the  largest  number  of  foundationers  and  probationers  at  the  Coll^ 
at  any  time  during  your  administration  ? 

Ans.  The  largest  number  at  any  one  time  since  1869  was  33,  and  this  when  my 
predecessor  resigned.  The  annual  reports  show  the  entire  number  of  different  pupils 
on  the  foundation  during  the  whole  year,  not  the  average  nor  the  number  at  any  one 
time.  (There  were  in  September,  1869,  three  term  pupils  enjoying  the  privilege  of 
probationers.) 

22.  What  has  been  .the  annual  average  number  of  foundationers  and  term  pupils 
since  1869? 

Ans,     In  1870,  average  of  foundationers,  32.  Term  pupils,  17.

23.  I  low  do  you  account  for  the  prevailing  dissatisfaction  in  the  Diocese  v^ith 
the  present  administration  of  the  College  ? 

Ans.     There  are  several  reasons  for  this,  and  some  of  them  are  personal. 

First.  In  1870  it  was  discovered  that  the  current  expenses  of  the  Trust  Estate 
exceeded  its  income  and  earnings,  including  the  earnings  from  term  pupil  accounts. 
As  an  analysis  of  the  accounts  showed  that  this  expense  over  income  was  chargeaUe 
to  the  Trust  Estate  (the  term  pupil  account  yielding  a  profit),  it  was  necessary  to 
reduce  the  number  of  foundationers.  This  reduction  caused  dissatisfaction  to  many 
applicants,  and  may  have  been  one  cause  of  complaint. 

Sirond.  Another  cause  is  the  popular  notion  that  the  larger  portion  of  drafts 
upon  principal  have  been  to  pay  excess  of  current  expenses  over  income,  instead 
of  i)eing  required  for  preservation  and  enlargement  of  College  property.  The  faci> 
are,  that  the  expenditures  for  permanent  improvements  have  been  $33,994-3^  ^ 
for  excess  of  annual  expense  over  income,  $20,291  ;  making  the  total  amount  tak0> 
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from  principal  since  1859,  $54,285.31  ;  or  three-fifths  for  betterments,  and  two-fiflhs 
for  administration. 

With  these  facts  and  explanations  as  your  guide,  your  Committee  think  the  prac- 
tical question  which  so  closely  concern  the  very  existence  of  De  Veaux  as  a  home  for 
Orphan  and  Destitute  Children  can  be  discussed,  and,  as  far  as  this  Standing  Com- 
mittee i^  concerned,  decided. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  can .  be  best  discharged, 
the  expectations  of  the  Convention  met,  this  disturbing  element  removed,  and  the 
mind  of  the  Diocese  quieted,  perhaps  satisfied,  by  a  plain  exhibit  of  the  actual  con- 
dition of  the  College  in  all  its  departments,  financial,  scholastic,  and  disciplinary. 
Accepting  these  facts,  then,  reorganize  the  internal  government  so  as  to  bring  the 
expenses  of  the  Trust  Fund  within  its  income,  even  if  it  require  a  reduction  of  the 
number  of  foundationers  to  five ;  and  henceforth  do  not  incur  one  dollar  of  expense 
in  expectation  of,  or  preparation  for,  term  pupils. 

Beyond  all  peradventure,  the  present  number  of  foundationers  could  be  educated 
and  supported  at  many  of  our  first-class  boarding  schools  at  two-thirds  the  present 
cost,  and  a  large  bonus  secured  for  the  privilege. 

After  visiting  the  College,  your  Committee  examined  the  Financial  Agent's  account 
for  the  year  1873,  and  to  their  astonishment  and  regret  find  that  the  endowment  has 
again  been  diminished  $8,386.44.  This  is  explained  as  money  used  to  pay  indebted- 
ness of  previous  years,  and  to  furnish  working  capital  for  purchase  of  supplies,  by 
which  it  is  supposed  that  a  large  percentage  is  saved. 

It  is  difficult  to  reconcile  this  further  encroachment  upon  the  Trust  Fund  with  the 
statement  to  the  Standing  Committee  last  year,  and  repeated  in  Convention,  that  not 
only  had  the  expenses  been  kept  within  the  income,  but  there  had  been  a  consid- 
erable gain  over  all  current  expenses.

The  order  of  the  day  having  been  called  for,  several  new  resolutions 
and  amendments  were  offered,  which  having  been  finally  withdrawn. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  T.  C.  Montgomery,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  the  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  De  Veaux  Collie — together  with  the  three  printed  papers  read  before  Con- 
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vention,  including  the  Report  of  the  Trustees,  be  accepted,  and  printed  in  the  Journal^ 
and  that  no  further  action  be  taken  upon  the  subject  by  this  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  T.  C.  Montgomery,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  be  authorized  and  re- 
quested to  print,  in  parallel  columns,  the  old  and  new  Constitutions,  with  such  notes 
of  explanation  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Ingen,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  in  Convention  assembled, 
warmly  sympathizes  with  the  views  of  its  Bishop,  and  with  the  desire  so  widely  pre- 
vailing in  Christendom,  for  a  Council  of  the  Bishops  and  Churches  in  communion 
with  each  other,  and  with  the  Churches  of  England  and  Ireland  ;  to  be  held  at  such 
time  and  place  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  them. 

The  Rev.  L.  B.  Van  Dyck,  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  read  the  fol- 
lowing 

REPORT: 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  Convention: 

But  slight  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Archives  during  the  year.  This  may 
be  due,  in  part,  to  the  fact  that  no  positive  means  have  been  used  to  secure  such  ad- 
ditions from  within  the  Diocese.  But  even  where  such  means  were  used,  there  has 
been  but  slight  response.  Journals  of  the  last  year's  Convention  were  sent  by  the 
Secretary  to  the  Registrars  of  all  the  Dioceses,  while  only  six  or  eight  have  favored 
us  with  a  return.  This  is  to  be  deplored,  for  it  is  desirable,  I  suppose,  that  to  have 
our  Archives  well  furnished,  there  should  be,  as  nearly  as  possible,  a  complete  set  of 
the  records  of  the  Church  in  all  the  Dioceses.  This  would  indeed  make  requisite  a 
larger  room  by  and  by  for  our  use,  and  more  shelf-room  immediately.  It  would  be 
a  very  handsome  thing  for  us,  and  perhaps,  sometime,  a  very  valuable  thing,  to  have 
full  sets  of  the  Journals  of  all  the  Dioceses  bound  upon  our  shelves.  There  are  now 
quite  large  numbers  of  Journals  of  most  of  the  Conventions,  though  there  are  none 
without  a  hiatus  here  and  there  in  their  ranks.  If  the  Convention  thinks  it  desirable 
the  Registrar  might  take  measures  to  have  these  breaks  filled  and  the  Journals  bound 
for  permanent  preservation.  We  have  a  bound  set  of  our  own  Journals,  up  to  1868, 
and  I  think  it  at  least  desirable  that  the  Registrar  should  be  empowered  to  keep  this 
and  also  a  set  of  the  Journals  of  the  General  Convention  filled  up  to  the  latest  date. 

Before  discussing  the  subject  of  the  Journals,  1  would  like  to  say  that  we  need  for 
exchange,  Western  New  York  Journals  of  the  years  1839,  '40,  '41,  '45,  '48,  '49,  '59» 
'70,  '72,  especially  '41,  '48,  '59,  '70,  '72.  And  for  ourselves.  General  Convention 
Journals  of  all  years  except  181 7,  1S38,  1841  and  the  last  three. 

Aside  from  the  Journals,  it  seems  to  me  that  as  full  an  account  as  possible  of  the 
rise  and  progress  of  the  different  parishes  of  the  Diocese  should  be  on  our  shelves. 
By  the  exertions  of  the  first  Registrar  and  the  kind  responses  which  his  efforts  met  at 
the  hands  of  the  Clergy,  a  good  number  of  biographical  notices  and  three  or  four 
sketches  of  parish  history  were  secured  and  are  now  on  file,  but  many  more  are 
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needed  to  make  the  number  anything  like  full.  The  difficulty  seems  to  be  that  these 
histories  do  not  end,  and  there  is  a  consequent  feeling  of  incompleteness  about  the 
record,  but  it  is  the  beginnings  that  are  always  hardest  to  get,  and  are,  at  the  same 
time,  most  interesting,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  neither  the  modesty  nor  the  indo- 
lence of  the  Clergy  will  prevent  our  having  as  full  a  record  of  the  original  things 
about  themselves  or  their  parishes  as  can  now  be  obtained. 

Besides  these,  the  schools  of  the  Diocese  ought  to  have  in  the  Archives  a  full  list 
of  their  registers  or  catalogues.  We  have  a  pretty  full  record  of  Hobart  College  and 
some  of  De  Veaux,  but  of  the  other  schools  the  lists  are  very  meagre. 

There  should  be,  too,  a  file,  bound  if  the  Convention  pleases,  of  the  leading  Church 
newspapers.  We  have  a  tolerably  full  set  of  the  Gospel  Messenger  up  to  the  time  of 
its  being  merged  in  the  Church  yournal,  but  of  the  Church  Journal,  before  or  since, 
or  of  the  Churchman,  we  have  none. 

The  preservation  of  files  of  these  and  of  all  the  prominent  periodicals  of  the  Church 
would  be  perhaps  more  surely  accomplished  if  the  Archives  were  under  the  care,  and 
in  connection  with  something  of  the  nature  of  a  Church  Guild,  but  it  can  be  accom- 
plished as  it  is,  if  the  members  of  Convention  will  co-operate  with  the  Registrar  in 
securing  it.  After  all  this  I  must  yet  be  permitted  to  suggest  that  of  occasional  or 
historical  sermons  or  addresses,  delivered  within  the  Diocese,  none  that  has  any  in- 
terest should  be  allowed  to  pass  away  without  a  copy  being  sent  to  the  Registrar, 
for,  while  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Clergy  will  not  adopt  Mohammedan  tenets  and 
r^ard  every  piece  of  paper  on  which  there  is  printed  matter,  as  sacred  because  it 
may  contain  the  name  of  God,  and  while  it  is  not  desirable  that  the  Archives  should 
be  made  the  receptacle  of  all  sorts  of  worthless  matter  that  might  better  go  to  the 
waste  basket,  yet  every  thing  that  occurs  to  deserve  notice  in  connection  with  Church 
work,  especially  in  the  Diocese,  should  find  a  place  for  safe  preservation  and  refer- 
ence in  the  after-time.  A  Church  Scrap-book,  with  local  newspaper  notices  of 
whatever  is  done  from  year  to  year,  would  be  a  valuable,  not  to  say  a  curious,  book 
of  reference,  after  a  few  years  of  careful  keeping. 

Let  us  refute  the  satirical  pronouncement  of  the  Roman  eulogist,  and  prove  that, 
while  the  evil  that  men  do  lives  after  them,  the  good  is  not  interred  with  their  bones, 
but  b  kept  in  pleasant  and  grateful  memory  by  their  fellow-members  and  successors 
in  the  Church  below,  as  well  as  on  the  golden  records  above.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Perry,  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee  on  so  much 
of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to  a  Constitutional  Convention,  read 
the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  refer- 
ring to  a  proposed  Constitutional  Convention,  respectfully  report : 

That  in  view  of  momentous  questions,  relating  not  only  to  our  organization  and 
future  policy,  but  to  our  relations  with  the  sister  Churches  of  our  communion,  which 
are  now  existing  or  must  speedily  arise ;  and 

Whereas^  The  growth  and  importance  of  the  Church  demand  a  speedier  solution  of 
these  grave  matters  than  the  usual  recourse  to  the  mode  of  Constitutional  and  Canon- 
ical change  will  permit ;  and 

IVAereas,  The  proposal  for  a  Constitutional  Commission,  suggested  by  the  Bishop 
of  this  Diocese,  offers  a  wise  expedient  for  meeting  the  necessity  of  action  on  these 
points  ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Deputies  to  General  Convention  for  the  Diocese  be  requested 
to  bring  before  the  Convention  the  proposal  for  a  Constitutional  Commission,  as  pub- 
lished by  the  Bishop  of  Western  New  York,  in  a  **  Letter  to  a  Bishop,"  under  date 
of  May  10,  1874,  and  to  ask  for  the  same,  from  the  General  Convention,  a  respectful 
consideration  of  the  plan  therein  contained. 

Your  Committee  would  respectfully  report,  that  they  have  given  to  the  subject 
committed  to  their  consideration,  their  attentive  and  respectful  consideration.  Re- 
cognizing the  importance  of  the  matters  involved,  they  would  briefly  cite  from  the 
"Letter  to  a  Bishop"  which  contains  the  draft  of  a  proposed  Constitutional  Com- 
mission, the  following  points  :  ( i )  Our  Lambeth  Relations,  and  some  provision  for  a 
Pan- Anglican  Legislation  ;  (2)  The  Revision  of  the  Scriptures  now  undertaken  by 
the  Province  of  Canterbury  ;  (3)  The  Athanasian  Creed  ;  (4)  The  Filioque ;  {$)  The 
Lectionary;  (6)  Abbreviated  Services  ;  (7)  Other  Liturgical  Questions ;  (8)  Appellate 
Courts.

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  A.  Cleveland  Coxe,  D.  D.,  LL.D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
IVestem  New  York,  and  Chairtnan  of  the  Board  of  EdiuoHon : 

The  Rev.  James  Rankine,  D.  D.,  as  Rector  of  the  De  Lancey  Divinity  School, 
respectfully  reports : 

During  the  past  Conventional  year  he  has  assisted  in  their  preparation  for  Holy 
Orders  three  Priests  and  one  Deacon.  The  Rev.  James  H.  Dennis,  M.  A.,  and  the 
Rev.  Henry  S.  Dennis,  M.  A.,  were  ordained  to  the  priesthood  March  1st,  in  S. 
Peter's  Church,  Geneva.  The  former  was  presented  by  myself,  the  latter  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Van  Rensselaer.  The  Examining  Chaplains  were  the  Rev.  Drs.  Perry, 
Van  Rensselaer  and  myself. 

Gabriel  Alfred  Mueller,  M.  A.,  was  ordained  Deacon  in  the  same  church  May 
19th,  and  was  presented  by  myself.  The  Examining  Chaplains  in  his  case  were  the 
Rev.  Dr.  T.  A.  Starkey  and  myself. 

The  Rev.  William  Catterson,  M.  A.,  has  passed  his  examination  for  Priest's  Orders, 
and  expects  to  be  ordained  on  Sunday  next,  at  Geneva.

ITie  Rector  of  Zion  Church,  Avon,  reports  that  an  esteemed  friend  has  given  $300 
for  church  improvement. 

Another  friend  has  given  a  set  of  altar  cloths,  etc. 

The  Trustees  of  the  McCoy  Fund  report  that  they  have  received  from  Bet  hue! 
McCoy  the  sura  of  $1,000. 
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In  Trinity  Church,  Geneva,  through  the  liberality  of  one  gentleman,  the  Sunday 
School  Rooms  are  greatly  beautified. 

Grace  Church,  Lyons,  has  improved  church  at  a  cost  of  $500. 

Mrs.  Cynthia  Richmond,  of  Bergen,  has  given  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial 
Fund  a  lot  of  land,  valued  at  $600,  for  a  site  for  a  church. 

By  the  will  of  Mrs.  Jas.  S.  Wadsworth  the  sum  of  $1,000  is  left  to  S.  Michael's  Parish, 
Geneseo,  for  the  purchase  of  a  window  as  a  joint  memorial  of  herself  and  husband. 

By  the  will  of  the  late  Samuel  Lewis,  the  same  Parish  receives  the  sum  of  $445 

as  a  trust  fund — the  income  of  $400  of  which  is  to  be  paid  towards  the  Rectors 

i^alary  ;  the  income  of  the  remaining  $45  of  the  fund  to  be  presented  to  the  satoD 

annually  on  Christmas  Day.

The  Rev.  W.  B.  Edson,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Supply 
of  the  Sacred  Ministry,  presented  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Committee  on  the  Supply  of  the  Sacred  Ministry  begs  leave  to  report : 

That  in  view  of  the  very  small  number  of  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  as  set  forth 
I)y  the  Bishop  in  his  Annual  Address,  there  is  ground  for  alarm. 

The  inadeqacy  of  support,  whilst  it  lessens  the  number  of  candidates,  your 
Committee  thinks  ought  not  to  be  looked  upon  as  an  unmixed  evil.  If  adequate 
support  were  the  rule  and  not  the  exception,  we  should  have  all  the  candidates  that 
we  desire,  but  the  known  weaknesses  of  human  nature  would  encourage  men  to  seek 
the  sacred  office  without  that  due  degree  of  consecration  and  dependence  upon  God 
which  should  actuate  all. 

Your  Committee  regards  the  small  number  of  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  as  the 
indication  of  prevailing  and  growing  worldliness,  which  finds  its  occasion  in  the  ma- 
terial prosperity  of  the  country,  that  opens  up  inviting  fields  of  enterprise  and  offers 
positions  of  influence  and  power. 

The  spirit  of  worldly  enterprise  seizes  early  on  the  young,  and  so  preoccupies  the 
mind  that  the  claims  of  the  Gospel  ministry  are  not  considered. 

The  only  remedy  that  your  Committee  would  suggest  is,  that  the  Rectors  of  Pa""- 
ishes,  with  whom  the  matter  chiefly  rests,  should  be  diligent  in  teaching  the  young, 
and  should  choose  out  such  of  the  more  promising  young  men  of  their  Parishes  as  their 
judgment  may  approve,  and,  from  time  to  time,  urge  the  consideration  of  the  subject 
upon  them,  not  withholding  from  them  that  it  is  a  life  of  labor,  of  trial  and  of  de- 
pendence upon  (Jod. 

Above  all,  continued  prayer  should  be  made  to  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest,  that  He 

would  send  forth  laborers  into  His  harvest.

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TO  THE  THIRTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 


My  Reverend  Brethren,  and  Brethren  of  the  Laity: 

I  meet  you  to-day  with  the  solemn  thought  that  I  draw  near  the  close 
of  my  tenth  year  in  the  Episcopate.  I  find  myself  under  the  same 
sacred  roof,  and  seated  in  the  same  place,  where  I  first  presided  over 
you  in  council.  Associations  crowd  upon  my  mind  as  I  refer  to  that 
past,  and  compare  its  hopes  and  aspirations  with  this  present.  Some- 
thing has  been  done ;  nay,  much  Ynight  be  particularized  in  proof  of 
growth  and  improvement,  the  chief  praise  of  which,  under  God,  would 
be  due  not  to  me,  but  to  the  laborious  and  self-denying  clergy,  over 
whom  I  am  set  as  a  father.  For  myself,  I  can  only  bewail  my  unprofit- 
able service  and  entreat  the  Lord  for  more  grace,  should  this  work  be 
laid  upon  me  for  any  time  to  come,  be  it  shorter  or  longer.  The  Epis- 
copate is  indeed  a  yoke,  and  a  very  heavy  one.  Its  cares  and  trials  I 
have  found  to  be  more  than  the  hairs  of  my  head,  which  have  been  very 
speedily  whitened  in  your  service.  Yet  these  cares  are  sweetened  by 
the  conviction  that  the  work  is  Christ's,  and  that  He  is  with  me  in  every 
endeavor  to  promote  His  glory  and  the  good  of  men.  An  American 
bishopric  is  a  post  of  self-sacrifice,  but  of  large  usefulness.  Every  day 
one  is  able  to  do  some  service  to  one's  brethren,  and  to  plant  the  seeds 
of  a  blessed  harvest,  of  which  others  are  to  be  reapers.  And  then,  it 
has  large  rewards  in  that  love  and  sympathy  of  fellow-pastors  and  of 
great-hearted  laymen,  which  literally  "  holds  up  the  hands"  of  a  chief 
pastor,  and  gives  double  efficacy  to  his  toils.  To  new  toils  I  now 
devote  myself,  the  Lord  being  my  helper ;  but  on  your  renewed  co-oper- 
ation and  kind  encouragement  I  must  still  rely,  under  the  Master,  for 
usefulness  and  success. 
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THE   WORK    OF   THE   YEAR 

may  be  summed  up  in  its  more  important  particulars  as  follows :  I  have 
confirmed  853  souls,  always  with  the  usual  visitation  solemnities,  except 
in  the  case  of  the  sick  confirmed  in  private.  My  other  pastoral  visita- 
tions were  forty-five,  exclusive  of  services  rendered,  unofficially,  in 
Buffalo  and  other  places.  I  have  ordained  four  to  the  diaconate  and 
five  to  the  priesthood.  I  have  consecrated  one  church,  laid  three  cor- 
ner-stones, and  authorized  the  incorporation  of  one  new  parish.  Three 
churches  now  await  consecration.  Five  clergymen  have  been  dismissed 
from  the  Diocese  and  five  have  been  received ;  not  including  two  who 
are  officiating  in  the  Diocese  by  my  consent,  but  whose  letters  dirais- 
sory  have  not  yet  been  presented.  The  whole  number  of  the  Clergy  is 
100,  or,  including  the  oflliciants  aforesaid,  102  ;  candidates  for  Holy 
Orders  are  four ;  postulants,  or  preparing,  five.  I  have  made  forty-nine 
visits  to  academic  institutions,  including  attendance  at  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  and  other  meetings  of 
school  corporations.  At  Hobart  College  I  gave  a  course  of  lectures. 
I  have  also  served  on  several  committees  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  and 
the  General  Convention,  some  of  which  have  exacted  considerable  toil 
and  journeying.  I  took  part  in  the  consecration  of  the  Bishop  of  Col- 
orado, and  preached  the  sermon  on  that  occasion.  I  was  also  one  of 
the  consecrators  in  the  Canadian  Church  of  the  Bishop  of  Algoma. 

But  these  particulars  represent  very  little  of  that  which  coraeth  on 
me  daily,  in  the  care  of  all  the  Churches  of  my  Diocese,  and  in  the 
discharge  of  the  strange  variety  of  duties  which  are  imposed  on  a  Bishop 
who  is  forced  to  be  his  own  chaplain,  his  own  secretary,  his  own  arch- 
deacon, and  to  discharge,  every  day,  obligations  the  most  conflicting  and 
distracting.  I  know  not  how  I  should  have  surmounted  the  difficulties 
of  the  past  year,  had  not  such  kind  assistance  been  rendered  me  by  my 
brethren.  To  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  I  am  greatly  indebted  for 
constant  counsel  in  matters  connected  with  the  law,  and  for  much  per- 
sonal encouragement.  And  I  am  obliged  to  so  many  of  my  brethren 
for  aid  in  examinations,  and  for  help  in  emergencies,  that  I  should  feel 
it  almost  unjust  to  select  here  and  there  a  name  for  a  tribute  of  gratitude. 

ACTIVITY. 

In  the  city  of  Buffalo,  I  rejoice  to  record  the  fact  that  there  has  been 
a  cheering  development  of  church-life  during  the  past  year.  The 
organization  of  church  guilds  has  been  followed  by  earnest  work  in  city 
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missions,  and  in  other  departments  of  religious  effort.  Among  these 
homestead  services  have  been  conspicuous.  Two  comer-stones  have 
just  been  laid  in  growing  parts  of  the  town,  and,  besides  these,  we  have 
no  less  than  four  out-lying  missions.  Let  us  fortify  the  cities  !  This  was 
primitive  wisdom  !  Every  considepable  town  in  the  Diocese  should  be 
the  radiating  centre  of  influence  and  vital  warmth  to  surrounding  villages 
and  moral  wastes.  In  Rochester  a  similar  vigor  has  been  manifested 
for  a  longer  period.  The  students  of  Hobart  College,  to  their  lasting 
credit,  have  been  very  active  in  the  region  round  about  Geneva. 

DIOCESAN    MISSIONS. 

Our  Diocesan  Missions  are  justly  ranked  among  those  primary  inter- 
ests of  which  this  Council  is  the  guardian.  You  will  find  the  Report 
of  your  Board  worthy  of  careful  consideration,  and  I  ask  that  some 
appreciable  portion  of  your  time  may  be  devoted  to  it.  Means  must 
be  devised  to  reinvigorate  this  department  of  our  work,  for  its  success 
is  the  measure  of  our  progress.  We  need  new  sinews  for  that  aggres- 
sive action  we  are  called  to,  by  the  irreligion  of  many  parts  of  the 
Diocese,  and  by  the  spiritual  waste  places  which  are  ready  to  be  occu- 
pied.    In  this  forward  movement  let  us  never  faint  nor  be  weary. 

SUNDAY   SCHOOLS. 

As  heretofore,  I  urge  reforms  in  the  management  of  these  useful 
institutions.  They  do  more  harm  than  good  when  once  they  get  out 
of  order.  Look  well  to  your  School  Libraries  !  They  are  sometimes 
stored  with  trash,  if  not  with  poison,  and  in  such  cases  they  add  fuel  to 
fire.  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  Perry,  of  Geneva,  has 
entered  upon  reformation,  with  the  real  disorder  in  view  and  the  true 
remedies  in  hand.  To  all  conscientious  parents,  and  to  my  Diocese  in 
general,  I  commend  his  remarks  on  the  subject.  Without  making  its 
every  word  my  own,  I  can  yet  say  that  I  greatly  value  its  suggestions, 
and  have  seen  his  plan  in  operation  with  admiration  and  gratitude. 

Another  little  publication  of  one  of  our  brethren  of  the  Diocese  I 
heartily  commend,  as  illustrating  the  views  I  have  so  often  expressed 
upon  the  great  subject  of  the  Eucharist.  I  refer  to  the  Sermon  of  the 
Rev.  Charles  S.  Hale,  which  has  been  printed  as  a  tract  for  Pastoral 
use.  I  am  very  glad  to  see  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  contributing  to 
the  practical  improvement  of  the  Church  in  such  serious  matters. 
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EDUCATION. 

The  all-important  interests  of  our  Colleges  and  Schools  have  demanded 
unusual  attention  during  the  past  year.  Over  and  above  all  other  cares, 
they  have  made  my  summer  peculiarly  anxious  and  exhausting,  ^j 
an  unpleasant  coincidence,  I  have  b*een  obliged  to  seek  new  teachers 
and  chief  masters  for  a  considerable  number  of  our  institutions,  all  at 
the  same  time.  Mr.  Patterson  having  resigned  De  Veaux  College,  the 
effort  to  secure  a  successor  has  been  attended  with  much  labour;  and 
two  gentlemen  elected  to  that  responsible  post  having  found  themselves 
unable  to  accept,  he  has  been  induced  to  take  provisional  charge  of  it; 
while  our  exertions  to  give  him  the  relief  which  he  desires  are  unremit- 
ted. The  salary  which  we  are  able  to  offer  is  small ;  the  duties  wc 
exact  are  great,  and  demand  incessant  attention.  I  know  of  no  place 
more  difficult  to  fill,  in  view  of  the  variety  of  qualifications  which  must 
be  combined  in  one  man  to  insure  a  happy  result.  The  Jane  Grey 
School  has  suffered  by  the  removal  of  its  Rector,  and,  at  one  time,  I 
feared  that  it  must  perish ;  but,  by  God's  blessing,  it  has  been  saved, 
and  is  now  open  for  another  year  under  the  charge  of  experienced 
instructors,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lindley,  in  whom  I  have  great  confidence, 
and  whom  I  can  commend  to  you  as  worthy  of  being  the  teachers  of 
your  daughters.  The  Gary  Institute,  by  the  death  of  its  excellent 
Rector,  the  Rev.  J.  R.  Coe,  has  also  passed  through  a  critical  period, 
and  one  which  has  tried  and  perplexed  its  friends.  But  that  good  man, 
who  found  it  almost  dead,  has  left  it  in  a  highly  flourishing  condition. 
I  shall  speak  of  his  worth  and  work  again ;  but  at  present  I  only  add 
that  arrangements  have  been  made  for  canning  on  the  school  vigorously, 
and  with  no  loss  of  efficiency,  under  Mr.  Coe's  worthy  assistant,  Mr. 
Kellogg;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Duboc  taking  charge  of  the  Parish  of  S.  Michael's, 
and  rendering  valuable  services  to  the  school.  The  Heathcote  School 
at  Buffalo  has  also  changed  hands,  its  late  head-master  having  chosen 
another  profession.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  as  his  succes- 
sor Mr.  Wheeler,  a  graduate  of  Hobart,  who  has  been  a  successfiil 
teacher  ever  since  he  left  college.  He  served  there  for  a  time  as  tutor, 
and  for  the  last  two  years  has  been  in  charge  of  the  High  School  at 
Framingham,  in  Massachusetts,  with  great  credit  to  himself  and  benefit 
to  his  pupils.  In  view  of  so  many  changes,  I  am  very  thankful  to  God 
that  these  Institutions  are  all  in  good  order.  And,  I  may  add,  that,  in 
spite  of  vicissitudes,  you  will  find  that  they  are  in  an  improved  condition 
generally.  Even  the  Jane  Grey  School,  which  has  contended  with 
extraordinary  obstacles,  enters  on  a  new  year  with  a  good  prospect  of 
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nting  its  embarrassments,  and  becoming,  by  your  aid,  the  prop- 
the  Diocese,  and  a  lasting  ornament  as  well  as  a  help  to  its 
ity.

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She  continues  in  prayer  and  supplications,  like  Anna  of  old,  who  ''de- 
parted not  from  the  temple ; "  and,  I  trust,  in  answer  to  her  prayer^ 
holy  women  will  be  raised  up  to  labour,  as  well  as  pray,  according  to 
their  several  vocations.     In  the  little  book,  **  Moral  Reforms,"  I  have 
given  my  views  on  this  subject,  and  I  now  commend  them  afresh  to 
your  consideration.     I  am  glad  to  say  that  two  or  three  ladies  have 
been  engaged  for  several  years,  under  my  advice  and  inspection,  in 
very  useful  toils  in  Parishes  and  Church  Homes.     These,  with  others, 
are  now  organized  into  a  sisterhood  for  promoting  the  revival  of  dea- 
conesses ;  and  I  trust,  that,  after  long  and  due  preparation,  some  of 
of  these  may  be  set  apart  in  this  office.     I  have  perhaps  carried  pru- 
dence too  far ;  but  anxious  to  avoid  unreality,  and  desiring  to  develop 
first  the  true  spirit  of  self-devotion,  I  have  waited  for  the  quiet  growth 
of  a  good  thing,  which  I  have  felt  it  impossible  to  hasten  forward 
without  unsatisfactory  results. 

GOOD   WORKS. 

There  has  been  a  great  advance  in  public  opinion  during  the  past 
year  on  the  subject  of  the  hallowing  of  the  Lord's  day,  and  especially 
of  suppressing  the  illegal  traffic  on  that  day  in  spirituous  liquors.  Every 
Christian,  and  especially  every  one  who  has  been  confirmed,  belongs  to 
a  society  which  requires  "  temperance  in  all  things,"  and  total  absti- 
nence wh.ere  intemperance  is  even  likely  to  be  the  fruit,  in  any  degree, 
of  moderate  indulgence.  **  Whether  we  eat  or  drink,  or  whatever 
we  do,"  we  must  "do  all  to  the  glory  of  God."  That  is  the  law 
of  Christ.  I  am  glad  that  the  instinctive  refinement  of  woman,  so 
powerfully  developed  into  the  law  of  her  life  by  our  own  Church,  has 
restrained  our  Christian  women  from  the  unseemly  public  displays 
which,  I  fear,  have  weakened  a  great  cause  rather  than  helped  it ;  but 
I  am  pleased  to  know  that,  in  more  appropriate  ways,  the  women  of 
my  Diocese  have  not  been  backward  in  using  their  wonderful  mfluence 
against  the  vice  of  drunkenness.  I  have,  heretofore,  reminded  them  of 
another  and  even  more  horrible  and  damning  form  of  national  guilt 
which  it  is  their  special  province  to  uproot  The  land  is  full  of  licenti- 
ousness, and  it  is  breaking  forth  in  horrible  forms  and  in  unsuspected 
places.  The  murder  of  unborn  infants  cries  to  God  as  fi*om  another 
Sodom  against  our  social  condition.  Divorce  and  concubinage  are  not 
only  tolerated,  but  demanded  as  privileges  by  creatures  with  feminine 
names — I  cannot  call  them  women.  Utah  is  emptying  its  filth  into 
older  communities ;  and  consuming  lust,  under  shameful  names,  with

I  have  known 
iisplays  to  cost  hundreds  of  dollars,  while  a  long  time  is  often 
led  in  placing  and  replacing  them,  and  a  coach  is  devoted  to 
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carrying  them  to  the  grave.  Nothing  can  be  more  appropriate  than  a 
single  cross  laid  on  the  pall  of  the  coffin,  unless  it  be  a  few  naturaj 
flowers  scattered  over  it,  unartificially  by  loving  hands.  But  what  sig. 
nify  the  awkward  crowns  and  anchors  and  harps  and  other  manufac- 
tured  devices  which  are  commonly  exhibited  on  such  occasions,  or  what 
is  meant  when  a  clumsy  imitation  of  the  crown  royal  of  England  sup- 
plants the  band  of  stars,  or  the  radiating  lines  of  a  crown  celestial  ?  It 
pains  me  that  such  extravagant  unrealities  should  become  genenl, 
utterly  tasteless  as  they  are  in  themselves,  and  fearfully  as  it  sotnetimes 
taxes  families  and  friends  to  provide  them.  I  beg  that  this  thought 
may  weigh  with  all  classes,  and  that  the  more  affluent  may  consider  the 
less  wealthy,  and  by  the  exercise  of  good  sense  relieve  society  of  such 
wasteful  follies.  I  have  often  wished  there  might  be  rather  an  offertory 
at  funerals,  and  that  friends  contributing  might  honor  departed  worth 
by  laying  on  God's  altar  a  sum  to  be  paid  in  the  name  of  the  deceased 
to  some  object  of  benevolence,  associated  with  his  life  and  character. 
Sometimes  what  is  thus  thrown  away  on  a  momentary  exhibition  would 
suffice  to  erect  a  memorial  window,  or  font,  or  lectern,  or  in  some  other 
way  to  adorn  or  complete  the  House  of  the  Lord  and  to  connect  with 
it  a  beloved  name.  An  abuse  yet  more  serious  b  the  mistake  which 
rears  monuments  that  cry  unto  God  by  their  wastefulness  against  the 
neglect  of  a  thousand  charities  that  ask  in  vain  for  aid.  Churches 
might  be  built  by  scores,  and  Colleges  endowed,  and  hospitals  founded 
as  permanent  memorials,  where  now  their  cost  is  lavished  on  piles  of 
marble,  in  cemeteries,  that  benefit  neither  the  dead  nor  the  living,  and 
that  must  soon  crumble  and  perish.  The  tower  and  spire  of  Zion 
Church,  Palmyra,  were  erected  in  the  spirit  of  my  suggestions.  Go 
read  its  simple  inscription,  and  the  tears  in  your  eyes  will  persuade  you 
of  the  truth  of  what  I  say.  I  remember  once  visiting  a  very  noble 
Church,  built  to  last  for  ages  and  beautiful  in  every  part ;  and  near  the 
chancel,  I  read  a  few  modest  lines,  intimating  tHat  it  was  built  to  can}' 
out  the  dying  wishes  of  a  Christian  lady  by  her  grateful  and  most  loving 
husband.  How  many  thousands  will  read  it  as  time  goes  on;  honoring 
her  precious  name  as  they  worship  in  the  temple  which  her  piety  has 
provided,  and  which  is  her  meet  memorial ! 

THE   SACRED    MINISTRY. 

I  am  grieved  that  so  few  of  your  sons  are  devoted  to  thp  great  work 
of  saving  a  ruined  race.  Whence  is  to  come  the  supply  of  godly  and 
well-learned  men  for  the  greatest  of  all  vocations ;  for  the  salvation  of 
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the  people  of  this  land ;  for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  among  the  Gen- 
tiles? The**  Society  for  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry"  continues  to 
demand  my  grateful  acknowledgment,  by  the  substantial  aid  it  yields 
to  this  Diocese  and  to  the  Church  at  large.  Many  Dioceses  have  no 
other  resource.  I  am  greatly  interested  in  that  branch  of  its  work 
known  as  "  The  Sons  of  the  Clergy  Fund."  Its  purpose  is  to  afford  to 
every  Clergyman  the  means  of  educating  his  boys.  Is  there  any 
beneficent  object  more  worthy  than  this  of  the  gifts  and  bequests  of  the 
affluent  ? 

DISCIPLINE 

during  the  past  year  has  been  administered  freely  in  the  Church  at 
large,  and  has  removed  from  our  Diocesan  lists  not  less  than  a  score  of 
Ministers.  I  am  thankful  that  none  of  their  names  were,  in  any  way, 
connected  with  this  Diocese,  and  I  am  thankful,  too,  that  mistakes  in 
doctrine,  and  not  viciousness  of  life,  has  been  the  general  ground  of 
these  severe  penalties.  But,  there  is  admonition  in  the  fact  that  so 
many,  **  having  put  their  hands  to  the  plow,"  have  looked  back.  Let 
Presbyters,  Standing  Committees  and  Examiners  unite  with  Bishops,  to 
be  more  and  more  watchful  in  this  matter !  Let  no  man  accept  any 
candidate  through  partiality,  fear  or  favor.  And,  in  signing  the  testi- 
monials of  those  who  are  to  be  made  Bishops,  let  us  not  act  because 
others  do,  nor  set  our  hands  to  any  certificate  which  we  do  not  know 
to  be  true,  after  searching  inquiries  made  in  the  fear  of  God.  This  is 
a  warning  always  specially  appropriate,  when  the  great  Council  of  our 
Church  is  about;  to  assemble. 

THE   DEPOSITION 

from  the  Episcopate  of  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  in  circum- 
stances which  I  need  not  detail,  is  an  event  which  gives  emphasis  to 
these  admonitions.  That  any  Minister  of  our  Church  should  have 
been  capable  of  adding  to  the  discords  of  Christendom,  by  efforts  to 
create  a  new  sect,  is  a  fearful  thing,  in  view  of  our  Saviour's  language 
concerning  those  "  by  whom  offences  come."  You  know  how  deeply 
I  have  felt  the  scandals  in  which  this  schism  has  tried  to  find  its  excuse; 
but  let  me  say,  deliberately,  that  compared  with  the  Korah-like  crime  of 
leading  Christians  to  fresh  divisions,  which  are  denounced  by  the  Holy 
Ghost  as  "  carnal "  and  classed  as  "  works  of  the  devil,"  these  other 
scandals  are  but  petty.  Any  disorder  of  the  functional  health  must  be 
so,  when  contrasted  with  an  organic  wound,  inflicting  incurable  mischief 
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upon  the  body.  But,  in  saying  this,  I  speak  of  the  evil,  not  of  my  un- 
happy brother  who  has  been,  perhaps,  the  mere  instrument  of  others  in 
exciting  it.  To  our  common  Master  he  must  give  account  I  desire  to 
bear  record — though  I  lent  no  hand  in  his  elevation  to  the  Episcopate 
— that  I  sincerely  respected  him,  as  a  fellow-presbyter  in  the  Diocese 
of  Maryland,  for  the  amiable  and  loving  co-operation  he  gave  to  our 
common  work  in  that  Diocese.  It  was  honorable  alike  to  him  and  to 
the  Diocese  that  his  usefulness  in  this  respect  was  recognized  by  his 
election  to  be  one  of  its  Standing  Committee.  No  doubt  he  has  been 
sinned  against,  as  well  as  sinning,  in  this  sad  conclusion  of  his  career 
as  a  Bishop,  and  I  think  his  impaired  health  must  largely  account  for 
his  mistakes  in  judgment.  God,  who  brings  good  out  of  evil,  may  have 
mysterious  designs  in  permitting  this  sorrow  and  shame  to  fall  upon  us. 
He  may  yet  overrule  it  for  good.  In  any  event,  God  grant  that  this 
sin  may  not  be  laid  to  the  charge  of  this  once  useful  and  valued  bro- 
ther, iu  the  day  which  shall  try  every  man's  work  !     Amen.    • 

THE   DIACONATE 

is  now  open,  as  it  should  be,  to  pious  men  of  moderate  learning ;  and 
hence  the  greatest  care  is  necessary,  in  selecting  persons  of  practical 
ability  and  great  worth,  for  this  office  and  ministry ;  but  these  should 
never  be  advanced  to  higher  orders  without  the  most  rigorous  exaction 
of  all  that  the  Canons  contemplate  as  requisites  for  the  priesthood. 
From  an  unlearned  Clergy,  and  from  its  sure  consequence,  an  incom- 
petent Episcopacy,  may  the  good  Lord  deliver  us  ! 

THE   GENERAL   SEMINARY, 

in  view  of  these  facts,  becomes  an  institution  of  the  greatest  importance 
to  the  whole  Church.  It  should  be  our  Normal  School;  and  every 
graduate  should  be,  ipso  facto,  accredited  to  the  Church  as  thoroughly 
trained  up  to  the  standard  of  the  Canons,  without  abatement  in  any 
particular.  It  is  endowed  with  large  wealth,  and  its  prosperity  is  suffi- 
cient to  make  it  an  honor  to  the  nation,  as  well  as  to  the  Church.  But, 
with  a  body  of  four  hundred  Trustees,  ever  shifting  and  never  wholly 
assembled,  and  with  an  Executive  Committee  changed  every  year  by 
the  caprices  of  such  a  body,  it  is  simply  impossible  that  it  should  be 
guided  by  any  plan,  or  developed  into  efficiency  and  large  success. 
Sir  William  Hamilton  has  demonstrated  that  such  an  organization  must 
dwarf,  if  not  destroy,  any  literary  institution ;  and  he  illustrates  this 
maxim  by  the  history  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh.     I  am  grieved,

therefore,  but  not  surprised,  that  in  a  small  meeting  of  Trustees,  in  one 
of  the  hottest  days  of  last  June,  a  practicable  plan  for  the  reform  of 
these  evils,  on  which  I  have  spent  much  time  and  labour,  was  defeated, 
at  least  for  the  time.  May  I  ask  the  attention  of  the  Diocese  to  that 
plan  ?  Let  it  be  understood  what  has  been  defeated.  I  am  proud  to^ 
have  been  associated,  in  draughting  it,  with  ray  wise  and  venerated 
brethren,  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  sagacious  Bishop  of 
Easton ;  and  with  such  Presbyters  as  Dr.  Leeds  of  Baltimore  and  Dr. 
Hofifman  of  Philadelphia.  Had  half  of  the  Trustees  been  present,  1 
doubt  not  the  result  would  have  been  diflferent  Nay,  had  circum- 
stances been  more  favourable,  had  not  the  intolerable  heat  and  stench 
of  the  city  rendered  everybody  impatient,  and  had  not  the  strength  of 
every  Trustee  failed  him,  during  the  long  hours  devoted  to  the  labours 
of  our  Annual  Meetings,  I  cannot  but  think  that  a  step  in  advance 
would  have  been  taken.  As  it  is,  the  work  is  "not  dead,  but  sleepeth." 
An  enlarged  Committee  has  been  charged  with  fresh  eflforts  and  further 
plans ;  and,  though  I  am  not  discouraged,  and  never  shall  be,  in  striv- 
ing for  so  grand  an  object  as  the  establishment  of  a  competent  Theo- 
logical School  for  the  American  Church,  yet  we  may  well  fear  that  with 
such  self-destroying  machinery  as  that  of  a  Board  of  Trustees,  incapable 
of  being  brought  together  or  harmonized  in  any  definite  or  far-reaching 
policy,  the  consequence  is  inevitable.  The  Seminary  must  more,  and 
more  decline  in  public  estimation,  and  sink  lower  and  lower  in  com- 
parison with  American  Institutions  of  sacred  learning,  before  the  Church 
will  wake  up  and  demand  relief.  If  such  should  prove  its  future  history, 
I  shall  not  regret  the  fact,  that  for  thirty  years  I  have  laboured  very 
earnestly  in  behalf  of  my  Alma  Mater ^  and  always  in  co-operation  with 
those  who  have  urged  reformation  and  progress.  I  say  this  with  no 
disposition  to  blame  others.  Not  men,  but  the  organization  itself,  must 
be  charged  with  the  evil.  We  have  outgrown  the  scheme  which  worked 
well  enough  when  we  had  hardly  twelve  Dioceses  or  Bishops;  but  now 
it  is  an  organization  which  cannot  but  defeat  its  purpose.  So  long  ago 
as  1846,  my  beloved  predecessor,  Bishop  De  Lancey,  was  so  convinced 
that  the  organic  evils  of  the  Institution  were  incurable  that  he  was  the 
mover  of  those  memorable  resolutions  which  proposed  the  dissolution 
of  the  Seminary  as  a  general  Institution. 

A    CONSTITUTIONAL   COMMISSION. 

Indeed,  brethren,  we  are  reminded  by  many  tokens  that  we  have 
outgrown  the  bands  and  lacings  which  belonged  to  our  feeble  infancy. 
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God  has  so  blessed  us  that  we  are  forced  to  recognize  His  call  to 
"  lengthen  our  cords  and  strengthen  our  stakes."  Bishop  White  him- 
self, the  least  enthusiastic,  nay,  the  most  prudent  and  cautious  of  men, 
predicted  the  time  when  we  must  multiply  our  Provinces  and  readjust 
•our  Constitution.  You  are  aware  that,  in  a  letter  dated  Februaiy  20, 
1873,  and  addressed  to  our  Presiding  Bishop,  I  ventured  to  uigeupon 
that  venerable  primate  the  fact  that  the  day  thus  foreseen  by  our  found- 
ers has  come,  and  is,  in  fact,  rapidly  passing  by,  so  Cu*  as  it  may  be 
regarded  as  the  crisis  upon  which  hinges  a  large  and  progressive  future. 
I  said  nothing  to  you  at  our  last  Council  upon  the  subject,  because  I 
preferred  to  wait  and  observe  how  fax  the  sense  of  the  Church  might 
respond.  But  now  I  only  follow  the  example  of  several  of  my  respected 
brethren  in  the  Episcopate,  who  have  commended  the  suggestion  to 
their  Dioceses,  when  I  invoke  your  favorable  action  in  its  behalf 

A  late  judicial  decision  in  Illinois,  bearing  upon  ecclesiastical  law, 
deserves  very  serious  consideration.  I  express  no  opinion  as  to  the 
rulings  of  a  Court  which  we  are  bound  to  respect.  I  only  call  attention 
to  the  fact  that,  should  a  dvil  tribunal,  protecting  the  rights  of  a  clergy- 
man, point  out  that  our  own  laws  had  been  disregarded,  we  have  no 
Court  of  Appeals,  and  no  power  whatever  to  reverse  action  and  restore 
the  injured  party.  Of  course,  no  civil  tribunal  can  loose  what  has  been 
bound  by  competent  authority  in  the  Church.  As  where  the  Church 
is  established  by  law,  the  courts  may  decide  upon  the  view  of  the  case 
which  shall  be  taken  by  the  magistrate ;  but  all  that  is  no  law  of  the 
Church  till  she  speaks  herself.  She  may  be  bound  and  tied,  as  lately  in 
England,  by  mere  State  Courts  having  external  jurisdiction.  But  their 
"  adjudications  "  are  simply  nothing  more  nor  less  than  what  the  State 
means  to  tolerate  or  forbid.  They  are  impotent  and  absolutely  null  and 
void  as  affecting  any  doctrine  of  the  Church  itself  In  the  Illinois  case 
these  remarks  will  be  found  not  without  applicability ;  but  I  throw  them 
out  only  to  illustrate  my  position,  that  we  need  Courts  of  Appeal ;  and 
for  that  we  need  Provinces,  and  for  that  we  need  an  amended  Constitu- 
tion :  and  for  all  these  ends  we  need  a  Constitutional  Commission. 

It  is  not  a  matter  which  I  shall  press  if  I  find  that  the  present  is 
regarded  by  a  considerable  number  of  our  Bishops  as  inopportune ;  but 
I  have  encouragement  to  believe  that  the  reverse  is  the  case,  and  that 
the  whole  Church  is  gromng  impatient  of  delay.  We  are  admonished 
of  our  sore  need  of  a  better  provincial  system,  by  the  urgent  call  for 
appellate  courts ;  by  the  claims  of  immigrant  Christians,  and  their  desire 
to  be  united  with  us,  without  forfeiting  the  use  of  hereditary  liturgies 
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and  usages  ;  and  by  many  other  considerations  which  will  readily  sug- 
gest themselves.  It  is  simply  impossible  to  settle  these  things,  and  to 
make  the  needful  organic  changes  in  our  triennial  conventions.  I  have 
proposed,  therefore,  that  we  should  follow  the  example  of  constitutional 
changes  in  our  American  history.  Let  us  create  a  Commission  for  this 
one  purpose,  which  shall  report  its  work  to  the  General  Convention  of 
1877,  in  such  form,  and  with  such  a  mature  digestion  of  constitutional 
laws,  that  it  will  be  ready  for  definite  action  at  that  time,  and  may  be 
put  upon  its  final  vote  in  the  Convention  of  1880.  Some  of  us  can- 
not expect  to  see  that  day ;  but,  by  attending  to  this  business  now,  we 
may  enable  our  successors  to  enter  upon  the  second  century  of  our 
existence  as  a  National  Church,  with  advantages  and  opportunities 
which  have  been  wanting  in  our  own  generation.  I  rely  on  your  intel- 
ligence and  foresight  for  support  in  bringing  this  business  before  our 
coming  Council  in  New  York. 

THE   GENERAL   CONVENTION. 

And  concerning  this,  let  me  briefly  remark  that  I  feel  no  anxiety 
as  to  its  results.  God  is  with  us;  we  are  a  "city  not  forsaken.'' 
Much  as  we  have  reason  to  be  humble,  and  considerable  as  our  perils 
and  difficulties,  they  are  as  nothing  to  those  which  the  Lord  has 
enabled  us  to  surmount  heretofore.  He  will  not  desert  us  now.  Only 
let  us  rely  more  on  prayer,  and  less  on  any  man's  wisdom  ;  less  on  human 
counsels ;  more  absolutely  upon  the  Everlasting  arm  !  And,  I  say  it  not 
invidiously,  I  think  our  difficulties  fer  less  serious  than  those  which  beset 
our  fellow  Christians  in  the  various  sects,  by  which  we  are  surrounded, 
even  the  most  vigorous  of  them.  Closely  do  I  watch  them  ;  and,  while 
I  rejoice  in  the  good  which  the  Lord  works  out  through  them,  I  can 
see  that  He  is  just  as  clearly  working  out  the  decay  of  what  is  unscrip- 
tural  in  their  organizations,  and  awakening  their  best  men  to  inquiries 
after  primitive  truth,  and  the  primitive  constitutions.  This  is  the  day 
when  sandy  foundations  are  shaking ;  and  when  ours  are  the  gravest 
obligations  to  our  countrymen,  if  so  be,  as  I  firmly  believe,  that  the  Lord 
has  set  our  own  feet  upon  a  rock. 

TOLERATION. 

And  here  one  word  on  the  specious  claim  for  toleration,  of  which  we 
hear  so  much.  It  began  in  England,  and  was  designed  to  suppress 
unnecessary  appeals  to  the  law  courts,  which  are  expensive  and  unsatis- 
factory.    But  here,  in  widely  different  circumstances,  the  outcry  has 
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nothing  to  justify  it.  It  is  simply  a  mistake.  Who  wants  toleration? 
Certainly  nobody  who  stands  on  the  fair  ground  of  his  rights  !  If  I  am 
honestly  occupying  a  legitimate  place  in  the  Church,  I  do  not  want  to 
be  tolerated.  I  stand  in  my  place  and  demand  justice.  To  beg  for  tol- 
eration is  to  ask  permission  to  commit  a  trespass.  In  our  Church,  various 
schools  of  thought  and  action  have  always  been  recognized  as  within 
the  lawful  limits  of  our  liberty  in  Christ.  To  these  all  good  men  will 
concede  their  rights.  But  those  who  ask  us  to  tolerate  a  disciple  of  a 
Colenso  on  the  one  hand,  or  of  a  Manning  on  the  other,  ask  us  to 
reduce  the  voice  of  the  Church  to  an  "  uncertain  sound  ;*'  and  surely,  if 
ever  the  Church  should  utter  no  uncertain  sound,  this  is  the  time  !  Let 
her  speak  "  with  authority  and  not  as  the  scribes  "  I 

THE    OLD    CATHOLICS. 

While  we  are  here  assembled,  the  Old  Catholics  of  Germany  are  con- 
vened in  Bonn,  and  "a  conference  with  representative  men  of  diflferent 
confessions"  is  there  going  on,  with  a  view  to  ecclesiastical  union  and 
reform.  It  is  the  plan  of  this  conference  to  promote  the  revival  of  the 
Reformation,  on  the  basis  of  primitive  and  Scriptural  doctrines ;  and  we 
are  informed  that  "  the  common  ground  will  be  sought  in  the  doctrines 
and  institutions  of  Christianity,  and  in  the  formularies  of  faith,  as  they 
existed  before  the  disruption  of  Christendom,  by  the  breach  between 
East  and  West."  Such  is  the  common  ground  we  have  always  proposed 
to  our  Christian  brethren.  Is  it  too  much  to  hope  for,  under  God,  that 
the  cruel  injustice  done  to  the  cause  of  Christ  by  the  divisions  of  Amer- 
ican Christianity,  will  ere  long  prepare  the  way  for  similar  conferences 
among  us  ?  For  this  let  us  work  and  pray  !  Let  us  do  our  duty,  and 
"  speak  the  truth  in  love,"  and  leave  the  rest  to  God  ! 

THE    DEAD    OF   THE    YEAR. 

It  is  with  solemn  emotion  that  I  recur  to  those  of  my  Right  Reverend 
brethren  who  have  rested  from  their  labours  since  I  last  addressed  you. 
The  names  of  not  less  than  four  Bishops  have  disappeared  from  our 
fwtitia  within  that  short  period,  and  the  Church,  by  very  marked  demon- 
strations of  sorrow  and  affliction,  has  testified  her  sense  of  their  worth 
and  their  usefulness.  Bishop  Randall  was  a  shining  example  of  mis- 
sionary zeal,  exerting  itself  with  a  youthful  energy  in  somewhat  advanced 
years.  Bishop  Armitage,  in  striking  counterpart,  adorned  his  youth 
with  merits  that  are  ordinarily  found  only  in  riper  years  and  a  more  expe- 
rienced ministry.     The  strong  and  soldier-like  Bishop  Auer  deserves  to

be  very  lovingly  remembered,  as  one  whose  missionary  ardor  was  our 
example  long  before  it  became  our  reproach.  It  excited  little  respon- 
sive interest ;  we  left  him  to  struggle  on  and  to  fall  prematurely,  perhaps 
for  lack  of  timely  support.  Bishop  Whitehouse,  though  no  longer  young, 
seemed  to  have  faculties  and  powers  so  unimpaired  that  it  would  have 
startled  less  had  some  of  his  juniors  been  called  instead  of  him.  To 
this  Diocese  he  has  left  the  record  of  his  earlier  ministry ;  and  this 
church  in  which  we  are  assembled  is  so  identified  with  him  that  we 
behold  his  monuments  all  around  us.  Among  those  who  worship  here 
there  are  many  whose  affections  enshrine  his  memory.  I  would  only 
add  that,  like  good  soldiers,  these  fathers  in  Christ  have  all  fallen  in 
hard  conflict  and  at  the  post  of  duty.  It  is  an  interesting  fact,  that  the 
efforts  of  Bishop  Whitehouse  to  supply  the  wants  of  Wisconsin,,  and 
to  fill  up  the  work  of  Bishop  Armitage,  were  the  probable  secret  of  his 
sudden  death.  It  was  a  generous  endeavor  and  a  noble  termination  of 
his  career. 

But  in  our  own  Diocese,  also,  we  find  occasion  for  fresh  tears.  I 
should  love  to  name  all  the  names  of  those  who  have  left  us  ;  pious  men 
and  women  "  whose  works  do  follow  them,"  and  whose  example  is  our 
lesson;  but  I  can  only  select  two  examples  which  are  sufficiently 
marked  by  circumstances,  and  by  long  and  faithful  labours  in  the 
Church,  to  make  them  exceptionally  instructive.  A  few  days  ago,  in 
Geneseo,  I  attended  a  week-day  service,  of  which  no  special  notice  had 
been  given,  and  at  which  hardly  more  than  the  **  two  or  three"  were  pre- 
sent. Among  them  was  a  venerable  man,  the  Senior  Warden  of  the  Parish, 
Mr.  Samuel  Lewis,  of  whom  his  Rector  writes  thus  :  "  My  eyes  are  filled 
with  tears  as  I  write  to  inform  you  of  his  death.  The  last  service  he 
attended  was  that  at  which  you  were  present.  If  he  was  not  a  great 
man  in  the  world's  account,  he  was  truly  pious  and  good  ;  and  I  verily 
believe  *  great  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord ;'  constant  in  the  use  of  the 
means  of  grace  and  doing  good  as  he  had  opportunity."  I  am  per- 
suaded you  will  be  touched  by  what  follows  :  "  When  elected  a  delegate 
to  the  Diocesan  Convention  he  was  greatly  pleased,  and  talked  about 
the  matter  almost  every  day."  But  he  is  not  here.  What  an  admoni- 
tion as  to  the  spirit  with  which  we  who  are  spared  to  meet  one  another 
ought  to  work  together  for  the  good  of  the  Church  and  the  glory  of 
God. 

You  will  anticipate  me  when  I  say  that  the  other  name  which  cannot 
be  omitted  is  that  of  our  brother,  George  R.  Clark,  late  of  Rochester. 
He  died  abroad ;  but  he  was  not  an  absentee  of  the  kind  I  have 
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remarked  upon.  At  all  times  he  was  busy  as  a  steward  and  servant 
should  be  in  the  Master's  work.  None  the  less  was  he  exemplary  in 
the  work  of  his  life.  In  a  day  of  wide-spread  dishonor  and  distrust  he 
was,  I  think  I  may  say  confidently,  a  brilliant  example  of  one  fiuthfiil 
to  every  duty  of  society.  One  who  knew  him  well  thus  writes  me  from 
a  distant  Western  town :  ''  He  managed  a  laxge  moneyed  institution 
with  unexampled  success,  and  solely  for  the  public  good,  never  allowing 
it  to  be  used  for  individual  profit  He  made  money ;  but  not  because 
he  sought  for  it  supremely.  It  came  incidentally.  Loaded  with  busi- 
ness, he  did  not  allow  it  to  withdraw  him  from  his  religious  duties.  He 
was  full  of  churchly  thoughts  and  enterprises ;  and  more  than  twenty 
years  ago  wanted  to  work  for  a  cathedral  in  Rochester.  In  short,  he 
was  a  bright  light  in  a  dark  day,  and  many  knew  that,  in  soothing  sorrow 
and  counselling  and  helping  the  inexperienced,  he  was  as  tender  as  a 
father."  While  this  comes  to  me  from  the  far  West,  I  have  received 
from  an  eminent  English  clergyman,  who  met  him  abroad,  a  tribute  to 
his  character  not  less  remarkable.  This  learned  dignitary  was  surprised 
to  meet  a  layman  so  thoroughly  versed  in  all  the  great  questions  of  the 
age,  so  much  interested  in  the  Old  Catholics,  and  with  his  purse  so 
ready  to  aid  in  the  efforts  of  the  Anglo-Continental  Society.  He  con- 
gratulated the  American  Church  on  possessing  such  a  layman ;  and  1  am 
glad  to  add,  what  I  have  heard  on  good  authority,  that  his  enlightened 
churchmanship  was  largely  the  product  of  the  careful  and  appreciative 
attention  he  paid  to  the  writings  of  another  layman,  my  beloved  friend, 
Hugh  Davy  Evans,  of  Maryland.  God  grant  when  such  men  die  that 
others  may  be  raised  up  !  Thanks  to  Him  for  such  tokens  of  His  Spirit 
working  upon  the  hearts  and  minds  of  our  laity ! 

One  of  our  best  Clergymen  has  fallen,  full  of  good  works,  not  yet 
full  of  years ;  I  fear  prematurely  sacrificed  to  constant  exertion.  To  a 
beloved  friend,  very  dear  to  his  Diocese,  and  now  with  him  in  blessed 
repose,  to  Dr.  Jackson— once  President  of  Hobart  College,  and  its 
benefactor — I  was  indebted  for  the  suggestion  that  James  R.  Coe  was 
the  man  for  Oakfield  and  the  Cary  Institute,  which  were  at  that  time 
in  sorest  need — the  Parish  stagnant,  the  School  closed  and  regarded  by 
some  as  beyond  recovery.  The  present  flourishing  condition  of  both 
School  and  Parish  are  due,  under  God,  almost  exclusively  to  him.  His 
death  has  called  out  the  most  gratifying  evidences  of  the  mark  he  had 
made  in  that  community ;  and  if,  as  seems  to  be  the  case,  that  School 
is  now  strong  enough  to  sustain  the  shock  of  his  removal,  that  fact 
alone  speaks  decisively  as  to  his  worth  of  character.     Few  among  us 
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are  so  ready  as  he  was  to  go ;  few  could  give  account  of  a  work  so  com- 
plete, and  so  faithfully  performed  as  to  the  Lord  and  not  to  man ;  few 
would  leave  a  void  so  incapable  of  being  entirely  filled  by  a  successor. 
Dear  servant  of  God  !  who  doubts  that  his  is  a  sure  reward  laid  up 
against  that  day  1 


CONCLUDING   REMARK. 

Influenced  by  a  deep  sense  of  our  own  mortality,  let  us  now  address 
ourselves  to  our  labours  as  those  who  must  soon  give  an  account.  I 
feel  myself  so  much  under  the  influence  of  this  solemn  thought  that  I 
fear  to  do  an3rthing  or  to  say  anything  in  this  chair,  except  as  looking 
up  continually  to  God,  and  invoking  the  Spirit  of  wisdom  in  frequent 
ejaculatory  prayers.  May  I  ask  you  all  to  think  and  work  on  this  great 
principle  of  the  Christian  life  while  you  deliberate  and  act  together  in 
this  Council.  This  will  secure  the  blessing  of  harmony  and  Christian 
forbearance.  It  will  promote  the  sacred  interests  which  the  Lord  has 
entrusted  to  our  fidelity  as  stewards.     It  will  ensure  a  great  reward.

At  the  division  of  the  Diocese  in  1869  this  fund  amounted  to  $27,200.12,  showing 
a  dimiiiution  since  then  of  $1,573.61.  This  arises  from  the  fii.ilure  of  various  parishes 
to  pay  their  annual  assessments,  which  are  not  exorbitant,  and,  if  promptly  remitted 
each  quarter,  would  both  pay  expenses  and  gradually  increase  the  fund  from  year  to 
year.  The  collections  from  parishes  are  $583. 70  less  than  the  previous  year,  and 
there  is  now  due  upon  last  year's  assessments  the  amount  of  $1,071.67. 

Your  committee  deeply  regret  that  this  valuable  fund  should,  from  any  cause  what- 
ever, be  allowed  to  diminish,  and  earnestly  call  the  attention  of  deUnquent  parishes 
to  the  urgent  necessity  of  preventing  it  by  invariably  meeting  their  quarterly  dues. 

During  the  year  a  mortgage  of  $600  has  been  paid  and  the  same  amount  reinvested 
in  another  mortgage,  as  will  appear  from  the  annexed  report  of  the  Treasurer  and 
list  of  the  securities.

( I.)    Report. 

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York : 

The  Diocesan  Missionary  Board,  in  pursuance  of  the  duties  devolving  upon  it,  has 
met  quarterly,  as  heretofore. 

Its  thoughtful  consideration  has  been  given  to  plans  for  the  consolidation  of  the 
existing  system  of  sustentation  to  weak  Parishes,  and  for  the  extension  of  the  aggres- 
sive Missionary  work.  But  it  must  be  confessed  that  the  ardor  of  the  Board  has 
been  somewhat  abated,  and  their  hopes  deferred,  through  the  consciousness  that  the 
interest,  which  the  action  of  the  last  Convention  might  justify  them  in  expecting  to 
see  manifested  throughout  the  Diocese,  has  not  been  actualized. 

In  its  last  Annual  Report,  the  Board  represented  to  the  Convention,  that  unless 
such  measures  were  adopted  as  would  insure  a  vastly  deeper  interest  in  the  Mission- 
ary work,  immediate  and  serious  retrenchment  would  be  unavoidable.  In  response 
to  this  representation  of  the  Board,  the  Convention  reiterated  its  endorsement  of  the 
Pledge  System,  as  "  the  best  available  reliance  for  our  Missionary  Treasury,"  and 
ordered  the  preparation  of  a  statement,  embodying  facts  and  suggestions  in  view  of 
the  condition  of  the  work,  to  be  sent  to  every  Rector  and  Minister  in  charge,  and  the 
Bishop  was  requested  to  accompany  the  same  with  a  pastoral  letter. 

In  view  of  the  results  anticipated  from  the  execution  of  these  measures,  the  Board 
forbore  to  reduce  materially  the  scale  of  stipends,  and  trusted  that  largely  increased 
receipts  would  soon  justify  the  appointment  of  one  or  more  itinerant  Missionaries. 
But  in  this  the  Board  is  forced  to  confess  itself  disappointed.  The  receipts  from  the 
Parishes  have  not  been  substantially  greater  than  during  the  previous  year. 

The  sum  expended  in  the  work,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board,  is  $7,261.89 ; 
to  meet  which  expenditure,  there  has  been  contributed  for  the  first  quarter,  $1,361,02; 
for  the  second,  $1,393.32  ;  for  the  third,  $1,747.15  ;  for  the  fourth,  $1,123.09,  mak- 
ing the  total  offerings,  $5,624.58.  To  this  is  to  be  added  the  interest  from  the  Per- 
manent Fund,  $829.77,  and  the  balance  from  last  year,  $5.51,  and  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  Treasury  is  overdrawn  $802.03. 

The  Board,  therefore,  most  earnestly  requests  the  Convention  to  give  this  matter 
of  ways  and  means  for  Church  extension,  its  most  deliberate  and  practical  attention. 
No  subject  can  more  justly  demand  consideration,  as  it  is  so  clearly  vital  to  the  pros- 
perity of  the  Diocese.  The  Board,  therefore,  confidently  commends  it  to  the 
serious  deliberation  of  this  body,  desiring  so  decided  and  outspoken  an  expression  of 
its  views  and  resolves  as  will  arouse  the  Parishes  to  realize  the  full  measure  of  their 
obligations  in  this  matter,  and  as  will  guide  the  Board  in  the  further  prosecution  of 
its  labors. 

The  number  of  Missionaries  under  appointment  at  the  opening  of  the  year  was  27. 
There  have  been  in  all  40  Clergymen,  to  whose  support  the  Board  has  contributed, 
officiating  at  49  Missionary  Stations,  29  of  whom  are  still  in  active  service. 

Appended  hereto,  is  the  list  of  Missionary  appointments  for  1873-74,  together  with 
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Missionary  Appointments  for  16^3-^4.

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Report  of  the  Trustees. 

To  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Western  Ntm 
York  : 

The  Trustees  of  the  De  Veaux  College  for  Orphan  and  Destitute  Children,  in  pur- 
suance of  their  charter,  respectfully  submit  their  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1873. 

On  the  first  day  of  January,  1874,  the  funds  of  the  Institution  consisted  of  one 
hundred  and  seventeen  thousand  four  hundred  and  seventeen  dollars  and  fifty-six 
cents,  of  principal  yielding  income.  These  funds  were  invested  in  and  consisted  of 
bonds  and  mortgages,  stocks,  land  contracts,  and  cash  awaiting  investment 
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The  domain  of  the  Institution  consists  of  three  hundred  and  thirty  acres  of  land, 
which  the  Collie  edifice  and  the  other  buildings  connected  therewith  are  situ- 
ated. The  real  estate,  exclusive  of  the  domain,  was  estimated  to  be  worth  the  sum 
of  sixteen  thousand  dollars.

The  Trustees  determined  that  these  debts  should  be  p»aid  as  rapidly  as  possible, 
and  by  resolutions  passed  at  different  meetings  of  the  Board  during  the  year,  appro- 
priated out  of  the  principal  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty-six 
dollars  and  forty-four  cents  ($8,386.44)  for  thb  purpose. 

The  surplus  income  of  the  College  for  the  year  1873,  to  the  amount  of  one  thou- 
sand and  two  dollars  and  forty-three  cents,  was  also  used  for  the  same  purpose,  by 
which  the  Trustees  were  enabled  to  liquidate  the  whole  of  the  said  debts  as  foliows:

In  reference  to  the  expenses  of  the  Institution,  it  must  be  carefully  borne  in  mind 
that  there  are  certain  organic  or  fixed  expenses,  which  must  be  incurred  so  long  as 
the  College  is  kept  open,  and  whether  term  pupils  are  received  or  not.  These  ex- 
penses, amounting  to  not  less  than  $10,000  per  annum,  for  salaries,  wages  and 
maintenance,  taxes,  insurance,  repairs,  fuel,  lights,  &c.,  are  exclusive  of  all  mere 
personal  expenses,  such  as  the  board,  clothing,  &c.,  of  foundationers,  and  must  be 
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incurred  whether  the  number  of  foundationers  be  greater  or  less — whether  that  num- 
ber is  five  or  fifty.  The  smaller  the  number,  the  greater,  of  course,  the  proportionate 
expense  for  each  one.  Attention  is  called  to  this  fact,  for  the  reason  that  some  have 
erroneously  supposed  that  when  the  number  of  foundationers  decreased  the  expenses 
should  decrease  in  a  corresponding  ratio,  not  reflecting  that  the  large  organic  ex- 
penses must  necessarily  remain  the  same.

TTie  Term  Pupil  Department  earned  during  1873,  over  and  above  all  its  own  cx» 
penses,  the  sum  of  $2,763.80. 

There  were  at  the  close  of  the  year  20  foundationers  and  probationers  for  the 
Foundation  at  the  College. 

During  the  present  year,  1874,  the  principal  has  not  been  decreased  to  pay  any  of 
the  current  expenses  of  the  Institution,  and  there  is  no  probability  that  any  diminu* 
tion  of  the  principal  will  occur  in  future  for  this  purpose,  as  the  College  has  now  a 
kuger  income  from  the  number  of  Term  Pupils  than  ever  before.  Its  reputation  it 
constantly  growing,  and  its  sphere  of  usefulness  is  being  largely  increased.  It  is  now 
entirely  out  of  debt,  except  a  few  unsettled  accounts,  which  may  amount  to  aboat 
95po»  the  various  items  of  which  have  not  yet  been  adjusted.

The  following  record  of  legislation  was  handed  to  the  Secretary  by  the  Bishop  for 
printing : 

In  Assembly^  yanuary  i6^  iS^4- 

Introduced  by  Mr.  Vedder — read  twice,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Internal 
Ailairs — reported  favorably  from  said  Committee,  and  committed  to  the  Committee 
of  the  Whole. 

AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  McCOY  FUND. 

7^  People  of  the  State  of  New  York^  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly^  do  mad 
as  follows : 

Section  i.  The  Right  Reveret^d  A.  Cleveland  Coxe,  of  Buffalo,  New  York, 
the  Reverend  Francis  Granger,  of  Forestville,  New  York,  and  Charles  McCoy,  of 
Ellicottville,  New  York,  are  hereby  created  Trustees,  with  power  to  receive  from 
Bethuel  McCoy,  of  Great  Valley,  New  York,  such  sum  x>f  money  as  he  may  give, 
grant,  or  bequeath  to  them  for  the  purposes  provided  in  the  next  section  of  this  act, 
■ot  exceeding  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  Said  Trustees  shall  keep  said  money  securely  invested  at  lawful  interest, 
and  annually  pay  the  income  thereof  to  the  Church-wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  S. 
John's  Church,  of  Ellicottville,  forever,  for  the  supp>ort  of  their  Clergyman.  Pro- 
vided, always,  that  whenever  said  Church -wardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  omit  to  pro* 
vide  regular  services  of  public  worship  at  their  Church,  at  least  twice  on  each  Son- 
day  during  half  of  each  year,  or  once  on  each  Sunday  during  all  of  each  year,  the 
said  Trustees  shall  pay  said  income,  for  a  like  purpose,  to  the  Church-wardens  ukI 
Vestrymen  of  such  other  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  society  in  the  county  of  Catta- 
raugus, during  the  years  of  such  omission,  as  a  majority  of  said  Trustees  diall, 
from  time  to  time,  elect. 

§  3.  The  said  Trustees,  and  their  successors,  shall  report  to  each  Annual  Dio- 
cesan Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Westcm 
New  York,  the  condition  of  said  fund,  and  the  said  Convention  shall  fill  any  vnancf 
which  shall,  from  time  to  time,  o<;cur,  by  death  or  otherwise,  in  said  Board  of 
Trustees. 

§  4.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

The  late  Samuel  Robinson,  of  this  Parish,  provided  by  will  for  the  payment  of  an 
annuity  of  $10  towards  the  support  of  the  Rector  or  Missionary  for  the  time  being, 
so  long  as  Divine  service,  according  to  the  rites,  etc.,  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  shall  be  maintained  here.  This  foundation,  as  above  conditioned,  is  sup- 
posed to  be  permanently  secured  on  real  estate. 

This  old' and  once  large  and  coitoparatively  important  Parish  is  at  the  present  time 
exceedingly  reduced,  both  in  numbers  and  financial  strength.  Some  of  the  old -time 
prominent  and  influential  families,  as  the  "  Hunts,"  have,  by  deaths  and  removals, 
become  nearly  extinct  here ;  or  have  but  one  or  two  individual  to  represent  their 
names.  Others,  by  intermarriage  with  strangers  to  the  Church,  have  become  them- 
selves estranged,  or  have  lost  their  "first  love." 

There  yet  remain,  however,  some  families  and  individuals  of  the  old  stamp,  true 
to  their  antecedents,  faithfiil  in  word  and  deed  ;  and  it  is  owing  to  their  eameat 
endeavors,  seconded  by  the  very  liberal  aid  of  the  Missionary  Board,  that  the  highly 
prized  services  of  the  Church  have  been  thus  far  regularly  maintained.  Their  faith 
and  good  works  are  exemplary  and  worthy  of  all  praise.  What  they  will  be  able  to 
do  the  coming  year  is  uncertain ;  yet  it  is  sad  to  think  of  closing  a  consecrated  Church, 
where  for  half  a  century,  in  answer  to  its  consecration  prayer,  Christ  has  been,  and 
still  would  be,  specially  and  preciously  present  in  the  assemblies  of  His  worshipping 
people. 

During  Lent,  "Cottage"  services,  so  called,  were  began  by  the  Missionary,  and 
continued  through  that  season,  successfully  and  acceptably,  by  lay  communicants  of 
the  Parish.

The  Report  of  public  services  covers  only  my  own  charge,  since  the  middle  of 
November  last.  All  other  items  show  the  whole  year.  The  debt  of  $2,000  requires 
explanation.  A  number  of  debts, had  accumulated  during  the  rule  of  my  prede- 
cessor ;  and  the  Vestry,  during  the  vacancy,  in  order  to  satisfy  creditors  somewhat 
clamorous,  borrowed  two  thousand  dollars  to  pay  them  off.  This  was  the  position 
of  affairs  when  I  took  charge  ;  and  much  care  and  thought  have  been  given  to  keep 
down  expenses  and  avoid  any  more  debt.  The  Parish  School  has  been  discontinued 
by  the  Vestry,  in  which  measure  I  have  taken  no  part.  The  death  of  Mr.  George 
R.  Clark  is  an  irreparable  loss  to  us.  In  the  Diocesan  and  General  Offerings  par- 
ticularly, his  cheque  has  hitherto  been  ready  to  make  up  deficiencies.  But,  as  his 
Christian  love  took  in  the  Diocese  and  the  whole  National  Church,  it  is  not  for  me 
to  say  more  of  him  here.

During  the  past  year  S.  Philip's  Mission,  which  is  under  the  charge  of  A.  P.  Rose, 
M.  A.,  and  James  P.  Mellen,  Esq.,  has  taken  possession  of  its  new  Chapel,  a  neat 
and  commodious  Hall,  which  has  been  leased  for  a  term  of  years,  and  of  which  the 
Trustees  of  the  Mission  have  the  ifull  control.  The  statistics  of  the  Mission  are 
included  above. 

Out  of  one  of  the  smaller  Missions  reported  last  year — an  effort  due  to  the  zeal  of 
a  single  Churchwoman  of  Trinity  Church,  and  springing  from  a  little  Sunday  School 
gathered  by  her  in  her  house,  and  then  brought  Sunday  after  Sunday  five  miles  to 
the  Trinity  "Even-Song" — there  has  grown  an  interesting  Mission,  which  will 
shortly  be  supplied  with  a  Chapel,  mainly  the  gift  of  Trinity  Parish. 

"  Grace  Chapel,  Fayette,"  as  this  new  Mission  will  be  styled,  numbers  about  a 
dozen  Communicants,  all  members  of  Trinity  Church ;  but  owing  to  the  fact  that 
Fayette  is  in  Seneca  County,  and  consequently  in  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York, 
the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese  has  placed  the  movement,  till  then  carried  on  by,  and  sup- 
plied with  ministrations  from  Trinity  Church,  under  the  charge  of  a  Lay  reader,  who 
is  a  candidate  for  Orders,  of  his  Diocese,  and  is  in  attendance  at  Hobart  College. 

The  Bisiiop  of  Central  New  York  will  lay  the  comer-stone  of  the  new  Chapel  in  a 
few  weeks  ;  and  the  general  interest  of  Trinity  Church  in  the  work  thus  inaugurated 
and  carried  on  by  its  members,  will  know  no  diminution,  though  it  is  now  necessarily 
committed  to  other  hands. 

At  this  Mission,  service,  sermon  and  Sunday  School  have  been  had  every  Sunday 
during  the  year.  These  services,  and  those,  equal  in  number,  at  the  White  Spring 
Mission  of  Trinity  Church,  numbering  over  one  hundred  services,  are  not  included 
in  the  Report  above.  Especial  thanks  are  due  to  the  Rev.  President  of  Hobart 
College  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Thomas  A.  Starkey  of  Geneva,  for  countless  Clerical  cour- 
tesies rendered  during  the  past  year,  as  so  often  before.

This  Parish  is  now  at  a  crisis  in  its  secular  affairs.  From  its  origin  in  1850,  most 
of  its  income  has  been  from  three  families.  All  of  them  have  left  the  Diocese,  leav- 
ing their  places  to  young  relatives,  who  are  now  active  members  of  the  Parish.  On 
the  first  of  July  last,  the  aforesaid  money  supplies  were  discontinued,  and  the  Parish 
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was  thus  left  to  its  own  resources.  It  is  indeed  a  most  trying  time  for  such  a  search- 
ing feest.  What  with  the  general  panic,  and  our  own  local  railroad  failure,  it  is  a  season 
of  extreme  depression  in  moneyed  operations,  and  yet,  rightly  used,  the  trial  may 
prove  to  be  ''a  blessing  in  disguise."  If  it  arouse  in  our  community  a  moderate 
sense  of  responsibility  for  Church  privileges,  with  an  earnest  resolution  "to  deal 
justly  with  the  Almighty  Lord  in  tithes  and  offerings,"  then  shall  we  have  occasioii 
to  own  that  it  was  good  for  us  to  be  thrown  out  of  the  nest  when  we  were  able  to  act 
for  ourselves.  Only  let  each  one  cheerfully  use  his  own  powers,  and  the  exercise 
will  be  twice  blessed — a  blessing  both  to  the  giver  and  receiver.

1874,  I  ministered  in  Trinity  Parish,  Bufialo,  as  its  Rector.  On  the  last  named  day 
my  Rectorship  expired,  but  by  the  request  of  the  Vestry  I  continued  to  officiate  as 
Minister /rt?  tempore  lyitil  Tuesday  in  Easter  week.
